RESILTS  IN  A  FIGHT. 


Lnion  Miners  at  Pana  Tinaily 

Clash  With  Non-lnion 

Negroes. 

Pana.  III.,  Sept.  29.— Striking  unioD 
coal  miners  and  imported  negrcK-s  en- 
gaged in  a  pitched  battle  in  the  main 
street  of  this  city  last  night.  Se-vera/ 
hundred  shots  were  c-xchansed.  Ni» 
one  was  wounded  in  the  rankf-  of  the 
uni^n  men.  The  negroes  were  driven 
from  the  city  to  their  stockades,  carry- 
ing with  them,  it  is  believed,  a  number 
of  wounded  comrades.  One  of  li'.e 
negroes  is  reported  to  have  died  sun 
after  reaching  the  stockade.  D?sultjry 
firing  continued  at  midnight  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  stockades. 

As  usual  the  negroes  from  the  st  x'k« 
ades  at  the  Springside  and  Pannell  wer*- 
making  demonstrations-  on  Second  and 
Locust  streets,  the  principal  businesa 
streets  of  the  city,  by  parading  heavily 
armed.  The  union  miners  were  in  ses« 
sion  at  their  hall,  where  a  Chicago 
labor  leader  was  speaking.  One  of  the 
negroes  appeared  at  the  foot  of  the 
miners'  hall  and  engaged  in  a  quarrel 
■with  a  union  white  miner.  Officer  Sam- 
uel Smith  immediately  arrested  the 
black  and  was  escorting  him  to  jail 
when  he  was  cloFed  in  on  by  a  posse  oi 
negroes.  who.  pointing  their  re« 
volvers  at  Smith,  threatened  to  kill 
him  if  ht-  did  not  release  the  prisoner. 
Smith  continued  on  h\y  way  to  the  jail 
with  his  prisoner.  Union  miners  art! 
others,  meanwhile,  went  to  Smith's  as- 
sistance and  the  negroes  were  driven 
back.  Smith  took  his  prisoner  to 
Operator  George  V.  PenweWs  store,  and 
upon  Penwell's  standing  for  the  negro's 
fine,   he   \v  as   released. 

Before  Smith  had  released  his  pris- 
oner, however,  the  negro  posse  had  been 
reinforced  and  assumed  a  threatening 
attitude  toward  the  white  men.  David 
McGavic,  leader  of  the  union  miners, 
clubbed  one  of  the  blacks  over  the  head 
with  a  revolver.  It  is  said.  For  half  a 
'block  McGavic  forced  the  negroei'  to 
retreat  and  then  a  few  shots  were  fired. 
The  negroes  retreated  double  quick  to 
their  stockades,  secured  ritles,  returned 
to  Locust  street  and  challenged  the 
miners  tor  a  fight.  The  opposing  forces 
lined  up  on  the  street,  the  negroe.^  with 
"Winchesters  and  the  miners  with  shot- 
guns, rifles  and  revolvers.  Neighboring 
business  houses  were-  immediately 
eloaed,  lights  extingui.?hed,  a.nd  citizen  • 
generally  sought  their  homes.  At  the 
word  of  command,  firing  commenced. 
The  first  volley,  it  is  said,  came  from 
the  negroes.  The  union  men  responded 
■with  a  volley  and  heavy  firing  continued 
for  five  minutes.  Much  of  the  shooting 
was  wild  and  entirely  harmless  ti  the 
•white  men,  who  finally  drove  their  en- 
emies in  full  retreat  to  their  stockades. 
The  negroes  are  thought  to  have  car- 
ried several  men  with  them  and  one  is 
reported  dead. 

A  second  encounter  between  whites 
and  blacks  occurred  twenty  minutes 
after  the  first  battle,  near  the  Penwell 
stockade,  but  the  firing  was  scattered 
and  it  is  not  believed  to  have  been  a 
rerious  engagement.  The  miners  had 
full  charge  cf  the  business  streets  at 
midnight.  Desultory  rifio  report.s 
could  be  heard  from  the  Penwell  and 
Springside  stockades,  but  no  person 
would  venture  into  the  streets  near  the 
mines,  and  very  few  are  loitering  about 
the  business  or  residence  sections.  The 
union  miners  say  the  battle  is  only  a 
foretaste  of  what  may  be  expected   to

I      Intense  excitement  prevailed  here  to-

streets    were    filled    with    miners      and 
citizens  armed  to  the  teeth.     The  negr  > 
arrested    last   night    who    attempted    tr. 
take  Policeman  Smith'.-  life  by  an  attack 
with  a.  knife,  and   whose  arrest  started 
the  riot,  failed  to  appear  in  court  today 
for   trial.     Mine   Operator  George   Pen- 
well,  who  gave  bail,  for  the  negro,  als.« 
failed  to  appear.    Warrants  were  issueii 
today   for  all  the  negroes  concerned  in 
I  the      riot.        How    many    negroes    were 
wounded   and   how    severely   cannot    be 
learned.     No  one  is  permitted   to  enter 
the  negro  stockade?,   and  the  operators 
refused    to    give    out    any    information. 
H.    E.   Bishop.   ;i  bystander,   i.s  the  only 
white    citizen     wounded.      The    negroe;- 
have  not  shown  up  on  the  streets  today, 
and  it  is  thought  the  operators  will  keep 
them  within  the  stockades  until  the  ex- 
citement susbides. 


Syracuse.  X.  Y.,  Sept.  29.— The  bright 
skies  and  clear  atmosphere  of  the  early 
morning  found  no  parallel  In  the  poli- 
tical situation  preceding  the  re-assem- 
bling of  the  Democratic  state  conven- 
tion. Before  many  '  delegates  had 
arisen  this  m<»rning,  the  leaders  were 
about  the  corridors  and  at  8:30  o'clock 
It  was  announced  from  Croker's  head- 
quarters that  the  New  York  and  Kings 
county  delegations  had  united  on  Au- 
gustus Van  Wyck,  of  Brooklyn.  a 
brother  of  Mayor  Van  Wyck  of  New 
York,  for  governor  and  that  the  njayor 
would  be  withdrawn. 

For  men  who  were  up  until  long  after 
2  o'clock  this  morning  the  leaders  were 
particularly  active.  At  7  o'clock  ex- 
Senator  Hill  left  his  room  and  went  to 
a  brief  conference.  Shortly  afterward 
Kliot  Dantorth,  \,ho  is  a  candidate, 
came  along  and  had  a  chat  with  John 
H.  Stanchfield,  al.so  a  candidate.  In 
the  meantime  Senator  McCarren.  of 
Brooklyn,  and  Richard  Croker  were 
having  a  conference  and  a  great  deal 
of  telegraphing  was  done. 

When  at  8:30  o'clock  there  came  an 
announcement  that  the  Kings  and  New 
York  delegations  had  coml)ined  on 
JudKe  Augustus  Van  Wyck,  Senator 
McCarren  .said:  "We  are  going  to 
nominate  Judge  Van  V»'yck  and  we  will 
have  290  votes  on  the  first  ballot.

officers  in  the  service  is  largely  ac- 
countable for  the  fearful  suffering  and 
the  appalling  loss  of  life  among  the 
gallant  soldiers  that  have  brought  dis- 
grace upon  the  administration  and  a 
sense  of  shame  to  the  nation.  A 
Democratic  congress  will,  if  chosen  by 
the  people,  rigidly  investigate  the  con- 
duct of  the  war  and  expose  and  punish 
all  who  may  be  responsible  for  the  un- 
necessary deaths,  privations  and  suf- 
ferings of  the  soldiers."

Chinese  Empire.

China  Bound  to  Be  a  Great

Xew  York,  Sept.  2y.— The  Sun  pub- 
lishes an  Interview  with  Charles  Denby. 
of  Indiana,  who  has  been  the  represen- 
tative of  the  Unired  States  at  Pekin  for 
thirteen  years.  When  asked  if  the  pop- 
ular prejudice  against  the  foreigner  is 
abating,  he  said: 

"There  is  no  feeling  against  the  for- 
eigner. There  is  a  great  deal  of  curi- 
osity. If  a  foreigner  goes  into  the  in- 
terior of  China  he  will  gather  5000  peo- 
ple in  fl  ve  minutes.  They  want  to  see 
how  he  looks,  how  he  dresses,  how  he 
acts.  But  they  have  no  feeling  against 
him.  There  is  at  limes  an  outbreak 
against  the  missionaries,  caused  usually 
toy  the  priests.  The  people,  are  incited 
against  the  missionaries  by  stories  that 
they  are  using  the  Chinese  children's 
eyes  to  make  medicine,  and  other  silly 
tales.  This  feeling  against  the  mission- 
aries is  not  unnatural.  The  people  of 
my  own  state,  Indiana,  are  as  law- 
abiding,  1  suppose,  as  the  people  of  any 
state  of  the  I'nion.  But  I  think  they 
would  not  be  tolerant  of  two  buddhist 
priesrs  if  they  came  into  a  little  com- 
munity and  announced  that  they  were 
going  to  set  to  \\ork  to  teach  the  women 
and  children  a  new  religion,  to  put  the 
children  to  school,  and  to  change  the 
whole  course  of  their  lives.  I  am  afraid 
those  priests  would  not  be  permitted  to 
carry  on  their  mission." 

Mr.  Denby  said  many  curious  claims 
rame  to  him  from  American  citizens  in 
China.  "The  American  minister."  he 
said,  "is  president  and  congress  and  the 
whole  government  of  the  United  States 
to  the  people  out  there.  It  takes  four 
months  to  get  an  answer  from  Wash- 
ington to  a  letter  from  Pekin.  So  th? 
minister  has  to  act  often  on  his  own 
responsibility.  If  any  one  shauld  have 
a  prejudice  »against  the  missionaries,  it 
is  the  American  minister,  for  they  alone 
keep  him  from  leading  a  life  of  luxuri- 
ous ease.  When  a  mob  breaks  loose 
and  wrecks  a  mission,  it  is  the  Ameri- 
can minster  who  has  to  protect  the  Uvea 
of  the  missionaries  and  make  reclama- 
tion for  the  value  of  their  property.  And 
let  me  tell  you  that  the  Chine.se  govern- 
ment is  as  much  opposed  to  these  mobs 
as  we  are.  Every  time  property  is  de- 
stroyed by  them  the  government  has  to 
make  it  good. 

■'To  give  you  an  idea  of  what  is  ex- 
pected of  the  American  minii.ier  in 
China,  I  will  tell  you  ct  some  claims  laid 
before  me.  One  man  came  to  me  with 
a  story  of  the  stealing  of  his  water  carl. 
It  had  been  left  at  the  door  on  one  of 
the  most  frequented  streets  in  Pekin 
while  the  man  entered  the  house.  When 
he  returned  It  was  gone.  I  brought  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  police, 
and  a  search  was  made,  but  the  cart 
could  not  be  found.  Then  I  made  a 
claim  before  the  magistrate,  and  he  paid 
the  man  for  the  cart.  Imagine  the  posi- 
tion of  a  Chinaman  making  claim  for 
the  value  of  goods  stolen  from  him  in 
Washington.  Another  claim  was  that  of 
Bn  American  who  had  been  stopped  by 
some  sf)ldiers  during  the  war  lietween 
China  and  Japan  and  made  to  get  out 
of  his  carl.  "The  soldiers  took  the  carl 
ar»d  left  him  to  walk  home.  Of  course 
it  was  an  indignity,  and  I  told  our  con- 
sul to  present  to  the  magistrate  the 
'man's  claim  for  $10  damages.  The 
magistrate  paid  the  sum. 

"Kver  since  the  settlement  of  the  war 
with  Japan  there  has  been  n.)thing  that 
the  Chinese  government  would  not  do 
for  me  because  of  the  help  I  gave  them 
in  bringing  about  peace.  I  have  never 
profited  a  picayune  personally  '•'}■'  their 
gratitudt,  but  officially  it  has  been  of 
great  value  to  me.  I  have  had  many 
claims  for  damages  to  missions  to  lay 
before  the  Isung-li-yamen.  and  it  has 
been  necessary  only  to  present  the  mat- 
ter and  ask  a  settlement.  In  one  case. 
Involving  many  thousands  of  dollars, 
the  tsung-li-yamen  asked  for  a  bill  of 
|)articulars.  There  were  in  the  claim  a 
great  many  things  that  shouldn't  have 
been  there — things  that,  with  my  legal 
knowledge,  I  had  grouped  under  the 
head  of  consequential  damages.  The> 
were  things  that  our  stale  department 
would  not  have  indorsed,  and  to  specify 
them  would  have  established  a  bad  pre- 
cedent. I  told  the  tsung-li-ya.Tien  that 
the  bill  was  all  right,  and  asked  them  to 
pay  it;  and  they  paid  it  without  another 
question.  Other  claims  they  paid 
promptly  when  there  might  have  been 
long  delays,  and  in  many  other  ways 
they  showed  ihtir  friendship  for  the 
United  States." 

Mr.  Denby  was  asked  if  he  believed 
the  United  States  should  join  the  other 
nations  of  the  world  in  the  division  uf 
China.  He  answered  emphatically  no. 
He  said  there  was  no  doubt  we  could  do 
it  If  we  wanted  to.  "But  that."  he  con- 
tinued, 'would  be  an  act  of  direct 
spoliation.  I  hope  we  shall  keep  the 
Philippines.  They  are  ours  by  right  of 
conquest.  This  war  was  started  on 
humanitarian  grounds.  That's  all  very 
well.  But  war  is  not  a  humanitarian 
institution.  Neither  is  diplomacy. 
■Diplomacy  is  doing  the  best  you  can  do 
for  your  own  country.  The  United 
States  cannot  go  around  like  a  knight 
errant  redressing  the  wrongs  of  m  • 
people  of  other  nations.  We  cannot  un- 
dertake to  force  lii>erty  and  equalitj  on 
the  rulers  of  the  oppressed.  It  we  did. 
we  should  have  all  Europe  on  our  back 
very  quickly. 

"England  has  abandoned  her  policy  of 
'hands  off'  and  taken  the  fortrtss  of  Wei 
Hai  Wei,  where  she  can  keep  an  eye  on 
Russia.  France  has  established  herself 
in  the  south.  Germany  at  Kiao  c:'hou, 
Russia  at  Port  Arthur.  China  is  help- 
less. She  has  had  one  war  which  has 
cost  her  much.  She  is  without  army  or 
navy,  and  she  will  do  anything  to  avoid 
another  war.  As  I  have  .=;aid,  we  could 
step  in  if  we  liked  and  take  a  slire-  of 
China.  We  could  seiae  a  port  and  the 
territory  adjacent  to  it.  and  China 
would  simply  look  on  in  amazement. 
But  it  would  be  a  violation  of  our  friend- 
ship with  her  and  an  indefensible  act. 
'  We  have  no  right  to  any  part  of  China. 
We  have  an  undeniable  right  to  the 
Philippines." 

In  Pekin  Mr.  Denby  had  a  retinue  of 
servants  to  whom  he  paid  16  a  month 
each  in  silver,  equal  to  a  little  more 
than  12.50  in  our  currency.  Out  of  this 
they  fed.  clothed  and  lodged  themselres 
and  their  families.  Mr.  Denby  \<-as 
asked  if  he  b;lieved  this  cheap  labor 
would  come  into  competition  with  ours 
in  manufacturing,  as  Senator  Teller 
fears. 

"China  is  bound  to  'oe  a  great  manu- 
facturing country  some  day,"  said  Mr. 
Denby.  "Shanghai  is  already  an  im- 
portant factory  town,     and     the  cc»tton

which  grows  near  the  city  is  made  into 
cloth  there.  China  has  the  cheapest 
labor  in  the  world.  Still,  I  don't  believe 
the  Chinese  will  ever  be  able  to  com- 
pete with  us  in  manufacturing.  With 
our  superior  machinery  and  greater  skill 
we  shall  be  able  to  hold  our  own;  and 
you  will  find  that  if  China  shouid  enter 
on  our  industries  the  price  and  the 
quality  of  labor  will  rise  to  the  Ameri- 
can level.  Compensating  conditions  are 
found  in  every  industrial  change." 

Mr.  Denby  said  he  had  stopped  in 
Japan  nn  his  way  East  and  had  a  long 
talk  with  Count  Okuma,  and  he  found 
that  Japan  and  America  are  entirely  in 
sympathy  on  all  important  questions. 

■"1  f.mnd  there  wa.s  a  feeling  of  un- 
certainty among  Americans  in  Japan, 
over  the  operation  of  the  treaty  which 
goes  into  effect  in  June  next  removing 
the  exlra-territoriality  of  Americans. 
-\fter  that  date  they  will  be  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  courts.  I 
think  they  have  nothing  to  fear.  The 
Japanese  courts  will  guard  their  inter- 
ests. That,  by  the  way.  is  one  of  the 
conditions  to  be  expected  under  foreign 
control  in  China.  Now  an  -\merican 
citizen  who  commits  a  murder  in  China 
is  not  tried  by  the  Chinese  courts.  He 
is  takfn  before  the  American  cor,isul  for 
trial.  The  Chinese  courts  cannot  seize 
the  property  of  an  American  citizen  for 
debt.  But  wherever  a  Kuropean  power 
takes  possession  and  control  extra-ler- 
rilorality  will  cease." 


RAILROAD  SCANDAL. 


President  of  a  Japanese  Rail- 
road Uses  IVIoney  for  Pro- 
motion Expenses. 

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Sept.  29.— Japanese  ad- 
vices just  receiveil  state  that  scandals 
have  developed  concerning  the  tinancial 
management  of  two  Japanese  railway  en- 
terprises. Directors  of  the  Nishi  Nari 
Railway  company  have  discovered  a  <le- 
ticiency  of  275,0Oi  yen  In  the  company's 
assets,  and  have  demanded  an  explana- 
tion. 

i'residt^nt  Manako  has  made  an  unsat- 
isfactory statt-meni  to  the  effect  that  the 
missing  money  has  been  use«l  for  "pro- 
motion expenses."  The  Nippon,  a  news- 
paper of  Tokio  makes  serious  charges 
aKalnst  the  administration  of  the  For- 
mosa Railway  company's  llnances,  the 
management  of  which.  it  pronounces 
scandalous.  This  company  was  organized 
several  years  ago  with  l').()i)rt,i1«ii)  yen  capi- 
tal to  build  a  railroad  from  the  South  to 
the  North  end  of  Formosa.  Actual  work 
has  never  been  commenced  and  the  money 
paid  in  for  stock  has  apparently  been 
squandered. 


A  CIBAN'S  COMPLAINT. 


Says  the  Americans  Are   Not   Treat- 
ing Ihem  Well. 

Santiago,  Sept.  29.— Gen.  Enrique  Col- 
lazo,  the  most  prominet  colleague  of 
Gen.  Galixto  Garcia,  and  the  Cuban 
military  officer  who  accompanied  Lieut. 
Rowan  on  his  return  to  the  United 
States  after  delivering  documents  from 
the  war  department  to  Gen.  Garcia, 
will  publish  in  El  Porvenir,  today,  over 
his  signature,  a  strong  article  In  which 
he  contra.«ts  the  state  of  affairs  in  the 
island  after  the  revolution  of  1878  and 
the  present  situation. 

"Then,"  says  Gen.  Collazo,  "the  Span- 
iards took  a  common  sense  view  of  the 
matter  and  paid  the  insurgents  enough 
money  to  allow  them  to  return  to  their 
homes  and  commence  work.  They  re- 
duced, and  in  some  cases,  remitted, 
taxes  and  treated  the  people  leniently, 

"Xow  the  Americans  demand  the  dis- 
bandmcnt,  without  pay.  of  the  Cuban 
army,  still  retain  the  heavy  duty  on 
cattle,  thus  preventing  agriculturists 
from  resuming  cultivation  of  their 
:a  .  .'^  I  ale  areneruliy  ac:ing  without 
consideration  toward  men  deserving  the 
highest  consideration  for  their  services 
to  the  cause  of  liberty. 

"It  is  true  the  Americans  are  distri- 
buting free  rations  to  the  Cuban  army, 
but  the  Cuban  soldiers  do  not  want 
charity,  but  only  an  oportunity  to  work 
for  themselves." 

The  article  concludes  with  a  solemn 
warning  of  the  serious  consequences 
likely  to  ensue  unless  the  aggravated 
situation  is  relieved. 

Senor  Demotrio  Castillo  has  accepted 
the  position  of  representative  of  •  Gen. 
Wood  in  the  country  districts  and  will 
enter  upon  his  duties  immediat  -ly.  His 
salary  has  been  fix^d  at  $3800.  The  ap- 
pointment is  much  appreciated  by  the 
Cubans.  Senor  Castillo  was  appointed 
governor  of  Santiago  by  Gen.  Garcia, 
but  was  not  recognized  as  holding  the 
position  by  the  American  government 
The  friction  with  the  Cubans  Is  de- 
creasing daily. 

Acting  upon  complaints  made  by  Cu- 
bans that  the  Spanish  clergy  were  re- 
moving valuable  treasure  legitimately 
belonging  to  the  Ignited  States.  Gen 
Wood  ordered  an  investigation,  which 
Is  now  proceeding.

wheat      grades.    The      discussion      had  I 
started  nicely  when  C.  A.  Pillsiiury.    oi.' 
Minneapolis,  came  in.   and   in   half     an 
hour  P.   H.   Rahilly,   Ignatius  Donnelly 
and  Eric  Olson,  all  well-known  farmers, 
became  members  of  the  gathering.  Thou 
came  S.  D.    Cargill    arwl    E.    J.  Phelps, 
representing  Minneapolis  elevator  inter- 
ests.    From  the  stale  were  two  or  three 
farmers,  other  than  those  named  above, 
while  North  Dakota  was  represented  by 
Mr.   cJrandin.    of  the  Grandin   farm.     It 
was  ntjt  a  formidable  gathering  in  num- 
bers that  Chief  Inspector  Clausen  faced. 
imd  no  bad  blood  was  shown  by  either 
side. 

It  developed,  as  the  discussion  pro- 
ceeded, that  the  Farmers*  alliance  was 
represented  by  Messrs.  Rahilly,  Don- 
nelly and  Olson,  and  more  immediately 
by  J.  C.  Hanley,  of  St.  Paul,  who  made 
a  formal  presentation  of  the  farmers' 
position,  which,  it  must  be  admitted, 
was  unusually  conser\^atfve  when  com- 
ing directly  from  farmers.  On  the 
whole,  it  was  a  conservative  meeting. 
Everybody  talked  in  mild  tone  of  voice 
and  yet  with  sufficient  directness  of 
statement  to  be  clearly  understood. 

Senator  Young  of  Appleton  was  the 
lirst  speaker.  He  had  no  charges  to 
make  other  than  to  express  the  senti- 
ment of  his  section  that  the  grading  of 
wheat  is  not  just  to  shippers.  "We  are 
not  able  to  detect  where  the  blame  lies." 
said  Senator  Young,  "iiut  we  feel  that 
injustice  is  being  done." 

Commissioners  Becker  and  Kingsley 
asked  Senator  Young  several  questions, 
and  Inspector  Clausen  interposed  a  re- 
mark occasionally,  but  this  part  of  the 
program  did  not  yield  much  of  interest. 
The  farmers'  cause  was  most  con- 
spicuously advocated  l)y  Mr.  Shayne.  of 
Brown's  Valley,  who  made  the  allega- 
tions of  Improper  grading  in  more  radi- 
cal statement  than  anyone  present,  not 
excepting  Mr.  Donnelly,  all  of  which 
were  replitvl  to  at  some  length  by  Mr. 
Clausen.  Mr.  Shayne  said  the  elevator 
companies  at  Elbow  Lake  were  under- 
grading  other  near-by  markets  to  that 
point,  and  as  a  result  much  of  the  wheat 
of  tliat  section  was  going  to  other 
points,  like  Slsseton,  Wheaton,  Wilmot 
and  Beardsley. 

A.  G.  Sim.onds,  representing  the  Min- 
neapolis and  Northern  Elevator  com- 
pany of  Minneapolis,  suggested  that  the 
reason  of  this  higher  grading  at  other 
near-by  markets  to  Elbow  Lake  might 
be  on  account  of  the  higher  grade  of 
wheat  tributary  to  those  markets, 
which  would  enable  buyers  there  to  bid 
a  little  stronger  on  Elbow  Lake  wheat, 
as  it  could  be  used  in  mixing.  He  knew 
that  wheat  at  Elbow  Lake  was  not  as 
good  this  year  as  at  some  of  the  other 
points  named.  Mr.  Shayne  was  unwill- 
ing to  concede  this,  however. 

"You  can't  make  the  farmer  believe- 
any  such  thing."  he  said.  "The  farmer 
believes  the  wheat  ring  is  doing  this." 

At  this  pont  Mr.  Grandini.  of  Uorlh 
Dakota,  a  larger  farmer  than  any  who 
had  appeared,  said  he  had  just  com- 
pleted a  3-day  examination  of  the  ter- 
minal inspection  sy.stom  in  Duluth  and 
Minneapolis,  and  as  a  farmer  who  had 
wheat  to  sell,  he  was  bound  to  admit 
that  he  had  little  to  complain  of.  He 
thought  farmers  would  be  well  .satisfied 
with  the  inspection  if  they  would  follow 
their  wheal  through  to  market,  and  see 
for  themselves  how  the  work  is  done. 
He  had  watched  the  work  closely  on  the 
Great  Northern  railroad,  over  which  he 
shipped,  and  he  had  found  that  inspect- 
ors held  vecy  closely  to  gr.idcs.  Men 
were  not  infallible,  and  he  presumed 
grain  inspectors  were  not  exceptions. 
He  believed  the  work  was  honestly 
done. 

The  matter  of  cockle  in  wb^at  was 
gone  Into  pretty  thoroughly.  Inspector 
Claufi'^n  explained  why  cockle  could  iwt 
he  cleaned  out  of  wheat.  WiUi  the 
cockle  in,  ;hc  v.  hcut  mu.st  be  graded  No. 
2  northern,  but  It  >vas  done  so  A'ithout 
dockage  for  the  cockle,  which  •,»as  about 
as  K<'Od  for  the  farmer  as  to  yrdde  No. 
1  northern  and  i>ut  on  dockage.  Thi.s 
Wcia  a  cockle  wheat  crop. 

D.  H.  Robblns,  of  Wilmar,  represent- 
ing Senator  Thorpe,  produced  samples 
of  wheat  that  wjls  graded  No.  2  north- 
ern, which  Mr.  Robbins  thought  should 
bt'  graded  No.  1  northein.  No  one  pres- 
ent agreed  with  him,  however,  even  Mr. 
Grandin  shaking  his  head  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

Mr.  Shayne  said  small  farmers  could 
not  make  a     personal    investigaiion     in 
terminal  inspection    yards  because  tiiey 
could  not  afford  it. 
"Then."  said  Mr.  Clausen.

This  was  admit  ltd 
by  all  present  to  be  a  satisfactory  show- 
ing for  the  inspection  department.

Gen.  Miles  Denounces  Claims 
That  Volunteers  Were  Re- 
sponsible Tor  Sickness. 

Chicago,  Sept.  29.— The  Daily  News' 
AVashlngton  special  says  that  Gen. 
Miles,  at  a  reception  given  at  his  homi. 
last  night  to  his  comrades  of  the  Meda! 
of  Honor  legion,  denounced  as  false  thi 
claim  that  volunteer  officers  and  sol- 
diers were  themselves  responsible  foi 
the  sickness  In  the  camps. 

"The  volunteer  troops  of  the  Unitec 
States  in  the  war  with  Spain,"  said  he 
"were  as  brave  and  as  patriotic  a  bodj 
of  soldiers  as  ever  took  the  field  in  any 
campaign  the  world  has  ever  seen.  The 
battles  they  fought  were  won  as  gal- 
lantly as  any  recorded  In  history.  And 
yet  the  peril  which  our  soldiers  had 
most  cause  to  dread  was  not  bullets 
but  disease,  which  swept  over  oui 
camps  and  destroyed  hundreds  where 
bullets  killed  one.  Our  soldiers  entered 
into  the  fever-stricken  camps,  as  they 
went  up  the  hill  in  the  face  of  the 
enemy,  with  a  courage  and  devotioi 
that  must  open  to  them  the  gloriou'^ 
page  of  history. 

"Those  w.ho  say  th rt  these  men  sic-t 
ened  and  died  because  they  wished  to 
thost  wl.io  blame  the  soldiers'  officers  of 
our  army  for  the  disease  and  death  tha. 
devia^tated  the  camps  and  thinned    the 
ranks;    those  who  assert  €nat   our  sol- 
diers suffered  through  their  own  fault 
insult   250,000  of    the  bravest   men   tlhat 
ever  carried  arms  beneath  the  sun. 

"These  men  did  not  suffer  and  die  be- 
cause they  liked  It,  and  whoever  says 
they  dfd  insults  our  army  and  the  men 
WI.10  officered  it.  It  Is  an  affront  to 
reason.  I  have  nothing  to  say  of  the 
blame  for  the  death  of  trwse  bravo 
men."

They  relate  especially 
to    the   food    served    to   s:)Idiers   and    to 
hospital   accommodation.",   and  none   of 
-hem   were   of  a   very  striking  charac- 
ter. 
One  lady,   whose  son   is  stationed  at 
lon^^-lulu.  wrote  ahat  he  was  encamped 
n  a  centipede  hill,  and  said   that   his 
ocd   was   insufficient    to   meet   his   de- 
rjands.    Fhe  asked  the  president  to  see 
hat  he  had  better  care. 
Circular  leiters  were  .sent  (to  the  writ- 
Ms  of  all  the  complaints  asking  them, 
.0   make   the   charges   specific,   and    to 
tate  whether  they  spoke  from  personal 
nowkdge  cr  only  from  report. 
One  of  the  letters  read   today      was 
from  Dr.  Sims,  of  Chattanooga.  It  was 
written  to  a  friend  in  Ohio  in  response 
-o  an  inquiry  for  the  facts  in  regard  to 
Jamp  Thomas  and   was  forwarded   by 
the  person  that  had  received  it  to  the 
president.      Dr.  Sims  said  in  this  letter 
that  there  was  no  justification  for  the 
-harge  that  the  site  of  the  camp  was 
not   desirable.   It  was,   he  said,   admir- 
able. 

The  doctor  said  that  in  the  beginning 
3f  the  camp's  career  the  hospital  faci- 
lities were  limited,  but  that  these  had 
oeen  increased  until  they  were  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  demands  upon  them. 
The  committee  expect  to  begin  to 
take  testimony  next  week.  Gen.  AVTieel- 
er  is  expected  to  be  among  the  first  wit- 
nesses  called.

ver Its  value.  What  they  claim  is  that 
it  is  the  law  which  makes  412'^  grains 
of   standard    silver   certified    to    by    the 
stamp  of  the  government  mint,  or  25.8 
grains  of  standard  gold  Jl,   no  matter 
what  the  bullion  is  worth.      The  stamp 
on   the  coin  only  certifies   that    the   re- 
quisite  amount    of   gold    or   silver    has 
been  put  into  the  coins  and  when  thus 
,  stamped  the  law  says  they  shall  be      a 
I  legal   tender  at  their  face  for  all  debts 
l>ublic  and  private,  except  where  other- 
wise expressly  agreed.  If  the  standard 
i--ilver  dollar  will  perform  the  same  si>r- 
vice  in  paying  debts  and  making      ex- 
changes as  the  gold  dollar,  no  one  nill 
take  lesa  for  it  no  matter  whether  sil- 
ver   bullion,    by    reason    of    demonetiz- 
ation is  worth  60  cents    or      $1.29       an 
ounce.       This  every   one   knows.   When 
silver   was  demonetized   in   1873  it   was 
worth    little   more    than   gold     liecause 
France  and  the  Latin  union  coined      it 
at  the  ratio  of  15^  to  1  while  we  coined 
it  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  l.      And  yet  the 
.J,'old   dollar    was    then    worth   just       as 
much  for  money  purposes  (not  as  bul- 
lion) as  silver. 

Now  take  the  Mexican  .silver  dollar.

After  all  this  false  pretense 
It  ill  becomes  the  News  Tribune  to  sail 
in   and   make   this  question   its       chief 
topic  of  discussion.       Yet  that  is  what 
it  is  doing.      If  the  silver  question      is 
too   dead   for   our   congressman    to   de- 
bate, it  certainly  is  too  obsolete  for  so 
enterprising  and  versatile  a  journal  to 
bother  with.      Why  does  not  the  News 
Tribune  discuss  the   tariff  and   tell   its 
readers  how  many  millions  of  dollars  of 
deficit    per   month    the       Dingley       bill 
caused;  why  congress  caused  the  issue 
of  $200.00«.OiJO  of  bonds   when   the   war 
tariff   would   bring  more   revenue   than 
the  government  needed  to  carry  on  the 
war;    also,    what  good   reason   the   Re- 
publican party  has  to  retire  the  green- 
backs  and    substitute    national       bank 
notes  and  then  allow  the  banks  to  take 
away  the  bonds,  which  secure  the  hold- 
ers of  the  notes,  and  make  the  value  of 
the  notes  depend  upon  the  assets  of  the 
"banks   and    the   liability   of   the   stock- 
holders?      Then   it   should   discuss   the 
mowing  evil  of  trusts  and  combines  and 
corporation  rule,  and  many  other  ques- 
tions  which    the   people  are       thinking 
about.      But  instead  of  this  it  takes  up 
the  silver  question  as  if  it  was  (as   it 
certainly  is)   the  great  question       after 
all.  and  one  that  will  not  be  settled  un- 
til  it   is  settled   in   the   interest  of   the 
toiling  millions  and  those  who  produce 
the  wealth  of  the  world. 

Here  is  a  sample  of  what  the   News 
Tribune  probably  thinks  is      a      most 
powerful   argument   against       bimetal- 
lism.     It  says:      "It  is  the  government 
stamp  that  gives  a  coin  its  value^  ac- 
cording   to    the    Popocrats.*    •    •    But 
Mexico   presents    the   case    of   a   dollar 
which   has   the   stamp  of  the   Mexican 
government,   and   yet  is  not   worth   $1. 
Thirty  years  ago  the  Mexican       silver 
dollar  and  the  United  States  silver  dol- 
lar  were    worth    about    the   same.       If 
there  was  a  difference  the  Mexican  dol- 
lar was  worth  more,  as  it  was  a  little 
heavier  than  ours.      Yet  a  dollar  is  now 
worth    less    than    .10    cents."       Then    it 
asks:       "Why  is  that?      The  stamp  is 
there  all  right.      Why  doesn't  it  make 
the   Mexican  dollar  worth  as  much  as 
it  ever  did?"        It  says;  "The  reason  is 
that   the   metal,    not   the   stamp,    gives 
value  to  silver  coin."      This  is  an  old

metallist  supposed   to  have  been   worn 
out  and  cast  aside  two  years  ago.

In  the  first  place  neither  the  "Popo-  '

THE  A8UES  OF  COf.UMBVS. 

It  is  amusing  to  read  of  the  elaborate 
ceremonies  con<lucted  by  the  Spanish 
officials  at  Havana  over  the  removal  of 
the  alleged  remains  of  Christopher 
CoIumi)us  from  the  old  cathedral  there 
to  be  taken  back  to  Spain.  It  is  equally 
amusing  to  read  the  comments  of  some 
of  the  prominent  newspapers  of  the 
Tnited  States  on  this  subject,  and  their 
grave  di.scussion  of  the  ridiculous  ques- 
tion whether  the  Spaniards  should  ba 
permitted  to  move  the  remains  from 
Havana. 

The  fact  is  that  the  supposed  ashts 
of  Columbus  were  moved  from  Havana 
to  his  liative  city.  Oenoa.  eleven  years 
ago  in  an  Italian  warship.  Spain  having 
recognized  the  claim  of  Italy  to  the  re- 
mains of  her  distinguished  son.  It  has 
l>t  en  ci  nteriled.  howtver,  that  the  re- 
mains of  Columbus  were  never  in  the 
cathedral  at  Havana.  Columbus  died  in 
Spain  in  1506,  and  thirty  years  later  hi.s 
body  was  taken  over  sea  to  San  Do- 
mingo and  interred  in  the  cathedral.  In 
179".,  on  the  cession  of  that  island  to  the 
French,  what  were  alleged  to  be  Colum- 
bus' remains  were  n'-exhumed  and 
transferred,  with  great  state  and 
solemnity,  to  the  cathedral  at  Havana, 
but  it  is  claimed,  and  strong  proofs 
have  been  presented  in  support  of  the 
claim,  that  the  remains  so  removed 
Were  not  those  of  Columbus.  .\t  San 
D(miingo  it  is  a.sserte<l  that  his  ashes 
still  remarn  in  the  old  cathedral  there. 

It  remains  for  a  French  newspaper  to 
give  to  the  world  information  concerning 
our  own  affairs  which  was  withheld  from 
the  American  newspapers  by  the  admin- 
istration.

The  Minneapolis  Journal  of  yesterday 
publishes  the  report  that  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  railway  will  buiid  a  cut-ofT 
from  Mora  to  Coon  Creek,  shortening 
the  line  from  Duluth  to  St.  Paul  anJ 
comments  on  it  as  follows: 

•In  connection  with  the  above  state- 
ment of  the  plans  of  the  Great  North- 
ern's president,  it  was  learned  yesterday 
that   he  has  other  projects  in  contem- 
plation   which,    if    consummated,    may 
have  the  effect  of  aRgrrandizing  the  cit- 
ies at  the  head  of  the  lakes  at  the  ex- 
pense of  St.   Paul  and   Minneapolis,    [t 
is  known  that  Mr.  Hill  has  large  hold- 
ings m  real  estate  in  Duluth.  and  with 
the   view   of   making   these   more   valu- 
able.   It    is   said    he    will   erect       several 
large  wholesale  houses  at  an  early  date. 
To  furnish  these  with  business,  it   wili 
be  necessary  for  him  to  enlarge  the  ter- 
ritory tributary  to  Duluth,  and  this  he 
"vmi    do    by    diverting    the    wheat    ship- 
ments from  the  Fied  River  valley      and 
jNorth  Dakota  fields  to  the  head  of  the 
lakes,  a  thing  that  is  made  possible  by 
the  completion   of  the  Fosston  cut-off 
He  is  also  said  to  be  rontemi>lating  the 
erection  of  an  immense  series  of  dock^ 
at   Duluth,  just  as  soon  as  he  can  see 
that   they  are  likely  to  be  needed. 

"In  addition  to  all  this.  President  Hill 
has  turned   his  eyes   toward   the  possi- 
bilities   of    the    pine    forests       through 
Which    his   new   lino   runs.       Th^re   are 
millions  of  feet  of  pine  yet  standing  in 
that  section  of  the  state,   and  it  is  his 
Idea  that  this  pine  should  be  made  into 
lumber  by  mills  located  contiguous   to 
the  w-oods.  and  from  there  shipped  East 
via  the  Great  Northern  and  the  lakes 
Jt  has  been  supposed  that   the  greatt- 
part  t)f  the  pine  now  standing  in      the 
northern  part  of  the  state  would  even- 
tually find  its  way  to  the  Minneapolis 
mills     but   Mr.    Hill   does   no:   see   it    in 
that  light.  He  i><>ints  out  that  it  is  just 
as  cheap  to  manufacture  luml»er  near 
the  woods,  and  that  if  this  is  done    the 
expense  of  floating  the  logs  down'  the 
nver  will   be  entirely  done  away  with 
It  is  suspected,  too.  that  he  is  prepared 
to   offer   something   beside    moral    sup-

A  few  days  ago  the  announcement 
was  made  that  a  new  sawmill  would 
be  built  at  Fall  Lake,  three  miles  from 
Kly,  on  the  si:e  adjoining  the  Knox 
Lumijcr  company's  mill,  by  SamueJ 
Simpson,  of  Mlnneap..lis.  and  Samuel 
Brown,  of  Dulufh.  It  was  stated  that 
they  had  puivha.sed  a  tract  of  timber 
fn.ni  Swallow  &  Hopkin.?.  This  state- 
.-iient  was  not  entirely  correct,  ilossrs 
Simpson  and  Brown  have  taken  a  con- 
tract to  log  and  sa\.-  the  timber  fnr 
Swallow  &  H.)pkin^•.  This  firm  h^s 
about  mt.OOO.OOO  teet  of  white  pine  in 
that  vicinity,  and  the  contract  covers 
most  of  this.  The  contract  calls  for  the 
delivery  of  the  lumber  on  the  cirs  at 
Ely  to  Swallow  &  Hopkins. 

Part  of  this  lumix-r  will  be  marketed 
in  the  East  and  part  in  the  West.  The 
bater  grades  of  lumber  bring  the  high- 
est prices  in  the  East,  and  consequently 
these  will  be  sent  there,  while  the  com- 
mon grader,  which  market  better  in  the 
West,  will  be  sent  thero. 

Messrs.  Simpson  and  Brown  will  erect 
a  hand  mill  at  once.  It  v.ill  have  a  ca- 
pacity of  al>out  UW.OOO  feet  a  day.

I'orter,  they  drove  to  the  for- 
eign ofllce,  where  the  commissioners 
met  and  breakfasted  with  the  Spanish 
commissioners.

had  Invited  the  three  head  officials  of 
the  French  foreign  office,  the  first  sec« 
retarie.'T  of  the  embassies  and  Henri 
Hegron,  secretary  of  the  Elysee  palace. 

The  French  newspapers  continue  to 
comment  upon  the  difficulties  which  the 
two  commissions  will  have  to  face  by 
reason  of  their  divergent  instructions, 
beyond  which,  it  is  said,  they  cannot 
go. 

Gil  Bias  says:  'The  Spanish  govern- 
ment has  given  Its  commissioners  very 
precise  instructions.  They  are  to  do 
their  utmjst  to  have  it  admitted  that 
there  can  be  no  question  of  disputing 
the  right:^  of  Spanish  t-overelgnty  over 
Manilla,  the  island  of  Luzon  and  the 
rest  of  the  archipelago,  outside  of  the 
naval  stations  which  Spain  will  cede  at 
the  Marianne  islands. 

"On  the  other  side,  the  American 
commi.«slon.  before  leaving  President 
McKinley,  received  from  him  very  pie- 
cii-e  instructions,  from  which  the  com- 
missioners cannot   depart. 

"The  following  is  the  text  of  their 
instructions: 

"First— Spain  cedes  absolute  sove- 
reignty over  the  whjle  of  the  Island  of 
Luzon. 

"Second— The  other  Islands  of  the 
archipelago  will  be  replaced  under  the 
dominion  of  Spain  on  condition  that  a 
lli)eral  g>vernment  is  accorded  to  the 
inhabitants. 

"Third— Complete  separation  of  church 
and  state  In  the  Philippines. 

"Fourth— Spain  cannot  cede  any  other 
Islands  In  the  group  to  any  foreign 
power  without  the  United  States  con- 
;=ent. 

"Fifth— The  United  States-  shall  enjjy 
tor  all  time  the  same  commercial  privi- 
leges as  the  most  favored  nations,  not 
excepting    Spain    herself." 

The  Gil  Bias  concludes  with  remark^ 
ing:  "It  is  therefore  to  be  feared  that 
for  unhappy  Spain  the  negotiations 
which  open  on  Oct.  1  will  give  no  satis- 
faction."

The    Oregon     Loaded     Down 
Ammunition  For  Manilla. 

New  York,  Sept.  29.— The  United 
States  battleship  Oregon  went  down 
the  Brooklyn  navy  yard  and  anchored 
off  Tomklnsville  yesterday  preparatory 
to  her  start  on  her  long  voyage  to  the 
Pacific.  The  Oregon  draws  more  than 
two  feet  over  her  normal  draft,  twen- 
ty-eight feet,  so  that  she  is  over  thirty 
feet  In  the  water.  Besides  an  enormous 
consignment  of  stores  and  provisions 
she  carries  1460  tons  of  coal  and  more 
than  5»)0  tons  of  ammunition.  In  order 
to  carry  this  amount  of  powder  and 
shells  a  number  of  temporary  maga- 
zines were  constructed  in  her  hold.  As 
the  ship  moved  out  from  the  dock  at 
the  navy  yard  her  band  began  to  play 
"Homeward  Bound."  Her  crew  was 
drawn  up  on  the  port  bow  with  the  mar- 
ine guard  abaft  the  bow.  Cob  dock 
was  crowded  with  marines  and  sailors 
and  a  crowd  of  spectators  stood  on  the 
coal  dock.  Cheers  were  exchanged.  The 
Oregon  was  subsequently  cheered  by 
the  crews  of  the  Texas,  Massachusetts. 
Iowa  and  Rainbow,  which  she  passed 
on  her  way  out.  She  responded  by  the 
blowing  of  her  big  steam  siren. 

The  Oregon  will  remain  at  Tomp- 
kinsville  until  today,  when  she  is  to 
be  joine.l  by  the  Iowa.  The  two  will 
then  bejrin  their  cruise  to  the  Philip- 
pines. It  was  said  at  the  navy  yard 
that  the  reason  the  Iowa  was  unable  to 
«!tart  yesterday  was  that  sh"  Is  wait- 
ing for  an  additional  consignment  of 
ammunition,  which  is  expected  to  ar- 
rive today.

Denver,  Sept.  29.— AVhen  the  court-mar- 
tial of  the  Rev.  Jot;ei>h  P.  Mclntyre, 
chaplain  of  the  battleship  Oregon,  was 
resumed  this  morning.  Henry  M.  Courier 
was  called  by  the  prosecution.  He  prac-

all  Eastern  built  vessels  being  secured 
through  "political  pulls.  '  After  the  tes- 
timony of  Air.  (."ourier  was  linished  Judg  ' 
Aavocate  Laucheimer  announced  that 
the   prosecution   had   closed. 

Attorney  Cranston,  for  the  defense 
then  placed  J.  U.  Schermerhorn.  state 
.senator,  who  heard  Chaplain  Mclntvre  .s 
lecture,  on  the  stand.  He  testified  thai  the- 
chaplain  said  that  the  Oregon  was  one  tif 
the  best  snips  atloat  and  that  the  East- 
ern s— pbuilders.  through  their  political 
inlluence.  nad  for  years  been  able  to 
secure  contracts  from  the  governmeir 
and,  having  no  competition,  had  not  bee  i 
careful  in  constructing  the  vessels  Th- 
(_)regon,  being  the  first  one  built  by  a 
Western  contractor,  received  special  at- 
tention in  its  construction.  He  heard  no 
charge  of  dishonesty  in  builuing  ship.- 
The  chaplain,  witness  said,  as.serted  that 
at  the  beginning  of  the  battle  the  Oregon 
was  five  miles  from  the  Spanish  ships  and 
the  Iowa  about  three  miles.  The  Oregon 
at  once  started  for  the  Spanish  vessels 
and  met  tne  Iowa  going  tne  other  way. 
He  heard  n.>tning  about  the  Iowa  going 
to  the  rear.  The  chaplain  referred  to 
Capt.  Evans  as  "Fighting  Bob,"  but  there 
was  no  manner  Indicating  contempt.  The 
auuience  laughed  when  such  allusions 
were  made.  Witness  testified  that  the 
chaplain  said  that  when  the  battle  be- 
gan Admiral  Sampson's  Hagship.  the  New 
\ork.  was  eleven  miles  away  but  during 
til'-  tight  she  (ame  up  so  "that  at  the 
surrender  of  the  Colon  she  was  within 
signalling  distance,  which,  he  explained, 
was  within  lour  miles,  and  that  she  was 
so  reported.

Perished. 


Quarantine    Regulations    For    Diph- 
theria and  Scarlet  Fever. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  29.— Secretary  Bracken 
of  the  state  board  of  health  has  issued 
the  following  notice: 

The  state  board  of  health  requires 
from  this  time  on  that  the  quarantine 
for  diphtheria  shall  continue  for  four 
weeks  from  the  time  of  the  appearance 
of  the  disease  in  any  patient,  or,  In  lieu 
thereof,  that  quarantine  be  regulated 
by  bacteriological  examinations'".  With 
the  bacteriological  regulations  there 
must  be  two  negative  reports,  from  a 
responsible  laboratory,  upon  smears 
taken  from  the  throat  of  the  patelnt  by 
some  responsible  person.  The  time  for 
the  quarantine  of  scarlet  fever  shall 
be  six  weeks  and  quarantine  shall  be 
released  then,  only  on  condition  that 
the  process  of  desquamation  is  com- 
plete. 


Idaho  Springs,  Col.,  Stpt.  29.— Forest 
fires  burning  on  the  west  side  of  the  di- 
vide are  beyond  control  and  the  people 
are  fleeing  for  their  lives.  How  many, 
if  any,  have  perished  cannot  be  known, 
as  there  is  no  way  of  getting  direct  in- 
formation at  this  time. 

A  light  breeze  gives  the  mighty  sea 
of  fire  a  new  impetus,  and  onward  it 
goes,  burning  everything  before  it.  with 
no  chance  of  saving  live  stock  or  prop- 
ertj".  Cattle  are  known  to  be  perishing, 
and  bear  and  deer  and  other  wild 
animals  are  running  to  the  east  side  of 
the  divide. 

The  damage  will  be  tremendous.  The 
timber  losses  amount  ta  more  than 
Imoney  considerations.  These  forests 
cover  the  headwattrs  of  mountain 
streams,  where  the  snows  are  retained 
for  many  months.  From  such  source 
the  streams  have  been  carrying  a  vol- 
ume of  water  sufflcitnt  to  irrigate  most 
of  t'ae  lands  of  the  state  west  of  the  di- 
vide. With  the  disappearance  of  the 
>timl)er  the  How  of  the  streams  will  be 
ttssened. 

The  opmion  among  the  ranchers  is 
that  the  fires  were  sat  by  the  Ute  In- 
dians. 

Henry  Grom,  living  at  Topenas, 
Egiria  Park,  arrived  here  today  from 
the  burning  country.  He  says:  "Thd 
Gore  range  is  on  fire  for  more  taan  100 
miles.  The  fires  have  been  burning 
there  for  some  time,  and  for  the  past 
fiw  weeks  have  been  getting  worse. 
Fires  are  also  seen  in  Grand  county, 
near  Kremling.  The  ranchers  are  fight- 
ing the  flames,  and  when  I  left  were 
experiencing  great  loss  In  all  kinds  of 
property." 

The  fires  which  are  reported  cover 
most  of  tYi  norl'awestern  part  of  the 
state,  and  extend  through  the  countits 
of  Routt,  Rio  Blanco,  Grand,  Larimer, 
Garret,  Eagle,  Pitkin  and  Sumjnitt. 
They  are  doing  great  damage  to  every 
interest  of  that  section.

A  Spanish  Soldier  Shoots   and   Kills 
an  American. 

San  Juan.  Porto  Rico,  Sept.  29.— V\^ord 
has  reached  here  that  a  Porto  Rican  re- 
siding at  Aguadllla.  near  Mayaguez. 
asked  protection  of  both  the  Ameriacn 
and  Spanish  troops  against  depreda- 
tions by  outlaws,  which  it  was  pre- 
dicted wtould  occur. 

In  respon.«e  to  his  request  the  Amer- 
Ic^an  authorities  sent  to  his  residence 
two  soldiers  of  a  Kentucky  regiment 
who  arrived  there  Sunday  evening  after 
dark. 

The  resident  had  not  notified  the 
Spaniards  that  he  had  requested  Amer- 
ican protection  and  some  Spanish  sol- 
diers who  had  been  sent  to  guard  his 
house,  arriving  after  the  Americans, 
mistook  the  latter  for  outlaws.  In  the 
confusion  resulting  the  Spaniards  fired, 
unfortunately  killing  one  of  the  Amer- 
icans. The  name  of  the  dead  soldier 
has  not  yet  been  ascertained. 

The  incident  is  great  regretted  by 
the  Spaniards. 

Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  American 
troops  in  the  island  are  on  the  sick  list 
and  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  recu- 
perate here.  The  sick  soldiers,  it  is  said, 
could  be  sent  home  with  mutual  ad- 
vantage.

Judge  Showalter  Will  Decfde  About 
the  Matter  Tomorrow. 

Chicago,  Sept.  29.— Judge  Showalter  of 
the  United  States  circuit  court  heard  ar- 
guments today  favoring  the  appointments 
of  a  receiver  for  the  White  Breast  Fuel 
company  and  the  Iowa  and  Illinois  Coal 
company,  against  which  corporations 
proceedings  to  foreclo.se  two  trust  deeds 
of  $600,000  each  were  begun  a  few  days 
ago  by  the  Atlantic  Trust  company  of 
New  York.  Judge  Showalter  will  decide 
the  matter  tomorrow,  decision  being  re- 
served to  enable  him  to  satisfy  himself 
of  the  court's  jurisdiction.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  receiver  appointed  by 
Judge  Showalter  would  control  the  prop- 
erty and  plant  of  the  companies  in 
Bureau  county.  111.  The  Iowa  courts 
would  have  to  be  appealed  to  in  regard 
to  the  mining  property  in  that  state.  It 
is  sought  to  foreclose  trust  deed  given  as 
a  guarantee  on  the  ground  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  bonds  have  matured,  that  no 
interest  has  been  paid  and  that  no  sink- 
ing fund  was  provided  according  to  agree- 
ment.

Aside  from  the  sentimental  reason  for 
sparing  no  effort  .to  save  this  ship,  the 
navy  department  Is  satisfied  from  the 
reports  of  the  divers  who  have  Investi- 
gated her  condition,  that  she  Is  well 
worth,  from  a  purely  monetary  point  of 
view,  the  expenditure  of  a  considerable 
percentage  of  her  original  value,  about 
$4,000,000,  if  there  is  a  reasonable  pros- 
pect of  raising  her.

CRANE  FOR  GOVERNOR. 


New  Jersey    Democrats   Really   En< 
dorse  the  Chicago  Platform. 

Trentun.  X.  J..  Sept.  29.— The  Democrat- 
ic state  convention  yesterday  nominated 
for  governor  of  New  Jersey  Elvin  W. 
Crane,  the  prosecutor  of  Essex  county, 
and  adopted  a  platform  which  in  a  meas- 
ure supports  tne  Democratic  national 
platform.  The  convention,  however, 
without  debate,  defeated  a  proposition  to 
specihcally  endorse  the  platform  adopted 
by  the  convention  of  ISdH.  This  for  a  few 
moments  caused  considerable  turmoil. 
but  the  band  struck  up  a  lively  tune  and 
finally  the  silver  men  accepted  the  sit- 
uation gracefully.  Later  when  Mr.  Crane 
had  cwen  nominated  Senator  Daly  and 
Clarence  Atkinson,  both  of  whom  were 
special  favorites  of  the  silver  men  and 
were  candidates  for  the  nomination, 
mounted  tne  platfrom  and  promised  to 
do  all  they  could  to  insure  Mr.  Cranes 
election. 

A  feature  of  the  convention  was  the 
presence  of  a  delegation  of  colored  men 
who  had  called  to  pledge  support  to  the 
conventions    n')mlnpe. 

The  platform  agreed  upon  by  the  state 
committee  lor  submisston  to  the  conven- 
tion's committee  on  resolutions  makes 
state  issues  the  principal  features,  but 
contains  an  endorsement  of  the  national 
principks  of  the  party.  The  first  para- 
graph is  as  follows: 

"AVe.  the  representatives  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party  in  state  conventicn  assembled 
reaffirm  our  devotion  to  the  great  and 
vital  principles  of  the  Democratic  partv 
on  national  issues,  believing,  however, 
that  the  coming  state  campaign  should 
be  fought  out  on  state  Issues  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  state  from  Republican 
extravagance,    corruption    and    misrule." 

A  iKiragraph  is  devoted  to  thanking  the 
solders  of  New  Jersey  who  volunteered 
for  the  Spanish-American  war. 

The  present  federal  administration  Is 
charged  with  being  responsible  for  the 
horrible  result.s  of  incompetency  of  gov- 
ernment officials  in  the  management  of 
the  war  after  continued  attention  to  these 
appalling  results  had  been  brought  to 
President  McK'nIey's  notice.  Attention 
is  called  tnat  not  a  single  example  has 
l>een  made  of  any  one  guilty  of  this  In- 
competency. 

The  platform  concludes  with  deploring 
that  an  ex-governor  of  New  Jersev  and 
a  member  of  President  McKlnleys  cab- 
inet presided  at  a  Republican  state  con- 
vention and  undertook  to  defend  "Alger- 
Ism." 

The  comrnUtee  on  resolutions  by  16  to 
'>  adopted  uTs  r.port  on  a  platform  and 
the  report  was  presented  to  the  con- 
vention by  ex-Senator  Edwards  of  Hud- 
son. The  minority  report  called  for  a 
specific  endorsement  of  the  Chicago  plat- 
form of  1896  In  detail  but  the  majority 
report  was  sustained  bv  the  convention. 
On  balloting  for  nominations  for  govern- 
or   Elvin    AV.    Crane   received    441    votes. 


Queen    Louise    of   Denmark 
Passed  to  Her  Last  Re- 
ward Today. 

Copenhagen.  Sept.  1:9.— Queen  Louise 
of  Denmark  died  at  5.30  o'clock  this 
morning.  She  was  born  Sept.  7,  1817. 
She  was  a  daughter  of  Landgrave  Wil- 
helm,  of  Hesse-Ca.o.s<-l,  and  was  married 
May  26.  1842,  to  Christian,  fourth  son 
of  the  late  Duke  Wilhelm  of  Schleswlg- 
Holstein  -  Sjnderburg  -  Glucksburg. 
Christian  was  appointed  to  the  succes- 
sion of  the  crown  of  Denmark  by  the 
treaty  of  London  of  May  8,  1S52,  and 
by  the  Danish  law  of  successiDn  of  July 
31,  1853.  He  succeeded  to  the  throne  as 
Christian  IX  on  the  death  of  Kin^- 
Frederick  VII  on  Nov.  15.  1863. 

For  the  last  thirty  years  of  her  life 
the  queen  exeroi.«ed  much  inHuence  on 
the  politics  of  Eurjpf  and  was  some- 
times called  the  mother-in-law  of  the 
continent.  Another  title  sometimes 
given  her  was  "The  Royal  Matcli- 
maker." 

The  children  of  King  Christian  and 
Queen  Louise  are  Prince  Frederick,  the 
heir  apparent,  born  June  3,  1843,  who 
married  Princess  Louisa,  daughter  of 
King  Carl  XV  of  Sweden  and  Norway: 
Princess   Alexandra,    born    Dec.    1,    1844, 


New  York.  Sept.  29.— A  dispatch  to 
the  Herald  from  Kingston,  Jamaica, 
says: 

The  Maroons  on  the  coast  line  are 
rising  and  are  taking  possession  of 
valuable  properties  belonging  to  Eng- 
lish proprietors  and  threatening  to  hold 
them  with  force. 

There  are  fears  of  a  serious  insurrec- 
tion and  the  government  is  making 
preparations  to  cope  with  it.  Some  of 
the  residents  of  the  threatened  districts 
have  wiught  safety  in  the  city. 

Information  of  the  threatening  atti- 
tude of  the  Maroons,  who  are  descend- 
ants of  negroes  who  fled  to  the  moun- 
tains when  the  British  took  posses- 
sion of  the  islands,  was  published  in 
July  last.  A  deputation  from  the  tribal 
conference,  held  on  the  Maroon  reser- 
vation, called  on  Governor  Hemming 
and  asked  him  to  overturn  a  decision  jf 
the  courts  giving  to  white  men  the  title 
to  certain  lands  which  the  Maroons  de- 
clared had  been  allotted  to  them  as  a 
part  of  their  reservation  after  the  re- 
belll<jn.  Governor  Hemming  refused 
to  interfere. 

A  correspondent  Interviewed  the 
deputies  in  Kingston.  They  said  that 
when  the  Maroons  signed  the  treaty 
of  peace  with  the  government  they  took 
an  oath  drunk  in  blood  never  to  fight 
the  whites  again.  This  oath,  they  de- 
clared, must  be  broken,  as  they  were 
being  robbed  of  territory  and  provoked 
by  the  white  men.  On  their  return 
the  people,  they  said,  would  seize  the 
land  by  force  and  if  the  military  inter- 
fered a  judgment  day  would  follow  as 
the  Maroons  would  die  before  relin- 
quishing their  rights. 

HARTMAN  WITHDRAWS. 

The  Well  Known  Congressman  Retires 
In  Interest  of  Harmony. 

Helena.  Mont.,  Sept.  29.— Hjn.  Charles 
S.  Hartman,  nominee  of  the  Silver  Re- 
publicans and  Populists  for  congress, 
has  withdrawn,  and  asks  that  the  name 
of  Hon.  A.  J.  Campbell  the  Democratic 
nominee,  be  placed  on  those  tickets  and 
supported  by  all  who  believe  in  the 
free  coinage  of  silver. 

ON  PROHIBITION. 


Present  Policy  In  Regard  to 

Permits  For  Dead  and 

Down  Timber. 

Washington.  Sept.  29.— Comml.ssloncr 
Hermann  of  the  general  land  office  had 
his  attention  called  to  an  article  in  the 
last  is.sue  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Lum- 
oerman.  In  which  the  policy  of  granting 
p.-rmits  to  Indians  for  cutting  dead  and 
down,  timber  in  Minnesota's  reservations 
is  severely  criticised.  Mr.  Hermann  was 
busy  wlrh  a  hearing  when  the  article  was 
shown  him,  but  he  will  have  something 
to  say  about  the  matter  later.  There  are 
several  errors  in  the  article,  the  most 
glaring  of  which  assumes  that  a  bill  was 
pas.seU  at  last  session  of  congress  provid- 
ing that  permits  sh(juld  be  granted  for 
tutting  dead  and  down  timber. 

The  facts  In  the  ca.se  are  that  a  pro- 
vision was  ln.>«erted  in  the  Indian  appro- 
priation-bill of  1S»7  authorizing  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior  in  his  discretion  and 
under  such  regulations  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe  to  allow  tiu  Minnesota  Indians  to 
fell,  cut  and  remove  dead  timber,  standing 
or  fallen,  sell  the  .same,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds to  go  to  Indians.  It  is  also  pro- 
vided that  whenever  there  is  reason  to 
ijelleve  that  any  timber  has  been  killed 
burned,  girdled  or  otherwise  Injured  for 
the  purpo.se  of  ctmvertlng  the  green  tim- 
ber into  dead  material  then  all  permits 
secured  under  such  circumstances  shall 
be  revoketl.  Thus  far  ;•.  good  showing 
has  Ijeen  made  for  the  Indians,  and  while 
It  is  propo.scd  to  continue  this  policy  and 
give  the  Indians  the  benefit,  it  is  known 
that  complaints  have  been  made  that  tim. 
ber  is  being  cut  under  the  permit  system 
that  ought  not  to  be  included  in  the  deiid 
and  down  category.  A  rigid  investiga- 
tion will  be  made  in  each  case  where 
specific  charges  are  liled.

The  queen  had  been  dangerously  ill 
for  several  months,  but  an  effort  had 
been  made  to  keep  the  condition  of  the 
royal  sufferer  frim  the  public.  Her 
daughter,  the  princess  of  Wales,  was 
summoned  to  Denmark  in  haste  a  few 
weeks  ago. 

The  end  was  peaceful.  Her  bedside 
was  surrounded  by  the  king  of  Den- 
mark, the  dowager  empress  of  Russia, 
the  king  and  queen  of  Greece,  the  prin- 
cess  of  Wales,  the  duke  and  duchess  of 
Cumberland,  the  cr^wn  prince  and 
crown  princess  of  Denm.ark  and  all 
the  other  members  of  the  roval  familv. 
THE  DEATH  SCENE. 

London,  Sept.  29.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Times  from  Copenhagen  gives  the  fol- 
lowing description  of  the  death  of  the 
queen  of  Denmark.  The  kings  of 
Denmark  and  Greece  and  the  princess 
of  Wales,  during  many  hours  alter- 
nately, held  the  hands  of  the  dying 
queen,  who  for  a  few  moments  recov- 
ered consciousness,  but  could  not  speak. 
The  king  of  Denmark  wept  and  the 
physicians  requested  him  to  retire  to 
rest,  but  he  replied:  'I  will  stay  at 
least  while  the  queen  is  conscious." 
Everywhere  the  flags  are  at  half  mast. 

The  queen  did  not  die  of  any  specall 
illness,  but  of  increasing  decrepitude.

Every    Province   in    Canada 
Will  Vote  on  the  Proposi- 
tion Today, 

Quebec,  Sept.  29.— One  of  the  most 
interesting  electiona  ever  held  in  Canada 
will  take  place  today.  In  every  election 
district  of  the  Dominion  the  elector.^ 
will  vote  upon  prohibition.  Never  be- 
fore has  the  question  of  prohibition  been 
sul)mitted  to  the  people  of  so  large  a 
territory.  In  all  the  provinces  of  Can- 
ada the  people  will  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  express  themselves  as  for  or 
againi»t  the  absolute  prihihition  of  the 
sale,  manufacture,  importation  and  use 
of  any  and  all  kinds  of  intoxicants  in 
all  parts  of  Canada. 

The  Liberal  government  now  In  power 
has  given  to  the  people  this  opportunity 
for  expressing  themselves  upon  the 
great  question,  but  no  pledges  are 
made  by  the  government  as  to  what 
course  will  be  followed  In  case  the  peo- 
ple vote  for  prohibition. 

It  is  not  expected  that  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  registered  vote  of  the  Domin- 
ion will  be  cast  upim  this  question,  and 
the  opponents  of  prohibition  say  thai 
even  if  prohibition  is  carried,  the  Lib- 
eral government,  on  account  of  the 
small  vote,  will  refuse  to  enact  any 
prohibitory  laws,  upon  the  ground  that 
the  vote  does  not  give  a  fair  and  ade- 
quate express!  jn  of  the  will  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  question 
of  prohibition  has  several  times  been 
submitted  to  the  people  of  the  variou.'< 
province?,  but  never  before  have  the 
people  of  the  entire  Dominion  voted 
upon   it. 


GORE  QIITS  WELLMAN. 

Eminent  Geographer  Home  From  His 
Arctic  Tour. 

Washington.  Sept.  29.— Professor  J.  H. 
Gore,  the  eminent  geographer  of  the  fac- 
ulty or  Columbian  university,  who  ac- 
companied Walter.  Wellman  upon  his 
Arctic  c-xpedit'on,  has  returned  to  Wash- 
ington, having  parted  with  .Wellman  on 
July  21, 

Tne  Frltzjof.  Wellmans  little  steamer, 
got  ;iii  far  as  latitude  74,  where  It  was 
stopped  by  tne  ice  on  June  26,  and  from 
that  date  until  July  21  he  cruised  along 
without  being  able  to  rind  a  passage.  He 
then  returned  to  Norwa\ ,  where  ne  re- 
newed his  supply  of  coal  and  started  oft 
again  to  Sf-ek  a  passage  to  Franz  Josef 
land.  The  nrospect  was  so  discouraging 
that  Professor  Gore  left  the  ship  at  that 
pomt.  Mr.  Harlan,  of  Washington.  Mr. 
ilnklwin  of  the  weather  bureau.  Dr.  Hoff- 
man, of  Grand  Rapids,  and  tour  Norwe- 
gian sailors  remained  with  Mr.  Wellman. 

Professor  Gore  says  v. .at  nve  other 
polar  exoeditlons  which  started  about 
me  same  lime  met  w:tn  a  similar  fate, 
and  are  either  in  the  ice  or  below  it,  like 
Wellman.  This  summer  there  has  been 
more  ice  than  usual,  and  It  has  reached 
lower  latitudes  than  ever  before,  which 
is  due  to  the  north  wln<ls.  which  have 
been  strong  and  continuous,  and  have 
blown  down    from   the  Arctic  circle. 

I'rofessor  Gore  does  not  consider  the 
Journtv  wasted,  however,  for  he  was  able 
to  make  a  series  of  Important  observa- 
tions to  determine  the  force  of  gravity 
by  which  to  ascertain  the  curvature  of 
the  earth  within  the  Arctic  circle.  The 
geography  tells  us  that  the  earth  has 
the  shape  of  an  orange  and  is  flattened 
at  the  \m\ei\  but  geographers  arc  anxious 
to  lind  out  exactly  how  much,  and  the 
observations  of  Professor  CJore  are  d'- 
rected   to   that  end. 


LACKS  DWELLING  HOUSES. 

Terminals  of  the  Brainerd  &  Northern 
Located  at  Bemidji. 

Pemldjl,  Sept,  20.— Contractors  Bagley, 
Hufcbner  and  Ll.sette  have  begun  actual 
construction  work  on  the  Brainerd  & 
Northern,  on  the  last  seven  miles  of 
grading,  bringing  the  line  into  Bemidji. 
where  extensive  terminal  grounds  have 
l)een  secured.  A  groat  scarcity  of  labor- 
ers hi.s  i)revalled  for  the  past  month,  ow- 
itiii  to  the  migration  of  settlers  to  the 
Uakoiu  harvest  Helds,  but  numbers  of 
them  are  now  returning,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  enough  laborers  can  soon  be  pro- 
cured to  complete  the  road.  The  shift- 
ing of  logging  operations  from  the  old 
fields  of  Morrlso.n  and  Crow  Wing  and 
Cu.ss  ciiuntles,  to  tho.se  of  Beltrami  and 
Noruiern  Hubbard,  which  Is  now  taking 
place,  is  also  revolutionizing  the  labor 
market,  Bemidji  now  being  the  scene 
for  hiring  and  for  supply  hauling.  The 
hotels  a.id  barns  arc  already  proving  In- 
adequate to  the  demands  upon  them,  and 
the  lack  of  dwelling  houses  for  rent  l« 
hindering  many  from  removing  their 
families  to  homes  near  the  place  of  their 
work  A  hundred  small  dwelling  hou.ses 
would  rent  easily  here  this  winter,  and 
MO  the  coming  spring  and  summer.  The 
opening  of  the  Great  Northern  to  passen- 
ger trafflc'through  here  has  already  snnt 
a  goo<l  many  new  men  Into  the  country 
along  the  line  looking  for  business  open- 
ings In  the  new  towns,  where  there  is  still 
ample  room  for  more  stores,  blacksmith 
and  wagon  shops,  liveries,  harness  shops 
and  lumber  yards.

tion of  the  Leech  Lake  &  Park  Rapids 
branch  with  the  Great  Northern.  The

.section  will  go  to  the  state  of  Minnesota 
when  the  ceded  lands  are  put  upon  the 
market  and  will  have  to  be  sold  at  pub- 
lic auction.  It  will  i.robablv  be  complete- 
l.y  covered  with  squatters  before  that 
time  comes.

The  report  of  H.  C.  Withrow.  execu- 
tive agent,  showed  that  the  past  year 
had  been  a  busy  one,  and  that  gratify- 
irig  results  had  been  accomplished. 
There  were  142  cases  investigated  ac- 
cording to  the  report,  and  ten  prosecu- 
tions were  instituted,  of  which  nine 
were  successful.  Eight  children  were 
taken  charge  of  and  placed  in  the  Chil- 
dren's home  In  St.  Paul.  A  number  of 
children  have  been  placed  in  families 
and  a  large  number  supplied  with  cloth- 
ing. In  a  great  many  cases,  the  inllu- 
fcnce  of  the  society  has  been  successfully 
b!-ought  to  bear  to  stcure  better  treat- 
ment for  animals. 

The  report  suggested  that  an  ambu- 
J.ance  should  be  st cured  by  the  society 
alludtd  to  the  advantages  of  a  home 
where  mothers  who  go  out  to  work 
could  leave  their  children  during  the 
day,  and  recommended  dlie  establish- 
ment of  a  night  school  for  waifs  \ 
humane  library  would.  It  was  stated  be 
a  valuable  aid  in  the  work. 

The  report  of  Secretary  Middlecoff 
showed  that  the  collections  had  b-;en 
$607.  The  financial  condition  of  the  so- 
ciety is,  it  was  stated,  better  than  ever 
before.  The  executive  agent  now 
spends  about  half  Ihis  time  attending  to 
the  work  on  the  ranges.

Washington,  Sept.  .30.— Secretary 
Alger  has  received  a  long  letter  from 
Gen.  Leonard  Wood,  military  governor 
of  Santiago.  It  is  personal  to  a  gnat 
extent,  l)Ut  deals  with  many  (luestions 
of  interest  to  the  pubhc.  and  Secretary 
Alger  has  allowed  s ume  extracts  to  Ije 
pubHshed. 

It  may  be  stated  that  t.ie  stcretary 
tVrls  that  ithe  course  of  events  at  San- 
tiago has  demonstrate'd  the  wisdom 
.shown  in  the  selection  of  Gen.  Wood 
for  this  peculiarly  difficult  position. 
Combining,  as  he  does,  midical  skill 
with  the  highest  type  of  scldierly  qual- 
ities and  executive  ability,  he  was  able 
to  meet  and  overcome  uhe  problems 
;resc!nted  at  Santiago.  The  letter, 
TOortover,  presents  vividly  the  fright- 
ful conditions  :hat  confronted  the 
American  army  of  occupation  after  the 
i-urrer.der  of  Santiago.  Gen.  Wood  says 
in  part: 

"I  have  had  a  very  difTirult  position 
fiom  a  sanitary  point  cf  view,  arjd  not 
an  altogether  tasy  one  from  a  military 
and  civil  .'•tandpoint.  When  we  ca,nie 
into  :he  city  the  .'^anitarv  situation 
WAS  SOMKTHING  FRIGHTFt'L. 
"There  were  a  great  many  unburieJ 
dtad  in  the  houses,  between  2000  and 
:;i'i}0  3par.ish  wounded  and  side,  and  a 
great  horde  of  half  famished  and  sick 
people,  nearly  20.000  in  number,  who 
had  just  leturned  fro.Ti  El  Caney, 
where  they  had  gone  during  the  siege. 
The  wattr  supply  jf  t.ie  city  had  been 
cut  off;  there  was  no  wa:er  to  be  ob- 
laiiicJ  except  fro'u  cisterns  and  a  few 
\Nells,  and  the  streets  were  full  of  dead 
animals  and  all  si)rts  of  filthy  ma- 
terials. I  had  to  start  in  from  the  bot- 
t(  m  and  rtpalr  the  waterworks.  Then 
came  the  removal  of  the  dead.  Some 
of  these  were  bumped,  litcause  the  num- 
ber was  so  great  and  decomposition 
had  advanced  to  such  an  extent  that 
ihr-y  could  not  Ik-  buried.  Burning  is 
n!,t  unccmmonly  practiced  here  during 
th'..'  epidemic  sea-son. 

"We  had  yellow  fever  all  around  us. 
and  about  twenty  cases  in  the  Spanish 
n;i:itary  hcspital.  The  civil  hospital 
was  full  of  dying  people,  arxl  puulit 
!>uildings  were  being  used  as  hospitals. 
t!ii  the  whole  it  was  an  extremely  diffi- 
cult task,  requiring  a  great  deal  of 
fhard  work.  I  have  been  working  syste- 
matically with  ev.  ry  means  at  hand  to 
iii>prove  the  sanitary  (cindltions  of  the 
city.  It  is  in  this  de-partnient  that  a 
\  ast  .^.-nount  of  work  has  been  done. 
1  have  a  force  of  al)out  170  men  corii- 
stantly  timployed,  and  at  many  time* 
have  had  nearly  double  this  force 

WOllKING  DAY  AND  NIGHT 
to  remove  the  vast  accumulations  of  in- 
describable filth  which  has  accumu- 
lated in  the  outhouses  and  yards  as 
Well  as  the  streets  of  the  city,  which  is 
reputed  to  be  one  of  the  most  tm- 
healthy  and  dirty  in  the  wond.  The 
death  rate  has  dropjM  J  steadily  fiiace 
we  came  in,  and  is  now  about  one- 
fourth  of  what  it  was  in  July.  The  re- 
pairs made  to  it  anfl  the  supply,  al- 
though insufTicient,  is  utilized  to  the- 
greatest  advantage. 

"1  have  had  to  hire  doctors  for  t'ne 
hospital.^,  pur(ha.--e  medicines  for  the 
patients  and  supply  the  hospitals  witn 
l)ed.-5  and  bedding  and  food;  in  fact,  re- 
establish and  take  entire  charge  of 
them.  I  have  also  established  a  strict 
i»ystem  of  house  inspection  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  streets,  and  have  a  disin- 
tecting  department  a'a  well  as  a  clean- 
in.?  department.  The  city  has  been  di- 
vided into  five  districts,  in  each  of 
which  is  a  relief  station  where 

FOOD   IS    DISTRIBl^TED 
and    a    physician    in    attendance,    who 
prescribes  for  thofe  who  present  them- 
.solves   sick   and    visits   the   sick   in   the 
houses. 

"The  palice  department,  all  dictora 
and  the  officials  in  each  ward  have  re- 
ceived instructions  to  furnish  thesk 
physicians  a  list  of  sick  requiring  at- 
tention, and  also  of  the  worthy  noor, 
in  order  that  we  may  be  somewhatpro- 
tected  in  the  distribution  of  medicines 
and  rations.  I  am  issuing  at  pres<rnt 
about  15.000  rationr  per  day.  The  phy- 
sicians are  probably  prescribing  for 
al)out  600  or  700  people  and  some  days 
many  m>re.  These  physicians  are  na- 
tive Cubans,  educated  In  the  United 
States  and  employed  by  our  government 
a?  contract  surgeons. 

"The  garbag-^  and  material  which  1 
collect  in  the  streets  1  have  dumped  out- 
side of  town  and  Ijurnt.  1  have  also 
.had  the  lower  and  mjst  unhealthy  por- 
tion of  the  city  ditched  and  drained  and 
the  ditches  running  into  the  harbor 
cleaned  out.  also  the  water  front  sys- 
tem of  sewerage,  which  was  completely 
obstructed  and  in  a  frightful  cjndition. 
It  has  long  been  the  custom  in  this 
town  to  depend  upon  heavy  rains  and 
the  rushing  floods  through  the  streets 
to  sweep  away  the  accumulated  filth 
of  the  dry  season.  All  this  has  been 
swept  down  to  the  water  front,  'vvhero 
it  has  been  collecting  for  years,  choking 
the  drains  and  filling  the  shallow  waters 
near  the  shore,  so  that  when  the  tide 
goes  out  masses  of  dumped  material 
are  exposed  to  the  intense  rays  of  the 
sun  and  turnish 

FRIGHTFUL  CAUSES  QJ^DISEASE. 
"Later  this  year,  when  the  epidemic 
season  shall  have  passed,  it  is  my  in- 
tention, if  1  am  granted  funds  and  au- 
thority, to  have  the  shallow  place* 
dredged  out  so  that  at  least  a  thin  layer 
of  water  will  cover  them  at  low  tide 
and  prevent  the  present  condition  of 
affairs. 

"The  police  force  has  been  re-estab- 
lished and  its  uniform  changed  to  one 
similar  to  that  worn  by  the  Cubans, 
and  they  will  soon  be  entirely  rid  of  all 
suggestion  of  Spanish  rule. 

"The  lighthouse  system  in  the  harbor 
I  have  re-established  and  arranged 
pilots,  harbormasters,  etc. 

"As  the  courts  are  not  yet  running, 
I  have  the  delightful  experience  '^ach 
day  of  acting  as  police  judge  and  clear- 
ing the  docket  of  all  .sorts  of  odd  cases. 
Of  course  the  most  serious  cases,  such  a.«» 
crime,  are  being  held  for  trial,  either  by 
military  comml^lon  or  by  the  courts 
when  they  are  established  and  In  opera- 
tion. 

THE  RECEIPTS  OF  THE  CITY 
from  customs  since     we     occupied     it, 


I  understand  from  Gen.'«.  Shafter  and 
l^wion,  who  have  charge  of  this  mat- 
ter, have  been  about  $100,000.  The  ex- 
penditures of  the  city,  .supixtrting  the 
hospitals,  cleansing  the  streets,  doing 
the  necessary  engineering  work,  and 
the  many  little  things  required  to  keep 
up  the  different  departments  of  the 
city  of  ,')0,000  people.  are  at  present 
$4500  to  $5000  per  week.  Of  this  about 
$1GOO  is  for  sanitary  work  and  engineer- 
ing, the  Ij^Jarice  for  hospitals,  police, 
etc. 

"I  have  l>een  as  economical  as  pos- 
sible, Itut  have  felt  that  in  this  matter 
of  sanitation  expense  should  not  be 
taken  into  con.sideration,  as  the  lives 
of  all  Americuns  here  m-ight  l,e  said  to 
depend  upon  a  prompt  and  thorough 
correction  of  the  frightful  unsanitary 
conditions  in  which  the  city  was  found. 
"The  great  expert  on  yellow  fever, 
T>r.  Guiteras,  assured  me  in  July  that 
an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  of  great 
severity  was  alj.solutely  unavoidable, 
and  that  we  wtre  destined  to  lose  a 
large  proportion  of  our  people 
here.  Thus  far  it  has  been  avoided, 
and  n(«t  only  avoided,  but  today  I  do 
not  know  of  any  authentic  case  of 
.genuine  yellow  fever  in  Santiago  de 
Culia  proper,  and  every  day  incerases 
our  chances  of  escape." 

Gen.  Wood  then  makes  some  recom- 
mendations as  to  what  he  needs  in  the 
way  of  management  of  the  hospitals 
and  sanitary  affairs.  He  also  speaks 
of  the  management  of  the  city  under 
military  and  civil  authority.  The  I'nited 
States  officers  have  been  able  to  rule 
the  city  by  a  combination  of  both.  The 
use  of  military  force  has  been  avoided 
as  far  as  possible  and  only  when  the 
police  have  been  inadequate.  The  gen- 
eral continues:     "I  am  very  anxious  to 

HAVE  THE  SCHOOLS  STARTED 
in  the  city  and  get  the  children  out  of 
the  streets;  also,  to  get  the  issue  of 
rations  down  to  such  a  point  that  we 
are  sure  we  are  not  pauperizing  the 
people." 

On  the  subject  of  rations  Gen.  Wood 
makes  some  recommendations.  He 
thinks  it  would  be  v.ell  to  get  the  ra- 
tions out  to  the  small  places  in  the 
country,  so  that  the  Cuban  soldier.s,  as 
they  leave  the  army,  may  be  able  to  "-et 
to  their  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
towns.  These  men  could  then  have  a 
limited  amount  of  food  from  which  they 
could  be  supplied  while  the  crops  are 
maturing.  After  the  first  crop  nearly 
all  the  assistance  should  be  brought  to 
an   end. 

Gen.  Wood  also  discusses  the  problem 
in  Cuba,  which  is  w^ll  understood  here, 
of  getting  the  Cuban  army  disbanded 
and  the  men  composing  it  at  work,  in 
discussing  this  phase  of  the  situation 
he  .seems  to  think  that  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  discourage  the  idea  among  the 
Cubpjis  that  rations  will  be  constantly 
issued  to  them,  because  as  long  as  the 
men  can  get  a  full  food  supply  they  will 
not  do  very  much  else  to  get  along. 

Gen.  Wood  communicate.'?  the  gratify- 
ing intelligence  that  all  Indications  now 
point  to  the  speedy  disbandment  of  the 
Cuban  army.  He  says  the  feeling  of 
the  better  class  of  Cubans  towards  the 
Americans  is  very  kind,  and  they  appre- 
ciate what  the  United  States  is  trying 
to  do.  The  general  is  very  hopeful  that 
everything  will  come  out  all  right. 
None  can  tell,  he  says,  how  long  it  will 
take  to  establi.sh  a  stable  government, 
but  he  thinks  it  will  l)e  quite  a  perii>d 
(tf  time.

Cleveland.  Sept.  30.— Henry  Gray,  su- 
ptrintendentof  theDu'.Uth  rolling  mills, 
who  mysteriously  disappeared  from  the 
Weddell  house  Tuesday  night,  has  been 
found.       He  was  located  by  the  police. 

Mr.  Gray  is  a  sick  man  and  a  nurse 
and  physician  are  in  constant  attend- 
ance. Mr.  Gray  was  supposed  to  have 
had  considerable  money  in  his  posses- 
sion when  he  disappeared,  and  it  was 
thought  for  a  time  that  he  had  met  with 
foul  play. 


THE  DiSTRICr  COURT. 


St.  Paul,  Sept.  30.— A  Cumberland, 
Wis.,  special  to  the  Dispatch  says: 
Cumberland  presents  a  sad  sight  to- 
day. The  mill  portion  of  the  city  Is  a 
smouldering  heap  of  ruins.  Loss  about 
$185,000.  Forest  fires  were  .>=wept  into 
the  city  from  the  west  about  5  o'clock 
last  night  by  a  tornado.  The  air  was 
filled  with  smoke  and  burning  cinders 
and  the  fire  started  on  the  east  and 
west  sides  of  town  at  about  the  same 
time. 

The  flames  spread  with  a  rapidity 
that  threatened  not  only  the  entire  city, 
but  the  live.^  of  the  inhabitants.  Every 
part  of  the  town  was  filled  with  smoke 
and  tlying  firebrands  and  the  people 
were  running  in  every  direction  panic 
stricken  with  horror.  Two  freight 
trains  standing  here  took  about  200 
people  to  Shell  Lake  and  hundreds 
more  sought  the  western  lake- shore  for 
safety.  Meanwhile  the  volunteer  fire 
department  did  heroic  work  in  trying 
to  save  the  business  portion  of  the 
city.  The  wind  had  assumed  the  ve- 
locity of  a  tornado  and  the  very  at- 
mosphere was  lurid  with  flames  and  the 
air  was  filled  with  flying  firebrands.  A 
timely  downpour  of  rain  lasting  about 
twenty  minutes  enabled  the  firemen  to 
check  the  progress  of  the  flames  on  the 
west  side  of  the  city,  but  no  human 
power  could  save  the  city  east  of  the 
Omaha  railroad,  including  the  lumber 
yard  and  mills  of  the  Beaver  Dam 
Lumber  company  and  seventeen  resi- 
dences, including  the  fine  house  of 
Mayor  Waterman.  The  l)uildings 
burned  were  the  combined  saw  and 
single  mill,  planing  mill,  dry  sheds  and 
barns  of  the  Beaver  Dam  Lumber  com- 
pany, twenty-two  residences,  a  board- 
ing house,  livery  barn  and  saloon. 

The  loss  is  roughly  estimated  as  fol- 
lows: Beaver  Dam  Lumber  company, 
$l.i0,000;  residences,  $25,000;  livery  loarn. 
saloon  and  other  buildings,  $10,000.  All 
the  property  was  insured,  except  the 
residences,  which  were  nearly  all  with- 
out insurance.  About  forty  farmers 
southeast  of  the  city  lost  all  their  homes 
and    crops. 


WELCOME  RAIN. 


The  calendar  of  the  September  term 
of  district  court  is  drawing  to  a  close 
and  there  will  be  but  one  or  two  cases 
to  go  over  to  next  week  for  trial.  None 
of  these  are  long  or  important  and  the 
term  will  last  but  a  little  while  longer. 
Judge  Ensign  this  morning  sent  the 
case  of  Freeman  Keene  et  al  against 
the  board  of  county  commi.osioners  to 
the  jury,  after  a  trial  lasting  over  a 
week,  and  the  jury  was  still  out  this 
afternoon.  The  morning,  up  to  11 
o'clock,  was  occupied  with  the  court's 
charge,  the  closing  arguments  having 
been  made  yesterday.  The  plaintiff  ad- 
mitted during  the  case  that  a  payment 
of  $1100  had  been  made,  and  this  nar- 
rowed the  plaintiff's  claim  down  to 
about  $2700.  Of  this  about  $1700  con- 
cerned the  gravel  ballasting  on  the  road 
contract.  It  is  claimed  by  the  defense 
that  the  gravel  was  not  according  to  the 
contract,  and  that  nothing  can  be  re- 
covered from  it. 

Judge  Cant  this  morning  took  the 
case  of  A.  T.  Thoits  against  the  Gra- 
ham Paper  company  under  advisement. 
The  case  of  C.  F.  Farsell  against  T.  B. 
Clement  came  up,  but  was  continued 
until  Monday  at  the  request  of  the  at- 
torneys. 

Judge  Moer  yesterday  afternoon  de- 
cided the  case  of  J.  T.  Dodge  against 
George  T.  Gibson  et  al  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff.  The  suit  was  for  rent  and 
the  defense  was  that  the  block  had 
a  bad  reputation  and  that  the  business 
of  the  defendants  was  injured  thereby. 
Judge  Moer  in  deciding  the  case  )ield 
that  the  alleged  bad  characters,  Jf 
there  were  any,  were  in  the  upper  part 
of  the  building  and  distinct  from  the 
part  involved  in  this  case,  and  not  only 
was  it  not  shown  that  the  upper  rooms 
were  used  for  illicit  purposes,  but  it 
was  not  shown  that  the  defendants  had 
suffered  any  damage  thereby. 

Jud.ge  Moer  this  noon  took  under  ad- 
visement the  case  of  Charles  G,  Bates 
against  Clarke  &  Dlckerman.  The 
plaintiff  claimed  that  he  gave  the  de- 
fendants the  Duluth  agency  for  the 
Firemen's  Insurance  company  of  Chi- 
cago on  condition  that  they  were  to 
pay  him  all  of  the  premiums  above  15 
per  cent.  The  amount  sued  for  was 
$109.30.  The  defendants  claimed  that 
they  were  to  have  had  5  per  cent  on 
the  profits  above  15  per  cent,  and  that 
there  was  due  them  on  this  account 
just  the  amount  sued  for.  Fryberger 
&  Johanson  were  the  plaintiff's  attor- 
neys and  Howard  T.  Abbott  appeared 
for  the  defendants. 


The  Forest  Fires  In  Northern  Wiscon- 
sin Were  Quenched. 

Milwaukee.  Sept.  .'lO.— Reports  re- 
ceived at  the  railroad  offices  in  this  city 
are  to  the  effect  that  the  forest  fires 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  were 
(luenched  by  a  heavy  fall  of  rain  last 
night.  The  heaviest  loss  was  suffered  at 
Cumberland,  where  twenty-five  famil- 
ies were  rendered  homeless  by  the 
flame-s.  A  large  sawmill  plant  valued 
at  $225,000  was  wipetl  out.  Wires  are 
down  in  all  directions  and  particulars 
of  the  ruin  wrought  have  not  yet  lieen 
received,  but  are  expected  to  come  in 
shortly. 

Only  one  death  as  far  as  known  has 
resulted,  that  of  Mrs.  Jacob  Corre.son 
at  Drywoftd.  Two  children  of  Mrs. 
Correson  were  severely  burned  while 
attempting  to  rescue  their  mother. 

The  pecuniary  loss  is  not  expected 
to  reach  over  $1,000,000. 

General  Superintendent  Collins  of 
the  Wisconsin  Central  lines  says  not  a 
penny's  damage  has  been  done  to  his 
company's  property. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Cantillon  of 
the  Northwestern  railway  sa^s  be  has 
received  no  reports. 

Assistant  General  Su-perintendent  D. 
L.  Bush  of  the  St.  Paul  road  has  heard 
ot  nothing  unusual  from  the  fire  sec- 
tion.

STANDING  PINE  DAMAGED. 

Estimated  That  Nearly  500,000,000 
Feet  Has  Been  Destroyed. 

Minneapolis,  Sept.  30.— A  special  to 
•the  Journal  from  Chippewa  Falls,  Wis.,^ 
says: 

The  forest  fires  are  still  creating 
great  havoc  through  this  section  of  the 
state.  No  rain  has  yet  fallen  in  the 
district  tri'outary  to  this  point,  and  the 
lumber,  companies  arc  sending  hun- 
dreds of  men  into  the  woods  in  an  en- 
deavor to  save  the  standing  pine.  It 
is  estimated  that  already  500,000,000 
feet  have  been  destroyed.  All  trains 
coming  to  Chippewa  Falls  from  ihe 
north  and  west  are  hours  late.  The 
Wisconsin  Central  Is  experiencing 
great  difficulty  in  handling  traffic,  as 
its  wires  are  all  down.  A  movement 
has  been  started  to  assist  the  homeless 
farmers  wiho  have  been  burned  out. 
Thousands  are  still  fighting  the  flajnes. 
but  are  making  little  headway,  as 
everything  is  dry  as  tinder.

to  Be   Opened  For 

Settlement.

the  Land. 


Crookston,  Minn.,  Sept.  30.— The 
United  States  land  offloe  ha^  ju^i  is- 
sued a  piinted  descriptive  list  of  the 
335.053  acres  of  land  on  the  ceded  Red 
Lake  Indian  reservation  to  bo  opened 
for  settlement  on  Ort.  5  Hundreds  of 
people  are  now  waiting  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  privilege  of  filing  as 
homesteaders  on  these  lands,  but  it  is 
difficult  to  estimate  Just  how  many  will 
qualify,  as  many  have  bren  living  as 
sguatters  on  some  of  the  thoioest  of 
these  locations  and  will  not  appear  at 
the  land  office  until  a  day  or  two  be- 
fore the  date  set  by  the  departmtnt  of 
the  interior  for  tiling. 

I'nless  all  signs  fail,  there  will  be 
one  of  the  biggest  rushes  for  these 
lands  in  the  history  of  the  Crookston 
}and  office,  which  has  seen  some  ex- 
citing times  during  fne  first  opening 
of  government  lands  for  settloment  in 
this  section.  The  greater  portion  of 
the  lands  to  be  opened  for  settlement 
are  south  of  the  Rainy  rivtr  and  Lako 
of  the  Woods,  and  are  located  on  the 
"ceded  Red  Lake  reservation."  includ- 
ing twenty-seven  new  townships,  to- 
gether with  several  thousand  acres  of 
iands  formerly  linown  as  "pine  lands." 
The  latter  are  scattered  over  that  part 
of  the  reservation  which  was  opened 
May  15.   1895. 

Ten  days  ago  the  Crookston  land 
office  rtceived  advance  sheets  giving 
descriptions  of  the  lands  to  ))e  opened 
for  entry  on  Oct.  5.  and  since  that  time 
the  land  ofBce  officials  have  iieen  be- 
sieged with  inquiries  from  all  parts 
of  the  Union,  from  ptople  desiring  to 
hoRi«Meaxl  In  Minnesota.  There  will 
be  a  great  rush  for  those  lands  classed 
as  "pine  lands,"  as  comparatively  few 
are  vaJiiahle  for  timber,  and  speculat- 
ors and  homesteaders  as  well  will  vie 
with  one  anothtr  for  the  possession  of 
those  lands  especially  valuable  for 
their  timt)er.  Some  of  these  lands  are 
particularly  valuable,  as  so.me  of  the 
fimst  white  pine  in  the  state  is  located 
in  this  section,  but  in  somewhat  lim- 
ited quantities.  Some  quarter  sectUins 
•will  go  as  high  as  2.000.000  feet  of  white 
pine.  This  fact  and  the  returning 
market  for  white  pine  logs  will  make 
these  lands  valuable  to  any  who  are 
lorturvate  enough   to  locate  on   them. 

A  large  part  of  these  lands  have  been 
taken  by  squatters,  who  have  bacn 
waiting  for  the  reservation  to  be 
opened,  and  in  some  cases  wtre  living 
on  them  before  the  government  survey 
waa  computed,  some  months  ago. 

Every  one  will  iiave  to  take  his  turn 
at  the  land  office.  Doubtless  the  line 
wi;i  commence  to  form  a  couple  of  days 
before  Oct.  5,  and  the  setilers  will 
simply  camp  cm  the  land  office.  Th.' 
principle  of  first  come  first  served  will 
prevail.  The  largest  tract  of  the  reser- 
vation to  be  opened  comprises  agricul- 
turail  lands  of  exceptionally  fine  qual- 
ity, whose  value  has  b:en  enhanced  by 
the  opening  of  the  FosScon  branch  of 
the  Great  Northern.  These  lands  are 
imuch  more  easy  of  access  l)y  reason 
of  the  construction  of  the  ro.xd.  Some 
of  the  reservation  is  worthless  for 
agricultural  purposes,  being  swamp 
lands,  and  not  a  little  of  it  is  floating 
beg. 

The  region  is  covered  with  lakes  of 
all  sizes,  and  the  settlers  on  those 
lands  tributary  to  the  northern  part  of 
Red  lake  will  have  a  direct  waterway 
to  VMet  River  Falls  via  Red  lake  and 
Red  Lake  river.  Most  of  the  settlers 
will  go  iJi  over  this  route,  tut  a  few 
wMl  go  up  Thief  river  as  far  as  it  is 
navigable  and  strike  through  the  woods 
to  the  eastern  townships.  The  open- 
ing of  the  Fosston  bran.h  of  the  Great 
Northern  and  the  opening  of  a  part 
of  the  Red  Lake  reservation  to  settle- 
ment are  regarded  here  as  tht-  begin- 
ning of  a  new  era  for  Cr(X)kston  and 
the  northwest  part  of  'che  state.  Roads 
will  be  built,  townships  organized  and 
the  virgin  soil  will  be  tilled  and  the 
forest  leveled  by  the  incoming  settlers, 
who  have  already  begun  to  arrive  in 
large  numbers.

Sprlngfleld,  I'.I.,  St>!>:.  .30.— Governor 
Tanner  was  calleil  upon  by  telephone 
yesterday  afternoon  by  Sheriff  Colborn, 
of  Paiv;u  In  regard  to  the  striking  miner.s, 
and  had  a  lenpthy  conversation  with  him.

were  sure  to  follow:  that  he  had  ex- 
hausted all  his  resources  and  asked  that 
state  troops  be  sent  there. 

Governor  Tanner  promised  the  sheriff 
that  he  would  order  troops  to  Pana  at 
once  to  aid  In  the  prope^tion  of  life  and 
property.  Capt.  Craig  of  Batterv  B.  of 
Galesburg.  was  ordered  to  go  with  his 
men  to  Panu  at  once  and  Col.  J.  H. 
Hamilton,  of  Elgin,  was  uLso  ordered  to 
report  with  two  of  the  b«>st  e<julpf»ed 
companies  of  hi.s  Sons  of  Veterans  for 
riot  duty. 

Governor  Tanrrer  ordered  Capt.  Craig 
to  camp  within  the  city  limits  and  to 
protei^t  the  life  and  prot>erty  of  the  cit- 
izens, but  under  no  »lrciim.Htances  should 
they  aid  the  operators  or  mine  owners 
In  the  ot»erating  of  the  mine's  with  foreign 
lalH»r.  to  which  the  governor  is  verv 
much  opposed.

Collins  and  others' 
art  lighting  desperately  to  save  their 
h^mts  and  stop  its  pas.sage  across  iuto 
the  magnificent  forests  of  Wt-«t  Brush. 
If  it  gets  into  Brush  V.ic  finest  body  ot 
timijer  in  the  state  is  gone.  No  loss  of 
life  has  been  reported,  bat  several  per 
sons  have  lo.«*t  their  homes  and  their 
crops. 

All  the  game  is  leaving  the  country, 
escapiing  the  smoke  and  heait  of  the 
blazirig  woods. 

iJispatohts  received  here  say  th'at 
\V.hfylia  park,  between  North  and 
Midtlle  parks,  i.s  now  a  mass  of  flames, 
and  It  is  generally  feared  they  will  ex- 
tend to  both  of  these  beautiful  camp- 
ing grounds.  The  fire  has  already  cut 
a  swath  Ohlrty-five  miles  from  the 
Grand  river,  almost  to  Dillon,  in  Sum- 
mit county.  The  width  is  as  yet  un- 
known. 

Krtmmding,  in  Grand  county,  has 
had  a  narrow  escape,  arvd  the  danger 
is   not   yet  entirely    passed. 

The  fires  in  the  vicinity  of  Ouray  are 
not  as  had  as  for  several  days  previous, 
but  the  smouldering  embers  may  be 
fanned  Into  an  awful  conflagration  by 
ihe  slightest  wind. 

The  fires  around  Aspen  are  working 
down  the  mountain  toward  town,  al- 
though they  are  not  burning  with  the 
force  they  have  been.  At  Gunnison, 
Crested  Budte.  Wolcott  and  Ghnwo^xl 
Springs,    the  fires  are   still    raging. 

No  estimate  of  the  damage  to  timber 
and  ranches  can  be  given,  but  it  will 
unqutstKinably  run  far  into  the  thou- 
sandth  of  dollars. 

Battle  Mountain  government  reser- 
vation, bounded  by  the  Grand  river  on 
the  north.  Roaring  Fork  on  the  east 
and  Gunnison  on  the  west,  is  a  mass  of 
flame.  Thi.s  reserve  runs  through  the 
counties  of  Garfield,  Delta  and  Mesa, 

The  Big  White  Kiver  government  re- 
serve, starting  in  Garfield  county  and 
extending  through  Koutt  and  Rio 
Blanco,  is  also  on  fire. 

Reliable  reports  show  that  the  fires 
are  now  nearly  300  miles  in  circumfer- 
ence, with  Glenwood  for  a  center,  and 
practically  every  mountain  range  with 
timber  is  ablaze.  The  only  cessation 
of  the  fire  that  is  rei>orted  comes  from 
Cottonwood  and  Four  Mile  creeks, 
where  the  flames  have  consumed  every- 
thing that  will  burn  on  the  mountain 
sides. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Rio  Grande, 
from  Minturn  to  Glenwood,  the  rail- 
road men  report  a  steady  blaze  of  fire 
plainly  visible  from  the  smaller  val- 
leys. Many  ranches  have  been  aban- 
doned. There  appears  to  l>e  no  hope 
of  a  cessation  of  the  conflagration,  ex- 
cept by  a  heavy  rain  or  the  demolition 
of  the  timber  by  the  destroying  ele- 
ment. 

J.  S.  Swan,  gamekeeper,  states  there 
is  no  doubt  but  that  the  fires  are 
caused  by  carelessness  of  campers  and 
people  generally  during  a  season  of  ex- 
ceptional dryness. 

Col.  W.  T.  S.  May,  chief  United  States 
forester,  has  gone  to  the  west  slope  to 
inspect  the  country  under  government 
control  where  fires  are  burning.

A  lirm  in  Paris  which  has  just  delivered 
20U(i  trumpets,  contracted  for  bv  Quarter- 
master Gen.  Ludlngion  has  received  an 
order  to  furnish  25()0  trumpets  of  the  same 
size,  style  and  key  for  the  use  of  the 
Spanish  army. 

The  bugle  calls  of  Shafter's  armv  are 
said  to  have  been  plainly  heard  bv  the 
bpanlsh  troops  In  their  Intrenchmcnts  at 
Santiago  long  before  the  American  troops 
were  visible.  It  is  said  that  the  use  of 
trumpets  of  the  same  k.'v  bv  opposlnE 
armies  might  lead  to  confusion.

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WISCONSIN  TOWNS. 

Several  Are   Wiped    Out   By   Fierce 
Forest  Fires. 

Chippewa  Falls.  Sept.  30.— The  wind 
was  blowing  at  the  rate  of  forty  miles 
an  hour  all  yesterday  afternoon  and 
evening,  fanning  the  fire  In  the  forests 
until  nearly  every  section  of  woods  in 
Northern  Wisconsin  Is  ablaze.  The 
losj  t3  lumbermen  is  enormous,  as  mil- 
lions of  feet  of  pine  are  going  up  in 
smoke  every  hour. 

The  city  of  Barron,  on  the  Soo  line,  is 
entirely  surrounded  by  fire,  add  Tarmers 
with  their  families  are  coming  into  tlu 
towns  with  whatever  household  goods 
could  be  saved.  The  bridge  on  the  Sou 
line,  eight  miles  from  Barr  )n.  burned 
and  all  trains  were  .sntspendcd  in  conse- 
quence. Glenwood,  a  town  of  2000  on 
the  Wisconsin  Contral.  between  Chip« 
pewa  Falls  and  .St.  Paul,  was  saved 
after  twelve  hours'  hero!,  woik  by  fiie 
citizens.  Thousands  of  iVet  oi  hard- 
W(;od  timber  surrounding  the  town  were 
destroyed;  forty-eight  larm  hou.se£i  oo- 
tween  Glenwood  and  Chippewa  Falls 
Were  destroyed,  Including  thousands  of 
dollars'  worth  of  stock,  grain  and  farm 
machinery.  In  Chippewa  county  th^^ 
greatest  loss  has  been  to  standing  pine 
and  to  the  farmers.  August  Peter.son, 
living  near  Estella,  suffered  the  loss  of 
his  house,  barn,  stock  and  farm  ma- 
chinery, with  no  Insurance.  Crazed  liy 
his  loss  he  rushed  into  the  burning  for 
est,  but  was  dragged  out  by  his  eldest 
son,  after  both  were  terribly  burned. 

The  Wisconsin  Central  passenger  train 
due  here  at  8:50  last  evening  parsed 
through  what  was  almost  a  sea  of  flro 
between  Boyd  and  Cadott.  Passengers 
say  that  the  flames  were  raging  fiercely 
on  both  sides  of  the  track  and  threaten- 
ing every  building  within  sight. 

Mrs.  Jacob  Correson  was  burned  to 
death  while  fighting  fires.  Her  two 
children  while  attempting  to  save  her 
were  badly  burned  about  the  face  and 
head. 

AROUND  RICE  LAKE. 
Rice  Lake,  Wis..  Sept.  30.— The  worst 
fore^'t  fires  ever  known  in  this  part  of 
the  state  have  been  traveling  through 
the  country  at  a  rapid  rate.  Reports 
so  far  from  the  country  are  that  sixteen 
farm  houses,  together  with  barns  and 
other  buildings,  were  burned  yesterday 
afternoon.

Catholic  Authorities  In  Cuba 

and  Porto  Rico  Will  Be 

tndisturbed. 

Washington,  Sep:.  30.— The  condition 
j  of  <tihe  Catholic  church  thoughout  the 
country  will  be  considered  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  archbtehops  of  the 
Uiiitca  St.ates,  which  will  be  held  at 
the  Caliholic  university,  beginning  Oct. 
n.  .\  full  attendance  of  the  leading  fig- 
I  y  of  the  church  is  expeoted,  includ- 
I  iii^  Archbishop  Keane,  who  has  come 
;  from  Rome  to  attend  the  annual  gath- 
I  ing.  The  directors  of  the  univer.sity 
j  hold  thvlr  annual  meeting  at  the  same 
time.  It  is  understotKi  that  the  arch- 
i.;shop.s  will  deal  wkh  little  outside  of 
the  routine  affairs  of  tlhe  church,  as 
there  are  no  large  questions  pending. 

It  is  said  that  the  meoWng  will  not 
deal  with  thv  questions  of  Catholic  au- 
thority in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico  and  the 
Philippines.  So  far  as  Culoa  and  Porto 
Rico  are  concenied.  they  are  under  an 
es!:?4blished  Catholic  aruhbhuupric, 
which  will  not  ioe  disturbed  in  any  way. 
The  church  authority  is  centered  at 
Santiago,  that  lx?ing  the  old  capital  of 
the  island,  and  the  archbishop  of  San- 
tiago has  two  suffragans,  one  at  Ha- 
vana and  another  in  Poiuo  Rico.  The 
bishops  at  the  two  latter  points,  as 
well  as  the  archbishop  of  Santiago, 
will  remain  An  control  of  Catholic 
affairs. 

The  purpose  is  to  avoid  upheavals, 
suc'li  as  would  result  from  a  sudden 
change  in  the  governing  powers  of  the 
cihurth  in  these  quarters,  so  that  no 
changes  will  be  made  until  they  corns 
about  naturally  by  death  or  retirement. 

The  Catholic  authorities  are  expect- 
ing early  word  from  Rome  as  to  the 
new  arcihbishop  of  Santa  Fe,  who  takes 
the  place  of  Archbisljop  Ohapelle.  now 
■at  New  Orleans.  The  nominations  for 
the  Santa  Fe  archl>ishopric  have  been 
sent  to  Rome,  although  the  name  se- 
lected may  be  outside  of  those  on  the 
noirinating  list. 

T.ie  recent  death  of  the  bishop  of 
Harrisburg  leaves  a  vacancv  in  that 
post  w:hlch,  however,  will  not  be  filled 
for  some  time.

Want  Any  Amicable  Arrange- 
ment With  America  But 
No  Spanish  Rule. 

Washington,  Sept.  30.— The  reports 
from  Manilla  that  Aguinaldo  would  yes- 
terday hold  a  grand  ceremony  to  pro- 
claim the  republic  of  the  Philippines, 
with  himself  at  the  head,  has  not  been 
made  knov.n  to  Agoncillo,  head  of  the 
Philipi>ine  delegation  here.  He  said 
through  his  secretary  and  interpreter, 
Mr.  Lopez,  that  i-eports  of  a  more  or 
less  important  character  had  come  to 
ihem  ever  since  they  had  landed,  but 
they  were  without  ofllcial  verification 
as  to  any  of  these  steps  and  this  largely 
accounted  for  the  inactivity,  as  they 
desired  to  know  exactly  what  resolu- 
tions and  policies  had  been  adopted  by 
the  Philippine  congress.  They  looked 
for  a  cable  at  any  time,  in  response  to 
inquiries,  which  would  show  just  what 
the  present  status  of  affairs  was. 

Senator  Chandler  of  New  Hampshire, 
who  is  taking  a  personal  interest  in 
the  Philippine  question,  and  Gen, 
Greene,  v.ho  accompanied  Agoncillo  on 
his  trip,  had  a  long  conference  with 
him  today.  Senator  Chandler  said  after- 
ward that  there  was  no  doubt  the 
president  would  receive  the  delegation, 
the  delay  being  due  to  the  desire  of 
the  delegates  to  get  full  information  on 
the  condition  of  affairs  at  home.  They 
had  come  a  long  way,  and  the  senator 
felt  that  they  were  in  a  position  to  .give 
the  authorities  here  much  intelligent 
information  on  the  people  and  affairs  of 
those  with  whom  we  are  now  brought 
into  such  close  relations. 

When  asked  to  sum  up  the  desires  of 
the  Philippine  delegates,   Mr.  Chandler 
said;'       "The    first    and    most    essential 
purpose  is  to  have  the  treaty  of  Paris — 
the    final    treaty    which    will    stand    for 
all    time — contain    an    article       termin- 
ating   absolutely    the    sovereignty       of 
Spain  over  the  Philippines.       It  is  not 
alone  the  termination  of  Spanish  si?v'er- 
eignty  over  the  island  of  Luzon,  or  Ma- 
nilla,  that  they  desire,   but  the  end  of 
Spanish   rule   over  the  entire   group  of 
islands,    and    it    is    conceded    that       if 
Spanish   sovereignty   is   to   be   brought 
!o  an  end  over  the  island  of  Luzon,      it 
should  aKso  be  brought  to  an  end  over 
the  whole  archipelago,  for  it  would  not 
do  to  dispossess  Spain  of  the  island  of 
Luz,on  and  still  leave  her  free  to  trans- 
fer  adjacent    islands    to    Germany       or 
other  foreign  powers.      The  disappear- 
ance of  Spanish  rule  from  the  Philip- 
pines being  assured,   the  next  purpose 
of  the  Filipinos,  as  I  gather  from  their 
delegates,  is  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
try  their  capacity  for  self  government, 
under  American  protection  If  need  be, 
during  the  transition  period,  or,  if  that 
seems   inexpedient,    then   to  ask       this 
government   to  assume  the       direction 
and  control  of  affairs  by  annexation  or 
.such  other  method   as  may   best   meet 
the  condition  of  affairs.  They  seem  to 
feel  satisfied     that  the  question  of  fu- 
ture  rule  can   be -solved   without   diffi- 
culty after  the  first  gre^at  aim   of  ter- 
minating Spanish     rule       is       brought 
about."

The  limits  of  the 
Forty-ninth  and  Fiftieth  districts  are 
so  fixed  in  the  act  as  to  include  the 
townships  of  Herman.  Fond  du  Lac  and 
Proctorknott    in    both    districts. 

The  act  provides  that  the  Forty-ninth 
district  shall  be  composed  of  the  Sev- 
enth and  Eighth  wards  and  all  of  the 
territory  outside  of  the  city  in  range 
49  north,  of  range  15  west;  all  of  town- 
ship 50  north,  of  range  15  west,  and  all 
that  part  of  the  county  lying  west  of 
the  range  line  or  the  same  extended  be- 
tween ranges  15  and  16  west. 

The  Fiftieth  district,  it  is  provided 
shall  be  composed  of  the  Third,  Fifth 
and  Sixth  wards  and  all  that  terri- 
tory outside  of  the  city  lying  bef.veen 
the  range  line  between  ranges  13  and  14 
and  the  range  line  between  ranges  15 
and  16. 

City  Attorney  Richards  holds  that  as 
the  section  setting  out  the  Forty- 
ninth  district  specifically  mentions  the 
townships,  while  the  description  in  the 
section  setting  out  the  Fiftieth  district 
IS  general,  it  would  be  held  that  the 
territory  included  in  both  descriptions 
Js  in  the  Forty-ninth  district. 

There  is  a  similar  confliction  in  a  St. 
Paul  district  and  an  order  of  the  court 
was  obtained  correcting  the  ambiguity 
the  intent  being  clearly  conveyed  in  the 
law.

The  St.  Cloud  Journal-Press,  in  lieu 
of  any  original  thoughts  of  its  own, 
quotes  the  following  from  the  Winona 
Republican: 

"Charley   Towne,   who   is  again   run- 
ning for  congres."  in  the  Sixth  district 
of  this  state  on  the  ancient  and  dilapi- 
dated platform  of  16  to  1.  is  the    most 
badgered    man    in      two       hemispheres 
Charley,  who  is  one  of  the  prettiest  of 
men  and  one  of  the  most  flowery      of 
talkers,    has    been    challenged    to   enter 
into  a  joint  debate  by  J.   Adam   Bede, 
and  also  by  the  candidate  for  congress 
of  the  Labor  party  in  that  district.  But, 
on  the  most  frivolous  of  pretexts,    the 
■wordy  Charley  declines,  and  as  no  cir- 
cus  has  appeared    in   that   region    this 
year,    the    inhal)itants    thereof   are,    by 
Charley's  decision,  denied  the  only  op- 
portunity   to   enjoy    "a   real    good    time' 
that  it  was  possible  for  them  to  have. 
Is  Charley  losing  confidence  in  himself 
— or   faith   in   the   efficacy   of   his   doc- 
trine?' 

What  silly  rot  the  above  is,  when  the 
facts  of  the  case  are  considered.  Even 
a  rabid  partisan  like  Editor  Eastman 
might  well  have  hesitated  before  ad- 
mitting such  a  combination  of  nt)n- 
sense  and  falsehoods  into  the  column.s 
of  the  Journal-Press.  To  talk  of  the 
"ancient  and  dilapidated  platform  of 
16  to  1."  is  truly  absurd,  when  even 
the  Chicago  Times-Herald,  moje  near- 
ly the  personal  organ  of  President  Mc- 
Kinley  than  any  other  newspaper  in  the 
country,  announces  in  a  double-leaded 
editorial  that  free  silver  Is  very  much 
alive  and  is  the  chief  issue  of  the  pres- 
ent  campaign. 

Equally    absurd    are    the    statements 
that   Mr.    Towne   is   a   much    badgered 
man  because  Bede  and  Kriz  wanted  to 
have  joint  debates  with  him  and  that 
he  declined  "on  the  most  frivolous      of 
pretexts."  Does  not  Editor  Ea.stman,  as 
well   as  the  Winona  paper,   know   that 
Bede  is   not  a  cariddaite   for  congress, 
and   that   Mr.   Kriz   agrees   with       Mr. 
Towne   on    the    leading    political    ques- 
tions so  that  a  debate  with  him  .would 
be  useless?      If  Editor  Eastman  is  real- 
ly anxious  to  see  Mr.  Towne  in  a  joint 
debate,  why  does  not  he  persuade  Page 
Morris,  who  is  his    candidate  for  con- 
gress, to  accept  Mr.  Towne's  challenge 
for  a  joint  deijate  on  all  the  issues  of 
the  campaign — not   the  silver  question 
alone,    but   all   the   questions   agitating 
the  people  and  any  other  question  that 
Page  wants  to  talk  about.

POSTAL  BANKING. 

It  is  announced  that  the  fir.'^t  step  has 
been  taken  by  First  Assistant  Postmas- 
ter General  Heath  toward  postal  sav- 
ings banks  by  his  order  authorizing 
PL.stmas'ters  at  any  money  order  office 
to  issue  orders  on   their  own  offices. 

"The  effect    of   this   order."    says    the 
Des    Moines   News,    "is    to    make    pjst- 
ofijces  practically  banks  of  depasit.  The 
purchaser  of  the  order  puts  his  money 
into  the  postoffice  and  receives  what  is 
practically  a  certificate  of  dep.osit.   or. 
perhaps,    more   accurately    speakine.    a 
certified  check.    His  money  is  .safe,  and 
if  the  check  is  stolen  or  lost,  payment  of 
it  can  be  stopped  as  in  the  case  of  bank 
certificates.      To    a    limited    extent    the 
order  can  be  transferred  from  one  per- 
son   by    indorsement.       The    chief    ad- 
vantage,   however,    is    the    opportunity 
it  affords  for  the  safe  deposit  of  money 
in   smaller   tjwna   without    banking   fa- 
cilities.   The  government  does  not  pay 
any     interest     on     these     orders,     and 
charges  a  small  sum  for  the  accommo^ 
dation.  but  in  places  where  there  are  nc 
banks  the  advantage  is  so  manifest  that 
it   will  be  greatly  appreciated.     In  this 
oeginning  will  be  found  the  germ  of  a 
postal  saving.s  bank  system." 

Perhaps  the  germ  is  there,  but  it  '--  a 
very  small  one.  The  right  has  always 
existed  for  any  person  to  buy  a  postal 
order  on  another  postjffice.  rnade  pay- 
able to  himself,  which  he  could  later 
have  paid  back  to  him  at  the  original 
postoffice  on  surrendering  the  order. 
Mr.  Heath's  new  order  simplifies  thi* 
method  of  u.«ing  the  post  office  as  a 
l>ank  of  deposit.  The  fact  that  any  per- 
son so  "depositing"  money  has  to  pay 
the  regular  charge  for  the  money  order 
removes  the  proceeding  from  any  re- 
semblance to  a  genuine  postal  bank 
system.

Let  us  see,  was  it  not  the  governor  of 
Ohio  who  said  that  prize  fighting  was 
barbaric  and  that  it  would  not  be  per- 
mitted in  that  state  even  if  he  had  to  call 
out  the  militia?

The  colossal  scheme  to  consolidate 
ilVi  ^'^^^  milling  propertiej?  of  New  York 
Milwaukee,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  is 
yet  very  far  from  completion,  says  the 
Minneapolis  Times.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  that  a  powerful  effort  will  be  made 
lt»  induce  the  heavy  foreign  i?tockhoid- 
ers  to  sanction  the  deal,  but  it  is  known 
that  the  plan  will  be  oppo.«!ed  by  prom- 
inent millers,  chief  of  whom  is  R.  H 
».lyn,  president  of  the  Pillsbury-Wa'^h^ 
burn  Milling  company.  Whatever  ad- 
vantages may  accrue  from  the  consoli< 
dation  as  seen  by  the  capitalists  inter- 
ested in  coml)ining  the  properties,  it  is 
certain  that  the  plan  is  looked  upon 
with  dislavjr  l)y  a  number  of  local 
millers. 

It  is  understood  that  President  Glyn 
who  has  been  in  the  city  for  a  few  daya,' 
is  already  hurrying  l>ack  to  England 
to  discourage  the  consolidation  move- 
ment. 

A  special  to  the  Chicagj  Record  savs 
that  President  Eugene  Jones  of  the 
Hecker-Jones- Jewell  Milling  company 
confirms  the  reported  flour  mill  com- 
bination in  the  Northwest,  and  that 
there  is  no  questiin  but  that  the  deal 
as  arranged  will  be  carried  out.  It  can 
be  poyitively  stated  that,  while  the  deal 
is  on,  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders  remains  to  be  secured  a 
consummation  which  President  Glyn 
will    vigorously   oppose.

President   Maso,    is   incapaci- 
tated  for   work    by    illness,     and     the 
other,  Senor  Capote,  with  the  titles  of 
vice   president   and   secretary    of   war, 
has  no  authority  and  is  not  considered 
at  all  by  the  officers      of      the      Cuban 
army.    In  conclusion.  Gen.  Garcia  said: 
"The  war  is  ended,  and  the  duty  of  sol- 
diers is  to  lay  down  their  arms,  to  re- 
sume work  and  to  endeavor,  under  the 
protecting  arm  cf  the  great  and    good 
United  States  government,  to  buiid  up 
free  Cu'oa."

Council  Committee  Sees  Them 
Van  Bergen's  Statement. 

The  council  committee  appointed  to 
investigate  the  charges  made  by  Will- 
iam Craig  of  concealment  of  water 
plant  property  went  to  the  office  of  the 
water  department  yesterday  and  looked 
over  the  company's  books,  every  facility 
being  offered  them  by  Manager  Van 
Bergen.

He 
therefore  asked  them  to  get  an  order 
from  Trustee  J.  L.  Washburn  to  see  the 
old  books  and  one  from  Mr.  Iceland  to 
see  the  new. 

Mr.  Van  Bergen  denies,  however,  that 
he  had  made  the  statement  attributed 
to  him  in  the  News  Tribune  t3  the  effect 
that  Alderman  Simpson  had  laid  in 
wait  with  Mr.  Craig  and  entered  the 
office  in  a  .surreptitious  manner  to  look 
at  the  books.  The  office  force  had  been 
very  busy  opening  a  new  set  of  books  for 
the  city.  Mr.  Van  Bergen  said.  The 
account  books  for  the  city  had  not  been 
received  from  the  printers  until  late  in 
the  month,  and  it  had  been  necessary  to 
work  nights,  as.  in  addition  to  this  extra 
work,  the  work  incident  to  the  monthly 
collections  had  to  be  done.  There  were 
4000  meter  accounts  alone  to  be  looked 
after,  which  would  give  an  idea  of 
what  had  to  be  dine.

Trading  In  the  New  Stock  on   Brok- 
ers* Contracts. 

On  Saturday,  Oct.  1,  the  time  expires 
in  which  stjck  in  the  Illinois  Steel  com- 
pany, Minnesota  Iron  company  and 
Elgin,  Joliet  &  Eastern  railroad  is  to 
be  presented  to  exchange  for  Federal 
Steel  company  stock  on  the  basis  already 
outlined  in  these  cjlumns,  says  the  Iron 
Trade  Review.  Speculation  as  to  the- 
©.■ficers  of  the  new  company  takes  a  wide 
range,  and  the  changes  in  the  Illinois 
Steel  company  list  that  will  follow  the 
perfecting  of  the  new  organization  are 
being  discussed.  Some  trading  in  the 
new  stock  on  brokers'  contracts  calling 
for  the  delivery  of  the  stock  when  issued 
IS  reported.  Federal  Steel  preferred  is 
quoted  at  70  and  common  at  29.  If  the 
market  should  hold  at  J^hese  points  it 
is=  figured  that  100  shares  of  Minnesota 
Iron  bought  at  95,  the  present  quota- 
tion, would  yield  a  profit  of  $418  in  the 
transfer,  and  that  100  shares  of  Illinois 
Steel  at  70^  would  give  a  profit  of 
$270. 

Some  of  the  statements  of  probable 
profits  under  the  Federal  Steel  com- 
pany regime  are  conservative  enough, 
but  estimates  based  on  an  output  of 
2,000,000  tons  of  finished  material  froi-n 
the  Illinois  and  Lorain  plants  evidently 
contemplate  additions  to  present  capac- 
ity. Wall  street  figures,  which  allow  for 
S,000,000  tons  of  ore  to  be  sold  in  the 
open  market,  are  evidently  far  astray. 
The  entire  estimated  tonnage  of  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad  for  1R98, 
including  ore  mined  by  producers  other 
than  the  Minnesota  Iron  company,  is 
3,000,000  tons.  How  the  future  wants  of 
the  Illinois  Steel  company  and  the  Lo- 
rain Steel  company  can  be  satisfied, 
and  3,000,000  tons  remain  for  disposal  in 
the  general  market,  is  beyond  compre« 
hension,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
year'i-  output  Is  exceptional.

TROM  FOREIGN  LANDS. 

The  declaration  of  independence  was 
ratitied  at  ^lalolos  yesterday  amid  great 
festivities.  A  review  of  troops  was  held, 
speeches  were  delivered  and  recitations 
made.  The  feature  of  the  ceremonies  was 
the  address  of  Aguinaldo.  Many  foreign- 
e!-s  attended  tl^e  state  ball,  which  was 
given  in  the  evening,  but  no  American 
olRclals  were  present. 

Gen.  Kitchener  has  cabled  to  Cecil 
Rhodes  that  he  has  established  a  post 
south  of  Fashoda  and  asks:  "When  are 
you  coming  up?" 

Advices  from  TIollo  report  that  the  in- 
surrection in  the  Philippines  is  Increasing 
considerably. 

King  Christian  has  ordered  that  all 
places  of  amusement  in  Copenhagen  be 
closed  until  after  the  queen's  funeral, 
and  that  the  bells  of  the  city  shall  be 
tolled  two  hours'  daily. 

The  developments  of  affairs  confirm  the 
belief  that  the  Chinese  emperor,  by  the 
radical  forms  which  he  has  decreed,  pre- 
pared himself  for  the  blow  struck  by  the 
dowager  empress.  The  successive  edicts 
furnish  a  history  of  the 

trend  of  affairs.  The  emperor's  chief 
adviser,  Kang  Yuwci,  obtained  unbound- 
ed InHuenee  over  him  and  inspired  the  re- 
forms. The  official  classes  opposed  him 
and  consulted  the  dowager  empress  as  to 
mians   for  nullifying  these   reforms. 

A  dispatch  from  Bahan  announces  the 
arrival  there  of  the  Chinese  refugee  Kang 
Yuwel,  the  Canton  reformer,  who  recent- 
ly escaped  from  Pekin.  and  also  his  ar- 
rest by  the  Japanese  authorities. 

It  Is  reported  that  the  ultimatum  of  the 
powers  In  Turkey  regarding  the  Island  of 
Crete  was  presented  to  the  sultan  yester- 
day. Djevado  Pasha,  the  local  Turkish 
military  commander,  has  consented  to  re- 
move the  Turkish  trotros  to  the  suburbs. 

Edhem  Pasha,  the  Turkish  governor, 
who  Is  chletiy  blamed  for  the  recent  riot- 
ing In  Landia  has  been  deprived  of  the 
governorship  and  has  started  for  Smyrna. 

Two  severe  earthquakes  were  felt  yes- 
terday at  Fortuna.  Spain,  sixteen  miles 
from  Murcia,  capital  of  the  province  of 
that  name. 

A  new  premier  named  Sltsuntak  has 
been  appointed  in  Corea. 

The  rebels  have  attacked  government 
officers  on  the  Island  of  Formosa  and  set 
hre  to  a  building  In  which  the.v  were  lo- 
cated. They  fled,  however,  on  the  ap- 
proach of  the  troops  and  the  latter  at- 
tacked the  rebels  in  that  district,  burn- 
ing a  number  of  villages.

Maj.  Schaeffer's  Contemptible  Treat 
ment  of  a  Duluthian. 

Henry  Harris  was  interviewrd  by  the 
TinKs  while  in  Minjieapolis  regarding- 
his  expulsion  from  Camp  Van  Duzee  by 
the  order  of  Maj.  Schaeffer  and  gave  a 
correct  account  of  'che  iiK-ident.  He 
said : 

"I  was  escorted  out  of  ttie  camp  of 
the  Fourteenth  Minnesota  by  a  cor- 
poral and  a  private  of  the  guard.-  I  did 
nut  know  until  I  read  in  a  morninji 
paper  b>'  whose  orders  I  was  thus  bon- 
orei,  but  I  learn  from  it  that  1  am  in- 
debted for  this  mark  of  favor  to  Maj. 
S.haeflfer.  I  thank  him  cordially,  and. 
shall  try  to  w^ar  my  crown  of  martyr- 
dom as  gracefully  as  possible.  1  must 
in  some  way  have  displeased  him;  I 
wonder  how. 

"I  had  a  matter  of  private  business 
to  discuss  with  Capt.  Teare  of  the 
(major's  regiment,  and  stopped  off  set 
tiie  camp  on  my  way  from,  Minneapolis 
to  St.  Paul,  w/.ere  I  had  legal  business, 
to  see  him  and  to  shake  hands  wdth  my 
fritnds  in  the  Fourtcnth;  but  after  1 
had  greeted  "00  or  300  of  them  I  was 
thrust  out  of  t.ie  major's  camp  before  I 
could  discuss  my  business  v.ith  Capi. 
Teare.  If  the  major  doesn't  want  me 
to  play  in  his  yard  I  shall  have  to  bear 
up  under  the  weight  of  my  inflictiom 
as  be.s"t  I  can.  1  wor.dcr  whether,  when 
the  three  Duluth  companies  ccj-me 
home,  he  will  U:  me  sit  on  the  fence 
and  shout,  as  they  go  by. 

"In  the  mcrning  papers  sometJ.iing- 
was  said  about  the  Chickamauga 
■trouble  in  which  some  of  tihe  officers  of 
the  regiment  involved  themselves. 
There  are  two  mistatements  that  I 
want  to  correct,  and  it  setms  proper  to 
let  the  people  know  the  itruth.  In  the 
first  place,  I  circulated  no  petition  at 
dliickamauga.  At  the  request  of  many 
men  from  the  different  companies  I 
prepared  a  short  statement  in  writing 
declaring  tJie  wish-:s  of  the  boys  to 
.muster  out.  The  war  department 
wanted  to  know  what  the  volunteers 
desired,  and  it  had  been  erroneously 
stated  by  interested  parties  that  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  Fourteenth  were 
anxious  to  remain  in  the  service.  This 
statement  that  I  prepared  was  circu- 
lated by  other  parties;  I  however,  was 
larrested  by  order  of  the  lieuttnamt 
colonel  and  contintd  for  a  few  hours  in 
■rhe  guardhouse,  when  he  ordered  me  to 
be  released. 

"The  statement  was  a  v6ry  innocuous 
document.  The  full  text  was  printed 
at  the  time  in  many  newspapers,  and 
I  think  no  loyal  American  could     take

exception  to  the  sentiments  expressed. 

"A  second  misrtatemei;it  is  that  I 
tried  to  make  trouble  in  the  regiment 
')ecAuse  I  couldn't  ge:  a  commissiom. 
There  is  but  one  word  that  does  justice 
to  ith'at— it  is  a  bald  lie.  1  didn't  want 
H  can^mission.  I  enli£ted  as  a  private 
and  v.as  content  to  remain  as  suah. 
I  even  objected  when  I  was  made  a 
corporal,  as  many  men  in  G  company 
knew  at  the  time.  I  was  not  compe- 
tent to  fill  even  a  seccnd  lieutenancy, 
as  I  didn't  know  enough  about  military 
affairs.  When  I  enlisted  I  had  never 
even  seen  a  militia  company  drill.  It 
struck  me  that  I  would  make  a  pretty 
good  private,  and  I  believe  I  did. 

"Do  the  people  wish  :o  know  w<:iy 
some  of  the  ottirers  of  the  Fourteenth 
dislike  me  so"?  It  is  because  they 
think  that  I  was  scmewhiit  instrumiin- 
tal  in  procuring  the  muster  out  cf  the 
regiment,  and  they  are  right.  Thej* 
lose  Hiieir  fat  jobs:  I  am  sorry  for  them. 
bU't  I  believed  th-it  the  interests  of  1100 
men  in  tht  rank.s  should  be  considered 
before  the  aggrandizement  of  twenty 
or  thirty  officers. 

"I'm  not  in  ohe  least  angry — only 
amused.  The  insult  was  not  to  me  but 
to  one  of  the  company  commanders 
with  whom  I  had  business,  and  to  the 
•men  of  the  Fourteenth,  gallant  and 
brave  boys  all,  whom  I  had  co.Tie  tj 
visit  for   half  an  hour." 


WAR  AFTERMATH. 


Yv'illiam  J.  Bryan  was  much  Improved 
last  night.  He  was  able  to  sit  up  a  part 
of  the  day  and  •hopes  to  be  able  to  return 
to  Jacksonville  In  a  day  or  two.  Mrs. 
tiryan  arrived  and  will  remain  with  her 
husband  until  >he  returns  to  the  South. 

The  official  Gazette,  of  Havana,  pub- 
lishes a  decree  signed  by  Capt.  Gen.  Blan- 
co, bearing  date  of  Sept.  27,  granting  par- 
don to  and  ordering  iJie  release  of  all  po- 
litical prisoners  now  undt^rgoing  conline- 
ment  in  the  Island. 

The^re  was  only  one  death  In  Camp  Wl- 
kof(,  Charles  Rose,  of  Company  M,  Sec- 
ond Infantry,  expiring  from  typhoid  fever. 

Private  Archie  Tomlin,  Company  A, 
Fourth  Mi.ssouri,  died  at  the  Goo<i  Sa- 
maritan hospital,  Labanon,  Pa. 

The  action  of  the  trustees  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  hospital.  Lebanon,  has  result, 
ed  in  the  decision  of  Chief  Mwlical  Officer 
Girard  to  send  no  more  patients  to  city 
hospitals  while  Camp  M'eade  is  In  e-xist- 
ance  unless  an  epidemic  should  make  such 
a  condition  necessary.  These  hospitals 
liook  forty  sick  soldiers  away  from  Camp 
Meadie  and  then  demandtnl  pay  from  Gov- 
ernors Plngree  and   Bushnell. 

No  deaths  occurred  yesiterday  among 
•the  American  troops  at  Santiago.  Gen. 
Law"ton  reports  as  ill  about  th*.'  S'ame 
number  as  yesterday,  but  the  .situation  in 
Santiago  is  improving. 

An  order  ot  the  war  department  ilirects 
that  .sick  and  wounded  soldiers  granted 
furloughs  are  entitled  to  $1.50  per  day 
commutation  and  tranh'portatlon  from 
their  homes  to  posts  of  dutv. 

The  president  accepted  an  "invitation  to 
attend  the  peace  jubilee  io  be  held  ;n 
Phlladeli)hla  Oct.  26  and  27.  and  said  he 
would  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  armv 
and    navy   in   the   exercises.

New  York.  Sept.  30.— A  dispatch 
the   Herald   from    Washington  says: 

Scnor   Agoncillo,    the   Philippine   rep- 
resentative,   who    has   come    to   Wash- 
ington to  ask  that  the  insurgents      be 
heard  by  the  peace  commission  at  Pari.s, 
has   made  public   a    translation    of   the 
Philippine   consttiution.    which    Aguin- 
aldo was  to  have  proclaimed  at  Malo- 
los  today.      By  this  constitution  Aguin- 
aldo formally   renounces   the   title       of 
dictator  and  assume.^  that  of  president 
of  the  revolutionary  government  of  the 
Philippines.   He   provides   for  four   sec- 
retaries—secretary of  state,  marine  and 
commerce:    the    secretary    of    war   and 
public   works;    the   secretary   of   police, 
interior,  justice,  public  instruction  and 
health,    and    the    secretary   of     finance 
agriculture  and  industry.       A  congress 
is  provided  for  to  be  composed  of  rep- 
resentatives of  all  the  provinces  of  the 
archipelago. 

An  important  feature  of  the  constitu- 
tion,  in  view  of  the  probability      that 
Aguinaldo    will    try    to   obtain    recogni- 
tion  from  European  governments.       is 
that   part  describing   the  duties  of   the 
.secretary  of  state.      It  provides:       "The 
office  of  secretary  of  state  shall  be  di- 
vided  into  three  departments,   for  dip- 
lomacy, for  marine  and  for  commerce 
The  department  of  diplomacy  will  study 
and    transact    all    l>usiness    concerning 
the  direction   for     diplomatic       negoti- 
ations   with    foreign    powers.    The    de- 
partment   of    marine    shall    study    and 
transact    all    business    in    reference    to 
the   formation   and   organizing       of       a 
navy  and  the  organization  and   equip- 
ment   of    such    expeditions   as   may    be 
desired    by    the    revolutionary    govern- 
ment in  carrying  out  its  purposes  and 
designs.   The  department   of  commerce 
will  transact  all  business  pertaining  to 
trade,   both  internal  and  external,  and 
preliminary   work   for  making  of  com- 
mercial  treaties  with  foreign  nations  "

All  the  Sick  In  Porto  Rico  to  Come 
Here. 

Washington.  Sept.  30.— The  war  de- 
partment has  posted  the  following: 

The  president  has  given  instructions 
that  all  sick  at  Porto  Rico  be  sent 
north  as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  travel 
with  safety,  his  purpose  being  to  relieve 
Gen.  Brooke  of  the  further  care  of  the 
sick  and  at  the  same  time  enable  the 
men  to  receive  the  treatment  obtainable 
in  the  better  appointed  home  hospitals. 
These  men  will  be  furloughed,  as  in  the 
case  of  those  returning  from  Santiago. 
About  700  will  leave  today  on  the  Re- 
lief and  Missouri. 

In  conformity  with  the  above  the 
quartermaster's  department  issued  or- 
ders to  the  officers  having  charge  of 
the  shipping  at  New  York,  telling  them 
to  send  ships  to  Ponce  equipped  for 
carrying  the  sick  to  this  country. 
There  are  several  regular  transports 
now  going  to  Porto  Rico  and  Cuba. 
Their  route  is  from  New  York  to  San 
Juan.  Ponce  and  Santiago.  As  soon  as 
Havana  is  occupied  it  will  be  added  to 
the  points  where  the  transports  will 
touch.

"The    records,"    said    

"further  show  that  scarcely  any  redemp 
tions  have  been  made  from  the  foreclos- 
ures. These  facts  tell  their  own  sad  tak^ 
of  contraction  and  ruin,  of  the  curtail- 
ment of  the  citys  progress,  of  many  hun- 
tlreds  of  good  men  swept  into  ruin,  and 
.vet  many  of  them  still  crv,  like  the  wor- 
shippers of  Baal  in  Israel,  to  this  false 
god  of  monetary  contraction  to  save 
them.  B.v  referring  to  the  table  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  foreclosures  began  in 
earnest  in  1891  when  Secretary  Foster  be- 
gan paying  out  gold  only,  on  the  request 
of  the  money  lenders  o>New  York  Lon- 
dori  and  Berlin.  Cleveland  and  Carlisle 
followed  and  made  matters  worse  by  're- 
storing confidence'  in  1S93  by  the  repeal 
of  the  purchase  clause  of  the  Sherman 
act.  and  foreclosures  increased  four  fold 
in  1894.  and  finally  when  confidence  was 
re-restored  by  the  election  of  McKlnley 
in  1890  the  foreclosures  went  pitilessly  oh 
in  1897.  and  rich  and  poor  suffered  alike 
Just  think  of  it.  During  the  four  yeans 
ending  Dec.  31.  1897,  8135  lots  and  31  772 
acres  were  .sold  under  the  hammer  of  the 
sheriff  of  St.  Louis  county  alone,  and 
Ramsey,  Hennepin  and  the  counties  in 
the  Red  River  valley  are  still   worse. 

"Now,"  said  Mr.  Hawthorne."  when  a 
man  lies  to  me  once  I  question  him  after- 
wards. 1  admit  that  I  swallowed  the 
Harrison-Cleveland  lie  of  1893  that  the 
demonetization  of  silver  would  make  goot' 
times.  [  did  not  swallow  the  lie  in  1896 
that  to  perpetuate  the  gold  standard 
would  make  good  times,  although  many 
of  my  friends  did.  And  now  neither  mv 
friends  nor  myself  believe  the  'prosperltv 
lie'  of  the  present.  Still,"  said  Mr.  Haw- 
thorne, enthusiastically.  "I  <io  not  think 
anything  can  crush  Duluth  or  Minnesota 
although  this  cursed  European  financial 
policy   seriously   retards   their   progress."

He   was   not    here 
for  the  purpose  of  obeying  sheriff's  in- 
structions or  orders.     His    orders  were 
from  ttovernor      Tanner.       and     there 
would  be  no  foolishness  in  the  matter.

without  a  man  missing  from  the  rolls, 
when  the  first  sergeants  could  all  an- 
swer to  the  call,  "All  present  or  ac» 
counted  for."  there  could  not  fail  to  be 
an  outburst  of  gladness  that  swelled 
out  from  the  hearts  of  the  people  and 
embraced  the  returning  troops  with  an 
atmosphere  of  warmest  welcome. 

How  great  a  thing  this  is  could  only 
ix'  appreciated  by  those  who  remem- 
b(  red  similar  scenes  at  the  close  of  the 
( ivil  war.  when  those  who  welcomed 
the  returning  troops  beheld  the  sad 
sight  of  ranks  more  than  decimated  by 
bullets  and  di.'x?ase.  The  veterans  of 
the  civil  war  who  marched  down  to  the 
station  in  full  uniform  to  welcome  the 
new  veterans  of  the  war  of  1898  must 
have  felt  something  of  the  contrast. 

Before  the  train  arrived  this  after- 
noon the  whistles  in  the  harbor  blew 
mightily.  They  have  blown  several 
times  during  the  war.  They  blew  when 
war  was  declared,  when  Dewey's  vic- 
tory was  announced,  when  the  first 
gun  was  fired,  when  Cervera's  fieet  was 
destroyed,  and  on  other  occasions,  but 
they  never  blew  any  harder  or  any 
more  joyfully  than  they  did  this  after- 
noon when  they  were  started  to  an- 
nounce the  arrival  of  the  Duluth  troops. 
They  were  the  signal  for  a  rush  to  the 
station,  where  crowds  were  already 
gathered,  and  in  an  incredibly  short 
time  there  was  an  immense  crpwd 
waiting  for  the  train,  which  was  puf- 
fing into  the  yards  down  the  track. 

Tne  yelling  and  the  waving  of  h;tts 
loegan  almost  as  soon  as  the  train  was 
sighted,  and  as  it  pulled  Into  the  depot 
the  volume  of  sound  and  the  mass  of 
waving  "oats  and  umbrellas  both  grew 
apace.  From  the  train,  too.  there  was 
an  answering  sound.  From  the  win- 
dows and  platforms  appeared  the  re- 
luming memi)ers  of  the  Duluth  com- 
panies, showing  pleasure  at  their  re- 
ception and  at  getting  back  to  Duluth 
in  every  possible  manner.    As  the  train 


stopped  they  poured  out  on  the  plat- 
form and  the  crowd  swarmed  up  to 
meet  them,  and  for  a  few  minutes  there 
was  a  wild  scene.  The  women  were 
especially  prominent  here.  Some  of 
them  met  sons  or  lorothers  and  wel- 
comed them  bcjck  with  frank  motherly 
or  sisterly  hugs.  Some  met  sweet- 
hearts or  husbands,  and  their  reception 
made  the  civilians  in  the  crowd  wish 
they  were  soldiers  if  only  for  the  fun 
of  getting  home  again.  Some,  with  the 
usual  effect  of  uniforms  on  the  femi- 
nine heart,  welcomed  those  who  did  not 
seem  at  first  to  have  any  i-elatives  or 
sweethearts  to  greet  them. 

There  was  lots  of  excitement  at  the 
Union  depot  this  arterno'j|i  while  the 
crowd  was  waiting  for  the  arrival  of 
the  train  with  the  boys.  As  early  as  1 
o'clock  the  crowds  liegan  to  gather,  and 
Ijy  the  time  the  traiji  iiulled  in  it  filled 
all  the  available  space  in  the  depot 
and  surrounding  tracks  and  poured  up 
the  avenue  and  at  Superior  street  l)e- 
came  the  start  of  a  waiting  crow4  th  it 
was  apparently  content  to  stand  there 
until  the  parade  came  along.  For  an 
hour  or  more  the  crowd  stood  around 
the  depot,  good  naturedly  amusing  it- 
.stlf  as  l>est  it  could.  The  junior  militia 
ca^me  along  by  and  by  j'nd  It  hejped 
out  a  good  deal  in  passing  the  time  by 
giving  drili.s. 

There  were  the  usual  number  of  false 
alarms.  Several  ti.mes  someone  shouted 
•"Here  they  come."  when  a  switch  or 
ifeight  engine  moved  somewhere  Ih  the 
yarrl?.  and  everybody  swarmed  toward 
the  western  end  of  the  train  shed.hjping 
to  get  a  better  view.  The  members  of 
the  City  band  put  their  instruments  in 
position  and  opened  the  water  valves  to 
let  out  obstructions  to  the  music  several 
times  ,but  it  never  got  started.  The 
crowd  stood  on  its  tiptoes  every  time  it 
was  said  that  the  train  was  coming,  and 
looked  over  each  other's  shoulders  to 
see  what  it  could  see. 

Then  when  the  train  did  finally  come 
in  at  2:45  o'clock  it  became  evident  that 
there  had  loeen  a  decided  mixing  in 
dates  somewhere.  The  crowd  that  had 
l)een  waiting  in  the  Union  depot  saw 
the  train  it  had  been  waiting  for  far 
down  the  yards,  pulling  in  on  the  upper 
tracks  of  the  Eastern  Minnesota  road, 
instead  of  into  the  Union  depot  where 
the  crowd  had  been  waiting. 

Then  there  was  a  charge  on  the 
Kaatern  Minnesota  freight  depot  that 
would  have  stampeded  an  army  of 
Spaniards  easily  if  one  had  been-  in 
front  of  it.  Such  things  as  dignity 
or  appearances  were  dropped  along  the 
tracks  somewhere,  anywhere,  and  the 
only  thing  in  view  was  to  get  there, 
some  way,  any  way.  Some  of  the  for- 
tunate ones  who  had  taken  positions 
up  at  that  end  of  the  depot  got  there 
in  time  to  see  the  boys  get  off  the 
train,  and  there  were  enough  people 
there  to  see  that  they  got  a  proper  re- 
ception. 

But  most  of  the  crowd  came  a  few 
seconds  later,  piling  up  embankments, 
over  freight  trains,  under  car.s  at  the 
risk  of  hundreds  of  ne?ks  and  limbs. 
Fortunately  no  one  was  lurt,  and  when 
all  of  the  troops  had  landed  from  the 
train  they  found  themselyes  in  the  midst 
of  a  crowd  that  made  the  quartermaster 
sergeants  wonder  how  tlioy  were  ever 
goln^  to  get  their  coitipany  chattels 
thr(pgh. 

For  several  minutes  anything  like  or- 
ganization was  an  impo.'piblllty.  There 
were  hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  people 
who  Insisted  upon  pilins  right  through 
everything  to  get  at  their  particular 
friends  or  relatives  whom  they  saw 
among  the  troops,  and  ilgenious  as  the 
officers  of  the  Duluth  battalion  are,

The  lloor  is  covered  with 
beautiful  crimson  veivet  carpet,  and 
the  furniture  consists  of  a  satin  divani 
In  the  center,  with  a  number  of  easy 
chairs  around  the  walls.  Rich,  heavy

The  next  room  to  it 
is  of  similar  appearance,  and  may  be 
term.ed  a  lounging  salon.  It  connects 
with  a  larger  apartment,  in  which  ex- 
quisite lunches  are  spread  for  the 
commissioners.

WAS  ASSASSINATED. 


The  Chinese  Emperor  Loses 

His  Head  as  Reward  Tor 

Liberality. 

London,  Oct.  1.— A  special  dispatch 
from  Slianghai,  published  today,  says 
the  telegrams  furnished  by  the  taoti, 
or  local  governor  to  a  Chinese  paper 
there,  allege  that  the  emperor  of  China 
committed  suicide  on  Sept.  21,  after 
signing  the  decrees  which  placed  the 
dirwager  empress  at  the  head  of  affairs 
in  China.  This,  it  is  added,  is  under- 
stood to  mean  that  the  emperor  was 
assassinated.  All  the  English-speak- 
ing secretaries  and  the  principal  mem- 
bers of  the  Chinese  foreign  office,  t  is 
further  announced,  have  been  seized 
and  l^anished. 

A  later  dispatch  from  Pekin  says  it 
was  semi-officially  announced  there 
that  the  emperor  of  China  committed 
suicide  on  Sept.  27. 


Milwaukee.  Oct.  1.— A  special  to  the 

Journal  from  Rice  Lake  says:  Relief 
parties  are  now  out  through  the  burned 
districts  south  and  west  of  this  city. 
The  loss  of  life  from  the  disastrous 
forest  fires  cannot  now  be  estimated, 
but  H  will  be  great.  The  work  of  get- 
ting to  the  burned  districts  is  slow  as 
all  the  bridges  are  down.  Over  100  per- 
sons are  missing. 

Many  dead  bodies  have  been  found 
and  they  are  burned  beyond  recogni- 
tion. The  remains  of  one  man  by  the 
name  of  Nelson  was  found  this  fore- 
noon at  the  bottom  of  a  well,  where  he 
had  gone  to  escape  the  fire.  At  another 
place  a  woman  and  two  children  were 
found  in  a  well.  The  woman  was  so 
badly  burned  that  she  will  die.  At  an- 
other place,  where  a  man  had  been 
plowing  in  a  field,  his  charred  remains 
and  the  carcasses  of  his  horses  were 
found  today. 

All  the  cattle,  horses  and  other  stock 
in  a  large  district  have  been  burned  to 
death.  Even  the  wild  animals  could 
not  escape  the  flames. 

The  wind  this  morning  is  southeast 
and  blowing  at  a  rate  of  al)out  forty 
miles  an  hour.  Fires  are  now  raging 
in  the  hardwood  timber  lands  between 
this  city  and  Cumberland,  but  for- 
tunately the  district  is  thinly  populated. 

The  mills  in  this  city  have  been  shut 
down  and  another  reserve  fire  depart- 
ment has  been  ordered  out.

Madame  Paulmier  on  Sept.  3  went  to 
the  offices  of  the  Lanterne  and  twice 
shot  M.  Oliver,  the  secretary  of  the 
editor,  because,  she  asserted,  the  paper 
had  slandered  herself  and  her  husband 
in  asserting  that  their  household  con- 
sisted of  three  persons,  the  third  being 
a  former  mistress  of  M.  Paulmier.

TOUR  PERISHED. 

Parly  of  Loggers  Rush  Into   a   Lake 
Tor  Safety. 

CIrippewa  Falls,  Wis.,  Oct.  1.— August 
Mason,  of  this  city,  one  of  the  most 
extensive  loggers  in  Wisconsin,  re- 
turned this  morning  from  a  trip  to  his 
camps  at  Cedar  Lakf,  Barron  county. 
He  had  an  exciting  expeiience  with 
forest  fires,  and  reports  the  entire  loss 
of  all  his  camps  and  outfits  at  Cedar 
Lake.  He  loelieves  that  four  of  his  men 
have  lost  their  lives  in  the  flames.  Mr. 
Mason  left  the  camps  with  his  crew 
Thursday  morning  for  the  railway  sta- 
tion, and  they  narrowly  escaped  with 
their  lives.  When  they  started  the  fire 
was  eight  miles  away,  but  the  wind 
was  blowing  a  gale,  and  the  flames 
were  rapidly  gaining  on  them.  All 
rushed  for  a  lake  a  mile  away,  and 
when  the  edge  of  the  water  was  reached 
tlie  fire  was  upon  them.  Men  and 
hurses  plunged  into  the  lake  and  re- 
mained there  until  the  flames  had 
passed  over.  The  heat  and  smoke  was 
almost  unbearable. 

Four  men  of  the  crew  are  missing, 
and  Jlr.  Mascn  says  there  is  no  hope 
(that  they  are  safe.  Their  numes  are: 
Sam  People,  William  Brown  and  two 
McGill  brothers.  All  were  residents  of 
Chippewa  county. 

The  scene,  Mr.  Mason  says,  was  ter- 
rible. On  every  side  there  was  a  sea  of 
fire  rapidly  growing  and  destroying 
everything.  Kopp  Stout  &  Co.'s  camps 
and  outfit  in  that  locality  are  all 
burmd,  also  over  500  oxen.  The  moans 
of  the  animals  could  l>e  heard  in  all 
directions.  Dozens  of  farm  houses  that 
Mr.  Mason  passed  in  the  morning  were 
in  ashes  in  the  afternoon.  Many  build- 
ings that  were  at  least  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  woods  were  destroyed, 
the  flames  running  along  the  meadows 
and    fences. 

Hundreds  are  homeless,  many  even 
losing  all  their  household  goods. 
Frederick  Weyerhauser  is  in  the  city, 
and  has  just  returned  from  a  trip 
through  t^^e  fire  region.  He  can  give 
no  estimate  of  the  amount  of  his  pe- 
cuniary losses.  The  following  esti- 
mates of  losses  were  made  liy  a  promi- 
nent lumberman  here: 

Northwestern  Lumber  company,  $22,- 
000. 
August  Mason,  $3000. 
Mississippi    River   Lumber  company, 
$80,000. 
Chippewa  Logging  company,  $50,000. 
Kopp,  Stout  &  Co.,  $225,000. 
The    losses    include    standing    timber, 
logs,  camps  and  camp  outfits.    The  loss 
of  farm  property  in  Clark.  Barron  and 
Chippewa  counties  is  estimated  at  $300,- 
000.    Latest  reports  say  that  all  hopes 
of  checking  the  flames  have  been  aban- 
doned.    Nothing  but  rain  will  save  the 
enormous  amount   of  property   that   is 
burning  and  threatened. 


Forest  Fires  Are  Doing  Im- 
mense Amount  of  Dam- 
age In  Colorado. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Oct.  1.— The  forest  fires 
on  the  west  slope  of  the  Rockies  con- 
tinue to  spread  and  only  a  heavy  rain 
can  stop  them.  In  the  vicinity  of 
Steamboat  Springs  there  has  been  a 
a  rainfall  which  checked  the  fires  there, 
but  they  are  still  smouldering  and  will 
start  into  life  again  unless  there  shall 
soon  be  more  rain  or  snow.  Local 
Forecaster  Brandenburg  says  he  has 
observed  no  change  in  weather  condi- 
tions that  point  to  rain,  though  the 
welcome  prediction  of  the  weather 
bureau  at  Washington  for  Colorado  is 
showers. 

Governor  Adams  said  today:  "I 
think  the  only  thing  that  will  put  a 
stop  to  the  fires  is  a  good,  heavy  rain. 
There  is  little  use  in  trying  to  put  out 
the  fires  by  the  usual  means.  The  fire 
is  not  continuous;  from  what  I  can 
learn  it  burns  in  probai>ly  fifty  difTerent 
places.  In  my  opinion  the  fires  are 
due  wholly  to  accident.  Campers  light 
a  lire,  a  spark  blows  into  the  under- 
brush, which  is  very  dry.  and  a  fire  is 
the  result.  It  is  so  easy  to  start  a 
forest  fire  just  now  that  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  ascertain  the  origin  of  it. 
Sparks  from  railroad  engines  may 
have  caused  some  fires." 

Within  a  day  or  two  fires  have  ap- 
peared on  the  west  slope  of  Pike's  Peak 
range  and  large  sections  of  timber  are 
being  destroyed.  Great  volumes  of 
smoke  can  be  seen  rolling  over  the 
crest  of  the  range.  The  fires  seem  to 
be  burning  fiercely  along  the  west  side 
of  Mount  Baldy.  which  rises  to  an  alti- 
tude of  13.000  feet,  four  miles  south  of 
Pikes  Peak.  At  sundown  the  volume 
of  smoke  decreases  perceptibly. 

The  people  of  Pitkin  county  are  be- 
coming terrified  over  the  havoc  wrought 
by  the  fire  that  is  now  raging  near 
Aspen.  The  county  commissioners  are 
advising  with  the  city  authorities  as  to 
the  best  methods  to  check  the  fire,  but 
as  yet  no  plan  has  been  outlined. 

The  fire  on  White  river  has  burned 
over  an  area  of  100  square  miles  and  is 
still  sweeping  eastward  In  a  stretch 
ten  miles  wide. 

The  people  of  ITpper  White  river  have 
fought  fire  for  thrt?  weeks,  day  and 
night.  They  have  been  aided  by  For- 
est Rangers  Dunn  and  Giblet.  Reports 
from  that  section  say  they  have  seen 
nothing  of  other  government  rangers. 

Glenwood  Springs  is  enveloped  in  a 
cloud  of  smoke  and  the  situation  in  that 
vicinity  Is  rapidly  becoming  worse. 

At  Byers.  Colo.,  the  prairie  fires  be- 
tween Living  Springs  and  Corona  have 
caused  a  considerable  loss  to  stockmen 
and  as  fuller  accounts  are  received  the 
magnitude  of  the  disaster  is  more  ap- 
parent. Among  those  burned  out  arci 
Stewart  Adams  and  Will  Epple.  The 
range  for  many  miles  has  been  de- 
stroys! and  the  outlook  of  the  coming 
winter  is  not  a  bright  one  for  the  cattle 
and  sheep  industries  of  the  burned  dis- 
tricts.

He  Bid  Not  Confer  With  Gen. 
Aguinaldo  Before  Begin- 
ning Operations. 

"Washington.  Oct.  1.— The  report  of 
Ma  J.  Gen.  Wesley  Merritt  of 
the  operations  ab;>ut  Manilla  was 
made  public  at  the  war  de- 
partment yesterday.  It  is  dated 
t>a  hoard  the  transport  China.  Aug.  31. 
After  Riving  brielly  the  story  of  his  em- 
uarKation  and  arrival  at  Manilla  and 
tne  disposition  of  the  troopd  there,  he 
says: 

"I  found  Gen.  Greene's  command  en- 
camped on  a  strip  of  sandy  land  run- 
lung  parallel  to  the  fhore  of  the  bav 
and  n:>t  far  distant  from  the  beach,  but 
owinK  to  the  great  difficultie.i  of  landing 
supplies,  the  greater  portion  of  the 
force  had  shelter  tents  only  and  were 
suffering  many  discomfort.^,  the  camp 
wing  -ituated  in  a  low.  tlat  place  with- 
out shelter  fr  .m  the  heat  of  the  trop- 
ical sun  or  adequate  protection  during 
the  terrific  downpours  of  rain  f-o  fre- 
•juent  at  this  season.  I  \va.^  at  onjo 
struck  by  the  exemplarv  spirit  of 
patient,  oven  cheerful,  endurance  shown 
by  the  r>fncer3  and  men  under  such  cir- 
cumstances. Hnd  this  feeling  of 
admiration  for  the  manner  in 
which  the  American  soldier,  vol- 
unteer and  regular  alike,  accepts 
the  neces.'^ry  hardships  of  the 
work  they  have  undertaken  to  do  has 
grown  anj  increased  with  every  phape 
of  the  difficult  and  tryping  campaign 
which  the  trojps  of  the  Philippine  e.x- 
Pedition  have  brought  to  such  a  bril- 
liaJit  anij  successful  conclusion. 

"The  Filipinos,  or  insurgent  forces  at 
war  with  Spain,  had,  prior  to  the  ar- 
rival of  the  American  land  f>rfes,  been 
waging  a  desultory  warfare  with  the 
Spaniards  for  several  months,  and  were 
at  the  time  of  my  arrival  i;i  cjnsidera'ole 
t'orct?.  variously  e-itiniated  and  never 
ac».urately  ascertained,  but  probably 
not  far  from  l.'o.OOO  men.  These  tro  >p8. 
Well  supplied  with  small  arnx?.  with 
plenty  of  ammunition  and  several  fielJ 
gua.*t.  had  obtained  positions  of  invest- 
ment opposite  to  the  Spanish  line  of 
Oetached  work.s  throughout  th?  ir  entire 
exte.nt." 

Geji.  Merritt  then  speaks  of  Aguin- 
u-Ido's  accomplishments  previ.Jiis  to  his 
arrival,  and  continues:  "As  Gen. 
-Aguinaldo  did  not  visit  me  on  my  ar- 
rtva^.  nor  offer  his  ser\'ices  as  a  suoor- 
dinate  mili:ary  leader,  and  a-«  my  In- 
structions from  the  president  fully  con- 
templated the  occupation  of  the  islands 
hy  the  American  land  forces,  and 
stated  that  "the  powers  of  the  military 
loccupant  a.'v  absolute  and  supreme  and 
immediately  operate  upon  the  political 
con<lition  of  the  inhal)itants,'  I  did  not 
c-onsider  k  wise  to  hold  any  direct  com- 
munication with  the  insurgent  leaJtr 
until  I  should  be  in  possession  of  the 
city  of  Manilla,  especially  as  J  would 
not  until  then  1>  in  a  position  to  Issue 
a  proclamat'ion  and  enforce  my  au- 
thority in  the  event  that  his  preten- 
iiiuns  should  clash  with  :ny  designs. 

"For  these  reason.^  the  preparations 
for  the  attack  on  the  city  were  pressed 
and  military  operations  conducted 
without  reference  to  the  situation  of 
the  Insurgent  fnrci»s.

♦  stablished  by  the  fact  that  when-  the 
command  carried  the 
?hments.  extending  from 
Pasay  road,  on  the  ex- 
right,  we  were  under

He  recog- 
nized my  authority  as  mllit.iry  governor 
of  the  town  of  Manilla  and  suburbs  and 
m.'ide  professions  of  his  wlllinKuess  to 
withdraw  his  troops  to  a  line  which  I 
might  indicate,  but  at  the  same  time  ask- 
ing certain  favors  for  himself.  The  mat- 
ters in  this  connection  had  not  been  set- 
tled at  the  date  of  my  departure.  Doubt- 
less as  dissatisfaction  Is  felt  by  the  rank 
and  tile  of  the  Insurgents  thatthev  have 
not  been  permitted  to  cnjov  the  occupancy 
f)f  Manilla  and  there  is  nome  ground  for 
trouble  with  them  from  that  fact,  but 
notwithstanding  many  rumors  to  the  con- 
trary. 1  am  of  the  opinion  the  leaders  will 
be  able  to  prevent  serious  dL<<turbances 
as  they  are  sufflciently  intelligent  and 
educated  to  know  that  to  antagonize  the 
Cnited  States  would  be  to  destrov  their 
only  chance  of  future  political  dniprove- 
ment. 

"I  may  add  that  great  changes  for  the 
better  have  taken  place  in  Manilla  slnco 
the  occupation  of  the  city  by  the  Ameri- 
can troops.  The  streets  have  lieen 
<'leane<l  under  the  management  of  Gen. 
.Mc.Xrthur  and  the  polloo  under  Col. 
Reeve.  Thirteenth  Minnesot.i.  wore  most 
proiiclent   In   preserving  order." 

In  concluding  his  rei>ort  Gen.  Merritt 
declares  his  indebtedness  for  the  success 
of  the  expedition  to  the  brigade  division 
commanders,  members  of  his  staff  and 
his  person.al  aides.

"Upon  the  assembly  of  Maf  Arthur's 
brigade  in  support  of  Greene's  I  had  alxnit 
S500  men  in  p'^f'ltlon  to  attaek.  ."ind  I 
deemefl  the  lime  had  come  for  final  ac- 
tion. During  the  time  of  the  night  attacks 
I  had  communicated  my  desire  to  Admiral 
Dewey  that  he  would  allow  his  ships  to 
open  fire  on  the  right  of  the  Spanish  line 
of  intrenf^hments.  believing  that  sueh  ac- 
tion would  stop  the  night  tiring  and  loss 
of  life,  but  the  admiral  had  declined  to 
order  it  uni*'s.s  we  were  in  danger  of 
losing  our  position  by  the  assault  of  the 
Spanish,  stating  that  in  his  opinion, 
K  would  precipitate  a  general  engagement, 
for  which  he  was  not  ready.  Now.  how- 
ever, the  brigade  of  Gen.  MacArthur  was 
in  his  position  and  the  Monterev  had  ar- 
rived, and  under  date  of  Aug.  B  Admiral 
Dewey  agreed  to  my  suggestion  that  we 
should  send  a  joint  letter  to  the  cantain 
general  notif.vhig  him  that  ne  should  re- 
move from  the  city  all  non-comtmtants 
within  forty-eight  hours,  and  that  opera- 
tions against  the  defenses  of  Manilla 
would  begin  at  any  time  after  the  expira- 
tion of  that  period. 

This  letter  was  sent  Aug.  7  and  a  replv 
was  received  next  'day  to  the  effect  that 
the  Spaniards  were  without  places  of  re- 
fuge for  the  Increased  number  of  wound- 
ed, sick  women  and  children  now  lodged 
within  the  walls.  On  Aug.  9  a  formal 
Joint  demand  for  tbe  surrender  of  the  citv 
was  sent  in.  This  oemand  was  ba.«ed  Hi>oh 
the  hopelessne.ss  of  the  struggle  on  the 
part  of  the  Spaniards,  but  every  con- 
sideration of  humanity  demanded  that 
the  city  should  not  be  subjected  to  bom- 
bardment under  »u<h  ein  umstances.  The 
captain  generals  reply  of  the  same  date 
declared  that  the  demand  could  not  he 
granted,  but  the  captain  general  offered 
t<^  consult  his  government  If  W4>  would

King-  This  was  declined  on  our  part  for 
thp  reat^on  that  it  could.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  admiral  and  myself  lead  onlv  to  a 
continuance  of  the  situation  with  no  im- 
mediate result  favorable  to  ur,  and  the 
nscfessity  was  apparent  and  very  urgent

"It  w.is  not  my  intention  to  press  the 
assault  at  thl;..  j)olnt.  in  case  the  enemy 
should  hold  It  in  string  force,  until  afier 
the  navy  had  made  practicable  breaches 
in  the  works  and  shaken  the  troops  hold- 
ing them,  which  coidd  not  be  done  by  the 
army  alone,  owing  to  the  absence  of 
sieup  guns.  This  \a  indicated  fully  In  the 
orders  Jind  memorandum  of  attack  here- 
to a!)t>end.Ml.  It  was  believed,  however. 
as  most  desirable  and  in  accordance  with 
the  prlociitles  of  civilized  warfare,  that 
the  attempt  should  i)e  made  to  drive  the 
enemy  out  of  h's  entr»'nchments  before  re- 
sprtihg  to  the  l)ombardment  of  the  cUv. 
"By  firders  issued  some  time  previously 
Mac  Arthur's  and  Grc-ene's  brigades  were 
organized  as  the  Second  division  of  the 
Ki.ghth  a:my  corps.  F-rlg.  Gen.  Thomas 
M.  .Vnderson  commanding,  and  in  antici- 
pation of  the  attack.  Gen.  Anderson 
m<ived  his  headquarters  from  <.'avite  to 
the  brigade  camps  and  assumed  direct 
command  in  the  field.

miners  to  Pana  to  take  the  place  of 
union  miners.  The  negrroes  were  taken 
from  the  care  and  compelled  to  walk 
i>ack  10  Towtr  Hill,  where  they  were 
iixked  in  the  depot  until  10  o'clock  last 
night.  At  that  hour  the  nc.srroes  were 
placed  on  board  an  east  iw^und  train 
and  taken  hack  to  Indiana  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  miners'  union. 

The  hold-un  of  tuc'  train  was  per- 
fectiy  txecuted,  and  was  a  hold  stroke 
on  the  part  of  the  union  uniners.  Kngi- 
neer  George  WorshaiMi  of  I'aiia  v.-as  in 
charge  of  fhe  train.  and  on  being 
flagged  brought  tiie  train  to  a  stop. 
The  miners  were  all  armed  and  masked. 
The  engine  was  uncoupled  from  the 
co.Hches  and  lun  a  short  dJstiiue.  the 
engine  men  being  kept  under  guard  of 
guns.  Masked  men  then  entennl  the 
tronc  doors  of  the  tr.\in,  while  th^ir  as- 
socLitt-s  surrounded  the  coaches. 
XegT(jes  were  then  marched  out  back 
di-ors  and  walked  do.vn  the  track  t'» 
Tower  Hill.  Mcwa  of  captiue  of  the 
blacKs  having  reached  Sheriff  Coburn 
at  Pana,  he  stnt  an  armtd  posse  oi 
deputies.  including  negroes  fn>m 
Springside  camp,  towards  this  town  to 
intercept  the  union  miners  on  their  re- 
turn. Sheriff  Coburn's  force  had  not 
arrived  at  a  late  hour.  In  case  they 
fail  to  appear  the  miners  will  rem.ain 
here  over  night  and  take  a  round-about 
way  home.  It  is  believed  that  a  battle 
will  be  precipitated  if  the  Coburn  forces 
s^he  w  up  in  this  vicinity.  The  sheriff  of 
this  county  refused  to  interfere  with  the 
union  men.

Chicago,  Oct.  1.— A  Washington  dis- 
patch to  the  Record  from  William  E. 
Curtis  says:  The  great  question,  now 
l)ef(>re  the  admlnistnition  is  whether  we 
shall  make  colonies  or  territories  of  Cu- 
ba, Porto  Rico,  Hawaii  and  the  Phllip- 
idnes;  whether  we  shall  annex  them  to 
the   I'liited  States  and  give  them  a  voice 

in  our  government  with  Arizona  and  New 
Mexico,  or  make  them  dependencies  and 
allow  them  to  govern  themselves  under 
our  sui>ervision   and  a  protec-torate. 

Great  liiltain,  which  has  Ixen  the  most 
successful  of  all  nations  in  ac(iuiri:ig  and 
govtrning  colonics,  has  pursued  the  lat- 
ter ixdlc.v.  Sjialn.  which  h.as  been  the 
most  unsuccessful  colonizer  of  any  nation 
l.i  history,  has  pursued  a  different  |>olicy. 
A  Hritish  cfdony  is  piactically  Independ- 
ent. It  is  allowetl  to  govern  It.self.  to 
make  its  own  laws,  to  impose  Its  own 
taxes,  to  disburse  its  own  revenues,  to 
.St-lect  Its  own  otlidals  and  exercise  eveJy 
ouher  function  of  a  state  except  to  carry 
on  relations  with  foreign  powers.  The 
latter  llbert.v  is  withheld  nominall.v,  but 
is  actually  enjoyed  witli  the  co-opcratlon 
of  tile  Imperial  govcriimeint,  as  is  now 
illui!irate(l  by  thi'  hlgli  joint  coraniissiun 
in  sessieni  at  Cju<>bec.  The  negotiations 
going  on  there  are  conducted  by  the  Can- 
adians, the  Hrltish  govenunent  having 
one  representative  out  of  Jive  in  the  com- 
mi.sslon.  What-ver  Is  done,  however,  is 
subject  to  the  aM>roval  and  ratitication 
of  t'ho  Imperi  li  authorities. 

The  ix>lic.v  of  Si»ain  has  i>een  the  re- 
vi-rse.  She  has  never  allowe<l  her  colon- 
ics tile  slightest  lllveriy.  and  they  have 
heen  In  a  continual  stale  of  rebellion,  un- 
til she  hits  lo.st  tiKiu  all  by  misgovcr.i- 
nient  and  oppression. 

President  McKiiiJey  docs  not  Intend  to 
decide  thi.s  question.  He  will  leave  It  en- 
tirely with  congrvss,  and  It  must  be  a 
matter  for  legislation  during  the  coming 
session.

Soint 
are   non-Bessemer  ores  and   cannot    bi 
worked.    The  valuation  this  vear  is  15,- 
000.000.    The  total  shipment  of  ores  last 
year  was  5,500,000  tons.     The  ore  in  the 
grjund  is  not  worth  a  cent  a  ton.  but 
you  can  buy  the  best  Bessemer  ore  for  V< 
cents   in    the    ground.      Many    of   these' 
mines    are    owned    by    Minnesota    mer 
and  are  leased   by  the  companies,   wh' 
have  to  pay  a  royalty  of  25  cents  a  tm 
The  average  value  of  Iron   ore  on   thi 
Me.saba  range  is  40  to  70  cents  a  ton 
when  it  is  in  piles  ready  for  shipment 
So  the  value  of  the  ore  for  taxation  pur- 
poses   is   only   about    37   cents.      Thesf 
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mines  are  now  paying  2  and 

a  ton  on  the  ore  shipped  away.  *» - 

"There  are  three  iron  ore  roads  there, 
Twi  pay  3  per  cent  of  gross  earning.*- 
to  the  state  and  one  only  2  per  cent  to 
the  state.  These  roads  pay  from  2  to 
2>/4  cents  a  ton.  Every  ton  of  ore  shippec 
from  MinnesDta  contributes  from  4  to  5 
cents  a  ton. 

C.  A.  Congdon  said  he  appeared  foi 
the  Mahoning,  the  Pioneer  and  th«' 
Biwabik  mines.  "It  is  difficult."  he  said.2 
"to  determine  the  value  of  a  mine.  First' 
you  want  to  find  the  quantity,  but  you 
may  have  50.000.000  tons  of  ore  that  is 
worthlesf'.  The  next  question  is  how 
much  will  It  cost  to  get  the  Dre  to  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  and  what  are  the 
constituent  elements  of  the  ore'.'  We 
have  taken  600.000  tons  of  ore  from  the 
Oliver  mine  that  could  njt  be  sold  for  a 
cent  to  the  Carnegie.s.  We  had  hopes 
which  have  been  blighted.  Why?  Be-" 
cause  of  its  constituent  elements.  But 
we  can  Ufc  it  in  connection  with  our 
other  mines.  No  one  else  would  use  it. 
In  determining  the  value  of  a  mine 
you  determine  it  where  it  i.s.  not  in 
Cleveland.  Y'ou  pay  $1.,50  freight  per 
ton  on  all  ore,  whether  it  is  good  or 
bad.  That  leaves  us  30  c^nts  for  royal- 
ly. The  Oliver  mine  has  cost  us  manej 
in  losse-^i  every  year.  Yet  we  must  g<' 
up  in  valuation.  We  object  to  an  in- 
crease. 

"Take  the  Lone  Jack.  It  was  boughl 
on  the  basis  of  3.000.000  tons,  of  whicl 
2,000.000  t>ns  have  I>een  removed.  It 
is  worth  45  cents  a  ton  on  the  ground 
or  $4.50.000.  Wo  must  pay  a  royalty  anc 
cost  of  getting  it  up.  The  cost  is  $125,- 
000. 

"Look  at  the  Richelieu,  which  is  idle— "*' 
yet  c(mtains  as  much  ore  as  any  mint 
on   the  range.     But  it  is  raised  30  pe- 
cent. 

"When  we  fixed  the  relative  values  o 
the  mines  we  based  Ihem  on  the  output 
We  were  kind  enough  to  value  prop 
erties  that  were  not  represented  at  th- 
meeting. 

'The  Zenith  mine  on  May  1  could  noi 
be  given  away.  We  biught  it  for  a  bad; 
yard.  The  Oliver  mine  wap  bought  at*' 
the  same  tirre.  and  we  believe  oui 
hopes  regarding  that  property  will  be 
realiaed. 

"After  we  had  equalized  the  values 
of  the  mines  the  county  board  made  a 
straight  raise  of  11  per  cent. 

"It  Is  not  a  simple  matter  to  dis- 
criminate between  mines.  They  should 
not  be  raised  withDut  regard  to  condi- 
tions. If  you  do  that  you  destroy  **'■»  ,  — 
whole  symmetry  of  the  edifice  of  taxa- 
tion." 

Mr.  St.  Clair  protested  against  thi 
proposed  assessment  of  the  Sparta  mln< 
at  $152,625.  He  asked  that  the  assess- 
ment be  allowed  to  remain  at  $138,750.

The  creation  of  the  Federal  Steel  com- 
pany, one  of  the  most  gigantic  c  imbina- 
tians  ever  formed,  including  the  Minne- 
sota Iron  company,  the  Illinois  Steel 
company,  the  Lorain  Steel  company 
and  other  big  cmcern.s,  i.=i  now  an  ac- 
complished fact.  Today  was  the  time 
when  the  stockholders  in  these  corpora^ 
tions  could  exchange  their  stock  f  >r 
Fetleral  Steel  stock  in  the  agreed  basi.«, 
and  two  days  ago  It  was  announced 
that  sufficient  had  been  exchanged  to 
ensure  the  success  of  the  scheme.  How- 
ever, there  never  was  any  doubt  on  this 
point.  What  effect  this  great  combine 
will  have  on  the  intere.<»ts  embraced  by 
it  remains  t  >  be  demonstrated. 

The  Iron  Age.  in  its  last  issue,  pub. 
llshes  a  complete  copy  of  the  company's 
charter,  which  was  granted  in  New  Jer- 
sey alHJUt  ten  days  ago.  The  section 
which  £<ets  forth  the  objects  and  aim> 
of  the  corporation  shows  that  it  wants 
a  large  slice  of  the  earth  and  a  goou 
measure  of  the  fullness  thereof.  This 
section  reads  as  follows: 

"Mining  of  all  kinds;  manufacturing 
of  all  kinds':  transportation  of  goods, 
merchandise  or  passengers  upon  land  or 
water:  building  houses,  structures,  ves. 
sels.  shipi»,  boats,  railroads,  engines, 
cars  or  other  equipment,  wharves  or 
docks;  constructing,  maintaining  and 
operating  railroads  (other  than  rail- 
roads within  the  state  of  New  Jersey), 
steamship  lines-,  vessel  lines  or  other 
lines  for  transportation;  the  purchase, 
improvement  or  sale  of  lands;  to 
manufacture,  purchase  or  otherwise  ac- 
quire, to  hold,  own,  mortgage,  pledge, 
sell,  assign  and  transfer  or  otherwise 
dispose  of,  to  invest,  trade,  deal  in  and 
deal  with  gjods.  wares  and  merchandise 
and  property  of  every  class  and  descrip- 
tion: to  acquire  and  undertake  all  or 
any  part  of  the  business,  assets  and 
liabilities  of  any  person,  firm,  associa- 
tion or  corporation." 

As  the  Philadelphia  Record  remarks, 
the  Federal  Steel  company  is  practically 
empowered  to  do  anything  except  coin 


MR.  MORKIS'  SPEECH. 

The  people  did  not  tumble  over  each 
other    last    night    In    their    anxiety    to 
hear    Congressman    Morris    deliver    his 
opening  speech  of  the  campaign  in  Du 
luth,  and  the  result  was  that  there  were 
quite  a  number  of  vacant  seats  in   the 
Armory.     As   Mr.    Morris   has   not   ad- 
dressed   a    political    meeting    here    fo^ 
nearly    two     years,    inasmuch    as    the 
morning  paper  published  numerous  ap- 
peals to  his  supporters  to  turn  out  and 
make  a  demonstration   that   would  ap- 
pall    and    confound    the    friends    of    Mr 
Towne,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  i! 
was  announced   to   be  his   chief  speecli 
here   during   the   campaign,    the     luke- 
warmness  of  the  people  must  have  beet- 
decidedly  disappointing  to   the   Repub- 
lican committee.     Of  course,    the  New.. 
Tribune   tried   to   make  it  appear   tiial 
Mr.  Morris  received  a  great  ovation  and 
that  the  Armory  was  crowded  with  en 
thusiastic    supporters,    but    those      who 
were  present  know   how   far  from    the 
truth  are  such  assertions. 

Mr.  Morris  did  not  deliver  the  speech 
which  was  printed  by  the  News  Tribune 
this  morning— that  is,  not  all  of  it.  He 
also  made  some  statements  which  it 
failed  to  report,  among  others  a  red» 
hot  roast  of  The  Herald,  which  Mr. 
Morris  always  dishes  up  on  such  occa- 
sions. This  time,  however,  he  deprived 
the  audience  of  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
him  tear  a  copy  of  it  to  pieces  and  dance 
upon  the  fragments,  as  he  did  in  How- 
ard's hall  not  many  years  ago. 

The  chief  feature  of  his  speech   was 
the  claim  that  the  Republican  party  has 
redeemed  its  promises)  made  two  years 
ago,  and  that,  as  a  result,  the  country 
is  now  enjoying  unbounded  prosi)erlty. 
'"Now,"  he  said,  "the  vaults  of  the  banks 
are  filled   with  money,   which   they  are 
glad   to   lend    at    a    reasonable    rate    of 
interest    to    any    bona    flde     enterprise 
offering  a  reasonable  prospect  of  profit. 
And  so  it  is  in  the  agricultural  district -t; 
the   farmers   have   never  known    better 
conditions  than  those  which  have  existed 
since  the  summer  of  1S97.     And  as  it  is 
here,  «>   it   is   through   the   length   and 
breadth   of   the   land."     If   the   kind  of 
prosperity   which   the  country   now    has 
is  the  best  that  the  Republican  policies 
ran  produce  after  two  years  of  effort, 
then  most  people  will  be  ready  to  vote 
in  November  for  another  brand  of  pro.^- 
perlty.     Mr.  Morris  talked  much  about 
all    the    men    being   at    work    again    at 
good  wages,  afid  The  Herald  only  wishes 
that    this    were    true.        While    certain 
da-^ses      of      men       who      were       idle 
two  years  ago      have      obtained     work 
there  are  many,   very  many,   who     are 
still   looking  in   vain    for   steady   work 
and  are  barely  earning  enough  to  keep 
themselves  and      their      families  from 
starvation.    They  may  be    pardoned  if 
they   do    not   grow    as   enthusiastic   as 
Mr.  Morris  over  the  "prosperity"     now 
existing. 

Nor  will  every  one  agree  with  Mr. 
Morris  that  bank  vaults  filled  with 
money  "which  they  are  glad  to  lend" 
is  a  sign  of  great  prosperity.  What 
benefit  is  it  to  the  people  that  the  banks 
are  groaning  with  money?  Why  is 
not  this  money  put  into  factories  and 
other  industrial  enterprises,  if  the 
conditions  are  so  bright  as  Mr.   Morris 


THE  COMMANDING  GENERAL. 

There   was  considerable  comment  on 
the    omission    of    the    commission    now 
Investigating  the  conduct  of  the  war  to 
address   any    questions    to   Gen.    Miles. 
Naturally    this    omission    was      looked 
upon    as    evidence    of    a   disposition    to 
spike   Gen.    Miles'   guns,    but   the  com- 
missioners claim  this  was  not  intended, 
that    they    thought    the    general    would 
assist  Secretary  Alger  In  preparing  his 
reply,  and  when  they  found  their  action 
was    creating    gossip    they    decided    to 
summon  Gen.  Miles  as  the  first  witness 
next  week.     While  the  excuse  put  for- 
ward by  the  commission  for  falling  to 
address    a    series    of    questions    to    the 
commanding  general   In   the  first  place 
Is  rather  lame,  it  may  be  accepted    in- 
asmuch as  they  have  finally  awakened 
to   a    realization   of    the   fact    that    the 
people  want   to  hear  from   Gen.   Miles, 
in    whom    they    have      thorough   confi- 
dence. 

According  to  a  Washington  dispatch. 
Gen.  Miles  says  he  will  cheerfully  obey 
the  summons  and  give  the  commission 
the   benefit   of  any   information    in    his 
possession,  but  he  would  prefer  to  save 
his  evidence  for  a  congressional  investi- 
gation,   because    he    thinks     the    latteh 
would    be    moie   effective.      Those    wh^ 
are  aware  of  his   temper  and  his  hos- 
tility to  some  of  the  men  who  have  been 
prominent  in  the  recent  campaigns  pre- 
diet  a  sensation  when  he  gives  his  tes- 
timony.     The    general    of    the   army    is 
not  only  hostile  to  the  secretary  of  war 
but  he  is  unfriendly   to  several  of  the 
staft  corps,  and  it  is  said   that  he  has 
been  making  notes  of  their  inefficiency 
since    the    beginning  of   the   war.       He 
has  long  argued  that  our  staff  organiza- 
tion is  obsolete  and  awkward  and  should 
be  modernized.    The  management  of  the 
recent    campaign    has    convinced    him 
of  the  accuracy  of  his  opinions  on  this 
subject.     While  he  was  In  Europe  last 
summer  Gen.  Miles  had  an  opportunity 
to  study  the  military  organizations  *ot 
all    the    great    nations    of    Europe,    and 
obtained   many   valuable   ideas   on    this 
subject  which  he  would  like  to  place  be- 
fore congress.      With    that   Information 
his  own  observation  of  our  system   in 
active  operation  has  been  more  critical 
and   thorough   than   it  otherwise   would 
have  been,  and  in  his  annual  report  he 
is   expected    to   recommend   radical    re. 
forms. 

It  is  also  stated   that   the  general   Is 
a  strong  believer  in  the  theory  that  mil- 
itary   affairs   should    be   absolutely    di- 
vorced from  politics,  and  he  thinks  the 
war  with  Spain  has  demonstrated  such 
a  necessity  beyond  any  question.     Sol- 
dlerlng   is   an    exact   science   for   which 
men  must  be  educated,  as  they  are  edu- 
cated  for   the   law   and   the   practice  of 
medicine,    engineering,    chemistry     and 
other  sciences,   and   when  you   place   a 
lawyer  or  a  chemist  or  a  man  who  has 
been  trained  in  any  other  profession  in 
charge  of  military  affairs  you  may  ex- 
pect the  same  results  that  would  follow 
If  you  assigned  a  chemist  or.  a  soldier 
to  argue  a  case  In  court  or  a  lawyer  to 
practice    medicine.        Gen.    Miles   think.s 
this   is  a  self-evident   proposition.     He 
likewi.«e  holds  that  th^  members  of  the 
staff  and  the  commanders  of  divisions, 
corps  and  departments  should  report  to 
the  general   of  the  army  instead  of  to 
the  secretary  of  war.  and  thi.=i  appeari» 
to  be  a  sound  proposition.    The  present 
divided   authority    must    be    prejudicial 
to    the    discipline    of    the   service.       At 
present  Gen.   Miles'   8Ubordinate.s   com- 
municate directly  with  Secretary  Alger 
and   receive  orders   from     him    without 
the  approval  or  even  the  knowledge  of 
their  immediate  commander.    Manifest- 
ly  such   a  state  of  affairs  is  bound   to 
create  friction  and   weaken  the  respect 
which   Is  due   the  commanding  general 
from  his  subordinates.     Of  course  it  is 
not  claimed  that  the  general  should  not 
receive    orders    from    the    secretary    of 
war.   as   the  military  representative  of 
the  president,  but  it  is  insisted  all  orders 
to    his    subordinates    should      be      sent 
through  him  and  in  his  name  as  com- 
manding general  of  the  army.    No  doubt 
congress  will  provide  at  its  next  session 
for  amending  the  military  laws  so  that 
this  desirable  change  may  be  made.

Kuffalo  Express:  This  Is  the  time  of 
year  when  reports  of  the  so-called  prehis- 
toric corn  come  from  the  West  and,  true 
to  custom,  the  announcement  has  just- 
been  made  that  a  fine  crop  of  It  is  up  on 
a  ranch  on  the  Loup  river,  Nebraska 
rhe  crop  covers  only  a  few  acres,  but 
It  Is  noteworthy  in  several  respects.  For 
Instance,  with  only  ordinary  attention, 
It  has  reached  an  average  height  of  fif- 
teen feet  and  runs  from  ten  to  twelve 
ears  to  the  stock.  As  a  rule,  the  ears 
begin  to  appear  on  the  stalk  about  ten 
feet  from  the  ground.  During  dry  weath- 
er, when  other  corn  would  curl  up  In  the 
broiling  sun.  this  plant  remains  stiff  and 
strong  and  maintains  its  bright  green  col- 
or.

Congressman  Page  Morris  spoke  last 
evening  at  the  Armory  to  an  audience 
of  about  800  to  900  people.  He  was 
greeted  with  enthusiasm.  and  his 
speech  was  punctuated  with  applause 
from  the  audience.  The  applause  began 
when  he  appeared  on  the  stage,  and 
the  greeting  given  him  brought  a 
pleased  smile  to  his  face.  The  attend- 
ance of  ladies  was  large.  The  Union 
band  played  a  selection  at  the  open- 
ing. 

In  a  front  row  on  the  stage  was 
Patrick  Ellard  Dowling,  the  Eveleth 
Star  editor  who  recently  flopped  into 
the  Republican  camp.  Others  on  the 
stage  were:  A.  L.  Ordean,  H.  M.  Pey- 
ton, A.  H.  Comstock,  H.  C Marshall,  F

Col.  Graves  presided  and  opened  the 
meeting.  He  spoke  of  the  two  years 
since  fne  last  campaign  as  having  been 
among  the  mjost  Importan:  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  country.  It  was  gratifying, 
he  said,  to  say  that  there  is  hardly  a 
man  in  the  ITnited  States  today  who  is

He  explained  the  meaning  of  the  Tel- 
ler resolution  and  said  it  was  artfully 
drawn,  really  meaning  the  free  coinage 
of  silver,   and   continued:

(Applause).     All   rcmemher  his     hesita- 
tion at  plunging  this  country  into  war. 
He   knew    what   war  meant.     He   knew 
tht^re  could   not   be  war  without     some 
Mundering    quartermaster   who     would 
fail  to     get     the    commissary    supplies 
and  medicines  to  the  tr>ops.     He  knew 
th  re  would  be      haughty      individuals 
who  would  select  bad  camps.     He  knew 
what  war  meant.     But   vhen  war  came 
his  stand  was  firm   and  decided.       The 
speaker  .said  the  people   want   no  hos- 
tile congress  to  interfera  with  his  plans 
now   that    the   war  4s   «ver.     He   intro- 
Iduced  Congressman  Morris  very  briefly. 
.\s   Mr.    Morris    stepped    to    the   front 
he  wa.-<  given  an  nvatioa,   which  lasted 
for  about  half  a  minute,   during  which 
time   he  smilingly   l>owe<l    his  acknowl- 
•dgments.     His      speech      was      on  the 
"issues  of  the  campaign"  as  he  under- 
stands them.     The  money  question  was 
passed  over  in  a  general   way,  and  did 
not    rective  nearly    so   nuoh   attemtion 
as  the  lumber  schedule.    He  laid  great 
stress  on  this  and  his  pirt  in  securing 
the  $2  duty.     He  also  deroted  consider- 
able time  to  the  Asiatic  problem,  prin- 
cipally   to    picturing   the  greatness      to 
come  to  American    comin?rce     through 
the  opening  of      new      fields      on  the 
Asiatic  continent.     As  he  was  entering 
upon  an  eloquent  picture  of  the  great- 
ness to  come.       he      stopped      and  re- 
marked: 

'•But  I  haven't  tim.e  to  picture  all  I 
want  to  to  you.  You  car  read  it  in  full 
in  the  paper  tomorrow.  My  full  speech 
will  be  published.  This  is  but  a  daub 
on  the  canva's.  eRad  the  full  picture 
t<'morrow." 

There  were  several  other  portions  of 
the  speech  which  were  evidently  only 
daubs  from  the  big  pain-t  ix)t,  judging 
fr.  m  the  printed  speech  in  this  morn- 
ing's paper.  There  were  some  things, 
too,  which  the  printed  speech  did  not 
•  ontain.  One  of  these  was  a  roast  on 
The  Herald.  This  was  a  daub  which 
came  from  somewihere  else  besides  the 
"pot"  whirih  appeared  this  morning. 
He  read  an  extract  from  The  Herald 
showing  the  advance  in  wages  of  labor- 
ers on  county  remds.  and  profac:d  the 
reading  by  those  remarks: 

"I  call  up  The  Herald  for  an  admis- 
sion, but  only  for  an  admission,  that's 
all.  (.\pplause).  I  don't  often  read  it. 
I  would  not  weary  my  eyes  or  soil  my 
hands  on  it.  It  is  the  foulest,  the 
dirtiest,  the  corruptest.  the  most  venal 
.sheet  t'hat  ever  existed  on  the  fae-e  of 
the   earth."     (Mild   applause). 

At  anf)ther  point  he  read  an  extract 
from  the  New  York  Journal,  a  ge»od 
silver  paper,  he  said. 

"Worse  than:  The  Herald"  shouted 
Judge  White  from  the  amen  corner. 

Mr.  Morris  opened  by  referring  to  his 
residence  in  Duluth  and  said  it  had  al- 
ways been  his  ambition  to  deserve  the 
confidence,  esteem  and  respect  of  the 
people.  He  spoke  of  his  reluctant 
acceptance  of  the  congressional  nomin- 
ation two  years  ago,  an  acceptance  in- 
spired only  by  loyalty  to  friends  and 
devotion  to  country.      He  said: 

"In  the  same  spirit  which  actuated 
me  in  accepting  the  place,  I  have  en- 
deavored to  perform  its  high  duties, 
and  I  come  now,  after  two  sessions  of 
a  congress  which  will  be  memorable  in 
the  history  of  this  country,  to  give  an 
account  of  my  stewardship  and  to  re- 
view the  record  of  the  Republican 
party,  the  party  which  elected  William 
McKinley  president  of  the  United 
States."       (Applause.) 

"The  record  of  the  Fifty-fifth  con- 
gress so  far,  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
fear  that  it  will  yet  do  something  to 
spoil  it.  is  one  of  which  every  moml)er 
of  the  responsible  majority,  however 
humble  may  have  been  the  part  played 
by  him,  has  a  right  to  be  proud.  But 
I  do  not  intend  to  boast,  nor  will  I  be 
led  into  any  harsh  criticism  or  unseem- 
ly disputes.  I  wish  to  review  with  you 
calmly  and  frankly  the  conditions  and 
events  of  the  past  two  years,  and  in  the 
light  of  those  events  and  conditions, 
seek  correctly  to  determine  in  a  spirit 
of  true  patriotism  and  citizenship,  the 
duties  of  the  future.  When  this  is 
done  I  do  not  believe  there  will  be  any 
question  as  to  the  result  at  the  ap- 
proaching election,  and  I  believe  that 
hundreds  of  men  will  frankly  acknowl- 
edge that  they  were  wrong  the  last 
time  in  not  allying  themselves  with  the 
Republican  party,  and  will  be  deter- 
mined to  be  right  this  time." 

One  sentence  he  said  would  be  suffi- 
cient if  men's  memories  were  not  so 
stort.  He  would  say  simply:  "Remem- 
ber the  conditions  existing  all  around 
you  in  1896  and  then  remember  the  con- 
ditions surrounding  you  now  and  go 
to  the  polls  and  vote  whether  to  go 
back  to  the  condition  of  1896  or  not." 
That  would  be  enough  but  for  the  short 
memories  of  men. 

He  then  reviewed  the  party  platforms 
of  1S96.  The  Democrats  forgot  their 
teachings  of  the  past  and  threw  them- 
selves into  the  arms  of  Populism,  he 
said.  It  planted  itself  on  the  single 
proposition  that  the  existing  conditions 
would  never  change,  could  never 
change,  until  this  nation,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  policy  pursued  by  the  other 
great  commercial  nations,  should  adopt 
the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver 
at  the  rate  of  16  to  1.  The  Republican 
party,  he  said,  stood  upon  its  record  and 
he  read  planks  from  the  platform  on 
protection,  money  and  Cuba. 
Next  he  reviewed  the  passage  of  the 


"That  resolution  came  to  the  house  on 
Jan.  31,  1898.  It  was  received  with  cheers 
by  the  Popocrats— I  call  them  so  be- 
cause there  were  Democrats  even  in 
that  house  who  refused  to  receive  it 
with  honor.  In  five  hours — in  one  ses- 
sion of  that  body— it  was  stripped  by 
the  Republicans  of  all  the  subterfuges 
which  had  been  resorted  to  to  conceal 
its  real  character,  and  literally  kicked 
with  scorn  back  to  those  from  whomjt 
came.  The  responsible  majority  of  the 
house  did  not  hesitate.  In  one  short 
session  they  gave  notice  to  the  country 
and  to  the  world  that  they  would  not 
temporize  or  trifle  with  such  a  propo- 
sition, that  the  opening  flower  of  na- 
tional prosperity  should  not  be  blight- 
ed in  the  bud,  that  the  gocKl  name  of 
the  nation  was  safe  in  their  hands,  and 
that  they  would  preserve  and  maintain 
unchanged  their  standard  of  values  and 
would  keep  without  equivocation  their 
pledges  of  honor. 

"Many  statements  have  been  attri- 
buted to  me  of  late  that  I  have  never 
made,  many  positions  that  I  have  never 
assumed,  and  this  has  been  well  known 
to  those  who  have  so  stated.  I  have 
never  said,  I  do  not  say,  that  the  finan- 
cial question  is  not  one  to  be  considered 
by  the  voters  in  this  campaign.  It  is  a 
question  as  important  as  ever,  one 
which  the  voters  should  have  constant- 
ly in  their  minds,  especially  in  this  dis- 
trict, but  one  which  I  firmly  l)elieve  is 
already  decided  beforehand  in  the  minds 
of  the  people,  one  which  they  are  deter- 
mined shall  remain  settled  as  it  was 
settled  in  the  last  election.  I  believe  thev 
are  determined  now  to  countenance  no 
more  of  this  agitation  and  to  turn  to 
other  and  greater  questions.  It  is  only 
necessary  that  they  shall  know  for 
what  a  man  stands  and  they  will  vote 
accordingly. 

"Two  year.g  ago  all  over  this  country, 
all  over  this  state,  in  every  village  and 
school  house  in  this  district,  that  ques- 
tion was  discussed  in  all  its  phases,  and 
the  people  by  an  overwhelming  majority 
—in  those  states  which  were  not  con- 
trolled by  polluted  ballot  boxes  or  by 
some  special  local  interest  or  fancied 
grievance— the  most  overwhelming 
ever  shown  by  the  returns  of  any  elec- 
tion—Ijuried  it  out  of  sight.  Those  who 
cast  that  vote  then  can  have  no  reason 
to  change  it  now.  While  thousands  who 
honestly  and  sincerely  voted  the  other 
way  have  since  been  convinced  of  their 
error  by  the  unanswerable  logic  of  ac- 
complishod  facts  and  ever-moving 
evento,  and  will  as  frankly  and  sincere- 
ly and  honestly  turn  the  other  way." 

Next  Mr.  Morris  turned  his  attention 
to  the  lumber  schedule  and  the  obtain- 
ing of  the  $2  rate.  He  gave  Congress- 
man Tawney  great  credit  for  assisting 
in  getting  thi^-.  It  was  strongly  op- 
po.?ed  by  a  Michigan  lobby,  composed  of 
owners  of  Canadian  timber.  After  the 
senate  pa.ssed  it  the  friends  of  the  $2 
rate  thought  it  safe,  but  the  bbby  still 
worked.    He  c^ontinued: 

'The    people   of   this   district   will    not 
wonder   that   I    was   subsequently   sur- 
prised to  find  that  my  predecessor  from 
this    district    and    my    opponent    at    the 
ciming  election,    who   had    remained    in 
Washington,    was    working     with     this 
lobby  to  defeat  our  rate.     On  the  morn- 
ing of  July  1  Senator  Teller,  just  as  the 
consideration  of  the  bill  was  being  com- 
pleted   fDr   final   action    by    the   senate, 
moved  to  go  back  to  the  wood  schedule, 
so  that  he  might  offer  an  amendment. 
That  amendment  was  that  rough  lum> 
ber     manufactured     from     white     pine 
should  be  placed  upon  the  free  list.     He 
supported    the  amendment    in   a  speech 
which,  if  you  will  read  it.  you  will  find 
must    have    been    inspired    by    someone 
from    this   district.      Indeel.    the    argu« 
ments  therein  contained  were  exactly  in 
line  with  what  is  contained  In  an  open 
letter  to  md  recently  written  and  pub- 
llshed    by    my    opponent.      It    was    also 
supported  by  Mr.  Mantle,  another  free 
silver  senator    and    intimate  friend  of 
my  opponent,  in  a  speech  of    the    same 
character.     The   vote   was    taken   on   it 
and   came    within     one   vote   of     being 
passed.     Failing   in   having   white   pine 
lumber  thus  put  upon  the  free  list.  Mr. 
Teller  then  moved  to  reduce  the  rate  to 
$1   per  1000.   and   by  a   majority   of  one 
vote      this      amendment    was    adopted, 
and  that  would  have  been  the  rate  in- 
stead of  $2  if  the  members  of  the  con- 
ference committee  from  the  house  had 
not   stood   by   me,    being  persuaded   a.s 
they  were  that  the  rate  was  fair,  and 
knowing  the  method  by  which  and  the 
person  by  whom  the  rate  as  fixed  in  the 
house  had  been  change»d.     My  opponent 
says    that    he    was    in    favor    of    the    $1 
rate.     May  I  not  then  ask  the  question 
why  he  did   not   l^etter   post  and   train 
his  friends.  Teller  and  Mantle  and  his 
other  silver  friends'.'" 

He  ridiculed  the  silicitude  of  Michi- 
gan lumbermen  about  the  preservation 
of  Minnesota  forests.  • 

My  opponent  Is  concerned  about 
what  I  shall  say  to  my  constituents  in 
the  agn7:ultural  sections  about  this 
lumber  tariff.  Let  me  say  that  I  come 
back  to  my  constituents  the  .same  kind 
of  a  Republican  that  I  was  when  they 
elected  me.  (Great  applause).  I  do 
not  stand  for  one  thing  in  this  part  of 
the  district  and  for  another  thing  else- 
where. I  told  them  in  the  last  cam- 
paign I  would  strive  for  the  $2  rate, 
and  I  have  done  it  and  the  rate  has 
been  obtained.  The  people  of  this  dis- 
trict, in  every  part  of  it,  know  that  the 
farm  and  the  mill  must  develop  and 
grow  side  by  side;  that  when  the  great 
manufacturing  interests  are  injured  the 
agricultural  interests  are  Injured,  and 
they  are  too  broad  and  too  ijatriotic  and 
too  wise  to  vote  for  any  policy  which 
would  injure  the  imanufacturing  inter- 
ests. 

The  war  question  was  next  taken  up. 
He  accused  \<he  opposition  to  the  Re- 
publicans being  for  war  but  against 
providing  means  for  it.  They  were 
lagainst  bonds,  but  could  suggest  no 
way  to  get  money  without  agreeing  to 
pay  it  hack.  They  said  the  president 
had  no  backbone,  and  that  he  was  a 
coward.  "I  do  not  believe  there  is  one 
of  them  today — an  honest  one — who  is 
not  willing  to  acknowledge  that  he  was 
wrong  and  the  president  was  rigtht. 
There  is  not  one  who  will  not  acknowl- 
edge that  the  patience  of  the  president, 
and  his  refusal  to  precipitate  war  until 
we  were  ready  have  saved  thousands 
o^  lives  and  millions  of  money.  Th^ere 
is  not  one.  of  them  who  will  not    freely

Look- 
ing jjack  over  all  these  stirring  events, 
I  say  reverently  I  believe  the  hand  of 
Providence  was  in  it  all,  guiding  us 
slowly  but  surely  to  that  point  fron> 
which  the  war  was  waged,  not  for  sel- 
fis}i  aggrandizem?nt  or  revenge,  but 
for  humanity  an.l  liberty,  using  this 
ration  as  the  instrument  not  alone  to 
•liring  f.uccor  and  libcny,  civilization 
and  commerce  half  way  round  the 
glolje,  and  in  it  all  using  as  the  chief 
actor,  as  the  great  leader  in  the  great 
dn-ima. 

•I  shall  not  now  stop  to  allude  to  the 
succtssful  and  glorious  prosecution  of 
the  war.  That  is  beyond  all  praise.  It 
speaks  with  an  eloquence  which  no 
word.s  can  command.  Surely,  as  has 
been  many  times  said,  it  was  worth  all 
and  more  than  it  has  cost  in  blood  and 
treasure.  It  han  proclaimed  to  the 
world  that  the  rights  of  man  are  the 
concern  of  all  God's  people.  It  has 
dfstn;yed  and  buried  out  of  sight  for- 
ever whatever  may  have  remained  of 
sectional  animosities  born  of  four  years 
of  civil  war.  It  has  w^^ed  from  the 
map  Mason's  and  Dixon's  line.  It  has 
placed  us  amongst  the  acknowledged 
great  jKiwers  of  the  world." 

Mr.  Morris  enlarged  considerably  on 
the  questions  opened  by  the  result  of  the 
war.  He  pictured  the  coming  commerce 
of  the  Pacific  and  read  James  J.  Hill's 
and  Judge  Grosscup's  t-peeches.  He  ex- 
pressed his  adherence  to  their  ideas. 

Next  he  talked  of  the  $500,000,000  bond 
issue.  "We  are  asked  why  we  issued 
that  amount.  I  answer  that  we  have 
not  issued  them.  We  answer  that  we 
were  willing  to  incur  obligations  and  to 
pledge  the  credit  of  the  country  to  any 
amount  which  might  be  necessary  to 
conduct  the  war  to  a  succe.ssful  termin- 
ation. Everybody  knew  that  the  re- 
ceipts from  the  war  revenue  bill  would 
not  come  in  at  once  and  that  they  would 
be  spread  out  over  the  succeeding 
months  of  the  year  and  succeeding 
years.  Nobody  knew  how  long  the  war 
would  last.  All  knew  that  it  would 
coft  enormous  sums  of  money,  and  that 
that  money  must  be  available  when 
needed.  And  the  Ilcpublicans  were  de-^ 
termlned  that  the  government  should 
tie  given  all  the  means  that  might  h": 
nec-essary,  and  further,  they  were  de- 
termined that  Spain  and  the  world 
should  have  an  exhibition  of  our  wealth 
and  power  which  would  show  them 
that  the  war  once  begun  would  be  pro- 
secuted with  all  the  resources  of  the 
greatest  and  richest  nation  on  earth. 

Mr.  Morri?  then  turned  his  attention 
t)  proving  that  prosperity  was  here, 
and  read  an  extract  from  The  Herald 
showing  the  advance  of  wages  in  this 
vicinity.  He  also  read  from  the  New 
York  Journal  to  the  same  effect. 

He  closed  by  thanking  the  ladies  for 
their  presence,  and  urged  them  to  make 
the  men  get  out  and  vote. 


EPISCOPAL  CHIRCH. 


Triennial  General  Conference 

is  to  Meet  in  Wasliing- 

ton  Next  Weelc. 


Washington,  Oct.  1.— Next  Tuesday  the 
triennial  general  convention  of  the  Epis- 
copal church  will  begin  its  session  in  this 
city  and  continue  for  two  or  three  weeks. 
The  convention  is  composed  of  the  house 
of  bishops,  numbering  sixty,  and  the 
house  of  deputies,  with  four  clerical  and 
four  lay  delegates  from  each  diocese. 
Among  the  delegates  are  some  of  the 
most  emhient  men  in   the  United  States 


ill  politics,  business  and  professional  life. 
The  hou.se  of  bishops  will  be  pre.sided 
over  by  the  Kt.  Rev.  John  Williams,  of 
Connecticut,  the  senior  in  date  of  conse- 
cration, and  its  sessions  will  be  secret. 
The  meetings  of  the  house  of  deputies 
will   be  open   to   the  public. 

Among  the  Interesting  topics  for  con- 
sideration is  a  proposition  to  change  the 
name  of  the  denomination  from  the  "Prot- 
estant Episcopal  church"  to  "The  Church 
in  America."  The  Episcopalians  claim 
to  be  the  American  branch  of  the  holv 
churcii  in  direct  line  from  the  apostles, 
just  like  the  Catholic  church  of  Rome, 
the  Greek  church  of  Russia  and  th*; 
Church  of  England,  varying  from  tlie 
others  only  in  forms  of  worship  and  par- 
ticuhir  articles  of  creed.  It  is  also  pro- 
posed to  select  a  primate,  or  archbishop, 
who  shall  be  the  highest  ecclesiastical  .lu- 
thority  for  me  church  in  America,  inste.id 
of  the  senior  l>ishop.   as  at  present. 

The  a|)pn>aching  convention  will  have 
the  responsibility  of  making  provision  lor 
an  E:j)lscopalian  ministry  in  the  new  colo- 
nies. The  Church  of  England  now  has 
jurisdiction  in  the  Hawaiian  islands,  but 
there  are  no  diocesan  representatives  In 
either  Cuiia,  Porto  Rico  or  the  Philip- 
pines. Si'veral  missionary  bishops  will  bi 
elected  for  Japan.  North  Dakota,  W\otn- 
ing.  Idaho  and  elsewhere.  At  the"  last 
general  convention  in  Milwaukee  the  elec- 
tion of  a  bi.shop  for  Japan  was  hung  up. 
The  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Erancis  was  cho.sen 
by  one  house,  but  was  not  conrirmed  by 
tne  other. 

The  most  Imporiant  and  exciting  fiues- 
tien  before  ihn  convention  will  be  the 
amendment  of  the  <-onstitution  .so  as  to 
make  it  illegal  to  marry  people  who  have 
been  divorced.  Canon  13.  title  2,  section  2, 
now  reads  as  follows: 

"No  minister,  knowingly,  aftef  due  in- 
()ulry.  shall  solemnize  the  marriage  of 
any  person  who  has  a  divorced  husband 
or  wife  still  living,  if  such  husband  or 
wife  has  been  put  away  for  any  cause 
arising  after  marriage:  but  this  canon 
shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  innocent 
party  in  a  divorce  for  the  cause  of  atiul- 
ler.v,  or  to  parties  once  divorced  seeking 
to    be  united   again." 

At  the  last  general  convention  a  com- 
mission was  appointt^d  to  revise  this, 
among  other  rules  of  the  church,  and  a 
majority  will  recommend  sweeping  r<-  vi- 
sion forbidding  the  marriage  of  divorced 
persons  altogeUier,  so  that  the  cunou  will 
read  a.-^   ioliow.s: 

"No  minister  of  this  church  shall  sol- 
emnize the  marriage  of  either  partv  to  a 
divorce  during  the  life  .f  th<!  other  party," 
A  minority  of  the  commission  obft>cl.s"  to 
SUCH  li  sweeping  provision  and  will  recom- 
mend  the   I'ollowMifi: 

"No  minl.stcr  of  this  church  shall  sol- 
emnize the  marriaji^c  of  any  person  who 
has  a  divorced  husbimd  or  wife  living, 
'i'his  shall  not  apply  ft  the  Innocent  i>art.v 
in  a  divorce  ootained  for  the  cause  of 
adultery  ui)on  his  or  lier  riling  with  ihe 
minister  as  evidence  of  such  Innocf-rice 
a  leg.illy  certified  transcript  of  the  record 
showing  a  rinal  judgnieni  of  de<;ree  i-i  a 
court  having  jurisdiction  on  the  subject 
matter  awarding  him  or  her  a  divorce,  a 
vinculo  matrimonii,  on  grounds  of  adul- 
tery." 

It  is  proposed  to  change  the  canon  re- 
garding the  marriage  of  relatives  so  that 
it  will  read: 

"No  minister  shall  solemnize  the  mar- 
riage of  parties  who  are  within  the  degree 
of  consanguinity  and  affinity,  dettlneu  In 
the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  book  of 
Leviticus." 

Jt  is  also  proposed  to  amend  canon  35 
so  that  it  will  read: 

"No  person  married  otherwise  than  as 
the  (li.scipline  of  this  church  allows  shall 
be  aomilted  to  holy  baptism  or  to  con- 
lirmation  or  to  receive  the  iiolv  eomiuii- 
nioii  without  the  written  direction  of  the 
bishop,  given  upon  application  and  after 
due   investigation  of   the    tacts." 

In  another  canon  (section  2  of  canon  36) 
the  provLso  regarding  the  administration 
of  the  sacraments^ls  Inserted.  The  joint 
commission  will  recognize  the  adoptl'ni  of 
the  following  new  provisions,  regarding 
marriages: 

Canon  34,  section  2.  par.  1— "It  shall  be 
the  duty  ot  ministers  to  admonish  Ihe 
people  from  time  to  time  that  the  church 
discountenances  clandestine  marriages." 
Par.  2— "No  minister  shall  solemnize  the 
marriage  oi  any  person  who  Is  a  minor 
under  the  law  of  the  place  of  the  mar- 
riage unless  the  parent  or  guardian  is 
present  or  shall  have  given  a  written  con- 
sent to  the  marriage  or  Is  a  permanent 
resident  In  a  foreign  country." 

Pur.  3— "No  minister  shall  solemnize  a 
marriage  except  in  the  presence  of  two 
witnesses,  himself  or  the  witneHses  Joe- 
ing personally  acquaint^  with  the  par- 
ties.'

SOLDIER  LIFE  IN  PORTO  RICO. 

Member  of  Superior  Company  Has 
Complaints  to  Make. 

A  letter  has  been  received  in  Duluth 
from  a  West  Superior  boy,  who  is  with 
Superior's  Company  I  of  the  Wisconsin 
troops  in  Porto  Rico.  It  contains  some 
strong  roasts  for  the  service.  The  por- 
tions of  the  letter  relating  to  life  in 
Porto  Rico  are  as  follows: 

"Now  as  to  the  life  down  here.  It  is 
anything  but  enjoyable,  and  the  t.-eit- 
ment  the  troops  have  received  at  the 
hands  of  the  government,  and  such  a 
government  as  that  of  the  United  States 
is,  I  think,  simply  awful.  Every  man 
in  the  regiment,  yes,  in  the  brigade,  is 
heartily  sick  of  his  army  experience, 
and  a  more  discontented  lot  of  fellows 
it  would  be. Impossible  to  find  anywhere. 
The  commissary  department  has  been 
hopelessly  mismanaged,  in  fact  to  such 
a  degree  that  there  is  an  epidemic  of 
typhoid  and  malarial  fevers  here  among 
the  men  and  the  direct  cau.se  of  it  was 
nothing  elFe  than  poor  food.  Our  regi- 
ment has  nearly  300  fever  cases  in  the 
hospital  now,  and  500  men  who  through

The  jockev 
club  decidt\l  thiit  half  the  total  amount 
of  the  added  money  at  every  meeting 
shall  be  apportioned  for  races  of  a  mile 
or  over  for  o-year-olds  and  upwards  and 
that  half  of  this  money  shall  be  devoted 
to  races  of  over  a  mile  and  a  half.  li  was 
also  agreetl  that  prior  to  June  1  of  each 
year  there  shall  be  no  2-.veHr-old  race  of 
greater  value  than  2tit»  sov€^reigns.

San  Francisco,  Oct,  l.-Senator  Cullom, 
one  of  the  commissioners  sent  to  Hawaii 
by   the   Cnittd  States  government  to  ex- 
amine into  the  conditions  and  afTairs  of 
the  islands  and  report  as  to  the  form  of 
government  that  would   be  most  suitable 
and   who  arrived   in   this   country   on    the 
steamer  Gaeiic.  says  that  the  commission 
has  concluded   Its  labors  and  as  a  result 
of    their    observations    they    will    recom- 
mend a  territorial   form   of  government, 
different   from   that  of   the  territories   in 
the    Inited    States— modified    to   suit    the 
conditions    in    Hawaii.      They    will    give 
particular  attention    to   the  changes  nec- 
essary In  the  land,  labor  and  navigation 
laws. 

Senator  Cullom  was  averse  to  going  into 
details  of  the  scope  of  the  legislation  that 
will  be  recommended.  Ht-  said:  "After 
arriving  at  the  Hawaiian  islands  we  met 
many  people  of  .various  conditions  and 
vi' v,s  who.se  sentiments  were  learntd 
with  interest.  We  visited  the  different 
islands  of  the  group  for  the  purpo.se  of 
studying  their  resources  and  cai>abllitles 
antl  the  social  and  ilomestic  condition  of 
their  Inh.ibilants.  We  were  particularly 
interested  in  a.scertalning  the  temper  of 
the  people  toward  the  I'liittM  States. 

"We     investigated     the    situation     care- 
fully     with    a    view    of    determining    the 
iiuestioiis  we  were  specially  charged  wifh 
-what    legislation    in    our    judgment    we 
ought  to  recommend  congress  to  enact  to 
make  the  best  government  for  the  newly 
aniuired    territory.      While    the    commis- 
sion    has    substantially    determined     the 
nature    of    the    legislation    that   ought    to 
be    recommended    to    congress,    it    is    still 
not    tlisposed    to   consider   the   subject   en- 
tirely clo.seii.    fva-  the  reason  that   the  re- 
port  has   not    jet    i'cen    written,    .md    for 
the    further   rea.son    that    the    two    island 
members       of       the       commission— Judge 
Krear  and  I'resldent  Dtde— exi)ect  to  come 
on   to   Washington  in   Ntivember.    when    I. 
as  chairman,  intend  to  make  a   rejiort   tti 
the  full  tommission.   after  which   the  bill 
and   report   will   be  submitted    to   thi    pres- 
lilent   and   to  congress   when   it    ctinveiies. 
"I  h.ive  stated  that  the  commission  will 
undoubtedly  recommend  a  territtirial  form 
of  government,  but  not  the  ordinarv  torm 
that     we    have    usually    adopted    for    the 
management   of  our  home   ten  ilorie.-f.  the 
cor.tJitions  being  so  different  In  the  matter 
of   location    and   con.'-'tituency. 

"There  are  many  interests  to  provitle 
for.  Some  do  not  want  the  navij,-:Uion 
laws  changed.  Tliey  prefer  to  permit 
shii>ping  adv.intages  to  be  accorded  to 
others  beside  our  country.  We  have  like- 
wise received  petitions  asking  that  none 
but  American  registered  vessels  be  per- 
mitted to  trade  between  the  islands  and 
other  American   ports. 

"One  of  the  most  Important  tiuestlons 
is  that  of  contract  labor  importation.  1 
think  that  the  laws  now  in  force  in  the 
Inlted  States  will  appiv  to  Hawaii  as 
weil.  It  would  not  do  to  h:.*e  laws  radi- 
cally different  for  one  little  patch  of 
c->untry.  In  H.iwaii  those  interested  sav 
they  are  attempting,  since  annexation, 
to  prevent  the  importation  of  large  num- 
bers of  Japanese  and  Chinese  under  la- 
bor contracts.  Maybe  they  are,  but  I 
know  that  on>  the  steamer  we  t'ame  up 
on  there  arrived  from  Jajian  «<K)  Japanese 
It    .seems  probable   that  thev   are   rushi-ig 


nearly  overcome  with  the  heat.  Two  or 
three  men  have  succumbed  to  the  sun: 
two  men  wounded.  The  dead  and 
wounded  are  coming  back  on  stretcher?, 
and  It  is  impossible  to  say  how  many 
Americans  have  been  lost,  as  we  kmw 
nothing  of  the  center  or  left.  The  firing 
has  ceased;  we  have  driven  the  enemy 
in  and  are  now  advanced  about  one 
and  a  half  miles  and  are  occupying  the 
Spanish  line.  It  is  cool  and  rainy,  and 
the  heat  Is  not  so  Intense  njw.  The 
Thirteenth  Minnesota  and  Astor  battery 
have  done  good  work. 

"5.20  p.  m.— We  are  now  In  Manilla. 
It  is  cool  and  our  biys  are  lying  by  their 
arms  on  the  plaza.  Some  are  on  duty. 
We  have  a  job  now  to  keep  the  insur- 
gents out.  Our  men  encircle  the  city 
and  are  guarding  every  approach.  So 
far  as  I  am  able  tj  learn  North  Dakota 
has  one  man  wounded  and  none  killed. 
The  Spanish  works  were  first  a  barbed 
wire  fence,  then  a  moat,  after  that  a 
breastwork  eight  feet  high  and  on  top 
of  that  a  head  log  and  barbed  wire 
fence.  Our  "boys  in  brown"  are  a  tired 
but  jDlly  lot  tonight. 

"Sunday    morning,    Aug.    14. — We   are 
quartered  in  a  hospital   which  is  quite 
clean  and  neat.  The  Filipinos,  who  have 
been   crying  'Filipinos  amigo       Ameri- 
cano,'  are   not   now   so   friendly.   Their 
idea  had  been  to  loot  the  city  and  des- 
troy all  the  Spanish  and  we  do  not  al- 
low them  to  enter  the  city  unless  they 
come  unarmed,  .=o  that  makes  a  differ- 
ence.   We    were    in    reserve    yesterday, 
and  \vhile  we  were  under  quite  a  heavy 
fire  had  not  very  much  of  a  loss.      The 
boats    in    the    oay    stairted    the    right 
flank  of  the  enemy  find  the  line  fell  back 
from  the  right  all  along.  They  ought  to 
have  held  their  fortiflcationsr      against 
100,000  men,  but  they  did  not  make  much 
resistance.  Some  of  our  men  are  actual- 
ly   disappointed.       The    people    seemed 
to   have   expected   a   looting,   as       they 
have  barred  the  doors  and  removed  the 
goods    from    warehouses    and       stores. 
Kverything    is    quiet    today,    hut    it    is 
hard  to  get  anything  to  eat.  All  you  can 
get   at   a  restaurant   is   some   vile  cof- 
fee and  sardines  and  ale.      I  think  the 
city  is  starved  out.  We  don't  want  the 
Philippine*. 

"Monday   noon,       Aug.       15.— Sunday 
passed    <iuietly.    Everybody    was    quite 
busy.       The   men  started   out       Friday 
ni'H-ning   with   one  day's   rations,    most 
of  which  was  thrown  away  in  the  m.nve- 
ment  forward,  Saturday,  if  not  alreidy 
eaten,  and  they  did  not  have  anything 
but    water   until   last   ni.t^ht.    and    were 
constantly  on  duty  from  Friday  morn- 
ing until   this  morning.       The  "army   is 
readjusting  itself  and  gathering  in  <)ut- 
posts,  guards,  details,  ammunition,  etc., 
scattered  during  the  engagement.     W'e 
have  iTioveil  from  the  hospital  and  are 
now  in  what   mi^ht  have  been  a  resi- 
dence.   It    is    very    comfortable,       just 
across  from  Gen.  McArthur's  headquar- 
ters and  only  a  block  from   the      bay, 
from   which   blows  a  cool  breeze.       We 
are    now    hoping  for  a    speedy    adjust- 
ment of  the  diffe:?ences  of  the  heads  of 
government  and  a  start  for  home.  They 
have  not  done  much  fighting,   but  still 
I  believe  most  all  the  men  here  would 
be  glad   to  see   tieir  native   land   once 
more.  Orders  and  inquiries  are  coming 
in  as  if  the  staff  )fficers  were  trying  to 
see   how  quick   tU'y  could   kill   the  or- 
derlies, and  I  havi  been  obliged  to  drop 
this  five  times  in  writing  one  page.      I 
did  not  get  a  scratch  in  the  fight,  and  we 
wtiuld    have   cabieil    you,    but       Dewey 
fixed    the    cable    s)    completely    for    the 
Spaniards  that   ht    has  fixed   it   for  us. 
too,   for  the  preseat,       Dewey  told  our 
bt>ys  at  Cavite  la.^t  week       that      they 
would  eat  Christmas  dinner  at  home."

The   only   letter  received   on    the    last 
mail  fmm  Manilla  with  anything  about 
the  part   the  North   Dakota  volunteers 
took  in  the  battle  of  Manilla,  Aug.  IJ, 
was   by   Mrs.    E.   C.   Gearey.   relates   a 
Fargo  dispatch.     Her  husoand  was  first 
lieutenant  of  Company  B,  of  Fargo,  but 
was    made    adjutant    of    the    regiment 
after  the  trnops  left  Fargo.     He  write.-;: 
"In  the  tri'nches  before  Manilla,  Sept. 
1:;.— Early  this  morning  we  had  a  good 
meal    of    nice   coffee   and   cracker.s   and 
started   up  Camino  lieal   for  the  front. 
It   is  hard   to  judge  distances  here,   as 
the    country    is     thickly    wooded     and 
there  are  so  many  turns,  and  so  many 
new    and    strange    things    to    see,    one 
loses    track  of    distances    easily.     After 
wading    th'-ough    slip  and   milsh   until 
every  one   was    wet    with    perspiration 
and    red   in    the   face,    we    took   a  short 
rest  and  then  on  again  until  wo  found 
ourselves   where   the   lines  are  in   close 
proximity  to  the  Spanish  wjrks-.     It  Is 
swampy  all  around  this  section  and  the 
breastworks     are     in     swamps   for     the 
most  part,  being  strongest  on  the  reads. 
Where  dirt  is  dug  up  to  make  embank- 
ments the  hole  at  once  fills  with  water 
and  becomes  soft  mud  and  slime.     The 
natives    have    no    sanitary   ideas,   and 
offal    and    dead    animals  and  decaying 
fruit  and  vegetables  make  an  offensive 
smell.       If    you  wish    to    have  an  idea 
of  what  the  men  are  in.  you  might  go 
out  In  the  pig  pen  at  the  farm  In  very 
wet    weather     and     thnw   up  a    hank 
across  it  abjut   three   and   a  half   feet 
high  and  lay  down    on    the    side  of    It 
with     your    head     sticking   above    and 
your  feet  and  legs  to  the  knees  in  the 
watt?;-.

-was  congratulated  and  the  members 
of  the  group  congratulated  themselves 
and  p.itted  themselves  on  the  back  as 
citizens  of   Duluth. 

••I  was  glad  to  see  Duluth  people  turn 
in  with  a  vim  on  this  occasion."  re- 
marked one  of  the  party.  •Duluth  has 
the  reputation  of  being  ciiilly  and  I 
guess  there  may  have  l>een  something 
in  it.  -Vnd  that  is  «me  of  the  things 
that  has  ailed  Duluth.  I  don't  know 
whether  it  was  because  the  people  here 
thought  that  tht-y  had  a  cinch  and  that 
they  dill  nut  need  to  ask  any  odds  of 
anybody  or  whether  they  were  too  busy 
trying  to  get  rich  and  afterwards  try- 
ing to  keep  out  of  the  poorhouse.  but 
I  do  know  that  we  had  a  reputation  up 
here  of  being  a  cold  and  unresponsive 
lot. 

"I  could  have  pointed  out  an  instance 
in  point  the  day  the  Northern  Pacific 
excursion  was  here — at  the  time  of  the 
sangerfest.  There  wasn't  a  blessed 
sign  anywhere  that  we  knew  that  we 
had  a  thousand  or  so  strangers  with  u.-«. 
They  got  off  the  train  and  wandered  up 
town  without  anybody  to  extend  the 
glad  hand  or  show  them  around.  They 
must  hive  thought  that  they  had  in- 
vaded an  enemy's  country.  Tht-y  stood 
around  not  knowing  where  t'ne  points  of 
interest  were  or  how  to  get  to  them. 
And  a  good  many  c«iuld  nf>t  reach  them 
when  they  finally  found  out  which  way 
to  go.  for  it  takes  m'lre  than  a  conven- 
tion and  a  big  excursion  in  town  at  the 
same  time  to  stir  up  the  street  railway 
people  to  run  out  an  extra  car  or  two. 

"However,  Duluth  did  herself  proud 
when  the  Fosston  excursionists  were 
here,  and  I  hope  we  will  not  forget  how- 
to  do   the  agreeable." 

"Another  thing  that  we  must  learn," 
said  another,  "is  to  learn  to  keep  our 
lingers  off  of  each  other's  throats.  In- 
stead of  standing  together  as  we 
should,  we  are  given  too  much  ,  to 
snarling  among  ourselves  like  a  nest  of 
barfgers.  While  we  are  >vranglins  and 
pulling  and  mauling  each  other.  our 
competitors  reach  in  and  get  what  they 
want  out  of  the  pot. 

"A  prominent  Kastern  man  who  spent 
some  time  looking  Duluth  over  last 
summer  remarked  upon  this  to  me. 
The  day  that  he  was  going  to  leave,  he 
summed  up  his  impressions  to  me  as 
follows;  "The  trouble  with  your  peo- 
ple is  that  you  stand  in  a  hostile  atti- 
tude toward  each  other.  Instead  <>f  mu- 
tual support,  there  se-^ms  to  be  mutual 
suspicion  and  instead  of  according  each 
other  mutual  support  everybody  seems 
ready  to  undermine  evtrj'body  else.  The 
only  unanimity  among  you  is  to  be 
found  in  the  tendency  of  all  to  jump  on 
the  man  who  excites  aversion  by  the 
mortal  offense  <>f  seaming  to  prosr>er. 
W'ht-n  a  man  meets  disaster,  instead  of 
a  concerted  effort  to  help  him  there 
goes  up  a  chorus  of  sard«»nic  comment 
or,  at  least,  a  gen*>ral  "I  told  you  so." 
uttered  with  a  but  half-concealed  satis- 
faction. Ynu  must  get  over  this  before 
you  can  l>e  as  great  as  your  possibil- 
ities entitle  you  to  ;>e.'  " 

"What  we  need  i?  more  graveyards," 
remarked  a  gentleman  who  had  not 
hitherto  spoken. 

•'More  graveyards!"  exclaimed  the 
others,  looking  at  the  speaker  curi- 
ously. 

"Ves,"  he  replied,  "more  graveyards. 
I  hate  to  see  a  body  taken  away  from 
Duluth  for  burial.  The  custf)m  of 
sending  away  our  dead  to  be  buried  has 
l>een  too  common  with  us  fur  my  likintr, 
It  means  that  Duluth  is  not  lix»ked  on 
as  home  by  a  great  number  of  her 
citizens.  It  is  natural  to  send  our  dead 
to  be  buried  at  that  i>lace  we 
regard  as  our  home.  Where  our  fam- 
ily and  friends  are  buried,  there  we 
heave  an  anchor.  So.I  say,  the  growth 
heave  an  anchor.  So,  I  say,  the  growth 
of  the  home  feeling  among  us  for  Du- 
luth.      When   our  people,   as   a   whole 


are  less  inclined  to  regard  Duluth  as  a 
temporary  stopping  place,  a  camp,  as  it 
were,  and  come  to  regard  it  as  a  home, 
then  there  will  grow  up  more  of  the 
civic  spirit  that  di.«tinguishes  the  com- 
munity existing  for  the  mutual  ad- 
vancement and  welfare  of  its  members 
— an  organism  of  the  body  politic,  from 
the  chance  collected  horde  of  w-hich  the 
mining  camp  is  the  extreme  example." 
The  others  conceded  that  there  was 
a  good  deal  in  the  cemetery  idea  after 
all.

Ills  hand- 
some face  was  always  young;  he  ha<l 
the  voice  and  th.^  bearing  of  buoyant 
youth;  his  enthusiasm  an(l  quick  emo- 
tions werL  those  of  a  pure-mlndod  and 
high-spirited  boy.  His  scorn  of  every- 
thing mean  or  base;  his  disregard  of 
consequences  in  the  pursuit  of  what  he 
thought  right:  his  frank  expectation  of 
:hat  sympathy  which  he  was  so  ready 
to  give;  his  belief  in  th<-  sincerity  of 
others,  being  himself  absolutely  sin- 
cere; ai;  these  qualities  even  more  than 
tiis  good  ItMiks  and  gallan:  bearing  gave 
the  impression  not  only  .>f  a  young 
man.  but  of  one  who  would  always  b. 
young.  It  is  hard  to  think  that  the 
rigid  limit  of  three  score  and  ten  years 
should  be  the  tej-m  of  so  much  a.  tivLty 
and  energy.  But  the  fine  vitality  and 
power  of  such  a  character  will  survive 
his  death,  in  the  affection;  of  those  who 
knew  htm  well;  as  a  model  and  ex- 
ample to  those  who  admired  him.  he 
will  live  long  as  an  enduring  memory 
and  a  whulesmie  inspiration.

One  of  the  first  evidences  of  the  re- 
turn of  prosperity  to  a  city  that  has 
been  for  some  time  under  the  ban,  more 
or  less,  of  financial  depression,  is  the 
livening  up  of  the  real  estate  market. 
The  value  of  the  real  estate  of  a  city, 
of  course,  depends  upon  the  prosperity 
of  the  community,  and  the  desirability 
of  the  property  depends  upon  both. 
Therefore,  when  an -increased  inquiry 
tor  the  real  estate  of  a  city  is  noted, 
and  values  l)egin  to  stiffen  somewhat, 
as  they  always  do  when  inquiry  be- 
comes more  active,  it  is  pretty  safe  to 

venture    the   assertion    that    things    are 
improving. 

That  i.'^  the  case  with  Duluth.  There 
is  not  a  real  estate  agent  in  Duluth 
that  will  dispute  it.  It  has  not  been 
very  long  since  it  was  a  common  thing 
to  see  a  smile  follow  the  statement  that 
a  man's  occupation  was  that  of  real 
estate  agent.  It  was  a  staple  joke  to 
follow  this  with  the  question:  "Well, 
what  do  you  make  your  living  out  of 
then?"  This  joke  is  no  longer  a  good 
one.  When  it  was  applical>le  it  was 
very  clever,  but  it  is  no  longer  applic- 
able. Most  of  the  real  estate  agents  i  f 
Duluth  have  all  they  want  to  do,  and 
there  are  enough  inquiries  for  prop- 
erty to  keep  them  busy  on  deals  of  vari- 
ous degrees  of  magnitude. 

The  real  estate  transfers  for  three 
years  up  to  this  time  each  year  bear 
out  ;his  statement.  In  1896  every  one 
reinemliers  there  was  apparently  the 
bcgiiming  of  a  wave  of  prosperity,  and 
early  in  the  year  everyone  b^gan  to  feel 
encouraged.  Then  came  the  campaign, 
and  then  the  election,  and  from  that 
time  on  nearly  up  to  this  time  there 
was  little  but  hope  of  the  future  that 
was  encouraging.  A  few  weeks  ago 
things  began  to  pick  up  again  and 
since  then  the  real  estate  men  have 
been  hustling.  The  real  estate  trans- 
fers began  to  jiick  up,  and  long  lists 
were  made  up  in  the  office  of  the  reg- 
ister of  deeds  for  publication.  In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  this  activity  only  be- 
gan within  a  few  weeks  the  transfers 
this  year  so  far,  in  number  and  amount, 
exieed  those  of  lasf  year  up  to  Oct.  1. 
They  are  still  loss  than  1S96.  for  there 
was  a  good  deal  of  activity  in  1S96,  be- 
toi'e  the  campaign  and  the  electicm  laid 
it  low,  indicating  that  only  a  fair 
<'hance  was  needed  to  set  business  in 
motion  again. 

I'p  to  Oct.  1  in  1896  there  were  924 
transfers  the  consi  leiations  for  which 
aggregated  $3,429,575  or  an  average  of 
$3641  each.  A  number  of  lai.go  timber 
and  iron  deals  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year  is  responsible  for  the  amount 
of  the  average.  In  ix»7  up  to  Oct.  1  the 
register  of  deeds  office  had  reported  722 
tninsfers  at  a  total  consideration  of 
$1.09:},681  or  an  average  of  $1.51,",.  I'p  to 
Sept.  29,  Thursday,  of  this  year  the 
transfer.^  reported  numbered  S:n,  and 
the  con.sideration  footed  up  to  $1,243,518, 
or  an  average  of  $15f>0  each. 

The  figures  for  this  year  do  not  in-

truly  repiesent  the  Confederacy.  To 
designate  any  one  else  as  'Daughter  of 
«Lhe  Confederacy'  would  not  only  be 
inappropriate  and  meaningless,  but 
would  deprive  the  title  of  all   its  value. 

"In  the  very  nature  of  the  ca.se,  no 
one  except  Miss  Davis  is  entitled  to  l)e 
(alletl  the  'Daughter  of  the  Confeder- 
acy.' The  title  was  unique  and  pe- 
culiarly iier  own,  and  is  very  properly 
to  he  placed  tipon  her  tomb.  To  desig- 
nate any  one  else  !)y  that  title  would 
oe  almost  a  sacrilege. 

"As  with  Jefferson  Davis  passed  the 
title  of  president  of  thf  Confederacy, 
so  with  Miss  Winnie  has  passed  that  of 
Daughcer  of  the  <!onft'dei-acy.'  "

Ishpcming.  Mich.,  Oct.  1. — (Special 
The  Herald.)— A  broad  survey  of  the 
situation  in  the  Lake  Superior  iron  dis- 
trict brings  to  view  much  that  is  en- 
couraging. The  trade  is  in  a  better 
way  than  at  any  time  for  many  years 
past,  and  though  profits  may  be  small, 
business  is  founded  upon  the  most 
solid  basis.  The  demand  for  ore  con- 
tinues brisk,  and  the  work  of  scraping 
up  all  the  ore  mined  many  years  ago, 
from  stockpiles  scu.ttered  about  the 
mints,  is  still  in  progresfe.  The  close  of 
the  seasoi!'  of  navigation  will  find  the 
mines  with  less  ore  in  .=  tock  at  the 
shafts  than  at  any  time  for  ttn  years 
past,  and  jt  must  be  rem'jmbered  that 
ten  years  ago  the  ore  output  was  but  a 
trifie  over  one-third  what  it  is  at  the 
present  time.  Some  of  the  mines,  not- 
ably several  large  producers  of  the 
Miisaba  and  Gogebic  ranges,  will  be  un- 
able to  furnish  as  much  ore  this  season 
as  they  have  contracted  to  deliver.  It 
cannot  be  said  that  there  is  a  labor 
famine,  but  at  all  of  the  mines,  with 
few  exceptions,  extra  men  could  be 
placed  if  they  were  at  hand.  The 
•mines  with  the  l>e.sc  reputations  for 
wages  and  treatment  ha\e,  of  course, 
had  their  choice  of  men  first  and  havt: 
had  no  ditTicully  in  getting  fuil  forces, 
!>ut  some  of  the  outlying  properties 
have  not  been  so  fortunate.  Beginning 
with  the  panic  of  1893  skilled  miners 
begr>n  leaving  the  lake  iron  mines  for 
mineral  fields  elsewhere,  going  to  all 
parts  of  the  Union,  Dritish  Columbia, 
Alaska.  •  Mexico.  Souch  Amirica.  South 
Africa  and  wherever  there  was  mining 
woik  to  be  done.  The  departure  of 
these  men  relieved  the  conge .■^ti on  at 
home,  but  now  that  the  ore  business  i.s 
recovering  its  normal  tone  and  volume, 
the  men  who  left  are  sadly  missed.  Not 
a  few  of  them  have  come  back  again, 
and  they  are  welcome.  AVith  the  vol- 
ume of  business  in  sight  that  is  now 
anticipated  for  189'J  the  question  of 
lai>jr  will  be  more  serious  than  it 
has  been  for  many  years  in  this  dis- 
trict. Fortunately  the  copper  district, 
located  but  eighty  miles  to  the  north- 
west of  Ishpeming,  attracts  more 
miners  than  can  secure  places,  and  the 
overflow  is  al>sorbed  by  cihe  Iron  mines. 
.-In  Islhpemlng  business  is  again  good. 
The  miners  are  all  employed  at  fair 
wages  and  with  every  prospect  of 
steady  employment  through  the  winter. 
'Merchants  are  enjoying  a  large  trade, 
and  building,  which  was  amiost  en- 
tirely stopped  for  several  years,  has 
been  resumid  again  on  all  hands,  the 
population  of  the  city  being  greater 
than  the  houses  now  sLandLng  cm 
properly  accommodate.  There  is  si  11 
•a  large  amount  of  grumbling  to  le 
heard  about  the  hard  times,  but  wi.h 
every  man  who  wants  work  liolding  a 
job,  and  an  average  pay  of  about  $2 
per  day  for  the  men  working  in  the 
city,  the  grumbling  may  he  put  down 
to  habit  more  than  to  adequate  provo- 
cation. 

At  Ncgaunee  the  situation  is  not  so 
satisfactory,  and  but  for  the  large 
number  of  Ncgaunee  miners  who  hold 
iemploymen:  in  the  mines  hero,  the  con- 
dition of  that  town  would  be  deplor- 
able. The  evil  effects  of  a  town-and- 
gown  flg'ht  are  sadly  apparent  in  Nc- 
gaunee, where  the  city  authorities  and 
trs  mine  owners  are  engaged  in  a 
game  of  freeze-out,  each  believing  that 
the  other  can  be  forced  to  terms  l)y  a 
few  months  more  of  idle  mines.  It  is 
apparent  to  all  outsiders  that  the  game 
ia  a  losing  on^  for  l)oth  parties. 

At  Iron  wood  all  of  the  mines  are 
working  full  forces,  and  the  town  pres- 
ents an  unwonted  appearance  of  ac- 
tivity and  thrift.  The  purchase  of  the 
iNorrie  group  of  mines  by  the  Carn€gLe 
interests  was  a  sad  blow  to  some  of  the 
independent  mining  interests,  and  was 
certainly  noi  a  good  thing  for  compet- 
ing mines,  but  the  change  in  ownership 
was  uTiquestion.ably  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Tninie  workers  and  residents  of  the 
city.  The  Carnegie  people  have  un- 
limited capital,  and  almost  unlimited 
capacity  for  absorbing  the  ore  produced 
by  the  mines,  so  that  employment  at 
Ironwood  will  again  be  steady,  the  men 
finding  work  underground  in  winter  as

Queen  Victoria  Will  Have  the  Pleasure  of  Attending  the  Marriage 

of  Her  Qreat-Qranddaughter. 


PRINCESS  FEDORA  OF  GERMANY, 
The  Great-Grandaughter  of  Queen  Victoria,  Who  is  Engaged  to  be  Married. 


There  is  to  be  another  marriage  in ' 
the  British  royal  family,  a  marria;^e 
which  is  mare  interesting  to  Queen  Vic- 
toria than  any  of  the  others  which  have 
recently  taken  place.  Princess  Fedora, 
only  daughter  of  Princess  Charlotte  of 
Germany,  is  to  marry  one  of  the  num» 
erous  German  princes  that  crap  uj)  from 
some  hitherto  undiscovered  district 
when  a  husband  is  wanted. 

The  Princess  Fedjra  is  only  17  years 
old  and  S'carcely  out  of  short  dresses; 
in  the  scliool  room  in  the  morning  she 
wears  her  hair  down  her  back.  She  is 
a  slim,  girl,  who  lojks  young  for  her 
age,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  she  will 
be  the  most  youthful  royal  matron  in 
the  United   Kingdom. 

The  reas3n  for  the  hasty  marriage 
of  Prince.=s  Fedora  is  a  family  one.  She 
is  the  eldest  great-granddaughter  of 
Queen  Victoria,  and  it  is  the  wish  of 
the   grand   old  lady   to   see   one   of   her 


great-grand-children     settled     in     life. 

The  Princess  Fedora  is  the  daughter  of 

the  Princess  Charl  itte,  who  marrie'd  in 
1878  George,  hereditary  prince  of  Saxe- 
Meiningen.  The  Princess  Charlotte  is 
the  oldest  daughter  of  the  Emnress 
Frederick,  and  the  empress  Frederick 
is  the  oldest  daughter  of  Queen  Victoria. 
Queen  Victoria  rejoiced  at  the  age  of  20 
in  a  daughter,  Victoria.  Victoria  mar- 
ried Frederick  of  Germany  at  the  age  of 
17  and  had  a  daughter  of  her  owm, 
named  Charlotte.  Charlotte  married  in 
1878  the  prince  of  Saxe-Meiningen.  and 
1  now  she  has  a  daughter.  Fedora,  aged 
17,  who  will  shortly  wed. 

This  brief  chain  of  quick  generations 
leads  Queen  Victoria  from  the  earliest 
Victorian  age  into  a  generation  which 
will  extend  a  century  beyond.  She 
will  see  her  great-granddaughter  a  wife 
— a  triumph  which  is  accorded  to  no 
other  sovereign  and  to  few  i>ersans.

ployment is  perhaps  the  steadiest  to  be 
found  anywhere  in  the  Unitc^d  States. 
There  is  work,  on  full  time,  every  day 
in  the  year  except  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays.  It  is  this  steady  work  which 
piles  up  big  earnings  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  it  is  a  fit  subject  for  lejoicing 
that  the  iron  imines  are  again  swinging 
i)ack  into  taeir  old  orbit,  with  steady 
work  twelve  months  in  the  year.

When  the  time 
comes  for  their  capture  the  task  will  be 
an  extremely  difficult  one.  on  account  of 
iheir  residence  on  Bear  island. 

The  peaceful  Indians  living  on  the 
other  parts  of  the  reservation  express 
their  condemnation  of  the  rescue  and  of- 
fer their  services  to  the  authorities.  It 
will  become  a  serious  problem  whether  it 
will  be  best  to  bring  troops  here.  The 
feeling  among  the  friendly  Indiiins  as  well 
as  the  whites  that  these  men  should  be 
cai)tured  and  an  example  made  of  them, 
when  ihis  Is  done,  there  will  be  profound- 
er  respec-t  for  the  laws  of  the  UnUed 
States.  These  Bear  Islanders  have  always 
lieen  the  most  unruly,  and  delight  in  re- 
taining the  primitive  habits  and  customs 
of  barbarous  days.

The  Strangest   Organization   In   the 
WorJd. 

Maj.  A.  E.  J.  Cavendish,  late  military 
attache  with  the  Chinese  army,  says 
that  in  many  resDoets  the  army  of 
CThina  presents  a  curious  example  of 
the  unlittcst       In   the     broad     outlines 

its  scheme  is  simple  and  suited  to  the 
country;  nevertheless,  with  the  charac- 
teristic Chinese  love  of  detail,  in  its 
minutiae  it  is  exceedingly  complex. 
Owing  to  an  equally  diaracterisic  w.ant 
of  exactitude,  although  returns  as  ren- 
dered by  separate  accounts  are  often 
beautifully  worked  out  to  the  thou- 
sandth part  of  a  tael.  yet  in  a  combin- 
ation of  these  returns  nothing  balances. 
Every  province  has  its  separate  "army." 
The  writer  gives  an  interesting  ac- 
count of  these  forces,  and,  proceeding 
to  general  remarks  says:  Much  of  the 
utter  deficiency  of  China's  army  is  ex- 
plained by  the  native  saying.  "Do  not 
use  good  steel  to  make  a  nail,  nor  take 
a  good  man  to  make  a  soldier,"  which 
is  mo^t  thoi-ou.ghly  acted  up  to. 

On  almost  every  occasion  in  1S94-95 
the  Chinese  troops  refused  to  stand  up 
lo  the  dospised  Japanese.  Snjall  won- 
der, when  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
who,  since  1862,  have  been  "drilled" 
with  foreign  weapons,  not  one  in  50.000 
has  been  taught  their  proper  use. 
Musketry  and  artillery  practice  is  lim- 
ited generally  to  handling  the  weapons, 
and  instru<'tions  in  the  use  of  tH"e  rifle 
and  field  guns  is  not  thought  necessary; 
nay.  it  is  opposed. 

In  January,  1S95,  several  thou.sands  of 
men  had  been  collected  at  Shanghai- 
Kuan,  under  Gen.  Wu-ta-cheng,  to  re- 
enforce  the  a'-my  in  Manchuria.  New 
rifles  and  field  guns  had  'oeen  served 
out.  and  the  force  was  to  move  early  in 
February;  yet  on  Jan.  20  the  men 
fired  their  rittes  for  the  first  time,  and 
barely  1  per  cent  of  'hits  on  a  target  200 
yards  distance  ensued;  as  for  the  guns, 
not  a  soul  knew  how  to  load  them  or 
sot  afuse,  and  when  at  length  one  was 
fired  with  the  aid  of  the  foreigners 
present,  the  ammunition  was  so  de- 
fective that  althoug'h  the  gun  was  laid 
for  3000  yards,  the  shell  onlv  traveled 
Jr,0  Yet  these  men  were  sent  north  to 
fight  at  Tien-chuang-tia  without  fur- 
ther training.  Instruction  bv  a  foreigner 
having  been  haughtily  refused. 

To  be  a  soldier  is  to  lose  cast  in 
(  hma:  to  Imbibe  foreign  notions  is 
worse  still:  and  incurs  the  hatred  and 
suspicion  of  the  civilians,  Who  in  realty 
govern  the  army  and  navy,  so  much  so 
that  to  be  a  graduate  of  the  foreign 
schools  is  an  almost  certain  bar  to  pro- 
motion. In  the  military  and  other 
schools  established  by  Sir  Ro!)ert  Hart 
and  the  viceroys  at  Pekin.  and  else- 
where the  students  have  to  be  bribed 
to  attend,  so  as  to  compensate  them  for 
the  social  disadvantages  of  foreitm 
cMication.    If  we  add  to  this  the  natur- 

fn  »T"  ol"^'  ^""^  foreigners  ingrained 
■  n  the  Chinese  natu::e  v/e  have  potent 
causes  for  the  willful  laziness  and  igno- 
rance of  officers,  which  is  truly  aDnal 
ling.  Alas,  that  they  should  add  S-' 
ardice  as  well.

FACTS  AS  TO  ALASKA 


Gov.  Swineford  Says  Majority 

In  the  Klondike  Rush  Were 

Tenderfeet. 


The    Best   Gold    Field,    the 

Quartz  Vein,  Has  Been 

Neglected. 


No  man  who  ever  came  to  Marquette 
is  better  qualified  to  speak  on  Ala-ska 
from  any  standpoint  than  ex-Governoj> 
A.  P.  Swineford,  says  the  Marquette 
Mining  Journal. 

Speaking  of  the  Klondike  rush  and  of 
the  returning  stream  of  goldless  argon- 
auts, he  said: 

"I  have  been  incorrectly  reported  in 
the  Chicago  Times-Herald  and  other 
papers.  I  have  rot  said  that 
there  will  be  great  activity  on 
the  Canadian  side,  having  reference 
to  the  Alaska  gold  fields,  but  that  there 
would  be  more  gold  taken  out  of  the 
Klondike  placers  than  in  1898,  because  of 
the  fact  that  the  owners  of  all  the  best 
claim.s  are  waiting  for  a  modification  of 
the  law  or  regulation  which  confiscates" 

to  the  government  a  large  proportion  of 
their  product. 

"The    discouraging     reports    brought 
lack  by  those  who  went  in  last  spnng 
one    route    and    have   already   come 


by 


out  by  another  is  no  more  than  I  expect- 
ed— in  fact  knew  would  be  the  case  with 
a  great  majority. 

"I  htink  you  will  remember  that  1 
'.varneri  such  people  in  numoers  of  in- 
terviews accorded  newspapers  more 
than  a  year  ago,  in  which  1  told  them 
"hat  there  were  but  three  propositions 
open  to  those  contemplating  a  trip  to 
the  Klondike:  First,  to  go  with  sufil- 
oient  money  or  credit  to  purchase  claims 
already  staked  and  recorded:  second, 
with  a  view  to  employment  in  the  mines 
at  the  high  wages  then  prevailing;  or, 
third,  to  make  Daw.-on  City  the  start- 
ing point  from  which  to  prospect  for 
^'old  fields  as  yet  undiscovered. 

"I  based  this  advice  upon  the  fact  then 
known  to  me  that  all  the  prospectively 
valuable  claim:?  on  the  Klondike  at  its 
tributaries  had  been  staked  and  record- 
ed  prior  to  Sept.  1,  lSa6. 

"Those  who  are  coming  back  with 
nothing  but  dearly-purchased  exi>eri- 
ence  to  show  for  their  trip  ought  not  to 
blame  either  the  newspapers  or  the 
country  in  which  they  found  their  disap- 
pointment, for  neither  one  nor  the  other 
is  responsible. 

"The  trouble  is  that  40,000  people 
made  a  rush  for  about  600  rich  claims 
all  of  which  had  been  taken  before  they 
ever  heard  of  the  Klondike,  and  good 
sense  will  tell  anyone  that  six  months 
or  a  year  is  too  short  a  time  in  which 
to  reasonably  expect  to  make  a  trip  of 
10,000  miles  and  at  the  same  time  nros- 
pect  for  gold  with  the  least  degree  of 
success. 

"The  miners  were  more  than  ten  years 
finding  the  Klondike  placers,  and  may 
be  equally  as  long  in  finding  equally  as 
rich  ground  elsewhere  on  the  Alaskan 
side.  It  is  a  big  country,  and  as  in  the 
ease  of  the  Lake  Superior  copper  and 
iron  mines,  the  development  of  its 
mineral  wealth  will  be  gradual  and  the 
work  of  exploration  and  discovery  will 
extend  over  a  period  of  many  years. 

"It  is  no  country  for  the  "tenderfoot." 
and  of  that  ciaps  wa?  a  great  majority 
of  those  who  joined  in  the  recent  rush 
to  the  Klondike. 

"The  stories  of  the  great  wealth  of  the 
Klondike  have  not  been  exaggerated. 
The  trouble  was  that  the  average  pil- 
grim's active  Imagination  spread  its 
wealth  all  over  the  face  of  Alaska  and 
the  British  Northwest  territory,  and 
fondly  believed  that  when  he  reached 
Dawson  he  had  only  to  step  out  befora 
breakfast  and  pick  up  a  claim  from 
which  he  could  rake  out  the  golden  nug- 
gets with  a  garden  rake. 

"That  such  people  were  di.=appointed 
goes  without  saying.  It  is  simply,  in 
the  aggregate,  the  old  story  of  'a  fool 
and  his  money'  repeated,  and  the  opin- 
ions of  such  people  ought  not  to  have 
any  great  weight  in  determining  the 
judgment  a."?  to  the  value  or  lack  of  value 
of  the'  Alaskan  gold  field?. 

"Another  thing,"  continued  the  gover- 
nor. "I  have  stated  in  former  inter- 
views, and  again  assert,  that  the  great 
wealth  of  Alaska  in  precious  metals  is 
in  the  quartz  veins  with  which  every 
island  and  a  large  part  of  the  mainland 
is  interminably  teamed  and  inter- 
laced. 

"The  great  majority  of  those  v.ho 
have  gone  to  the  Yukon  country  in  the 
past  year  have  passed  through  the 
midst  of  what  I  believe  is  destined  to 
become  the  richest  gold  mining  district 
of  Alaska — in  fact,  within  pistol  shot 
from  the  deck  of  the  steamship  which 
carried  them  of  some  very  rich  quartz 
ledges  now  in  process  of  development. 

"I  allude  now  to  that  part  of  Alaska 
with  which  I  am  best  acquainted, 
though  I  believe  I  have  seen  as  much 
of  the  country,  as  a  whole,  as  any  man 
now  living,  the  islands  of  the  Alexander 
archipelago  and  the  mainland  from  the 
southern  boundary  as  far  north  as 
Skaguay  and  Dyea.  That  I  am  justified 
in  this  belief  is  proved  not  only  by  the 
mities  now  working  and  paying  enor- 
mous profits,  but  by  the  numerous  dis- 
coveries that  have  lately  been  made 
and  the  large  number  of  prospects  now 
in  course  of  development  into  producing 
mines.

With  this  increaseil  means 
of  reduction  it  is  known  positively  that 
it  will  be  impossible  to  exhaust  the  <ire 
now  in  sight  in  less  t'aan  100  years,  and 
there  are  other  equally  as  valuable  gold 
bearing  ledges  on  the  same  islaryd. 

"Cin  the  mainland,  back  of  Junoau 
city,  and  within  a  radius  of  four  miles, 
tlhtire  are  a  number  of  producing  mines, 
with  mills  of  from  five  to  forty  stamp.s 
each,  v.-.hile  at  Berner's  loay,  forty  mileci 
north  of  Juneau,  there  are  three  mills  in 
operation  and  more  in  course  of  erec- 
tion. One  of  'these,  the  Jualiu,  has  a  10- 
sLOimp  mill,  which  is  turning  out  divi- 
dends equal  to  10  per  cent  on  $1,000,000, 
though  the  entire  investment  was  less 
tihan  $30,000. 

"S<3uth  of  Juneau,  about  the  same  dis- 
tance, is  another  group  of  mines,  one  of 
which  paid  for  itself— $60,000— and  all  ex- 
penditures on  account  of  developmeiit 
and  equipment,  in  the  first  seven 
Tnonths'  run  of  a  4-stamp  mill.  Farther 
south,  on  Cleveland  Peninsula,  Gravina, 
Prince  of  Wales  and      Ke  villa      Gigedo 
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gains  your    favor*  instantane- 
ly  by  reason  of  its  high  merits 
d  holds  it  with  a  firm  grip.

Ueceivlng  an  affirmative  answer  the 
man  answered  that  he  would  send  a  fel- 
low ••rit;ht  down  for  the  cigarettt^s."  A 
few  minutes  afterwards  a  good-looking, 
smooth-faced  young  man  entered  Aliens 
store,  saying  that  he  v/as  from  Griggs, 
Cooper  &  Co.  and  had  come  for  the  cigar- 
ettes, lie  was  handed  the  box  and  left 
the  store. 

The  same  morning  Seabury  &  Co. 
heard,  supposedly,  from  Noyes  Bros.  & 
Cutler,  a  message  to  the  effect  that  the 
wholesale  druKKlsts  wanted  10,000  cigar- 
ettes immediately.  Would  Seabury  &  Co. 
be  kind  enough  to  accommodate  them? 
Of  course  they  would,  and  the  .same 
Fmooth-facoft  young-  man  called  for  the 
Seabury  batch  of  cigarettes. 

Then  came  a  message  to  Griggs, 
Cooper  &  Co.  saying  that  Foley  Bros.  & 
Co.  Wanted  10.000  cigarettes  in  a  hurry  to 
fill  a  rush  order.  The  smooth-faced  young 
num  also  received   this  consignment. 

That  ivfternoon  it  came  to  light  that  the 
v.'hole  affair  was  a  grand  swindle,  and 
that  the  innocent  uppe.aring  young  man 
was  a  clever  swindler.  None  of  the  whole- 
sale houses  had  telephoned  for  cigar- 
ettes: they  all  had  plenty  of  "coffin 
nails"  to  go  around.  In  short,  the  houses 
of  Allen  &  Co.,  Seabury  &  Co.  and  Griggs, 
Cooper  &  Co.  were  loljbed  of  lO.liOO  cigar- 
ettes each,  amounting  m  value  to  the 
total  of  1120. 

It  has  since  been  learned  that  the  same 
game  was  worked  over  in  Minneapolis 
not  more  than  a  week  or  two  ago,  and 
that  the  swindler  there  got  away  with 
80.000  cigarettes.

Many  of  its  membe  a 
are  on   the  suspended   list,   are   bitter  y 
opposcni  t3  Mott.  and  are  industriousy 
spreading  disaffection  and  at  the  sanie 
time   Improving  its  opportunities.     Tne 
association,    so   far  as   is  known,   car  -.'< 
nothing  for  the  amateur,  except  sj  far 
as  the  class  may  be  regarded  as  a  feeder 
for   the  ranks  of  the  professionals.     U 
was  organized  to  arrange  and  conduct 
track  competitions   between   cycle   rac-

Ehvay,  the  editor  of  the  Eagle,  the  let- 
ter reading  as  follow?: 

"I  am  directed  by  the  presiding  officer 
to  ask  you  whether  you  have  any  facts 
within    your   per.=onal    knowledge    upon 
which  you   have  based   the  charges  set 
forth    in    that    article,    and    whether,    if 
SI,   you   will   oblige   the  commission   by 
furnishing   them    with      the^se     facL-i   in 
"impact   and   explicit   form.     The  com- 
mi.«sion  would  be  glad  to  have  testimony 
i)t  a  kind   that  can   be  used  in   this  i:i« 
vestigation,  not  only  relating  t>  the  cir- 
cumstances    attending     the     dealh     of 
Lieut.  Lafferty  at  Camp  Wikoff,  as  al- 
leged in  the  article;  under  consideration, 
but  also  relating  to  the  other  incident? 
to  which  you  make  reference.    Such  tcs- 
tim.my  is  exactly  what  the  commission 
wants.     Will  you  olilige  this  body  with 
what  you  have  at  your  disposal  or  can 
obtain  for  the  purpose." 

Many  of  the  charges  received  by  mail 
are  quite  vague  in  character. 


As  showing  the  opinion  of  a  prominent 
North  Dakota  lawyer  on  the  prohibition 
law  of  that  state  the  following  letter  Is 
reproduced.

"There  is  undoubtedly  some  liquor  sold 
yet;  it  may  take  a  generation  e'r  more  to 
wipe  out  the  business  entiieiv  from  our 
state:  after  the  'old  topers'  ("lie  off,  and 
the  younger  element,  who  are  now  taught 
in  our  public  .schools  the  evil  effects  of 
.ilcohol  on  the  system,  ome  on  the  stage 
ol  action.  In  every  civilized  country  the 
laws  of  prohlbUing  murder,  robbery,  ar- 
son, larceny  and  other  crimes  are  wome- 
limes  violated,  and  likewise  our  law  pro- 
hioitirg  liquor  selling  i.s  sometimes  violat- 
ed, and  some  pluces.  habitually  so  where 
tne  tough  element  conti-»i  the  riominations 
and  elect'ons  in  their  counties;  but  in 
those  counties  where  the  belte-r  element 
control  the  nomination:;  and  elections  I 
think,  as  a  rule,  little  liquor  is  sold  in 
violation  of  the  law. 

"Our   prohibition    law    took    effect    Julv 
1,   1S!H).     Some  tliree  or  four  years  later  I 
noticed  an  article  :n  the  New"  York  Voice, 
quoting    from     come    liquor    journal,     in 
v.hich   the   li((uor  sellers'    organ  admitted 
ihat   the  sale  of   liquor  In   North   Dakota 
riad  diminlsbed  70  per  e-ent  since  the  adop- 
tion  of  our  prohlblt'on   law.   To   those  of 
I's   who  did   not   expect   the  liquor   traffic 
to    be    annihilated    in    a    dav,    simplv   be- 
cause prohibition    was   adopted,    and"  who 
regarded   the   law   only  as  an   initial   step 
toward    the    annihiiai'on    of    the    traffic, 
the  curtalli.ng  of  the  traffic  70  per  cent  in 
so    short    a    time,     comparatively,     is    a 
decidedly    large    'entering   wedge'    toward 
the     total     suppression     of     the     traffic, 
which   may  take  a   generation   or  more. 
NOT  UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
"During    i.ie  early   life   of   our   prohlbi- 
t'rjn    law    many   attacked   it   as   unconsti- 
tutional.   Thai    cry    has    been    effectually 
silenced    by    the    decisions    of    our    hign- 
est  courts,   both  In  state  and  nation,   the 
decisions  be-iiig  that  either  the  regulation 
or  the  ab.soUite  prohib'tlon  of  the  manu- 
facture  and    saie    of  mtoxicating    liquors 
come  properly  within  th.»  polic.»  powers  of 
the  state.   We  hear  no  .aore  of  unconsti- 
tuiionality,    as    aftcctin«      the     law.      but 
from  t!ome  quarters  the  argument  Is  made 
that    a    pro.,  .jitory    law    interfert^s    with 
the  personal  liberty  of  the  citizen,  and  as 
siich    It    is    unjust,    because    incompatible 
v.iih  the  rights  of  a  free  citizen  of  a  free 
country.    This    argument    doe-s    not    dis- 
nnguish  beiween  liberty  and  license.  Un- 
der any  torm  of  government  every  cr:m- 
inal     law    is    intende-d    ;i.s    a    prohibition 
against    the   particular   form   of   crime  to 
which  it  relates,  and  as  such  iirohlbition 
encroaches   upon    the   personal    liberty   of 
every   Individual   under   that  government. 
T  he    prohibition    of    liquor   selling   differs 
e>nly   in   kind,   and   not   In   principle,    from 
the    prohibition       of    every    other   crime. 
Wheneyer  any   government   is   instituted, 
each  individual  must  give  up  .«ome  of  his 
natural   rights,   some  of  his   pei-sonal  lib- 
erties,   for  the  common   good.     It   follows 
that  It  is  not  necessarily  a  bad  law  which 
lake's    away    certain    personal    liberty    of 
the   individual.    When    long  experience   of 
mankind  demonstrates  that  an  enormous 
pcreentage   of    the   crime,    pauperism,    in- 
sanity and  misery  emanates  directly  from 
the    salejon,    and    the    public    trcas'ury    Is 
taxeo  to  punish   uiat  crime  and  care  for 
that    pauperism,    in.sanlty       and    misery, 
then   the  publ'c  at  large  has  a  direct  in- 
terest   In    prohibiting    the    salejon,    as    a 
matter  of  self-defense,  and  in  making  the 
saloonke^eper    and    the   saloon    frequenter 
viel.l  up  Ills  personal  liberty  to  that  ex- 
tent. 

UOST  OF  ENFORCEMENT. 
"As   to   the   cost   of  enforcing    the   law, 
that  is.  of  course,  a  secondary  considera- 
tion.   The    state   Is    Interested    In    seeing 
crime  punished,  whether  it  cost  JIO  or  IKK) 
or  $1000.  But  this  is  apparent:  If  the  pub- 
lic   elect    law-enforcing   officers,   ^vho    ap- 
l>reciate  the  duties  of  their  positions,  who 
push  to  the  utmost  all  prosecutions  aris- 
ing  within   their   respective  juri.sdlctions.  i 
regardless   of  friend   or   foe,    and   regard-  . 
Ie»ss   of  expense   at   the   cutset,    the   very  \ 
fact    of    such   prosecution    In    a    vigorous  ' 
manner  will   soon   reduce   the  expense   to  • 
little  or  nothing,  becau.=e  the  liquor  deal-  I 
er  will  only  continue  his  business  so  long 
as  it  is  pro'itabie  to  him.  while  with  such  ' 
vigorous    prosecution    i.s    I    have   outline'd  |  fc 
'very    divekeeper    would    soon    quit    the 
l)usiness.  and  consequently  the  public  ex- 
pense incident  to  such  pi'eisecutlons  wouUi 
cea.se.      In    this    county    the    expense    of 
sucii    prosecutions    has    been    counierbal- 
ancetl,    to    some       extent,    from    fines    re- 
ceived. It  was  somewhat  amusing  to  read 
of    'the    Dakota    peeiple'    having    trleil    at 
every   session   of   the   legislature   to   have 
the    prohibition    law   repealed.

Claude  Groff  Writes  of  the 

Part  His   Regiment 

Took  In  It. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from 
Claude  Groflf,  of  Duluth,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  Company  K,  First  North  Dakota 
Infantry,  which  Is  at  Manilla.  He  de- 
scribes briefly  the  fight  at  Manilla.  His 
letter  is  dated  AUg.  22  and  he  says: 

"We  have  captured  Manilla.  We  start- 
ed the  fight  early  in  the  morning  with 
the  Utah  battery  and  the  Twenty-third 
infantry  on  the  left  fiank  with  the  First 
Colorado  infantry  for  reserve.  In  the 
center  was  the  First  California  and 
Thirteenth  Minnesota  with  the  First 
Oregon  for  reserve.  On  the  right  fiank 
were  the  Astor  battery.  First  North 
Dakota  and  the  First  Idaho  for  re- 
serve. We  fought  for  al>out  two  hours. 
The  natives  were  of  very  little  use  to 
us.  They  are  mere  bushwhackers.  It 
seemed  to  me  that  I  was  a  gone  goose 
when  1  first  heard  the  steel  balls  whiz 
over  my  head.  They  have  a  very  dis- 
agreeable sound,  l)ut  I  soon  got  used  to 
it  and  felt  like  rushing  into  the  thick 
of  it  in  spite  ofcaptain's  order  to  He  low. 
When  we  did  get  a  chance  to  go  after 
them  as  our  major  called  it  we  went 
with  a  rush.  The  Astor  boys  had 
stormed  their  trenches,  but  still  they 
fought  so  we  had  to  drive  them  out. 
We  charged  them  on  a  dead  run  and 
when  we  were  about  fifty  feet  away 
they  ran  and  we  began  to  shoot.  They 
fell  like  ten  pins.  We  killed  over  fifty 
of  them  before  they  could  get  out  of 
the  range  of  our  old  Sprinfields.  We 
then  followed  them  into  the  city  when 
we  had  to  turn  and  stand  the  natives 
off,  who  were  going  to  loot  the  city. 
Our  company,  now  reduced  from  eighty- 
one  to  seventy-three  men,  seven 
wounded  and  one  killed,  was  called  up- 
on to  hold  a  bridge  which  was  being 
held  by  one  company  of  the  Eighteenth 
infantry.  They  were  a  relieved  lot  of 
men  when  we  swung  up  on  a  double 
quick,  as  they  were  holding  liack 
al)Out  5500  natives,  who  were  getting 
more  excited  every  minute.  We  came 
up  in  columns  of  four  and  turned  into 
line  with  a  snap.  The  order  was: 
•'Load!  Fix  bayonets  Front  rank 
kneel!  Ready!  Aim!"  and  then  the 
natives  l)roke  and  ran  back  about  200 
yards  and  threw  up  breastworks  in  the 
street.  We  did  not  have  enough  men 
to  drive  them  off  so  we  also  began  to 
throw  up  a  breat^twork  on  the  bridge. 
At  about  12  o'clock  that  night  the  Min- 
nesota boys  outflanked  them  and  they 
gave  up  ai)out  70o  guns. 

"I  was  a  great  deal  more  frightened 
on  the  bridge  than  in  the  l)attle,  but  I 
did  not  show  it  either  time.  I  am  well 
up  to  date.  We  get  all  the  fruit  \ve 
want,  but  very  little  else.  The  day  of 
the  battle  I  got  one  cup  of  coffee  and 
two  pieces  of  hardtack  all  day.  We  aie 
now  in  fine  stone  barracks  near  the  sea 
.shore  and  we  go  in  swimming  every 
morning  and  evening  when  not  on  duty. 
We  have  a  string  of  outposts  around 
the  city  and  guards  on  every  street. 
The  city  is  better  governed  than  it  ever 
was  before.  All  the  work  is  done  here 
with  buffaloes  a.s  their  horses  are  very 
small,  the  smallest  I  have  ever  seen. 
The  natives  do  not  think  much  of  the 
"Americanos"  since  we  have  taken  the 
city  and  kept  them  out.  They  also 
think  we  are  friends  of  the  Spanish  as 
we  did  not  kill  them  all  and  are  feed- 
ing them  as  much  as  we  get  ourselves 
and  sometimes  more."

The  Present  Managers  of  the 
more  &  Ohio. 

The  sale  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
railroad  to  the  Chicagx>  syndicate  and 
James  J.  Hill,  president  of  the  Great 
Northern  road,  may,  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent change  the  map  of  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  system.  When  the  Chicago 
people  say  they  Intend  to  instill  West- 
ern ideas  and  Western  enterprise  into 
the  management  of  the  road,  tiiey  cast 
somewhat  of  a  reflection  upon  John  K. 
Cowan  and  Oscar  G.  Murray,  the  pres- 
ent receivers  of  the  system,  says  the 
Washington  Times.  Cowan  is  'himself 
an  O'hio  man.  He  was  born  in  Millers- 
burg,  Ohio,  the  county  seat  of  Holmes 
county.  He  attended  school  at  Harvard 
or  Yale,  and  was  a  fellow  student  of 
Robert  Garrett,  son  of  John  W.  Gar- 
rett, then  president  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  system.  At  the  death  of  the  elder 
Garrett  his  son,  Robert,  was  made  his 
successor.  Cowan  and  young  Garrett 
became  great  friends.  After  Robert 
Garrett  had  completed  his  course  at 
college  he  was  made  assistant  to  his 
father  in  the  raJlroad.  and  afterward 
advanced  to  second  vice  pres'ident. 
About  that  time  the  general  solicitor 
for  the  road  died.  Young  Garrett  sent 
for  his  friend  Cowan,  who  was  then  a 
struggling  lawyer  at  Millersburg.  Cow- 
an came  to  Baltimore,  and  after  having 
a  consultation  with  the  elder  Garrett, 
he  was  engaged  to  become  general 
counsel  at  Baltimore  for  the  system. 
Jtobert  Garrett's  reckless  management 
of  the  road  during  the  last  two  years 
of  his  administration  was  most  disas- 
trous to  the  property.  It  would  have 
been  worse  had  not  Cow^n  interceded 
and  given  the  property  some  atten- 
tion. At  the  election  of  Charles  Myer, 
as  president  of  the  road,  Mr.  Cowan 
was  still  continued  in  the  service  as 
general  solicitor,  and!  when  the  reor- 
ganization took  place  two  ye^rs  ago  he 
was  advanced  to  the  presidency.  At 
the  time  he  was  promoted  he  was  a 
member  of  congress.  He  is  a  mugwump 
in  politics,  although  originally  a  Demo- 
crat. 

Oscar  G.  Murray,  coreceiver.  has  had 
nearly    all    of   his    railroad    experience 
in   the  West.   He   was   l>orn   near  New 
Haven,   Conn.,   and  l>egan   his   railroad 
service  as  station  agent  in  a  small  Con- 
necticut  town   on   the  line-  of   what   is 
now  the  New  York,  New      Haven      & 
Hartford  road.       He  afterward       went 
West,  and  for  some  years  was  general 
freight  and  passenger  agent  of  the  Gulf, 
Colorado  &    Sante   Fe   railroad,       with 
headquarters   at   Galveston.    He  devel- 
oped   fine   railroad   ability  at  an  early 
age,  and  soon  attracted  the  attention  of 
Jay  Gould,  who  Invited  him,  to  take  a 
better    position    in    the    service   of    the 
.Missouri   Pacific  when   Mr.   Gould   was 
its  president.      This  position  he  did  not 
hold  a  great  while,  as  he  received  an 
offer  from  M.  E.  Ingals,  president  of  the 
Chesepeake  &  Ohio  and  Cleveland,  Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago  &  St.  Ix>uis  roads,     to 
l)ecome  assocteted  with  those  systems. 
Mr.    Murray   was   Installed   as   traffic 
manager  of  both  systems,  at  a  salary  of 
120,000  a  year.    In    the  course    of    two 
years  he  retired   from  any  part  of  the 
management  of  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio, 
and  became  first  vice  president  of  the 
other   system.       This   position   he  held 
until  almost  two  years  since,  w^hen  he 
was  appointed  general  traffic  manager 
of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  under  the  re- 
organization. It  was  not  long  after  this 
until    the    road    went    into    the    hands 
of  receivers,   and   with   Mr.   Cowan  its 
president,  Mr.  Murray  was  made  joint 
receiver.  He  was  brought  to  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  road  because  he  possessed 
Western    ideas    in    managing    railroad 
property.    It    is    not    improbable    that 
Mr.  Murray  may  be  retained  in  the  ser-

STRANGE   TALE  OF  A  PIN. 

Two  years  ago  Mrs.  Daniel  Remiclt,  of 
Otis,  Me.,  swallowed  a  pin.  It  is  still  in 
her  throat,  and  at  times  causes  her  some 
inconvenienre,  hut  her  physician  says 
that  in  time  it  will  wear  away  and  all 
its  disagreeable  attendants  will  disap- 
pear. 

Mrs.  Remick's  case  is  a  warmng  to 
women  who  use  their  mouths  in  lieu  of 
a  pin  cu.shion.  say.s  the  Lewistnn  Jour- 
fial.  She  had  l>een  dressmaking,  and. 
was  takinsT,  the  pins  from  the  garment 
where  it  had  l)een  sewed.  She  put  the 
pins  in  her  mouth,  in  order  to  work 
more  rapidly.  She  had  removed  nearly 
all  of  them  from  her  mouth,  and  was 
thinking  what  a  dreadful  thing  it  would, 
be  to  swallow  one,  when  the  jar  of  a 
door,  or  some  similar  noise,  caused  her 
to  start  slightly,  and  a  pin  fell  into  her 
throat.  She  cried  out  in  great  alarm, 
and  her  husband  rushed  to  her  assist- 
ance, l)ut  their  efforts  to  dislodge  the 
pin  from  the  throat  were  unsuccessful. 

Mrs.  Remick  was  taken  with  violent 
fits  of  coughing,  which  lasted  for  days 


before  subsiding.  At  such  times  she 
could  feel  the  pin  sticking  in  the  lining 
of  her  throat,  and  afterward  would  ex- 
pel blood  from  the  wourtds  caused  by  it.

Washlngrton,  Oct.  3.— The  war  depart- 
ment has  decided  ta  send  more  troops 
to  Porto  Itlco.  Orders  have  been  issued 
directing  that  the  Fifth  regular  caval- 
ry now  at  Huntsville.  Ala.,  the  Sixth 
Unitt»d  State.s  volunteer  infantry,  n^w 
at  Chickamauga,  and  the  Forty-=«eventh 
New  York,  now  at  Fort  Adams,  shall 
proceed  to  such  point  in  Porfo  Rico  as 
may  be  desired  by  the  commanding  gen- 
eral in  that  island.  The  Kighth  United 
States  v>lunteer  infantry  and  two  com« 
panics  of  the  Indiana  colored  volunteers 
now  at  Fort  Thomas,  Ky.,  will  relieve 
the  Sixth  volunteer  Infantry  at  Chick- 
amauga. 

All  the  troops  at  Camp  Meade  will 
soon  be  ordered  to  points  In  the  South. 
Some  of  them  may  go  to  Cuba,  but  the 
majority  will  for  the  pres.?nt  occupy 
the  new  camps  recently  selected  in 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina.  It  is  said 
that  the  trjops  sent  to  do  garrison  duty 
in  Cuba  will  not  remain  long,  but  will, 
when  they  have  seen  service  for  a  few 
month?-,  return  to  this  country.  The 
.«ame  is  prnl>ably  true  as  to  Porto 
Rico.  It  is  also  intimated  that  when 
the  troops  return  the  vnlunt'-ers  will  be 
given  sixty  days'  furlough  and  be  mus- 
tered out.  By  that  time  congress  will 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  determine 
what  shall  be  done  in  regard  tj  gar- 
risoning the  new  possessions. 

This  determination  Is  n?  doubt  due. 
to  the  pressure  that  ha.'?  been  brought 
by  ni'.'mbers  of  congress  for  the  muster- 
ing  out  of  the  volunteers  from  their 
.states  and  di.?trict«.  The  responsibility 
for  furnishing  triops  for  garrison  duty 
and  for  army  duty  generally  will  be 
upon  congress. 

Although  there  has  been  less  pressure 
for  the  mustering  out  of  volunteer.^ 
since  the  announcement  was  made  that 
the  troops  cjuld  not  be  spared,  the 
demand  continues  with  sufficient  per- 
sistence to  convince  the  war  ofllciala 
that  a  reorganization  of  the  army  will 
be  necessary  and  that  some  arrange- 
ment will  have  to  be  made  to  secure  a 
f  )rce  for  garrison  service  in  the  islands 
and  the  states,  which  will  not  be  subject 
to  the  difficulties  experie-'^ced  in  the 
case  of  the  volunteers. 

Although  the  pressure  for  the  mus- 
tering out  of  entire  regiment"  is  not  so 
great,  the  demand  for  the  discharge  of 
individuals  has  overwhelmed  the  de- 
partment. There  is  not  a  senator  or 
representative,  scarcely,  who  has  not 
presented  requests  of  this  kind,  and 
there  is  a  constant  demand  -for  the 
discharge  of  one  man  or  another  up-^n 
some  pretext,  which  would  not  be 
deemed  valid  In  the  case  of  men  in  the 
regular  army.  Personal  appeals  art- 
made  by  fathers,  mothers,  wives,  sis- 
tt^rs  and  sweetheart^-.  Every  man  in 
tht,'  department  who  is  supposed  tj  have 
any  inlluence  is  sought  to  secure  the  dis- 
charge of  enlisted  men  who  have  tired  of 
the  life  of  soldiering. 

These  request?  and  the  demands  for 
mustering  out  have  no  dDubt  had  their 
erfcMt  in  making  the  war  ofR-ial.s  seek 
some  morp  satisfactory  method  of  army 
orga.^ization  for  the  purposes  fir  which 
the  army  will  be  needed  in  the  future. 


Wind    Reaches  a  Velocity  of  Fifty 
Miles  at  .Atlanta. 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  Oct.  3.— A  severe  rain 
and  wind  storm,  presumably  a  branch 
of  the  great  blow  of  last  night  on  the 
Atlantic  coast,  passed  over  Atlanta  to- 
day. The  wind  from  the  east  has 
reached  a  velocity  of  fifty  miles  an 
hour.  No  damage  was  done  in  the  city, 
but  the  wind  served  to  make  communi- 
cation with  the  coast  almost  impos- 
sible. 

Superintendent  Stephens  of  the  West- 
ern Union  said  tsday  that  Jacksonville 
v.as  again  entirely  cut  off  from  the  rest 
of  the  world,  A  wire  was  secured  early 
this  morning,  l)ut  it  worked  only  spas-

Police  Officials  of  St.   Louis 

Have  Taken  Ip  the 

Club. 

St.  Louis,  Oct.  3.— GovernDr  Stephens. 
Police  Commissioner  Hawes  and  Chief 
of  Police  Campbell,  who  have  Inaugur- 
ated a  war  on  the  usurers  of  this  city, 
have  returned  from  New  York,  where 
they  went  to  see  officials  of  the  West- 
ern Union  Telegraph  company  and  get 
them  to  rescind  a  rule  under  which 
employes  were  discharged  when  served 
with  a  garnishment. 

For  years  employes  of  the  telegraph 
companies,  as  well  as  those  of  railroad 
and  other  concerns  in  St.  Louis,  have 
suffered  from  the  exorbitant  interest 
charges  made  by  so-called  "money 
sharks"  for  loans.  In  some  cases  as 
high  as  40  per  cent  per  month  has  been 
paid  by  those  luckless  enough  to  have  ts 
borrow  money.  This  has  become  such 
a  burden  that,  it  is  said,  more  than  one 
man  has  given  up  trying  to  pay  an  ac- 
cumulated interest  and  committed  sui- 
cide. 

Recently  the  telegraphers  of  St.  LduIs 
started  a  club  to  fight  the  usurers,  and 
now  the  matter  has  been  taken  up  m 
thi.s  city  by  Police  Commissioner  Harry 
B.  Hawes,  a  prominent  attorney,  who 
announces  that  he  will  proceed  against 
any  of  the  usurers,  when  priper  cases 
are  presented,   free  of  charge. 

It  is  stated  that  while  the  party  that 
went  to  New  York  failed  to  secure  a 
complete  annulment  of  the  rule  calling 
for  the  dismissal  of  offending  employes, 
they  did  receive  a  promise  that  it  would 
be  used  only  in  the  most  flagrant  cases. 
The  outcome  of  the  fight  is  looked  for 
with  interest,  as  its  results  may  be  far- 
reaching.

IT  WAS  DETECTED. 

Chief  of  Weather  Bureau  Reports  on 
the  Storm. 

Washington.  Oct.  3.-The  storm  which

was  detected  at  its  Inception  Thursday 
morning  by  means  of  the  recf^ntly  csiab- 
lished  West  Indian  weather  service.  Its 
approach  wa.s  fully  shown  bv  thf>  n.'w  c-.r- 
don  of  stations  and  during  daylixlii  of 
t>atur<lay  warnings  of  the  coming  storm 
were  completely  distributed  throughout 
the  regions  co\xred  by  the  storm  on  Sun- 
day. 

The  storm  has  now  moved  to  West  Cen- 
tral Georgia,  decreasing  In  energy  «nd 
losmic  its  charact»'r  a.s  a  hurricane  It  is

to  creat"  no  furtht-r  damage  except  such 
as  might  result  from  heavy  downpou--- 
mgs  of  rain.  Howev*  r.  special  ob.nrrva- 
tjons  will  be  taken  In  the  Middle  Atlan- 
tic states  for  the  purpose  of  giving  time- 
l.v  warning  in  case  the  storm  should  again 
Klve  evidence  of  increasing  to  such  pro- 
Tortlons  as  would  be  dangerous  to  shin- 
ning.

WALKED  OUT  AGAIN. 

Printers    in     the     Michigan     State 
Printery  Are  Dissatisfied. 

Lansing,    Mich.,    Oct.    3.— All    of    the 
employes  of  the  Robert  Smith  Printing 
c  )mpany,    state    printers,    walked    out 
again    today.     July    1    they    struck    be- 
cause of  the  refusal  of  the  firm  to  grant 
a  9-hour  work  day,  which  they  claimed 
was  considered  in  the  new  bids  for  the 
2-year  state  contracts,  and  also  an  in- 
crease   of   wages    in    the    bindery.      An 
agreement   was     reached     Avhereby   the 
differences  were  left  to  a  board  of  arbi- 
tration,     which,      after      investigating, 
granted  the  strikers,  including  printers, 
pressmen,   etc.,   a  9V2-hour  day   with   a 
9-hour    Saturday.      Last    Saturday    the 
firm  paid  the  extra  half  hour  from  July 
1.  but  the  strikers  claimed  price  and  a 
half  for  this  time,  which  the  firm  finally 
conceded.    The  strikers  then  notified  the 
firm   that    they  would   insist  on  an  in- 
creased wage  scale  in  the  bindery.  This, 
the   firm  claimed,   was  not   included   iri 
the   arbitration,    but   expressed   a    will- 
ingness to  have  the  question  arbitrated, 
but   the  strikers  say   the  bindery  scale 
was  Included  in  the  former  agreement. 
With  three  or  four  exceptions  the  entire 
force  of  1.50  refused  to  work  this  morn- 
ing.

SYMPATHY  WITH  STRIKERS. 

Last    Night's 


Cause  of  the  Fires  on  the  Colorado 
Ranges. 

Denver.  Col.,  Oct.  3.— Reports  re- 
ceived today  from  various  points  in  the 
regions  where  the  forest  fires  have  been 
spreading  for  a  week  or  two  past  are  to 
the   effect    that    the   fires   have       been 

checked   in  many  places  by  snow  and 
rain. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Glenwood  Springs 
the  fires  are  almost  entirely  extin- 
guished. 

Idaho  Springs  reports  that  the  fires 
on  the  west  slope  of  the  divide  are 
pretty  nearly  under  control  and  there 
is  not  now  much  danger  of  their  reach- 
ing the  east  slope.  However,  the  fires 
will  smoulder  for  months,  and  another 
dry  spell,  followed  by  winds,  might  re- 
vive the  flames.  Hundreds  of  miles  of 
fine  timber  have  been  destroyed  in  the 
range  of  mountains  to  the  west  of 
Middle  Park  and  some  ranches  have 
been  destroyed. 

A  Leadville  dispatch  says:  "A  light 
snowfall  appears  to  have  somewhat 
checked  the  forest  fires  that  were 
threatening  some  of  the  mining  sec- 
tions of  this  country.  The  snow  was 
entirely  too  light  to  extinguish  the 
flames,  and  unless  another  storm  comes 
within  the  next  forty-eight  hours  it  is 
feared  that  much  damage  will  be  done 
in  Lake  park  and  the  St.  Kevin  sec- 
tions. 

E.  A.  Julian,  superintendent  of  the 
T'nited  States  fish  hatchery  at  Lead- 
ville. says  that  criminal  carelessness 
and  inexcusable  negligence  on  the  part 
of  fampers  is  responsible  for  nine- 
tenths  of  the  present  fires.  The  town 
of  Kokomo  is  no  longer  endangered.

Minneapolis.  Oct.  3.— The  Journal's 
staff  correspondent  at  Walker,  Minn., 
wires  as  follows: 

I  have  positive  information  from  In- 
dian sources  that  there  will  not  be  a 
representative  gathering  of  the  Pil- 
lager Indians  at  the  council  called  to- 
day. The  runners  who  had  oeen  sent 
out  to  invite  the  malcontents  to  the 
council  returned  this  morning  and  re- 
ported that  there  would  be  some  of  the 
Pillagtrs  in  the  council,  but  that  the 
mec  who  have  agreed-  to  come  are  by 
no  means  representative  of  the  trii)e. 
If  the  council  does  not  prove  fairly  rep- 
restntative.  the  federal  officials  will  re- 
fuse to  hold  it,  and  will  take  measures 
for  the  lm'.Tiediate  invasion  of  Bear 
island. 

The  situation  at  the  island  is  not  im- 
proved. I  made  a  34-mile  trip  in  an 
open  canioe  with  two  Indian  paddlers  to 
the  island  during  the  night  in  the  Ciope 
of  seeing  and  talking  with  the  chiefs. 
But  they  were  holding  a  council  and 
suspected  me  of  being  a  government 
spy,  and  I  saw  no  one  but  squaws.  All 
;:ast  night  the  Indians  were  dancing 
and  holding  high  jinks  on  the  Island. 
The  patience  of  the  officers  is  exhaust- 
ed, and  preparations  are  being  made 
for  a  hammer  and  tongs  fight. 

Lieut.  Humphrey  and  his  twenty  men 
of  the  Third  infantry,  all  Santiago  vet- 
erans ijy  the  way,  moved  over  to  the 
Indian  agency  last  niglit.  each  man 
carrying  fifteen  days'  rations  and  a 
shovel  in  addition  to  the  regular  equip- 
»nitnt.  This  move  was  to  impress  the 
bucks  w.ho  mig'ht  come  in  with  the  fact 
that  l^ncle  Sam  is  in  earne.«t.  Long 
'mmunity  from  pumshm.ent  seems  to 
have  made  the  Pillagers  very'  defiant, 
and  old  timers,  who  have  known  these 
Indians  for  twenty-five  years  and 
have  laughed  at  the  possibility  of 
trouble,  now  admit  there  will  most 
likely  be  a  brush.  Lieut.  Humphreys  is 
under  instructions  to  teach  the  Bear 
islanders  a  lesson  in  case  they  ever 
open  fire  on  the  regulars.  A  Gatling 
and  a  Hotchkiss  gun  have  been  a.sked 
tag,  and  the  island  will  be  swept  from 
one  end  to  the  other  if  necessary.  There 
will  hardly  be  a  movement  of  the 
troops   before   tomorrow  afternoon. 


They  Were  Put    Out    Before 
Damage  Was  Done. 

Oieyenne,  Wyo.,  Oct.  3.— Special 
Agent  Abbott  of  the  interior  depart- 
)ment  has  returned  from  Carbon  county 
where  he  was  engaged  for  three  weeks 
in  fighting  forest  fires  along  the  west 
side  of  Bald  mountain,  the  east  and 
west  sides  of  the  Platte  valley,  near 
Bennett,  on  the  head  of  Spring  creek, 
the  forks  of  the  Encampment  river  and 
around  Battle  mound.  Mr.  Abbott's 
force  consisted  of  a  large  number  of 
ranchmen,  who  volunteered  for  the 
work,  and  twenty  men  whom  he  hired. 
The  country  where  some  of  the  fires 
were  burning  is  rough  and  mountain- 
ous, and  it  was  necessary  to  use  pack 
animals  to  reach  it. 

With  great  difficulty  the  various  fires 
were  put  out  and  their  ravages  confined 
to  a  coraparativfely  small  area.  Had 
the  fire  on  Bald  mountain  crossed  to 
the  east  wide  of  the  mountain,  a  tract 
of  magniiflcent  timber,  twenty-five 
jniles  long,  would  have  been  destroyed. 

The  department  of  the  interior  au- 
thorized Mr.  Abbott  to  spare  no  ex- 
pense in  extinguishing  the  Carbon 
county  fires.  From  where  the  was 
working  Mr.  Abbott  states  that  the  im- 
mense fires  around  Hahn's  Peak,  Col., 
could  Ije  plainly  seen.  The  Colorado 
fires  are  driving  large  numbers  of  deer 
and  antelope  north  into  Wyoming. 

Word  has  been  received  that  the  big 
forests  of  Northern  Utah,  south  of  the 
Yellowstone  National  park,  are  burn- 
ing. These  fires  will  be  put  out  by  the 
forest  rangers  stationed  in  the  govern- 
iment  timber  reserves  of  that  region.

Chicago,  Oct.  3.— The  Santa  Fe  road 
has  made  arrangements  to  light  all  the 
cars  of  its  limited  train  running  be- 
tween Chicago  and  Los  Angeles,  a  dis- 
tance of  2265  miles,  with  electricity 
evolved  from  the  friction  of  the  car 
axles.  The  electric  equipment  of  each 
train  will  aggregate  4928  candle  power. 
All  berths  will  be  provided  with  berth 
lights  and  this  will  be  tile  first  train  in 
the  world  carrying  such  a  large  suuiJly 
of  light  service  exclusively  from  the  car 
axles.  It  is  the  intention  also  to  light 
the  locomotive  headlight  from  the  sam.e 
service,  thus  making  the  four  limited 
trains  axle-light  trains  throughout. 

The  introduction  of  this  system  on 
the  limited  trains  will  mark  quite  a  de- 
parture from  previous  practice,  which 
necessitated  a  large  light  plant  in  the 
baggage  car.  The  objection  to  this 
plan  is  that  if  the  baggage  car  meets 
with  an  accident,  or  the  plant  is  out  of 
order,  the  entire  light  output  of  the 
train  is  deranged.

YELLOW  FUGS  FLOAT. 

Announcement    of  Ten    New    Cases 
Causes  Much  Uneasiness. 

Jackson,  Miss.,  Oct.  3.— The  an- 
nouncement of  ten  new  cases  of  yellow 
fever  in  Jackson  Sunday  fell  ominously 
upon  the  ears  of  the  remaining  citizens. 
No  additional  cases  have  been  reported 
today,  but  a  numl>er  are  under  inveati- 
gation  and  before  night  the  bulletin 
ooard  will  announce  them  genuine  In 
several  parts  of  the  city  yellow  flags 
mark  the  infected  premises,  adding  to 
the  feeling  of  uneasiness  which  to  a 
great  extent  prevails.  There  is  no 
panic,  but  more  of  the  people  are  leav- 
ing for  northern  points  and  soon  there 
will  Ipe  comparatively  few  white  people 
here.  Several  of  the  state  ofllcials  have 
already  gone  and  more  will  leave  to- 
day or  tomorrow  and  with  two  or  three 
exceptions  the  state  house  will  be  de- 
serted. 


Hermann   Makes    Denial    of 

Charges  Concerning  Dead 

and  Down  Timber. 

Washington,  Oct.  3.— (Special  to  Th(^ 
Herald.)— Commissioner  of  General 
Land  Office  Hermann  has  written  an 
extended  letter  in  reply  to  certain 
charges  made  by  Mississippi  valley  lum- 
bermen of  crookedness  in  connectionwith 
dead  and  down  timber  on  ceded  por» 
tions  of  Chippewa  re^servations.  He 
says  the  records  of  his  office  show  that 
prices  far  Norway  and  white  ranged 
from  $4.25  to  J5.75  per  1000.  instead  ot 
$1  and  J2.  as  alleged.  He  has  approved 
contracts  for  sale  of  dead  and  do.vn 
timber  which  realized  $263,000.  Of  thia 
amount  $5000,  or  nearly  15  per  cent, 
has  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  thoi 
Indians  in  the  United  States  treasury. 

Hermann  denies  the  charge  that  -white 
men  were  employed  in  preference  to 
Indians.  The  law  requVres  that  Indians 
shall  be  employed,  and  they  were  given 
preference,  and  very  few  white  me?» 
were  employed. 

He  says  that  only  one  Instance  has 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
department  of  the  cutting  of  green  tim- 
ber. When  this  was  discovered  the  in- 
spector took  away  the  tools  and  the 
contractor  was  forced  to  pay  for  green 
logs,  amounting  to  $50. 

Replying  to  charges  against  con- 
tractors, Hermann  gives  the  names  of 
those  engaged  in  operations  during  the 
winter.  Among  them  are  Shevlin-Car- 
penter  company,  Ackley  Lumber  com- 
pany. Wild  Rice  Lumber  company,  and 
ten  or  a  dozen  others  well  known 
throughout  the  state.  Bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  contracts 
were  required  of  each,  both  for  pro- 
tection of  the  Indians  and  the  United 
States. 

Hermann  says  that  particular  pains 
were  taken  to  instruct  every  one  con- 
nected with  the  dead  and  down  timber 
force  to  protect  the  Indians  and  to  see 
to  it  that  they  were  favored  in  every 
way.

A  CONTRAST. 

Th  difTerenco  between  a  paper  and  a 
mere  party  organ  was  strikingly  illus- 
trated by  The  Herald  of  Saturday  and 
the  News  Triliune  of  Sunday  In  their 
treatment  of  the  speeches  delivered  by 
Mr.  Morris  and  Mr.  Towne.  The  Her- 
ald devoted  two  and  one-half  columi>s 
on  Saturday  to  a  report  of  the  speech 
delivered  at  f.ie  Armory  by  Mr.  Morris. 
It  wa.*  a  fair,  impartial  report  of  the 
main  features  of  his  address,  such  a.s 
the  readers  of  a  newspaper  are  entitUd 
to  expect. 

The  Xews  Tribune,  on  the  other 
hand,  failed  to  give  even  the  faintest 
aemblance  of  a  report  of  Mr.  Towne's 
speech  at  West  Duluth  on  Saturday 
nig-ht,  when  the  hall  was  crowded  and 
the  street  in  front  packed  with  people 
unable  to  gain  edmittance.  From  a 
news  standpoint,  Mr.  Towno's  speech 
was  worthy  of  an  impartial,  unbiased 
report  of  at  least  as  great  length  as 
The  Ht  raid's  report  of  Mr.  Morris' 
speech.  Instead  of  that  the  readers 
were  treated  to  a  column  or  more  of 
silly  stuff  that  was  probably  intended  to 
be  ridicule.  Hardly  a  word  of  what  Mr. 
Town*'  actually  f^ald  wa.s  printed,  and 
the  reader  looked  in  vain  for  even  a 
summary  of  the  points  which  he  maade 
in  reply  to  Mr.  Morris. 

But,  as  was  said  at  the  beginning  of 
this  article.  It  again  ilhistrates  the  dif- 
ference between  a  newspaper  and  a 
mere  party  organ. 

That  the  peopie  generally,  and  among 
them  nuiny  Republicans,  are  of  the 
same  opinion  as  The  Herald  in  this 
matter  is  evidenced  by  the  half-hearted 
apology  appearing  on  the  editorial  page 
of  this  morning's  News  Tribune.  The 
universal  desire  for  fair  and  unbiased 
news  reports  may  yet  compel  that 
paper  to  become  a  newspaper  in  the 
proper  sense  of  the  word. 


THE  SUPPLY  OF  1VHEAT. 

The  prediction  made  by  Sir  William 
Crooke  before  the  British  association 
that  the  wheat  supply  of  the  world  is 
^oing  to  give  out  at  a  not  distant  date 
does  not  receive  much  endorsement.  It 
is  recalled  that  nearly  twenty  years 
ago  Frank  Wilkeson  made  the  same 
prediction  in  the  New  York  Sun.  Our 
wheat  crop  now  is  double  what  i^  was 
then.  Yet  Mr.  Wilkeson  was  sure,  that 
wheat  was  at  its  greatest  production 
and  the  increase  of  population,  creating 
a  greater  demand  which  could  not  be 
supplied,  would  result  in  higher  prices. 
Instead  of  that  result,  the  wheat  crop 
has  steadily  grown  larger  and  the  price 
has  steadily  declined.  And  the  limit 
has  not  been  nearly  reached — despite  Sir 
William  Crooke's  prediction.  The  acre- 
age is  constantly  being  extended  anfl 
the  yield  per  acre  is  being  increased. 
And  it  is  shown  by  carefully  collected 
statistics  that  there  is  enough  wheat 
land  untilled  in  the  world  today  to 
doable  the  existing  average  crop. 

There  are  always  prophets  who  are 


I  making  rash  predictions  as  Sir  Wil- 
liam Crooke  has  done.  The  Philadel- 
phia Press  recalls  the  fact  that  forty 
years  ago  or  more  Mr,  Jcvons  pre- 
dicted that  the  English  coal  supply  was 
about  to  give  out.  Since  he  prophesied 
the  English  output  has  quadrupled  and 
one-fourth  of  it  goes  abroad,  because  it 
is  lowest  export  coal,  except,  posaibly 
our  own.  to  be  had  anywhere.  Sixteen 
years  ago,  in  1882,  R.  W.  Raymond  pre- 
dicted that  in  four  years  our  oil  supply 
would  give  out.  Last  year  was  our  lar- 
gest export  on  record.  1,034.000,000  gal- 
lons, twice  the  export  when  he  made 
the  prediction,  or  560.000.000.  The  pro- 
duct was  then  1,000.000,000  gallons  a 
year,  now  it  is  2.528,000,000.  About  eight 
years  ago  C.  Woods  Davis  predicted 
that  this  country  would  have  to  begin 
Importing  wheat  before  long,  l)ecause 
ue  had  reached  the  limit  of  wheat 
production.  The  yield  now  being  har- 
vested is  one-half  bigger  than  when  Mr,

THE  CHINESE  CRISIS. 

The  young  Chinese  emperor  was  too 
liberal  in  his  views  to  suit  the  old  em- 
press dowager  and  the  chief  mandarins 
and  he  was  quickly  forced  to  abdicate 
and  then  was  assa.ssinated.  The  ofllclal 
statement  is  given  out  that  he  com- 
mitted suicide,  but  there  is  hardly  a 
shadow  of  doubt  that  he  was  cruelly 
murdered  because  he  had  Imbibed  pro- 
gressve  Ideas  and  proposed  to  introduce 
civilization  of  the  Western  type  into 
his  empire.  The  emperor  recently  de- 
clared that  in  his  opinion  Western  civil- 
ization is  superior  in  many  respects  to 
Eastern  civilization,  and  announced 
that  he  intended  to  initiate  a  number 
of  public  policies  in  line  with  the  West- 
em  order  of  things.  He  proclaimed  the 
establishment  of  a  postal  system,  and 
called  upon  his  subjects  to  assist  him 
in  making  it  successful.  All  this  would 
have  been  accepted  by  the  old  officials, 
had  not  the  emperor  declared  In  addition 
that  he  would  require  monthly  reports 
from  all  officials  in  regard  to  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  public 
service.  This  reform  struck  at  the  heart 
of  an  officialism  that  rests  upon  vice, 
and  the  officials  won  to  their  assistance 
the  empress  dowager,  who  had  the  em- 
peror seized  and  herself  reassumed  the 
reins  of  power. 

Coupled  with  the  report  of  the  em- 
peror's death  conies  the  announcement 
that  several  "tonsplrators"  have  been 
executed  by  the  order  of  the  empress 
dowager.  These  men  were  the  favorite 
advisers  of  the  late  emperor,  reformers 
who  induced  him  to  undertake  innova- 
tions that  would  start  the  empire  on 
the  path  of  progress.  It  Is  gratifying 
to  learn  that  Kang  Yu  \Vei,  who  was 
chiefly  responsible  for  the  reforms  in- 
troduced by  the  emperor,  escaped  to 
Japan.  He  may  yet  be  the  means  of 
placing  China  on  the  right  track.  As

Is  the  United  States  under  any  obli- 
gation to  consider  a  proposition  of  this 
kind?  The  New  York  Journal  of  Com- 
merce urges  that  the  conditions  under 
which  the  representatives  of  the  United 
States  claimed  and  received  the  co- 
operation of  the  insurgent  chiefs  Im- 
pose a  distinct  responsibility  upon  our 
government.  It  recalls  conferences  last 
April,  before  the  declaration  of  war,  be- 
tween the  American  consul  at  Singa- 
pore and  A.guinaldo,  at  which  the  ques- 
tion of  Insurgent  aid  to  the  United 
States  in  the  event  of  war  was  consid- 
ered. It  was  understood  that  Admiral 
Dewey  was  informed  of  what  trans- 
pired at  these  conferences.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter of  history  that  Aguinaldo  went  to 
Hong  Kong— it  was  said  at  the  urgent 
request  of  Dewey— and  from  there  went 
to  Manilla. 

Now  while  there  was  undoubtedly 
an  arrangement  between  the  American 
naval  commander  and  the  Insurgent 
leader,  as  the  Omaha  Bee  says,  there  is 
no  reason  to  think  that  it  was  of  a  na- 
ture that  fixed  any  permanent  respon- 
sibility on  the  United  States,  that  im- 
posed any  obligation  extending  to  the 
question  of  the  future  government  of 
the  Philippines,  Of  course  Dewey  and 
the  American  consuls  who  held  confer- 
ences with  Aguinaldo  knew  that  he  had 
been  fighting  for  independence,  but 
they  could  give  him  no  assurances 
that  would  be  binding  upon  their  gov- 
ernment. The  insurgents  were  doubt- 
less of  some  service,  but  what  they  did 
hardly  imposed  an  obligation  on  this 
country  as  they  appear  to  think.  Still 
it  must  be  admitted  that  there  is  force 
in  the  view  that  on  the  score  of  hu- 
manity the  Philippines  should  not  be 
leturned  to  Spain.

Towne.  l^ing  a  free  agent,  speaks  his 
own  fmind  and  stands  by  his  convictions 
regardless  of  whether  they  are  in  har- 
mony with  those  of  a  clique  of  party 
bosses  or  not.  If  he  were  built  on  the 
lines  of  Mr,  Morris  he  would  carefully 
refrain  from  giving  utterance  to  any 
thought  until  after  his  party  consented, 
or  perhaps  his  campaign  committee 
had  told  him,  what  was  proper  for  him 
to  say, 

Mr.  Towne,  besides  talking  in  a  most 
entertaindng  and  convincing  way  on 
the  fln^vicial  question,  discussed  some 
of  the  propositions  advanced  by  his 
opponent,  and  criticised  his  public  rec- 
ord, ail  with  both  candor  and  cour- 
tesy. References  to  Mr.  Morris  were 
considerate,  and  not  a  syllable  was 
spoken  of  a  personal  character,  or  to 
which  the  slightest  exception  could  be 
taken.  In  opening  his  remarks  on  the 
tariff  question  he  proclaimed  himself  a 
protectionist,  and  then  declared  that 
the  Dingley  bill,  for  which  Mr.  Morris 
claimed  so  much,  was  the  worst  pro- 
tective measure  ever  submitted  to  con- 
gress. He  showed  that  it  'had  been  pre- 
pared to  please  the  trusts,  whose  rep- 
resentatives had  written  it,  the  lan- 
guage used  by  them  In  their  briefs 
and  arguments  being  incorporated  in 
the  bill  bodily.  He  said  it  had  been  a 
failure  as  a  revenue  producer,  and  pre- 
dicted that  the  war  revenue  law  would 
not  be  repealed,  but  would  be  con- 
tinued in  force  indefinitely.  Of  the 
charge  made  by  Mr.  Morri*  that  he  had 
been  in  Washington  lobbying  against 
the  $2  tariff  on  lumber.  Mr.  Towne  said 
that  he  had  been  employed  as  an  at- 
torney by  Duluth  lumlietnnen  to  pre- 
pare a  brief  advocating  the  placing  of 
litmber  on  the  free  list.  This  he  ihad 
done,  but  personally  he  was  in  favor  of 
a  tariff  of  $1  a  1000  on  lumber.  That 
was  enoug'h;  $2  was  too  much.  He 
showed  that  it  had  al>solutely  pro- 
hibited the  importation  of  Canadian 
lumber,  and  had  made  it  possible  for 
the  lum'oermen  of  the  South  to  Invade 
the  Northern  markets  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  Minnesota  manufacturers. 

In  touching  upon  the  subject  of  the 
war,  Mr.  Towne  said  he  had  no  desire' 
to  indulge  In  any  captious  criticism, 
but  maintained  that  if  all  the  glory  and 
credit  gained  by  the  navy  and  army  of 
the  counto'  were  to  be  appropriated  by 
the  Republicans  to  tf.ie  administration 
of  President  McKlnley,  that  they  should 
not  complain  if  the  neglect  of  duty  and 
plunders  made  in  the  conduct  of  the 
war  should  be  charged  up  to  them. 

Referring  to  Mr.  Morris'  advocacy  of 
a  postal  savings  bank  bill,  he  said  he 
belonged  to  a  party  of  bankers  who  did 
not  believe  in  the  government  engaging 
in  the  banking  business,  and  that  there- 
fore he  could  not  possibly  succeed  in 
having  it  enacted  into  law.  If  a  postal 
savings  bank  Tneasure  is  ever  placed  on 
the  statute  books,  he  logically  conclud- 
ed that  it  would  not  be  done  by  the 
Republican  party. 

A  marvelous  commercial  develop- 
,ment  in  China,  Mr.  Tovnie  predicted, 
was  alx>ut  to  take  place,  in  which  the 
surplus  energy  of  humanity  would  be 
engaged  in  the  future.

For  the  same  reason 
it  cannot  return  these  islands  to  Spain," 
Aguinaldo  was  some  time  ago  in  favor 
of  Philippine  independence  under  joint 
European  and  American  control,  but  it 
is  not  certain  that  he  holds  this  idea 
now.    Still    he    would    probably   accept

ITiat  is,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  the 
Imcst  thing  mat  a  war  in  a  countrv  like 
ours  calls  into  being.  The  lines  thai  sep- 
arate class  from  class  are  arbitrarv  and 
artificial;  the  bonds  thtit  unite  them  in 
love  of  country  and  the  responsibility  of 
citizenshij)  are  real  and  strong.  To  fight 
with  a  brave  adversary  produces  respect 
the  one  for  the  other;  but  to  light  side 
by  side  with  brave  men,  sharing  the  hard- 
shiiis  of  the  march  and  the  carnp  and  the 
dangers  of  battle,  jiroduces  a  respect 
the  one  for  the  other  which  is  augmented 
by  something  very  like  affection,  and 
siimuiated,  too,  by  the  consciousness  of 
a   high   purpose  that  is  common   to  all. 

Travel  is  a  great  educator,  but  it  is  as 
nothing  compared  with  the  intimate  com- 
panionship of  the  camp  and  the  liatfle- 
lield.

It  is  said  that  at  least  200  news- 
papers sent  corespondents  to  Holland 
during  coronation  week,  and  a  commit- 
tee, with  a  member  of  the  states  gen- 
eral at  its  head,  and  the  burgomaster  of 
Amsterdam  amcmg  its  active  promoters 
arranged  everything  for  their  comfort. 
A  house  was  taken  to  serve  them  as  a 
sort  of  club  during  their  stay.  Each 
duly  accredited  journalist  received  an 
elegant  sort  of  pocketbook  containing 
his  own  photogi-aph,  with  a  permit  to 
attend  all  the  public  ceremonies  and  to 
travel  gratuitously  over  all  railways 
witMn  the  kingdom. 


A  curious  experiment,  says 
London  Sketch,  has  recently  been 
tried  in  Berlin  to  discover  how 
much  work  the  military  shoemaker 
could  do  in  case  of  war,  A  kind  of  gen- 
eral rehearsal  was  held,  to  which  1200 
shoemakers  were  bidden,  and  they  were 
installed  in  the  workshops  of  the  First 
artillery  regiment.  The  trial  lasted  for 
a  month,  without  a  moment  off.  The 
shoemakers  were  divided  into  two 
bodies,  one  for  day  work  and  the  other 
for  night  work.  They  had  in  attend- 
ance forty  workmen  ready  to  repair  the 
machines  in  case  of  any  temporary 
breakdown.  During  the  four  weeks  the 
1200  shoemakers  produced,  by  working 
day  and  night,  the  respectable  total  of 
2500  pairs  of  boots  a  day.

J'hll- 
o.sophers  had  talked  about  it;  theorists 
had  written  about  It.  but  never  before 
was  it  actualized  in  any  nation.  The  dn<- 
trine  was  beautifully  state.l  in  ihe  open- 
ing language  of  that  immortal  charter  of 
human  libertj.  The  wo'-UI  has  never 
grown  weary  of  listening  to  those  words 
in  whi(  h  Thomas  Jefferson,  for  the  first 
tim.'  ;ii  any  instrument  of  government 
an'tounced  it.  You  remember  how  it 
rr-ads: 

■■\Ve  hold  iae.«-e  truths  to  be  self-evident 
that  all  men  were  created  e(|ual.  that  they 
are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  cer- 
tain unalienable  rights  that  among  these 
are  lite,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  hai)- 
pmes.s.  mat  to  .Secure  these  rights  gov- 
ernments art:  nistituted  among  men  d»- 
riving  their  just  powers  from  ihe  tonsent 
of  the  governed."

{rather  Into  the  hands  of  the  few.  no 
loiiger  titled,  no  longer  an  heretlltary 
aristocracy,  no  longer  claiming  the  di- 
vine right  of  kings  to  rule,  but  to  rule 
^'oleiy  because  of  their  power  to  rule 

There  are  some  words  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coin  that  I  desire  to  read  In  your  pi-es- 
ence  as  applicable  not  only  to  Ihe  great 
ontest  he  was  engaged  In.  but  to  the  one 
you  and  I  engaged  In.  Said  he,  referring 
to  the  statement  he  had  Just  made  in  one 
of  the  debates  between  himself  and  Judge 
IJouglas,  as  to  whether  slavery  was  right 
or  wrong— "That  is  the  issue  which  will 
continue  In  this  countrv  when  these  poor 
tongues  of  Judge  Douglas  and  mvself 
shall  be  silent.  It  Is  the  eternal  struggle 
between  these  two  principles,  right  and 
wrong,  throughout  the  world.  Thev  are 
the  two  principles  which  have  st<M>d  foe 
to  face  since  the  beginning  of  time,  and 
wjli  ever  continue  to  struggle.  The  one  is 
the  common  right  of  humanity,  ami  the 
other  the  divine  right  of  kings.  It  Is  the 
same  principle  in  whatstHver  shajte  |t 
develops  Itself.  It  is  the  same  spirit  whieh 
says  'you  work  and  toil  and  earn  bread, 
and  I  II  eat  it."  No  matter  in  what  shape 
it  comes,  whether  from  the  mouth  of  a 
king  who  seeks  to  bestride  the  people  of 
his  own  nation  and  live  by  the  fruits  of 
their  labor,  or  from  one  race  of  men  as 
an  apology  for  enslaving  another  race. 
It  Is  the  same  tyrannical  prlndiile."  And 
Abraham  Lincoln  might  have  added,  that 
it  was  the  same  principle  now  asserted 
by  the  organized  greed  of  the  world  in 
its  i)lans  to  appropriate  an  ever  Increas- 
ing share  of  the  property  of  those  who 
produce. 

This  Is  the  third  stage  of  the  struggle. 
Vou  and  I  today  are  waging  the  flght  of 
the  centuries  against  the  wrongs  of  the 
centuries,  but  it  has  taken,  in  our  time, 


furnish  it  to  me.  I  met  Mr.  Hendryx,  of 
Sauk  t'enter.  who  h.-id  b» >- n  chairman  oi 
the  committee  on  re.<ohition;--.  and  asked 
him  If  he  could  gel  me  a  ci)py  of  the  plat- 
form. an<l  he  said  no.  he  didn't  remember 
wluit  had  become  of  them.  I  asked 
what  the  resolutions  were  about  and  he 
said  he  really  didn't  know,  thev  "hadn't 
paid  very  much  attention  to  them.  " 
But.  my  friends.  I  iieard  bv  -a  Utile  in. 
<iuiry.  that  they  had  hurrahe<l  for  Mc- 
Klnley  and  Imlorsed  the  war,  nominated 
the  judge  and  adjourned.  Thev  ap^Kirent- 
ly  thought  that  was  all  that  was  neces- 
s.ir.v  to  do. 

"Well,  you  know  the  war  was  on  at 
that  time,  and  every  patriotic  American 
eitlzen  was  suborrllnatlng  every  i.t"tioai 
and  every  Individual  motive  to  "the  grand 
interests  of  the  cf)untrv,  to  the  glory 
and  the  majesty  of  the  flag.  (Applause.) 
These  men  thought  ll  might  always  be 
that  way  and  they  Ignoreil  the  presump- 
tion that  was  involvt^  in  the  assumption 
that  the  war  was.  v>er force,  a  Republican 
in.stead  of  an  American  war:  and  so  thev 
iniiors<'d  the  war.  as  I  hnve  said,  and 
adjourned.  But.  unfortunatelv  for  these 
gentlemen,  the  war  stopi>ed,  and  it  has 
not  ncently  been  found  to  be  quite  .^» 
engaging  a  topic  a.s  (hev  found  it  in  its 
e.ii!y  stages.  They  might  have  forgot- 
ten rtiat  a  jealous  in^ople,  a  i>eople  re- 
ganlful  of  the  Welfare  of  the  boys  that 
marchetl  forth  to  offer  up  their  lives  for 
their  country,  would  Insist  ujion  .-i  strict 
account  for  the  care  tliar  should  lie  ex- 
en-lsed  i>V£r  lho.<e  children  of  the  n.ition. 
.\nd  so  It  comes,  my  friends,  that  the 
sh.-tdow  of  AlgtT  h.-is  fallen  a<-ross  the 
Ima.ge  of  Dewey  and  sort  of  neutralizefl 
I'.K-  wrongly  imputed  Kepubllcan  tini  of 
It.  I  ;im  not  here  to  <letraet  one  jot  or 
title  from  any  <leserved  glorv  that  Mr. 
•McKlnley  m;iy  get  from  the  war.  I 
»vould  Indeeil  have  been  content  to  sa.v 
nothing  about  it  rcsp.x-ting  individuals, 
but  If  our  friends  on  the  ohter  side  h  ive 
the  bad  taste  to  claim  for  President  Me- 
KinJey  all  the  glory  won  by  his  subor- 
dinates, they  ought  net  to  complain  If 
we  al.so  visit  u|K>n  him  the  resiM^nslbilitv 
.•■or  the  other  results  that  some  of  his 
subordinates   have  occasioned. 

But.    my   friends.   Judge   Morris  sent    to

Tribune,    the   Chicago   Tribune   and 
the  St.   Paul   Pioneer  Press  every  day  or 
two.  more  or  less  distinct  foreshadowings 
of    the    purpose    to    continue    Indefinitely 
the   "war  amendments.  "     Th**  real   Ding- 
ley  law  will  never  again  be  seen.

If  a  man  Is  a  protec- 
tionist it  me,-.ns  that  he  is  in  favor  of  so 
a<ljusting  the  tax  laws  by  which  vou  im- 
pose duties  upon  goods  that  come  Into 
the  country,  called  import  duties  as  to 
protect  the  industries  inside  of  our  coun- 
try that  are  iirodiicing  articles  the  like 
ot  which  come  In  tram  the  outside.  Now 
ooy  much  duty  shall  be  put  upon  an  ar- 
ticle to  produce  the  required  degree  of 
protection  is  a  question  individual  to  the 
case  In  hand.  Nobody  can  tell  as  a  gen^ 
era!  proposition  what  It  ought  to  be.  It 
needs  to  be  sometimes  lower,  and  some- 
times higher,  and  it  needs  to  be  higher 
on  some  things  than  on  other  things  and 
it  never  ought  to  be  more  than  just  "high 
<  iv.ugn  and  it  never  ought  to  be  too  low. 
\.  hen  you  .say  a  man  is  a  "high"  protee- 
tionist  .vou  therefore  mean  he  is  in  favor 
of  loo  high  jirotection.  and  lliat  1  never 
did  c.alm  to  be.  (Aj-plause.)  1  was  alwavs 
111  favor  of  just  en.nigh.  if  I  could  find 
out  what  it  was.  Hut  the  modern  Re- 
(lUblican  idea  of  protection  isn't  the  orig- 
inal Republican  Idea  of  protection. 
Mr.     ('Miser,    a    distinguished    Republi- 


-;;n   i)oIiii,i;in   of  Ohio,    a    warm    personal 
friend  of  James  G.  Blaine  and  for  a  long 
time  a  member  of  the  national  Republican 
committee,  ncdared  In  the  last  campaign 
over   his  own  signature   that  Mr.    Blaine 
not    long  before   nis  death,   told   him   that 
the  McKinley  Idea  ot    protection  was  not 
111    accordance    with    the    distinctive    Re- 
publican  theory,   but   that,   in   McKlnIc\'s 
notion,   the  schedules   of  the  tariff  ought 
to    be    so    arranged       as    to    give    to    the 
respective    interests  safe-guarded    bv   the 
law  a  degree  of  protection  graduate"d  ac- 
cording   to    the    size    of    their    respective 
c  ontrlbutions  to  the  Republican  campaign 
fund.     My  friends.   I  don't  believe  In  that 
kind    of    protection,    myself;    and    I    don't 
believe  in  a  protection   that  builds  up  gi- 
gantic trusts  In  the  nation  which,  by  en- 
abling certain    interests  at   home   to  con- 
trol absolutely  the  home  market  because 
of   a    tariff    duty    .so    high    as    to    exclude 
al.    fear    of    foreign       comiJetitlon,    may 
thereafter  In  combination  still  all  competi- 
tion In  this  country.  My  theory  of  protec- 
tion is  this,  in  brief:  That  every  great  na- 
tion with  a  large  extent  of  terrltorv,  with 
wiilely    varied    resources,    with    a    people 
cunning,    inventive  and   industrious,    hav- 
ing high  politi.-al  a.siiirations  and  exalted 
political    rights    and    desiring,    therefore, 
to  live  In  a  degree  of  comfort  In  order  to 
be    enlightened     enough     and     intelligent 
enough  to  cast  a  proper  ballot:  ought  to 
have  Its  own  citizens  independent  enough 
fr:»m    the    rest    of    the    world    to    produce 
for    the    wants    of   its  own    people   those 
things   which    the   nature   of   its   .soli,    the 
diversity  of  Its  resources  and  the  .skill  and 
power  of  its  people  will  enable  it  to  pro- 
duce  in  quantities  sufficient   to   meet   the 
home  demand:   and  that  duties  should  be 
so  impo.sed   upon  goods  coming  from   the 
outside  to   compete  with   our  home-made 
goods  as  to  compensate  for  the  difference 
in    labor    cost    between    the    goods    pro- 
duced   upon    a    lower   standard    of    living 
and  wages  ;ind   the  goods  .produced  upon 
the  higher  standard  of  living  and  wages. 
I   always  claimed  as  a  Republican   that 
my    party    h.id    failed    In    some    respects 
clearly  to  enforce,  indeed  rightly  to  com- 
prehend, the  full  extent  of  the  doctrine  of 
protection,   because   it   was   In    my    lud.g- 
ment  a  mistake,  an  unsystematic  and  un- 
scientific thing,  that  the  phllosop.''y  which 
say.i    that   we  must   protect   our   laboring 
man    against    the    cheap   products   of   the 
foreign    laborer,    will,    nevertheless,    fall 
to  protect  him  against  the  competition  of 
that    t-erj'    labor    it.self    compelling    It    to 
leave    the    place   where   It    was    prevented 
from    producing    those    things    which    we 
excluded,   and   to   move  into   our  countrv 
to   compete   with    our   own    laboring   m"eh 
by    making    the    same       products,    which 
could  not  then  be  excluded,  and  eager  to 
wor  kfor  wages  that  must  cause,  by  un- 
even   competition,    our    general    level    of 
wages  to  come  down.  So  I  have  said  there 
should   be  some   protection   for  the  labor- 
ing m.in  In  the  I'nited  States  against  the 
unrestricted  Importation  of  foreign  labor. 
Now.    my   friends,   enough    on   that   head 
for  the  moment,  jierhaps. 

1  desire  to  take  up  a  few  thin.gs  that 
my  opponent  said  In  his  speech  last 
night  and  to  treat  them  briefly,  not  with 
the  care  and  thoroi.'ghness  1  should  like 
to  do,  because  I  returned  only  today  at 
noon  and  have  been  very  bus.v  until  about 
4  o'clock,  since  which  time  l'  have  barelv 
read  his  speech.  Let  me  sav  at  this  time 
that  I  appreciate  very  much  the  cour- 
teous, self-restraint  that  the  judge  Im- 
poses upon  himself.  I  apreclate  his 
courtesy,  his  failure  to  treat  me  with 
some  of  the  asperities  tliat  too  often  were 
expressed  in  the  campaign  of  18S6.  I  think 
the  experience- we  had  two  years  ago  has 
borne  fruit.  I  am  very  sorrv  that  the 
new.spaper  which  printed  his  siieech  this? 
morning  was  so  uncomiillmentarv  to  the 
judge  as  not  to  have  Imitated  hini  In  that 
gentlemanly  character.  I  shall  not  spend 
much  time  with  the  News  Tribune.   Not 


Now  I  think  I  have  got  a  vivid  imiires- 
slon  of  the  greatness  of  the  Sixth  con- 
gressional district,  as  vivid  an  Impres- 
sion as  my  friend  Morris.  He  can't  say 
too  much  for  it.  my  friends.  It  Is  one  of 
the  greatest  districts,  indeed,  I  sometimes 
think  that  in  some  resjiects  it  is  the  great- 
est district  in  the  I'nlted  Stales.  It  was 
a  common  experience  for  me,  and  I  have 
no  doubt  my  successor  has  found  It  so 
since  he  has  been  In  congress,  while  in 
Washington  t<i  hear  various  members  of 
congress  In  speaking  to  some  department 
ofljcer,  or  chatting  with  other  m«'mbers, 
referring  to  some  great  interest  in  their 
districts.  Well,  the  member  from  the 
Sixth  Minnesota  could  tilmost  always 
duplicate  the  statement  of  any  other  man. 
whatever  it  might  be.  If  you  heard  a 
member  from  a  .Michigan  district,  for  in- 
stance, speak  of  its  vast  dcjiosits  of  Iron 
ore,  why.  .vou  could  say  to  him.  "all  the 
iron  ore  there  is  In  your  state  Isn't  a  com- 
narison  to  what  there  is  in  one  county  in 
my  district."  If  they  happened  to  be  talk- 
ing aboi't  their  pine,  you  could  say,  "there 
is  more  pine  in  my  district  than  there  is 
in  yours."  If  they  talked  about  com- 
merce, "why  there  is  the  most  imperial 
port  upon  all  the  fresh  waters  in  my  dis- 
trict." This  district  is  2W)  square  mlies 
greater  than  the  whole  state  of  Indiana. 
There  is  a  population  approximating  300,- 
iKNi  iieople  in  it.  There  arc  many  old  sol- 
diers in  the  district.  There  are  many 
siilendid  farms  in  the  district.  Nearl\-  ail 
great  nationalities  are  represented  in  the 
district,  and  the  work  that  the  congress- 
man has  who  represents  it  in  congress  is 
certainly  as  severe,  and  I  think  It  is  more 
so,  as  Is  that  of  any  other  representative 
In  the  I'nited  States  congress. 

My  opponent  made  earl.v  reference  last 
night  to  the  campaign  of  1S96.  and  I  -want 
to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  inaccura- 
cies for  a  moment  or  so.  He  says:  "In 
the  summer  of  ISW  the  great  parties  met 
to  put  forth  their  platforms  and  lo  nom- 
inate their  candidates  for  president.  At 
that  time  the  condition  of  the  country 
was  gloomy  indeed.  Public  credit  had  run 
down  below  an.v  i)recedent  since  the  good 
old  days  of  James  Buchanan."  Now  that 
certainly  Is  a  misstatement,  due.  let  us 
suppose,  to  the  fact  of  carelessness.  He 
certainly  knows  better  and  he  certainly 
wouldn't  make  a  statement  deliberately 
that  was  untrue.  The  Idea  of  a  man  say- 
,  ing  that  the  credit  of  the  I'nited  States 
at  any  time  since  the  war  has  been  as 
low  as  it  was  In  the  year  when  James 
Buchaniin  went  out  of  the  presidency  of 
the  I'nited  States!  The  credit  of  the 
Tnited  States  ever  since  the  war  has  l>een 
the  greatest  of  all  countries  on  the  face 
of  the  globe,  and  always  will  be.  (Ap- 
plause.) What  does  he  mean  by  saying 
that  the  credit  of  this  country  was  at  so 
low  an  ebb  in  ISM?  Why,  you  will  have 
to  ask  him.  1  am  sure  1  haven't  the  slight- 
est conception  of  what  he  means  by  it. 
But  I  do  know  this,  that  there  never  has 
been  a  dav  when  the  I  "nited  States  went 
into  the  markets  of  the  world  to  borrow 
monev  since  the  war  that  it  could  not 
borrow  all  It  wanted  and  more  than  it 
ought  to. 

Then  he  savs:  "All  enterprise  seemcnl 
to  be  palsletl.  A  general  paralysis 
seemetl  to  h.ive  settle<1  over  the  great  In- 
dustries of  the  country.  Tlvous«nds  of 
men  willing  to  work  and.  In  their  great 
distress.  wUllng  to  work  at  almo.<i  any 
wage  rate,  were  Id'e.  Business  in  every 
line  was  dull  and  unprofitable.  CNdlec- 
tlons  were  impossible.  Everywhere,  on 
ever.v  hamd,  there  was  despondency, 
doubt,  dismay." 

This  collection  of  descrlptlves  would  do 
credit  to  Grover  Cleveland;  but  the 
speaker  neglected  to  remark  that  this 
condition  had  begun  In  1S93.  following 
hard  upon  the  closing  of  the  India  mints 
to  the  coinage  of  sliver  in  June  and  in- 
tensified by  the  repeal  of  the  Shernuin  sil- 
ver law  In  November,  this  latter  action 
depriving  the  rnited  States  of  that  con- 
stant access  of  silver  money  needed  by 
our  growing  jKipulatlon  and  business  and 
to  which  President  Harrison  In  his  an- 
nual message  of  l«tO  had  attributed  the 
revival  of  trade.  My  friends,  the  judge 
uses  this  allegetl  despondency  and  lack 
of  prosperity  of  two  years  ago  In  sharp 
contrast  with  a  picture  that  he  draws 
of  the  alleged  conditions  of  today,  the 
progress,  happiness  annl  universal  pros- 
oerity  in  the  rnltr^l  States^almost.  if 
not  ciulte,  one  would  suppose,  without 
any  jyarallel  in  the  history  of  the  country 
or  the  world. 

Mr.  Towne  here  read  a  lecture  to  the 
new.spapers  and  campaign  orators  who 
so  persistently  shout  iM'osperlty  wiiether 
there  is  any  or  not,  and  declared  that 
"rainbow-chasers  are  as  harmful  to  the 
country  as  calamity  howlers."  and  that 
the  true  concer..  of  every  citizen  should 
be  "to  know  the  truth  -and  confess  It.  " 
He  said  that  "whatever  the  money  sys- 
tem may  be.  the  osclllaii<ms  <>f  credit 
aivd  other  temporary  causes  will  produce 
c.vclos  of  relativei.v  small  rises  and  falls 
of  price«.  as  have  occurred  since  187:5.  and 
when  in  this  way  a  little  general  rise  Is 
noticed  it  always  affords  so  striking  a 
contrast  with  prec<^ling  con.litlons  as  to 
appear  relatively  like  a  succession  of 
prosperity  after  ruin."  He  affirmed  tha'c. 
the  only  eras  in  all  history  when  prosper- 
ity alxjund'ed  were  periods  of  rising 
prices,  and  challenged  all  gold  standard 
adv-ocates  "to  cite  from  history  or  ex- 
perience perlokls  of  general  advance  In 
welfare  when  average  prices  were  fall- 
ing. The  present  slight  Improvement  is 
characterized  by  a  small  rise  of  prices 
due  to  expand(>d  credits  abroad  and  at 
home  to  the  brisk  circulation  of  millions 
of  dollars  of  universal  expenditure  pro- 
duced by  the  war.  It  Is.  and  In  the  na- 
ture of  things  ll  can  be.  only  temporary. 
Many  similar  phenomena  have  occuired 
since  1S73,  but  have  not  availed  to  ^top 
the  general  fall  of  ijrices  which  now 
amounts  to  nearly  oO  jier  cent  since  that 
datje.  The  gold  standard  Is  Inevitably 
a  cau.se  of  falling  prices,  as  resistless  and 
certain  In  its  oixr^ation  as  the  law  of 
gravitation,  and  after  every  temporary 
che<-k  the  fall  will  be  resumed  and  must 
tontinue  indefinitely  If  the  system  is  al- 
lowed to  remain." 

Mr.  Towne  said  tihat  the  people  could 
not  be  fookxl  by  this  condition,  even  If 
reiniforced  by  local  demand  for  lal>or  due 
to  the  draft  of  men  to  the  Klondike  and 
the  war  and  the  temporary  requlremeruts 
of  the  harvest  fields.  Men  know  there  is 
n-o  general  and  real  prosperity  among 
the  masses.  Ask  the  small  business  men 
and  owners  of  property.  He  referred, 
as  illustrating  the  trend  and  effect  of 
permanent  causes  to  the  failure  of  last 
week  of  the  great  New  England  Loan 
and  Trust  companfy  of  New  York,  with 
liabilities  of  over  $6,300,000.  occasioned  bv 
inability  t!'i  ral.se  some  $;M0.O0(),  Its  de"- 
bentures  being  based  on  mortgages  upon 
Iowa.  Texa.s.  Nebraska  and  Kans'as 
farms;  to  the  widespread  rethictlons  of 
wages,  shortening  of  employment  an<l 
closing   of   mills   in    the     New     EngtoiKl 


states;  and  t0  the. awful  labor  sltuatlom 
In  the  coal  mines  of  Illinois,  whither  the 
tix)ops  were  ordered  a  my  or  two  ago. 

JtJdge  Morris  takes  a  very  great  deal 
of  credit  to  himself  for  being  re«p«mi5ible 
for  the  diity  of  $2  a  thousand  on  White 
pine  lumber.  He  does,  to  be  sure,  s.<iy 
that  If  It  had  not  bf^n  for  Representative 
Tawney  the  $2  never  -v^otlld  have  been  put 
on.  1  am  glad  that  mv  disponent  Is  not 
going  to  shoulder  the  entire  respdnslbtlay. 
He  has  something  to  sav  also  because! 
was  not  In  favor  of  that  $2  lumber  dutv. 
Now.  my  friends,  I  went  to  the  city  oi 
Washington  during  my  opponent's  first 
term,  as  an  attorney  representing  clients 
who  had  been  connected  with  the  („^ran- 
berry  Lumber  company  of  this  city,  which 
my  law  firm  had  served  as  its  lawyers 
for  several  years.  I  went  down  there  at 
their  request  and  I  prepared  a  brief  In 
favor  of  the  admission  of  white  pine  lum- 
ber duty  free.  1  had,  of  course,  a  per- 
fect professional  right  to  do  it.  Judge 
Morris  would  not,  1  think,  refuse  to  take 
a  case  because,  for  example,  a  Democrat 
brought  It  to  him.  I  was  practicing  my 
profession  and  my  clients  desired  me  to 
go  to  Washington  and  prepare  that  brkf. 
and  I  did  so.  With  my  professional  en- 
gagements while  in  private  life  the  public 
has  and  seeks  to  have  no  concern.  You 
are,  however,  entitled  to  know,  aside  fr..m 
mv  position  as  a  lawyer  representing  mv 
clients,  what  my  Individual  position  is 
and  would  be.  on  the  lumber  duty  as  on 
any  other  public  question.  I  have  said 
that  I  am  a  protectionist.  I  am.  I  al- 
ways have  been.  1  am  not  of  those  ihat 
are  called  high  protectionists.  I  am  in 
favor  of  protection  enough,  and  I  am 
against  protection  that  is  too  much.  And 
1  undertake  to  say  that  $2  a  thousand  on 
white  pine  lumber  is  too  much  and  more 
than  the  lumbermen  ought  to  demand,  and 
that  $1  a  thousand  Is  enough,  in  isyd 
William  McKinley  framed  the  tariff  bill. 
Now  Mr.  McKinley  was  and  Is  the  Ideal 
Republican  statesman  as  a  protectionist. 
Is  he  not?  When  you  think  of  protection 
In  the  I'nited  States  of  what  man  do 
you  think?  William  McKlnlev.  He 
framed  the  tariff  bill  of  l>s;'0, 
and,  as  you  can  see  by  consulting  the 
tariff  hearings  held  b.v  his  committee,  this 
subject  was  exhaustively  considered  in 
all  its  bearings  by  him.  What  duty  did 
Mr.  McKinley  put  on  white  pine  lumber? 
One  dollar  a  thousand.  Then  on  ihat  sub- 
ject l  am  as  much  of  :i  iirotectionisi  as 
McKinley.  Am  I  not?  That  certainly 
ought  to  be  good  enough.  And.  mind  yea. 
when  McKinley  put  $1  a  thousand"  on 
white  pine  there  was  more  than  twice  as 
much  of  such  pine  standing  in  the  rnited 
States  as  there  is  today. 

The  idea  of  protection  is  to  build  uj) 
industries  at  home.  You  can't  manufac- 
ture pine  forests.  It  takes,  acc-irding  to 
Professor  Fernow,  about  150  years  to  grow 
a  white  pine  tree  to  merchantable  size. 
Hence  an  unnecessary  duty  on  white  pine 
is  not  an  encouragement  to  the  develop- 
ment of  an  industry,  but  it  is  a  premium 
on  the  destruction  of  one.  According  to 
this  same  high  autliority  If  we  go  on 
cutting  our  white  pine  on  the  .-^cale  we 
have  been  doing  It  since  ISSti.  not  one  'iree 
will  be  left  in  six  years.  We  shall  then 
be  deiiendent  on  the  small  Canadian  sup- 
l>ly  and  unable  to  regulate  the  price  by 
)>utting  any  white  pine  of  our  own  in 
competition  with  it.

Vou  i)ut  a  dut.v  on.  not  to 
keep  the  article  out.  but  to  let  It  come  in 
upon  fair  terms.  Isn't  that  true??  I'ro- 
ii  -lion  Is  not  prohibition.  But  I  want  to 
call  to  your  notice  the  testimony  before 
the  ways  and  means  committee  (-m  ivige 
554»  given  by  Mr.  Winchester,  of  West 
Virginia,  the  chief  advocatj  of  the  higii 
duty: 

g.  What  do  you  think  the  duty  ought 
to  be? 

Mr.  Winchester:  It  ought  to  bo  pro- 
hibitive. 
Q.  Would  $2  do  th.nt? 
Mr.  Winchester:  Yes;  just  about. 
Judge  Morris  says  that  1  tb.ink  $2  \\<>iil<l 
be  iMohibitive.  1  nevei  said  that  J2  was 
I)rohibitive.  What  1  did  say  was  that  Mr. 
V\'inchcster  said  that  he  wanted  J2  and 
that  Mr.  Winchester  said  It  would  be  pro- 
hibitive. And  the  reason  they  wanted  a 
prohibitive  duty  was  what?  I..et  me  read 
to  you  again.  This  same  gentleman  went 
home  to  his  friends  to  raise  some  money 
to  prosecute  ihe  $2  duly  and  he  made  a 
speech  to  them  which  was  reported  in 
the  Northwestern  Lumberman.  Here  Is 
an  extract: 

"To  Illustrate  a  little  further:  There 
were  a  lot  of  gentlemen  from  the  North- 
west, up  Minnesota  way.  in  Washington 
the  other  day,  and  tliey  were  sitting  in 
Senator  Burrows'  committee  room.  An 
interesting  incident  occurred  there.  Sen- 
ator Burrows  is  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee; The  committee  hadn't  had  a  meeting 
for  a  long  time.  We  happened  to  b«  sit- 
ting In  that  room,  and  one  of  the  gentle- 
men from  Minnesota  had  an  envelope  and 
a  lead  pencil.  He  walked  around  the 
room  and  he  ciphered  out  a  little  bit,  and 
he  s-ald  'Mr.  P-urrows,  do  you  know  what 
$1  a  thousand  would  mean  to  this  little 
crowd  of  men  In  here?  There  were  not 
as  many  in  the  room  as  there  are  here. 
He  said  the  advance  of  $1  a  thousand  on 
lumber  meant  $*i,125,0<jO  on  last  year's 
product." 

That  Is  the  reason  they  wanted  It  pro- 
hibitive. I  tliink  the  lumbermen  had  pro- 
tection enough  when  Mr.  McKinley  gave 
them  $1.  No  comjilaliit  was  made  of  it 
I  hen.  The  $1  rate  went  Into  effect  In  the 
fall  of  1S90,  and  lumber  prices  kei)t  up. 
nay  they  were  advanced,  in  ISHl  and  1S<,»2. 
The  statistics  show  this.  The  reason,  my 
friends,  was  that  the  lumbermen  had  a 
market.  They  sold  lf>.0(J0.iXlO.0OO  feet  of 
white  jiine  lum'oer  in  181*2  but  only  12,0a(),- 
(KK>.tKj<)  in  lS;iii.  When  farmers  and  busi- 
ness men  can  buy  lumber  a  fair  duty  Is 
enough  and  when  they  cannot  buy  a  pro- 
hibitive duty  can't  compel  them  to.  Mr. 
Dingley  framed  a  tariff  bill,  you  will  re- 
member, in  the  Fifty-fourth  congress, 
while  I  was  there,  and  Iilr.  Dingley  pro- 
))osed  then  to  put  a  tariff  of  (>0  cents  a 
thousand  on  white  pine.  It  was  then  that 
I  informed  the  lumbermen  here  that  W) 
cents  a  thousand  was  likely  to  go  into 
the  bill  and  1  said  I  (bought  It  ought  to 
bo  a  dollar  and  asked  them  to  send  some 
men  down  there  to  appear  with  me  before 
the  committee.  They  informed  me  they 
thought  I  could  take  care  of  it  alone 
and  aidn't  send  anybody  down.  Mr.  Taw- 
ney and  m.vself  endeavored  to  secure  a 
hearing  before  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee, he  being  a  member  of  It,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  duty  to  one  dol- 
lar, but  we  could  not  get  permission  to 
make  a  showing. 

'I'he  chief  advocates  of  the  $2  duty  were 
men  Interested  in  Southern  yellow  pine 
and  In  forcing  It  Into  «n  unnatural  com 
petition  with  white  pine.  These  men 
neaued  the  powerful  find  well  supplied 
lobby  that  worked  the  J2  provision  Into 
the  bill  and  kept  It  there.  Their  product  Is 
not  Invading  ine  territory  of  white  pine. 
A  coui)le  of  months  ago  I  came  through 
the  city  of  Buffalo,  and  a  gentleman  there 
told  me  that  he  and  a  fellow  lumberman 
had  just  personally  visited  fift.v  frame 
houses  In  process  of  construction  In  a 
certain  addition  of  Buffalo,  and  that  a 
careful  examination  showed  that  the  only 
white  pine  lumber  in^  those  houses  was  In 
the  window  sash  and  frames,  and  that 
yellow  pine  had  di:-placed  it  every  where 
else. 

't'here  are  man.v  phases  of  this  white 
pine  controversy,  my  friends,  and  if  time 
permitted  I  should  like  to  discuss  them. 
Suffice  to  say  that  as  to  this  matter,  as 
in  regard  to  all  others  of  public  concern, 
m.v  action  as  a  member  of  congress  would 
be  guided  by  considerations  of  the  Inter- 
ests and  welfare  of  all  the  people  of  my 
district:  that  I  would  not  Injure  a  single 
industry  here  but  should  endeavor  to 
support  and  advocate  policies  that  would 
do  justice  to  each  ana  advance  the  real 
happiness  and  progress  of  all. 

Mr.  Towne  also  discussed  the  expansion 
of  trade  with  the  Orient  and  declared 
it  necessary  to  have  bimetallism  to  maye 
possible  what   Is  hopert   for.

000  lower  than  last  year.  Thl.<5  is  about 
the  reduction  The  Herald  ttated  some 
weeks  agro  would  be  made.  When  the 
meeting  opened  the  first  matter  to  come 
up  wa.s  the  r-p'.ri  (if  the  committee  on 
propel ly  ai;d  .lUpplk-s  on  atvw  printins. 
Director  .Milne,  wh^  made  the  report, 
said  that  when  bids  f«>r  printing  were 
called  for  the  I)rintel•^  riado  a  combina- 
tion and  agreed  to  u  rtiff  price.  The 
board  had  a  rule  thit  ib.e  iMiion  label 
shall  go  on  all  of  its  icinting,  but  the 
work  had  been  given  t  .  .^,  printer  v.ho. 
while  he  is  a  union  mm.  cannot  use  th'* 
laoel  because  he  is  not  reco.gnlzed  by 
the  tyi>ograi)hi;-al  union.  The  reas'>n 
assigned  for  giving  t'il«=  man  the  work 
was  that  he  oiYeied  to  d  >  the  work  200 
per  cent  cheaper  than  the  others.  The 
board  endorsed  this  action,  and  Direc- 
tor Harrison  gave  notice  that  at  the 
Nov<  .Tiljer  meeting  he  would  intri>duce 
an  amendment  t  >  the  rule  requiring  the 
use  of  the  union  lab.  1  providing  again.'rt 
combinations  among  the  printer?. 

The  committee  on  special  Instruction 
recommended  that  a  kindergarten  be 
established  in  the  Oneota  schojl  build- 
in.g.  It  v.as  .'^tat.-d  that  there  were  100 
children  in  this  vicinity  who  are  avail- 
able for  the  kindergarten.  The  com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  age  limit 
be  changed  from  5  years  to  4  years  for 
kindergarten  pupll.=-.  The  board  adopt- 
ed the  recommendatim. 

The  board  then  took  up  the  question 
of  reducing  expenses  in  the  ofSce.  which 
was  left  over  from  the  last  meeting. 
The  report  directing  that  the  store- 
keeper be  done  away  with  and  the  .<?ecre- 
tary's  salary  be  reduced  frim  $125  to 
$100  per  month  was  adopted  without 
much  fight,  though  Directors  Milne. 
Cobb  and  Brearly  were  against  the 
proposition.  The  question  of  granting 
street  car  fare  to  directDrs  and  others 
came  up  again,  and  it  was  decided  to 
appropriate  $1.'>0  per  year  for  this  pur- 
po.se.  The  amount  used  last  year  wa** 
$300. 

The  board  next  took  up  the  levy, 
which  was  10  mill.s,  or  $306,000,  last  year. 
No  money  was  needed  for  the  building 
fund,  and  the  sinking  fund  did  mt  net-d 
much.  Therefore  the  board  thought  It 
could  get  along  with  7  per  cent,  or 
$l'Jf,,000,  and  the  levy  was  theiefure 
made  that  way.

During  that  time  the  wind  blew  stead- 
ily  trom  fifty  to  seventy  miles  an  hour. 
While  the  city  escaped  with  cjmpaia- 
tlvely  little  damage,  the  loss  of  property 
among  the  sea  islands  of  the  Georgia 
and  South  Carolina  coasts  is  believed 
to  be  heavy.  For  miles  in  every  direc- 
tion around  Savannah  the  lowlands 
aljng  the  rivers  are  submerged. 

Only  one  fatality  has  so  far  been  re- 
ported, the  drowning  of  a  negro  while 
attempting  to  reach  the  mainland  from 
a  small  island  near  Thunderbolt,  but 
heavy  loss  of  life  is  feared  on  the  SduUi 
Carolina  sea  islands,  where  such  fear- 
ful loi-s  of  life  occurred  during  the  great 
tidal  storm  of  1895. 

For  eight  miles  nf)rth  of  Savannah 
the  entire  ountry  is  a  lake,  with  only 
the  hummocks  visible.  At  n^on  the 
water  was  eight  feet  above  the  highest 
tide.  Driven  on  shore  by  the  northeast 
storm,  it  filled  up  on  the  Islands,  swept 
over  the  liank?  and  dams,  carrying  away 
the  remnant  of  the  rice  ctop  that  wa.« 
left  by  the  August  st  )rm  and  had  not 
been  gathered,  and  wiping  out  farm 
'  rop.=.  The  loss  to  river  growers  alone 
will  be  from  $50,000  to  $75,000.  Of  the 
entire  rice  crop  along  the  Savannah 
river,  valued  at  $250,000.  all  but  about 
15  per  cent  was  lost  in  this  and  the  pre- 
ceding st.irm. 

The  damage  to  shipjiing  \^  consider- 
able. The  schooner  (Governor  Ames, 
which  was  on  her  way  to  sea  with  a 
cargo  of  1.. 500,000  feet  of  lumber,  went 
adrift  in  the  harbor,  but  was  secured 
siafely.  The  wharves  at  the  quarantine 
station  at  the  entranf^e  to  the  river 
here   were   partially   carried   away. 

Four  vessels  which  were  at  anchor  at 
the  station  were  torn  from  their  moor- 
ings and  driven  into  the  marshes.

The  immber 
of  new  dwellings  erected   this  year     at 
Cal^umei    will    be    fully   as   great    as    in 
1897,   when  more  houses  wtre  built     in 
the   metropolis   of   copperdom    than    in 
Grand  Rapids,   the  second  city  of     th"-' 
state,  and  nearly  as  many  as  in  Detroit 
Laurium.   a  suburb  of  Calumet,    which 
was  incorporated  as  a  village  but  three 
year.s  ago.    now  Cias    fudy   ."'000    people. 
The  suburb  of  Florida,  only  two  years 
old,    has    over    1500    residents,    and    the 
suliurb  of  Lake  View  promises  to  have 
a  re^niarkable  growth  next  year.    Calu- 
met is   now  greatly  ha.mpertd     by   the 
lack  of  street   car  lines.     Local  capital 
stands  ready  to  con.struct  a  rapid  ti-an- 
sit  system,  bu:  the  officials  of  the  Calu- 
met and  Hecla  refuse  to  give  a  right- 
of-way  across  their  lands,  and  no  effec- 
tive line  could  be  built  without  crossing 
the  grounds      of  that      corporation.    A 
right-of-way  could   be  secured   by  con- 
demnation proceedings,  but  none  of  the 
ioca!  capitalists  care  to  antagonize  the 
big  company  by     beginning    legal  pro- 
ceedings.   A  town  of  40.000  smxXs  with- 
out a  street  car  line   is  an  anomaly  in 
this  country. 

The  village  of  Laurium  is  building  a 
handscfine  new  city  hall,  as  is  also  the 
village  of  Hancock.  The  village  of  Red 
Jacket  will  double  the  size  of  its  present 
city  hall  next  season.  An  electric  belt 
line  connecting  all  the  leading  towns 
of  the  county  is  being  discussed,  and 
the  capital  is  ready  to  perform  tne 
work  ami  now  awaits  the  privilege  of 
a:alning  access  to  Calumet.  Such  a  line 
would  be  over  thirty  miles  in  length, 
and  would  do  an  enormous  iiusiness 
from  the  start,  having  a  pv)pulation  of 
nearly  75,000  to  draw  business  from. 
Local  capital,  which  is  accmnulating  in 
the  county  banks  by  the  millions  of 
dollars,  may  undertake  the  construc- 
tion of  a  steam  railway  between 
Houghton  and  Ontonagon,  a  distance  of 
ov<.r  forty  miles.

San  Juan.  Purtu  Hico.  Oct 
3. — (Delayed  in  transmission.) — 

The  transport  P.  De  SatrustoRui  ar- 
rived here  yesterday  from  Spain  and  is 
takmg  on  board  troops  today.  She  will 
sail    tomorrow. 

The  ,transp<Jrt  Isia  de  Panay  sailed 
for  Spain  today  with  1200  troops  on 
board. 

It  is  rumored  that  Capt.  Gen.  Macias 
will  leave  here  on  the  Allt-ante,  which 
is  expected  daily  at  this  port  from 
Havana. 

The  United  States  hospital  ship  Sol- 
ace, with  fifty-five  convalescents  on 
board,  sails  for  New  York  today  and 
the  Mayflower  will  sail  this  afternoon. 
>'he  is  due  to  arrive  in  New  York  on 
<  )ct.  10.  Her  commander  has  collected 
t  vidence  here  concerning  the  French 
.•steamer  Oline  Rodriguez,  a  prize  of  the 
New  Orleans,  last  June.  The  question 
to  be  determined  is  whether  the 
steamer  Rodriguez  attempted  to 
enter  the  port  of  San  Juan.  The  opin- 
ion of  the  townspeople  here  clearly  af- 
firms that  the  Rodrifjuez  intended  en- 
tering. The  Mayflower  carries  to  New 
York  as  a  witness  Sergio  Loa,  who  is 
asserted  to  have  been  on  duty  at  the 
semaphore  station  at  Morro  castle  on 
the  day  of  the  New  Orleans- R'Jdriguez 
affair. 

The  Spanish  troops  were  evacuating 
Caguas  yesterday  and  Arecibo  will  be 
delivered  over  to  the  Americans  tomor- 
row. The  American  troops  are  clos- 
ing in  rapidly  and  the  Spaniards  are 
concen-trating  in  large  numi>ers  at  this 
place.  The  Spanish  government's  offer 
of  free  transportation  home  to  the 
families  of  officers  has  resulted  In 
many  marriages  of  departing  officers 
and  officials.

He  comes-  to  Colorado  for  the  purpose 
of  inspecting  mines  in  Boulder  county 
in   which  he   is  interested. 


WITH  IRON  ORE. 
New  Vork,  Oct.  4.— The  Jaruga  Tn>n 
company  of  Santiago  de  Cuba,  with  offices 
in  this  city,  announces  that  the  steamer 
Newlin  had  left  Santiago  with  a  cargo  of 
iron  ore  consigned  to  the  Marvlaad  Steel 
company  of  Baltimore.  This  "is  the  first 
shipment  of  Iron  ore  from  Cuba  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  with  Spain. 


WaFhington.  Oct.  4.— The  war  Investi- 
gating commission  began  its  examina- 
tion of  witnesses  today  by  placing  Gen. 
Joseph  Wheeler  on  the  stand.  Chairman 
Djdge  stated  to  him  the  scope  of  the 
commission's  duties,  and  asked  Gen. 
Wheeler  whether  he  had  any  objection 
to  being  sworn.  He  replied  that  he  had 
none,  and  Maj.  Mills,  recorder  for  the 
commission,  administered  the  oath. 

Ex-Governor  Beaver  conducted  the 
examination,  developing  the  essential 
facts  as  to  Gen.  Wheeler's  rank  and 
his  command.  Gen.  Wheeler  stated 
that  he  left  Tampa  for  Cuba  on  June 
14,  but  that  he  had  m  knowledge  of  the 
plan  of  campaign  before  going  aboard 
the  tran.s^port.  He  then  told  of  the  voy- 
age. On  June  21  Gen.  Shafter  ordered 
him  to  disembark  the  next  day,  which 
he  did  with  a  portlm  of  his  command. 
He  rode  into  the  country  four  m\\.'A 
that  day,  and  the  next  moved  his  troops 
to  Jaguaracita.  He  then  began  his 
reconnoitering.  arranging  with  Gen. 
Castillo  of  the  Cuban  army  to  penj 
Cul)an  troops  with  his  men  for  the 
reconnoiter.  but  unfortunately  the  Cu- 
lians  did  not  keep  the  engagement. 
He  told  of  the  first  l)attle  at  La  Quasx 
ima,  stopping  to  cimpliment  especially 
the  regular  troops  and  also  to  speak  of 
their  excellent  firing.  They  soon  learned 
to  di3tru.«t  the  reports  and  estimates 
it  the  Spaniards.  Gen.  Wheeler  had 
not  been  able  on  his  own  account  to 
secure  any  accurate  estimate  of  the 
Spanish  loss  during  the  American  ap- 
proach upon  Santiago. 

Speaking  of  the  praceedings  after  the 
first  battles,  he  explained  that  he  had 
been  reported  sick,  and  there  were  ?ome 
movement."  Just  prior  to  the  battle  of 
El  Caney  with  which  he  was  not  famil- 
iar. "I  was  not  sick,"  he  said,  "but  1 
had  been  on  the  29th  and  30th.  Still  1 
had  not  gone  to  the  sick  list.  I  had  a 
fever,  but  I  appreciated  the  situation, 
took  medicine,  and  came  out  all  right.'" 
He  was  in  the  battle  of  El  Caney, 
and  expressed  the  opinion  that  more 
men  had  been  killed  In  the  formation  or 
the  line  than  afterwards.  He  told  of 
the  necessity  for  wading  the  San  Juan 
river,  £'aying  that  the  water  was  about 
waist  deep. 

'I  ought  to  say,"  said  the  general  in 
the  course  of  his  testimony,  "that  it 
was  magnificent  ly  see  officers  of  high 
rank  with  their  packs  on  their  back5 
accepting  all  the  fortunes  of  war  with 
their  men.  They  slept  on  the  ground 
with  the  soldiers.  None  of  us  were 
mounted  and  we  were  without  tents  foi 
several  days." 

Speaking  of  the  character  of  the  road's 
from  the  coast  to  the  points  occupied 
by  the  Americans,  he  said  that  with 
such  attention  as  they  were  able  to  give 
to  them  they  were  very  good.  The  rains 
had  not  been  .=evere  up  to  that  time. 
The  riads  were  narrow,  but  equal  to 
the  demand:?.  The  supplies  he  consid- 
ered sufficient  except  In  a  few  instances, 
and  in  the.«e  instances  the  deficiency 
was  only  temporary. 

"Gen.  Shafter,"  he  said,  "deservc-s 
great  credit  for  the  zeal  he  displayed 
in  this  respect.  He  devoted  himsudf  to 
this  task,  and  I  think  there  is  no  doubt 
that  he  succeeded.  We  used  pack  trains 
and  there  was  comparatively  little  suf- 
fering because  of  the  shortness  of 
quartermaster's  supplies." 

Gen.  Wheeler  said  In  response  to  a 
question  that  Cervera's  lleet  wa.s  the 
ol)Jective  of  the  campaign.  There  was 
no  reaean  wh.v  the  Spanish  troops  should 
not  have  made  a  sortie  from  Santiago, 
and  he  had  asked  Gen.  Toral  after  the 
surrender  why  he  had  not  attacked. 
The  latter  replied  that  the  failure  to  do 
so  wa.s  because  his  men  were  X oot-sore. 
Yet  Gen.  Wheeler  could  not  accept  this 
explanation,  for  the  Spanish  soldiers 
were  not  f->ot-sore.  Gen.  Wheeler's 
opinion  was  that  the  Spanish  command- 
er was  not  able  to  face  the  Americans 
in  the  open. 

Discussing  the  plan  of  campaign,  he 
said  he  doubted  whether  any  more 
effective  plan  could  have  been  adopted. 
Speaking  of  the  medical  department,  he 
said  that  at  times  there  were  com- 
plaints, but  that  they  were  not  serious. 
On  occasions  there  was  a  shortage  of 
surgeons;  some  of  the  surgeons  being 
sick  or  wounded.  According  to  Gen. 
Wheeler's  belief  the  wounded  in  battle 
were  promptly  cared  for  by  the  sur- 
geons. After  the  fight  of  July  1,  all  the 
wounded  were  carried  from  the  field 
that  night.  The  witness  had  heard  that 
tliere  was  more  complaint  of  the  short- 
age of  medicine  among  the  infantry 
than  in  the  cavalry  service. 

Going  hack  to  Tampa,  he  said  that  at 
the  season  he  was  there  the  first  half  of 
June,  the  site  was  without  oijjection. 
but  he  had  felt  that  it  would  l5e  wet 
later  in  the  season.  It  was  his  impres- 
sion that  Tampa  had  been  selected  as 
a  camp  site  after  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  and  was  incidental  to  the  intend- 
ed movement  on  Havana.  There  was, 
he  said,  at  times  some  shortage  of 
supplies  at  the  camp,  "but  nothing,"  he 
added,  "that  a  soldier  could  cunipiain 
of." 

They  had  comfortable  tents,  and  the 
cnnrxmissai-y  supplies  were  sufficient. 
The  water  supply  also  was  good.  He 
said  the  men  in  his  command  were  well 
taken  care  of.  However,  very  few 
men  were  at  that  time  sick.  He  had 
himself  gone  Into  the  hosjdtal  and  had 
found   the  men  doing  well. 

Gm.  Wheeler  said  he  had  no  control 
over  any  of  the  supplies  which  were 
tak(n  to  Santiago  on  the  tran-sixirts 
when  he  left  Tampa.  This  was  attend- 
ed to  Jjy  the  different  staff  officers.  He 
only  knew  from  conversation  with 
:hise  officers  that  there  was  an  abun- 
dance of  the  supplies  of  all  character. 

Returning  to  the  Santiago  campaign, 
he  said  that  only  two  regiments  had  re- 
ported a  shortage  of  rations,  and  he 
had  immediately  telephoned  to  the  rear 
and  the  shortage,  which  was  due  to  ac- 
cident, had  been  adjusted.  There  was 
suffering  when  the  men  were  com- 
pelled to  lie  on  the  ijreastworks. 

The  meal  was  poor  and  they  had  no 
bread  but  hardtack.  They  were  forced 
to  live  In  the  sun  and  water  alternately, 
and  necessarily  there  was  much  sick- 


ne«!.  While  they  had  the  full  quota  of 
doctors  and  nurses,  he  thought  that  if 
more  had  been  furnished  the  men  would 
have  been  better  cared  for.  As  for  ra« 
tions,  three  days'  supplies  were  gener- 
ally issued.  Whenever  the  troops  went 
into  action  they  would  throw  their  food 
away  as  well  as  their  pAcks  and  they 
often  did  not  recover  them. 

Gen.  Wheeler  took  up  the  common 
report  that  the  Cubans  stole  goods  thus 
discarded.  It  was  not  fair,  he  said, 
t5  thus  accuse  the  natives,  for  there 
was  so  much  of  this  fiotsam  and  Jetsam 
that,  hungry  and  poorly  clothed  as  the 
Cubans  were,  they  were  not  to  be 
l»lamed  for  helping  themselves.  He  said 
he  had  seen  among  the  22,000  people 
who  came  out  of  Santiago  many  ladies 
of  refinement  who  were  emaciated  and 
evidently  hungry. 

In  reply  to  questions  he  stated  he 
never  had  heard  of  any  shortage  ot 
commL=^ary  or  ordnance  supplies  at  San- 
tiago, but  he  had  been  told  that  th" 
medical  supplies  were  short,  yet  he  had 
no  personal  knowledge  on  this  point. 
He  had  seen  some  wounded  men  crawl- 
ing to  the  rear  in  the  engagements,  but 
as  a  rule  as  soon  as  a  man  fell  in  battle 
he  was  carried  to  the  hospitals  by  the 
medical  corps. 

He  said  that  as  a  rule  the  quality  of 
hardtack  was  good.  Where  there  was 
any  deterioration  it  was  due  to  local 
rains  and  not  to  the  fact  of  original 
inferiority. 

The  spirit  of  the  army  was  such,  he 
said,  that  there  Avas  no  disposition  to 
complain.  "They  were  all  proud  to  be 
there  and  willing  to  undergo  hard- 
ships." 

Replying  to  a  question  from  Col. 
Denby,  Gen.  Wheeler  said  the  regulars 
had  shown  a  greater  ability  to  take  care 
of  themselves  than  the  volunteers.  The 
volunteers  were  Tnore  careles-g,  but  the 
volunteer  cavalry  were  not  so  negligent 
as  the  other  volunteers,  because  they 
were  generally  Western  men  who  had 
been  used  to  camping.  He  thought  this 
fact  had  had  a  strong  Infiuence  in 
causing  the  health  of  the  regulars  to 
be  better  than  that  of  the  volunteers. 

Capt.  Howell  a.'ked  to  what  he  at- 
tributed the  development  of  disease 
after  the  capitulation  of  Santiago,  and 
Gen.  Wheeler  replied  that  it  was  due 
to  the  climate  and  to  the  exposure 
made  necessary.  All  the  men  seemed  to 
be  more  or  less  affected  by  the  condi- 
tion.*?. He  said  he  knew  of  no  instance 
of  a  sick  or  wounded  man  dying  from 
want  of  care  from  the  physicians.  So 
far  af  he  knew,  there  was  general 
commendation  of  the  medical  corps,  ex- 
cept that  on  one  or  two  occasions  there 
had  been  some  grumbling  in  regard  to 
general  health  conditions.  He  thought 
there  was  a  deficiency  in  the  number 
of  ambulances,  but'thla  deficiency  was 
due  to  the  exigencies  of  the  cam- 
paign. 

Gen.  Wheeler  also  said,  in  reply  to 
Capt.  H5well,  that  he  knew  of  no  con- 
fusion in  shipping  supplies  from  Tampa. 
He  was  not  acquainted  with  a  case  In 
which  the  liody  of  a  vehicle  was  shipped 
on  one  vessel  and  the  wheels  on  an« 
other.  His  memory  was  not  distinct  a.<; 
to  complaints  from  physicians  In  his 
command  as  to  the  scarcity  of  medlcai 
supplies,  but  he  thought  there  were 
some  .°uch  complaints,  and  in  such 
cases  he  had  had  them  supplied  as 
promptly  as  possible.  There  had  been 
difficulty  in  getting  the  transports  to 
lie  as  near  Inshore  as  ^^■«s  deslralile. 
rendering  it  difficult  t)  get  supplies 
promptly.

-The   Journal "s 
Walker,   Minn., 


Outline   of  the  Government 

Arranged  for  the  Territory 

of  Hawaii. 

Honolulu,  Sept.  24,  via  San  Francisco, 
Oct.  4.— "The  Hawaiian  Star  has  pub- 
lished an  outline  of  the  form  of  gov- 
ernment decided  upon  for  Hawaii  b> 
the  congressional  commission.  The 
Star  says  it  is  to  be  called  the  territory 
of  Hawaii,  and  will  be  allowed  one  rep- 
resentative In  congress,  as  though  Ha- 
waii were  a  state.  The  govern  ir,  to  b? 
appointed  by  the  president,  will  be  paid 
a  salary  of  $5000  or  $6000  a  year. 

The  commission  will  make  no  recom- 
mendation as  to  the  appointment  ol 
the  governor.  Hawaii  will  have  a  legis- 
lature and  will  make  its  own  laws,  sub' 
ject  to  the  approval  of  congress.  There 
will  be  no  change  in  the  present  form  ot 
the  legislature.  The  property  qualifica- 
tion of  $1500  in  real  or  $3000  in  personal 
effects  to  make  an  elector  eligible  to 
vote  for  the  senate  is  done  away  with. 
To  vote  for  a  senator  In  the  territory  ot 
Hawaii  an  elector  must  possess  an  an- 
nual income  of  $600.  In  everything  else 
his  franchise  is  free  and  unrestricted  by 
any  qualification,  educational  or  other- 
wise. 

The  Judiciary  system  will  remain  un- 
disturbed. The  supreme  court  will  prob- 
ably  be  given  Jurisdiction  in  United 
States  cases,  and  Judges  will  be  ap- 
pointed for  four  years  instead  of  life. 
It  Is  understood  that  the  question  of 
citizenship  will  be  referred  to  the  state 
department  at  Washington  for  final  de- 
cision. 


•Minneapolis,  Oct.  4. 
staff  correspondent  at 
wires  as  follows: 

There  is  intense  excitement  here.  A 
story  has  come  in  that  United  States 
Marshal  O'Connor  and  Inspector  Tin- 
ker have  been  captured  by  the  Bear 
Island  Pillager  Indiana  and  held  as 
hostages.  Early  this  morning  two  emis- 
saries from  the  Bear  Islanders  put  in 
an  appearance  and  announced  that  the 
bucks  for  whom  warrants  had  been  is- 
sued would  surrender  provided  that 
the  entire  tribe  be  permitted  to  confer 
with  Marshal  O'Connor  and  the  In- 
spector. The  officers  were  advised  not 
to  trust  to  the  representations  of  the 
Indians,  who  stipulated  that  they 
would  not  treat  with  the  whites  if  any 
other  persons  than  the  marshal  and 
the  inspector  went  to  the  island.  O'Con- 
nor and  Tinker  at  once  made  arrange- 
ments to  leave.  They  started  about  7 
o'clock  this  morning.  Half  an  hour 
after  their  departure  some  of  the  In- 
dians aijout  town  began  boasting  that 
they  would  never  return. 

No  stock  was  taken  in  these  asser- 
tions at  first,  but  as  the  talk  became 
louder  It  began  to  be  believed  that  a 
preconcerted  plan  of  the  Indians  for  the 
capture  of  the  two  officials  had  been 
carried  out.  The  belief  Is  now  enter- 
tained by  many  of  the  old  timers  that 
the  two  are  In  durance  vile,  but  I  am 
unable  to  discover  whether  there  is 
anything  more  than  mere  suspicion  on 
which  to  base  this  belief.  The  distance 
to  Bear  Island  by  steamer  Is  abcxiU 
thirty  miles  and  it  is  impossible  that 
news  of  any  mishap  to  the  marshal  and 
inspector  could  have  reached  this  point. 

Both  men  went  entirely  unarmed  on 
the  strength  of  my  peaceful  experience 
with  the  iBear  Islanders  on  Saturday 
night.  I  as.sured  the  marshal  that  the 
Indians  would  not  molest  him  and  do 
not  believe  that  any  harm  has  come  to 
him  or  Tinker.  I  shall  j?o  at  once  In  a 
steamer,  but  cannot  reach  Walker  again 
before  evening. 

The  arrival  of  Gen.  Bacon  with  rein- 
forcements from  Fort  Snelling  this 
evening  is  anxiously  awaited. 

LieuL  Humphrey's  men  are  simply 
frantic  to  get  at  the  Indians,  and  if  it 
proves  that  the  Indians  have  been 
guilty  of  treachery  he  will  have  diffi- 
culty in  restraining  them  until  his  su- 
perior arrives.

It  is  learned  on  good  authority  that 
Gen.  Callxto  Garcia  has  accepted  a  po- 
sition with  the  American  administra- 
tion here,  as  was  predicted. 

Gen.  Garcia  is  to  receive  $500  a 
month  and  all  expen.ses.  He  will  act  as 
a  commissioner  to  go  through  the  coun- 
try and  conduct  negotiations  with  the 
Cuban  army  with  a  view  to  its  disband- 
ment. He  will  start  in  a  few  days  and 
will  be  gone  on  his  trip  three  or  four 
weeks. 

He  will  be  accompanied  by  his  son.Col. 
Carlos  Garcia,  and  by  a  few  of  his  of- 
ficers. On  his  return  he  will  go  to  the 
United  States  with  Gen.  Wood  to  con- 
fer w-ith  the  authorities  In  Washington.

NOT  ALARMED. 

Washlngtc«n.  Oct.  4.— The  following 
dispatch  about  the  Chippewa  Indian 
trouble  from  Indian  Inspector  Tinker, 
at  the  White  Earth  reservation  in  Min- 
nesota, sent  last  night,  was  received 
by  Secretary  Bliss  today: 

"Walker,  Minn.,  Oct.  3.— Had  a  coun- 
cil to  day.  It  amounted  to  nothing,  as 
none  but  the  Indians  residing  near  the 
agency  attended.  The  lake  was  so 
rough  that  the  Indians  from  Bear 
Island,  Otter  Tlail  and  Cass  lake  could 
not  come.  At  the  request  of  the  In- 
dians present  they  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow to  give  the  Indians  a  chance  to 
come  in.  From  the  most  reliable  infor- 
imation  obtainable  these  Indians  would 
not  attend  a  council;  neliher  will  they 
surrender  the  guilty  parties.  All  is 
quiet  at  the  agency.  TINKER." 

Inspector  Tinker  was  today  wired  to 
telegraph  complete  report  of  the  cause 
of  the  trouble.  The  dispatch  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  cabinet  meeting  today 
between  the  attorney  general  and  Sec- 
retary Bliss,  and  the  latter  expressed 
the  opinion  that  there  need  be  no  alarm 
over  the  outcome. 


Proposes  a  Small 
ternal  Tax. 

Sar^'tiago  de  Cuba,  Oct.  4.— Gen.  Wood 
proposes  to  inaugurate  a  .system  of 
municipal  taxation,  making  tne  taxes 
retroactive  to  Sept.  1.  The  funds  of 
the  customs  house  cannot  legally  be 
taken  for  munlciijal  improvements  here 
or  in  this  vicinity,  though  the  present 
surplus  is  $100,000.  Consequently,  an- 
other source  of  revenue  has  to  be  ob- 
tained. There  has  been  a  tax  and  li- 
cense on  every  Ijusiness  and  everybody, 
but  since  the  occupation  of  Santiago  liy 
the  American  troops  these  taxes  have 
not  l)een  collected.  Now,  however,  the 
minimum  rates  will  be  exacted,  which 
will  bring  in  a  revenue  of  $150,000  per 
month,  which  is  t»adly  needed  for  local 
Improvements.  It  is  the  policy  of  Gen. 
Wood  to  spend  all  he  can  legitimately 
upon  Santiago,  which  is  the  exact  op- 
posite of  the  system  adopted  by  the 
Spaniards.  Water  in  the  dry  season 
costs  25  cents  per  barrel.  Gen.  Wood's 
plan  is  to  bore  artesian  wells  and  ob- 
tain a  plentiful  supply  of  water. 

Santiago  can  stand  the  expenditure 
of  a  lot  of  money  In  Improvements,  and 
Gen.  Wood  proposes  building  boule- 
vards around  the  city,  thus  practically 
extending  its  limits  and  making  the 
outskirts  the  most  popular  portion.  But 
he  has  no  idea  of  unduly  taxing  the 
people.  The  general  will  merely  raise 
sufficient  money  to  carry  on  the 
municipal  government  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  A  committee,  consisting  of 
two  American  officers  and  two  Cubans, 
has  been  appointed  to  consider  the  best 
legal  measures  to  be  adopted  under  the 
circumstances. 

Gen.  Oalixto  Garcia  called  on  Gen. 
Wood  yesterday.  He  proposes  going  to 
Washington  to  advocate  Gen.  Wood's 
$50  plan  of  dis'oanding  the  Cuban  army. 

Gen.  Wood  leaves  here  today  to  be 
present  at  the  evacuation  of  Manzan- 
illo.  He  will  continue  the  functions  of 
tlie  local  Spanish  authorities  and  all 
other  arrangements. 

Col.  Ray  claims  that*  70  per  cent  of 
his  regiment  have  been  sick  from  lack 
of  fresh  beef.

GEN.  POWNING  DEAD. 
Reno.  Nev..  Oct.  4.— Gen.  C.  C.  Pownlng 
died  today  of  progressive  paralysis.  Gen. 
Powning  has  occupied  many  places  of 
honor  and  trust  In  this  state.  He  was 
born  in  Jefferson,  Grant  county,  Wiscon- 
sin, in  February,  1852.  and  has  lived  in 
this  county  from  early  boyhood. 


THE  SENATOR  ARRIVES. 
San  Francisco.  Oct.  4.— The  ITnite<t 
States  transport  Senator  arrived  today 
from  Manilla,  via  Honolulu.  She  left 
Manilla  thirty-nine  days  ago  for  San 
Francisco,  but  was  compelled  to  stop  at 
Honolulu  for  repairs.  The  trip  from  Hon- 
olulu to  this  city  was  very  slow,  occupy- 
ing nine  days  and  eighteen  hours.  The 
Senator  had  about  thirty  soldiers  on 
Ixiard,  six  of  whom  are  very  sick.  She 
was  sent  to  the  government  quarantine 
St  ition  at  Angel  Island  and  will  probably 
remain  there  all  day. 


FERRY  CAPSIZES. 
London.  Oct.  4.— A  si>e<lHl  from  Bombay 
.says  that  a  ferry  bont  was  cajwlzed  to- 
day while  crossing  the  Indus  at  Mlttun 
Kote,  a  town  of  the  Ptmjaub,  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  river,  and  100  of  the  passen- 
gers were  drowned. 


GONE  INTO  LIQUIDATION. 
New  York.  Oct.  4.— At  the  clearing 
house  today  it  was  stated  that  thes 
Tradesmen's  National  bank,  of  200 
West  Broadway,  had  failed  to  clear.  It 
was  said  that  the  bank  had  gone  into 
liquidation.  The  Tradesmen's  National 
bank  is  one  of  the  oldest  banks  In  the 
city  and  has  for  a  long  time  past  been 
identified  With  the  Wool  exchange. 


Richard  Dickson  Kills    Mrs. 

Winship  and  Then  Fatally 

Shoots  Himself. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Oct.  4. — A  sensation- 
al murder  and  suicide  occurred  early 
today  at  No.  238  Lake  street.  Richard 
Dickson,  aged  66  years,  the  keeper  of  a 

repair  shop  at  the  corner  of  Wood  and 
St.  Clair  streets,  shot  Mrs.  Blanch  Win- 
ship  three  times  with  a  38-caliber  re- 
volver, then  turned  the  weapon  on 
himself,  and  both  he  and  the  woman 
died  almost  liistantly. 

Mrs.  Winship  was  a  divorced  woman, 
with  one  child,  and  had  of  late  kept 
roomers  at  the  above  number.  Dickson 
had  been  paying  attention  to  the  wo- 
)man  for  some  time  past,  but  she  had 
decided  to  break  off  with  him,  and 
when  the  man  called  at  her  home  to- 
day she  refused  to  see  him  and  locked 
(herself  in  her  room.  Dickson,  however, 
forced  the  door  lock  and  at  once  opened 
fire  with  his  revolver.  From  the  posi- 
tions in  which  the  liodies  were  found 
death  must  have  l)een  instantaneous  in 
;both  cases.  Dickson  lay  on  his  back 
across  a  l)ed.  and  Mrs.  Winship  lay 
upon  the  fioor  at  the  side  of  the  bed 
with  two  ugly  looking  bullet  holes  in 
her  breast.  One  bullet  entered  just 
above  the  left  nipple,  and  the  other 
lodged  in  the  abdomen,  either  of  them 
being  sufficient  to  have  caused  death. 
The  bullet  with  which  Dickson  killed 
himself  entered  his  head  just  below  the 
left  eye. 

Dickson  was  a  roomer  at  Mrs.  Win- 
ship's  house  until  recently. 


Havana    Mortality    Rate    Is 

Large  While  Births  Are 

Very  Few. 

Havana,  Oct.  3.— (Delayed  in  trans- 
mission.)— Lieuts-  Wade  and  Marsh 
have  paid  a  visit  to  the  municipal  au- 
thorities of  Fosos,  on  whose  report  of 
the  fearful  condition  of  affairs  there 
the  United  States  commissioners  cabled 
to  Matanzas  for  twenty  tons  of  the 
Comal  "rations. 

Robert  P.  Porter,  the  United  States 
customs  commissioner,  left  here  yes- 
terday by  the  steamer  Saratoga.  It  Is 
expected  that  a  Joint  session  of  the  mil- 
itary commissions  will  be  held  tomor- 
row. 

Capt.  Gen.  Blanco  today  Lssued  a  de- 
cree granting  to  the  volunteers  from 
Central'  and  South  America  their  dis- 
charge, to  take  effect  after  the  ap- 
proaching  monthly  review,  and  granting 
them  return  passages  to  their  homes  at 
the  government's  expense,  provided  they 
leave  Cuba  at  once. 

A  decree  has  also  been  issued  prohibit- 
ing the  confiscation  of  cattle  by  all 
branches  of  the  army  and  by  all  the 
Irregular  troops. 

The  auxiliary  troops  at  Cardenas  sur- 
rendered their  arms  to  the  military 
governor  on  Sept.  30.  It  is  reported 
that  the  headquarters  of  the  Cuban  in- 
surgents' government  will  be  moved 
within  a  fortnight  to  Varadro,  a  sea- 
side resort  near  Cardenas.  It  Is  added 
that  the  first  person  to  arrive  there 
will  be  the  former  vice  president  of  the 
Cuban  republic,  Senor  Domingo  Mondez 
Capote. 

'The  official  register  of  births  and 
deaths  for  the  city  of  Havana  shows 
that  on  Oct.  1  there  were  no  births  anJ 
53  deaths  and  that  on  Oct.  2  there  were 
no  births  and  35  deaths.  The  mortality 
in  Gulnos.ls  very  great  and  at  Guira  de 
Melena,  whose  population  only  numbers 
3000,  there  were  232  deaths  during  the 
month  of  September.  Work  has  been 
commenced  on  several  sugar  estates  in 
the  province  of  Santa  Clara. 

The  arrivals  today  were  the  steamers 
Cerra  and  liamon  de  Larrinaga,  from 
Liverpool:  Vigilancia.  trom  NewYerk; 
Olinda,  from  Vera  Cruz;  Aiava,  oast- 
wise,  with  cargo  and  passengers,  and 
Yucatan,  from  Carthagena,  with  cattle.

The  effect  of  this  official  "Airs  well- 
attitude  hap  been  cruel  beyond  the  tell- 
ing.     Because   of   it    abuses    have    on- 
linued  to  sap  the  life  of  our  defendfrs 
and  the  public,  thrown  off  the  scent  bv 
cries    of    "grossly    exaggerated."    for    a 
time  believed  that  the  tales  of  dreadful 
suffering    were    in    the    main    but    the 
peevish  complaining  of  volunteers  pi-i, 
>ng   for   home  comfort?,    and    in   conse- 
*iuence  >f  this  belief,  the  work  of  rescue

But  the  cheers  died  in 
the  throats  of  the  crowds,   and   strong 
men   were   not   ashamed   to   weep  when 
the    little    straggling    company     )f    hul- 
low-eyed  skeletons  wavered  and  fainted 
up  the  line  of  march  to  the  accompani- 
ment of  wagons   bearing  comrades   too 
emaciated  and  to>  ill  to  walk  at  all. 

Nor  has   this   been   the  only   instance 
of  an  amazing  disregard  of  consequences 
displayed    by    tho.«e   in   authority.

Bedlam   it  is  not  conceivable   that  men 
holding  elective  offices,  and  others  whose 
future  careers  depend  upon  their  i»tand- 
ing  with  the  public,  could  imagine  that 
thousands  of  beings   with   capacity   for 
speech,   as   well  as  capacity   for  suffer^ 
ing,  after  being  dumped  upon  Montauks 
unready    sands    and    forced    to    endure 
hunger,   thirst,    the   horrors   and   depri- 
vations of  detention  camp,   the  torture- 
of    neglect    in    illness    and    every    other 
form  of  misery,  could  yet  be  depended 
upon  never  to  voice  their  wrongs;   but 
that  they,  the  officials,  could,  by  insist- 
ing upon  the  idealism  of  the  camp  sit^ 
and  the  camp  administration,  stifle  criti- 
cism   and   persuade    the   public    to   give 
over     clamoring    for    an    investigation.

went  down  to  the  camp  and  pronounced 
It    ideal,    confidently   expecting    by    thir 
species    of      ir.cantation    to   induce    the 
storm  of  indignation  to  blow  over. 

The  accessibility  of  Camp  Wikoff  has 
made  it  ptjssible  for  hospital  surgeons, 
general  practitioners,  nurses,  clergy- 
men and  influential  philanthropists  to 
thoroughly  inspect  the  manage,ment 
there,  and  this  important  and  influen- 
tial body  of  people  is  primed  with  ugly 
facts  which  are  published  in  reputable 
newspapers  and  retailed  in  private  con- 
versations. These  indignant  recitals, 
which  everywhere  find  sympathetii- 
Ksteners.  cannot  be  dismissed  as  the 
childish  complainings  of  raw  volun- 
teers. They  all  go  to  i^iake  a  formid- 
able kind  of  public  opinion. 

The   climatic    conditions   of   Montauk 
Point  are  more  thoroughly  well  known. 
The   place   is   habitable   for  June.   July 
and  August  only,  and  even  during  this 
period  the  nights  are  more  than  apt  to 
be  cold,  especially  in  August.  Annual- 
ly, for  years,  in  early  September.       an 
equinoctial  storm  has  swept  the  Itarren 
plain    with    terrific   fury,   and    had    the 
usual  visitation  occurred  this  year  the 
loss  of  life  amon  the  troops  would  have 
run  up  to  a  very  high  figure.

WHAT  "IMPERIALISM"  MEANS. 

Col.  Sturgis  of  St.  Paul  adds  his  tes- 
timony to   that  of  others  competent   to 
speak  t'hat   the     Philippine     insurgenia 
are  mainly     intoliigent     and  well-man- 
nered and.  while    naturally    .su.«picious 
.because  of      lll-trtatment        they  have 
always  received  at      the      hands  of  the 
Spanish,  they  were  easily  pacified  and 
quickly  satisfied  when      they      learned 
tha:  the  Americans      mfiant      them  no 
harm  and  intended  to  treat  them  justly. 
Although  first  reports  led  the  American 
people  to  look  upon  these  Filipinos    as 
semi-savage,    the  more  that   is  learnt d 
of  them  from      authentic    sources     the 
better  the  opinion  formed.    It     is,     in- 
deed, rather  presumptuous   to  say  that 
a   people   with    125,000   well-d.nLed     and 
thoroughly  equipped    volunteer    troops, 
fighti:^  according  to  civilized  methods 
of  warfare  for  liberty,  are  not  qualified 
for  self-government,  and  it  may    l>e  set 
down  as  a  fact  that  the  erron-:ous  and 
extravagant  reports  first  sent  out     re- 
garding these      people      were,  as  Gen. 
Aguinaldo  claimed,  the  base  calumnies 
of  their  en^jnies,    who   made   these  un- 
just  report.5   purposely   to   dis<:-edit   the 
insurgents  in  the  eyes  of  t.he  American 
peorple    in    the    hope    that    the    Philip- 
pines would  be  denied  independence  by 
our  government. 

A  similar  policy  was  persistently 
pursued  in  regard  to  the  Cuban  insur- 
gents by  the  Spanish  residents  and  the 
Imperialists  of  our  own  coun:ry.  and  in 
both  cases  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  motive  was  the  same— to  keep  the 
natives  in  bondage  that  the  wealth  of 
the  islands  migh:  go  to  the  few.  That 
in  reality  is  what  is  meant  by  imperial- 
ism, and  that  is  why  the  party  of  Mark 
Hanna  is  inclined  to  the  "broad"  view 
of  the  question. 


HAS  VKSTKD  RIGHTS. 

The  Michigan    supreme      court      has 
found   that   the  Michigan  Central   rail- 
road has  some  of  those  "sacred"  vested 
rights  we  often  hear  about  and  that  if 
the   stale    takes    away   one    of       these 
rights  it  must  pay  the  price.      This  Is 
a  decision  as  to  Governor  Pingree's  at- 
tempt 10  compel   the  Michigan  Central 
to  sell   mileage   books  at   a   flat  2-cent 
rate.       The  court  holds  that   the  com- 
pany    under   its   special   charter   has    a 
right  to  fix  its  oWn  tolL-^-wtiich  in  effect 
means  that  If  corrupt  or  ignorant  leg- 
islators once  give  away  what  belongs  to 
the  public,  the  people  for  all  time  must 
submit  to  the  injustice. 

It  was  just  such  decisions  as  this  that 
called  out  the  plank  in  Chicago  plat- 
form criticising  the  courts  and  demand- 
ing that  they.be  reorganized  so  that 
their  decisions  will  more  nearly  coincide 
with  public  opinion. 

The  result  of  such  a  decision  can  only 
be  a  more  determined  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  people  of  Michigan  to  have  their 
own  way  in  the  matter.      The  end.  al- 
though it  may  be  a  long  time  In  com- 
ing, will  be  a  defeat  of  the  idea  of  sac- 
red   vested    rights   and    popular       rule 
Whether  it   will   come  by  a  change  in 
iTie   courts,   a   change   in    the  constitu- 
tion or  by  government  ownership      of 
railroads  is  a  question  that  remains  to 
be  solved,  but  that  justice  and  the  peo-

The  other 
struggling  horses  broke  all  the  fastenings 
and  headed  singly  for  the  levee,   landing 
near  the  bridee.     They  shook  themselvei 
unconcernedly  and  started  up  the  wharf 
where  they  were  caught  by  the  drivers' 
who  had  come  over  on  the  ferry  boat    ' 
The  oarsman    who  assisted   in   the  res- 
cue started  in   pursuit,   but     the     horses 
were   taken   away,    and    their   custodians 
did   not  so   much  as   thank   him   for   his 
pains.    He  met  one  of  the  drivers  on  the 
ivagle  Packet  company's  wharfboat  after- 
ward,  but  the  latter  refused  to  tell  him 
to  whom  the  horses  belonged.     The  oars- 
man was    badly    chagrined   at   the   result 
of   his  efforts,    and   refused    to     tell     his 
name.

The  reception  jjiven  the  returned 
soldiers  of  the  Fourteenth  regiment  liy 
the  women's  auxiliary  of  the  Duluth 
Volunteers*  Home  society  at  the  Ar- 
.mory  last  night  made  «rvery  voluntttr 
feel  that  he  was  indeed  wel.^ome.  It 
was  the  greatest  outpouring  Duluth 
has  seen.  The  Armory  was  packed, 
and  it  was  with  difficulty  that  a  narrow 
space  was  retaintd  in  the  center  for 
the  soldiers.  The  Armory  presented  a 
very  handsome  appearance.  The  stage 
was  decorated  with  green,  and  a  beau- 
tiful floral  flag  was  the  center  piece. 
The  balconies  were  covered  with  green, 
and  tlags  and  ijunting  were  hung  all 
over  the  large  auditorium.  On  the 
platform  the  Duluth  City  band  was 
stationed,  and  it  played  patriotic 
tmusic.  An  old  wagon,  containing  a 
barrel  of  water,  brought  ba^k  to  th;- 
fflinds  of  the  boys  the  Chickamaugi 
well. 

The  speaking  portion  of  the  program 
was  opened  by  F.  H.  Barnard,  who  in- 
troduced Judge  Ensign,  who  had  lieen 
s€lected  to  deliver  the  address  of  wel- 
come.    He  said:

^ponuing  quickly  and  cheerfulv  to  their 
country's  call,  went  forth  to "  tight  our 
country's  battles  and  endure  ail  the  priva- 
tions, fatigues,  disappointments  and  dan- 
gers of  a  soldiers  life.  On  that  night 
our  cheers  marked  our  pride  and  ad- 
miration for  you  as  citizens,  soldiers  and 
defenders  of  our  countr>-'s  honor  as  vou 
went  to  your  p<.>st  of  duty,  but  the  people 
of  Uuluth  did  not  forget  you.  but  fol- 
lowed you  from  camp  to  camp  with  pra\- 
ers  and  anxious  solicitude,  and  extended 
to  you  such  aid  and  comfort  as  they 
were  able   to   do. 

"We  could  not  know  all  your  fatigues, 
sufferings  and  disapointments.  and  you 
cannot  Jmow  the  anxiety  of  those  vou 
left  behind,  nor  their  desire  at  all  times 
to  reach  "ut  their  bands  to  vou  to  aid 
iriju  to  reuliat?  .fUl  that  you  wished  for.  - 
•-  "There  haVe  beeii  great  events  since 
the  night  you  marched  away  from  us— 
terrible  battles  on  land  and  sea— marvel- 
ous victories  on  land  and  sea— the  fleets 
and  armies  of  one  of  the  oldest  and 
proudest  nations  of  Euroj»e  have  been 
eomiuered.  There  have  been  no  retreats, 
no  defeats.    onl>    victor>-   after   victory. 

"Cuba  is  ours;  Porto"  Rico  is  ours;  the 
l^Jdrone  and  I'hllippine  islands  are  ours. 

■•While  battles  have  been  fought  and 
won  we  have  not  for  a  moment  forgot- 
ten our  own  brave  boys,  waiting,  readv. 
wlllinK.  anxious,  yes.  eagerly,  clamoring 
to  be  moved  to  the  front  that  they  might 
do.  and  If  need  un  die.  In  their  country's 
service. 

"We  remember  your  appeals  to  the  gov- 
ernor of  our  state  and  to  the  president 
to  givf  you  more  active  service;  we  re- 
member your  appeal  to  us  to  aid  you; 
and  we  did  all  we  could,  but  we  failed, 
and  you  and  more  than  lOO.OiiO  besides 
you  were  obliged  to  await  the  call  for 
active   duty    and    ser\-lce. 

"The  cry  that  came  back  from  you  was 
the  cry  of  all  the  volunteers  who,  like 
you.  were  not  ordered  to  the  front,  and 
you  and  they  are  entitled  to  all  the  credit 
and  honor  that  must  be  given  to  the  pat- 
rif>tic  volunteer  soldier. 

"Not  all  the  men  comprising  the  armv 
or  navy  can  actively  participate  in  actual 
•warfare.  Great  numbers  must  be  held  l:i 
reser\-e.  ready  for  any  emergencv  that 
may  arise.  That  i.-;  their  i>ost  of  duty,  and 
"they  also  serve  who  onlv  stand  and 
wait." 

"The  soldier's  life  is  a  life  uf  waiting. 
He  Is  perfected  in  drill  and  dl.sclpllne.  and 
then  must  wait  u.Ttll  th*>  order  Is  given  to 
march,  and  tonight  we  honor  vou  as 
much,  and  you  are  entitled  to  as  much 
honor,  as  any  .<»oIdler3  who  stocKl  in  the 
front  line  of  battle. 

"You  were  as  ready  for  that  dutv  as 
they  were,  as  well  prepared  for  It  In  every 
way,  ami  If  you  had  bee.n  calleiJ.  as  they 
were,  you  would  have  borne  vourselves 
as  bravely  and  offered  up  your  lives  for 
your  e-<..untry  as  freely  they  did. 

"While  you  were  anxious  ami  eager, 
and  offering  yourselves  for  more  active 
and  hazardous  service,  you  have  i>een 
obliged  dutifully  and  patientlv  to  wait  at 
your  posts;  and  we.  your  parents  and 
dearest  friends,  say  to  you  tonight  that 
we  applaud  and  honor  you  as  brave  sol- 
diers. You  have  done  your  duty  and  your 
whole  duty,  and  you  have  done  it  well 
and  faithfully,  and  every  man  and  woman 
within  the  sound  of  my  voice  honors  vou 
for  it.  and  welcomes  you  as  brave  .W)l- 
dlerj*  who  have  volunteered  their  ser- 
vice to  the  country  at  Its  call,  and  have 
been  willing  to  obey  everv  order  a.id  per- 
f.Trm  every  duty  that  the  service  de- 
mamled,  and  we  welcome  you  to  your 
homes  as  our  own  brave,  patriotic  sol- 
diers. We  blfss  you.  we  honor  you,  as 
we  do  all  soldiers  of  our  country,  whether 
in  camp  or  In  field,  who  have  performed 
the  duty  required  of  them  by  their  coun- 

"Our  own  brave  soldier  boys,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Duluth  in  the  armv  of  our 
glorious  cou:itr>-.  we  welcome  vou  home 
we  extend  to  you  a  thoustnd  welcomes- 
welcome  to  your  <lty.  welcome  to  our 
hearts  and  our  homes. 

"I  extend  to  you  the  welcome  of  fathers 
and  brothers,  of  wives,  of  r.iothers  of 
sl.sters,  of  sweethearts— the  welcome  of 
friends  and  neighbors— the  welcome  of 
every  citizen.  From  the  heart  antl  lips  of 
every  man  and  woman  la  Duluth  come 
the  words  of  welcome  to  our  brave  and 
hon<iretl  soMlers.  and  I  am  prouil  to  be 
Bhe  meiilum  chosen  to  say  for  one  and  all 
of  our  people,  to  each  and  every  soldier 
you  have  performed  everv  soldierly  and 
patriotic  duty  faithfullv  and  well.  Wel- 
come, welcome  home." 

A  number  of  short  speeches  followed 
Congressman  Morris  was  introduced 
and  was  welcomed  with  grtat  applause. 
He  expressed  his  pleasure  at  being  with 
the  Iwys.  and  welcomed  them  heartily. 
The  last  eight  or  ten  months  have  been 
stirring  one.s,  hf  said.  No  one  knew 
the  stern  responsibilities  of  war  more 
than  he.  When  he  was  a  lx>y  he  had 
realized  the  horrors  of     war.     He     had

wounded  and  dying,  the  piles  up. in 
piles  of  dead  men,  and  so  he  had  hoped 
that  war  would  not  come,  but  when  it 
did,  he  was  glad  to  hear  that  Minne- 
sota was  the  first  to  answer  the  call. 
"I  have  seen  a  defeated  army  return  to 
impoverished  and  desolated  homes. 
Thank  tJod  it  has  beei>  permitted  me 
to  stand  under  the  tlag  and  welcome 
home  a  victorious  army."  He  rejoiced 
that  the  flag  today  Is  the  flag  of  all  thf 
people.  He  said  that  while  it  was  not 
the  lot  of  the  Fourteenth  to  go  to  the 
front,  everyone  knew  it  was  ready 
and  anxious  to  go.  He  rejoiced  that  all 
of  the  300  have  iiune  back,  and  that  the 
Duluth  companies  had  no  deaths  to  re- 
port. He  again  welcomed  the  boys  and 
said  the  people  would  give  them  all  the 
honors  of  war. 

Dr.  Cleland  next  extended  his  wel- 
come. He  referred  to  the  imprisonment 
of  the  Ixjys  in  the  center  of  the  Armory, 
and  said  he  was  glad  they  were  here  as 
prisoners  bound  with  chains  of  warm 
affection  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of 
Duluth.  He  welcomed  them  on  behalf 
t>f  the  churc'n  and  church  people.  Their 
prayers  went  out  to  the  boys  while  they 
were  away,  and  now  they  rejoiced  that 
there  was  nn  link  in  the  chain  broken 
by  death.  The  boys  who  did  not  get 
to  tho  front  contributed  as  much  1 1  the 
result  of  the  war  as  those  who  were  in 
actual  Ijattle.  for  it  was  the  knowledge 
of  the  great  reserve  force,  the  aOO.OOO 
men  in  camps  and  $500,000,000  in  money 
which  had  much  to  do  with  ending  this 
war.  He  reminded  the  boys  that  their 
service  to  their  country  is  not  over,  f.u- 
they  can  serve  it  in  peace  as  well  as  in 
war.  and  he  felt  that  their  experience 
of  the  j)ast  few  mtmths  would  make 
them  better  fitted  for  their  walks  in 
civil  life. 

Charles    A.    Towne    was    next    intro- 
duced and   was  given   an  ovation.     He 
said    he   gladly    embraced    the   privilege 
accorded  him  of  joining  in  this  festival 
of  hearts  and  laying  his  tribute  of  wel- 
come and   gratitude   at   the   feet   of  the 
returning  heroes  of  the  Fourteenth  regi- 
ment.    The  war  of  which  they  had  borne 
a  part  was  on-^  of  the  most  remarkable 
in    the    world's    history.      It    lasted    but 
114  days,   and   its   total   casualties   were 
less   than    those   of  .some   single    battles 
in  the  civil  war,  but  its  results  were  dis- 
propjrtionate    to    the    length    of    it.      It 
marks  the  end  o{  one  era  in  the  world's 
history   ami   the  "beginning  of   another. 
One  of  the  oldest   powers  of  the  world 
ha?  been  ejected   by   the   newes't   pjwer 
from   a  continent    which   it   discovered, 
and   by   the  very  door  at   which   it  en- 
tered.    It   has  closed   the  epcxh   of   im- 
perialism   in    this    hemisphere    and    has 
opened  the  beginning  of  a  new  destiny. 
The  glorious  achievements  on  land  and 
sea  of  this   war  have  never  been  snir- 
passed   in  maritime  or  land   war.     The 
war  has  added  a  new  luster  to  the  citU 
zen    soldiery.      "It    did    not    fall    to    the 
lot  of  the  Fourteenth  boys  tj   bear  as 
conspicuous  a  part  at  the  front  as  some 
perhajo    more    fortunate,    but    I    thank 
God    tonight    that    it    is    s>;    that    the 
chances    of    battle    have    not    laid    low 
any    of    those    who    offered     themselve.-s 
from  our  city."    He  said  he  did  not  wish 
i^  .speak  long:  at  a  time  like  this  natural 
sentiments   speak    for   themselves.     He 
welcomed    them   not   only   as  returning 
heroes,    but    as    men   just   entering    the 
lists   of  civic  contest,   now    better   pre. 
pared  for  their  duties  as  citizens. 

Col.  A.  A.  Harris  also  .«poke  briefly. 
He  welcomed  the  biys  and  spoke  of  the 
return  on  Saturday,  remarking  that 
there  were  undoubtedly  many  cases  ot 
mistaken  identity,  but  what  matter  it 
the  girl  does  kiss  the  wrong  fellow  on 
such  an  occasion,  she  asked.  He  told 
how  when  he  went  t>  war  he  took  hi? 
trunk  with  him,  and  the  Yankee.s  cap- 
tured him.  "But  we  are  all  Yankees 
now,"  he  added.  He  referred  to  the 
welcome  extended  to  them  by  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  church,  the  Judge, 
the  present  congressman  and  the  former 
congressman  and  the  next  congressman, 
he  added,  b')wing  to  Messrs.  Morris 
and  Towne  who  sat  side  by  side  on  the 
platform.  This  made  a  hit  and  Messrs. 
Towne  and  Morris  joined  in  the  laugh 
and  shook  hands.  Col.  Harris  said  the 
volunteers  were  entltle4  to  as  much 
credit  as  the  men  who  actually  fought, 
and  they  return  to  their  homes  covered 
with  as  much  glory  as  the  men  who  were 
in  battle. 

C.  P.  Bragg  presented  Company  A 
wifh  the  flag  purchased  for  it  some  time 
ago  through  the  efforts  of  several  young 
ladies  and  made  a  felicitous  speech, 
rapt.  Eva  detailed  a  guard  to  receive 
The  flag  and  it  was  roundly  cheered.

FOREST  FIRE  LAW. 


September  Weather. 

September  of  this  year  was  a  little 
warmer  than  the  average,  the  mean 
temperature  being  Wi  degrees,  while  the 
average  during  twenty-eight  years  has 
been  57  degrees.

There 
were  10  clear  days,  11  partly  cloudy  and 
9  cloudy. 


Costs  County  Money  But  No 

Fines  Have  Ever  Been 

Collected. 

The  state  of  Minnesota  has  a  well 
drawn  law  governing  the  protection  of 
the  people  and  property  of  the  state  from 
forest  fires,  and  this  county  pays  out  con- 
siderable sums  every  rear  under  its  pro- 
visions, but  though  there  have  been  plen- 
ty of  fires  and  much  resulting  damage 
not  one  line  has  been  collected  since  the 
law  went  into  effect  three  years  ago.  and 
not  one  prosecution  has  been  made.  There 
IS  little  doubt  that  the  law  has  bevMi  more 
or  less  a  protection  to  the  timber  sections 
of  the  state,  but  in  this  county  it  has  had 
no  other  result  so  far  but  the  receii)t  by 
the  county  board  of  a  large  number  of 
bills  for  fighting  fire  and  posting  ab- 
s:lracts  of  the  law  as  a  warning  to  those 
who  might  possibly  set  fires  or  allow  them 
t<j  spread. 

The  law  provides  that  the  fire  wardens 
may  at  any  time  call  upon  anv  male  citi- 
■n^n  over  IS  years  of  age  to"  help  (hem 
carry  out  the  jirovisions  of  the  law  or  to 
fight  fires,  and  if  the  person  called  upon 
falls  to  respond  he  is  liable  to  a  fine  of 
%W)  or  imprisonment  for  three  months. 
The  same  penalty  applies  to  anyone  set- 
ting fire  on  his  own  or  other  property 
and  endangering  the  property  of  others. 
Anyone  who  sets  a  fire  maliciously  and 
destroys  property  or  life  is  liable  to  "a  fine 
not  to  exceed  $50(1  or  imprisonment  for 
ten  years,  or  both. 

The  fines  collected  arc  to  go  to  the  "lire 
f'nd."  out  of  which  the  expenses  of  ad- 
ministering the  law  are  paid.  So  far  there 
is  no  such  fund  In  this  county,  no  fines 
having  been  collected.

Trades  and  Labor  Assembly 
Will  Take  a  Hand  In  Elec- 
tion of  Aldermen. 

The  Trades  and  Labor  assembly  now 
proposes  to  take  a  hand  in  municipal 
politics.  It  yesterday  served  notice  on 
all  of  the  members  of  the  city  council 
of  its  intention,  and  called  upon  six 
aldermen  who  were  elected  on  platforms 
Which  called  for  an  8-hour  day  for 
laborers  employed  by  the  city  to  stand 
by  their  pledges.  All  of  these  alder- 
men, with  one  exception,  it  is  claimed 
violated  their  obligations,  and  the  as- 
sembly calls  for  an  accounting.  Follow- 
ing  Is  the  circular  letter,  a  copy  of  which 
was  received  by  each  of  the  dlCer. 
men; 

Sir:       In    view    of    the    fact    that    six 
members  of  the  city  council  were  elected 
upon    a    platform    which    pledged    them- 
selves   to    use    their    best    endeavors     to 
pass  an  ordinance  making  eight  hours  a 
legal  day  on  all  public  work  for  the  citv 
of   Duluth,    whether   by   the  day  or  con- 
tract, and  that  all  who  were  elected   up- 
on   the    strength    of    the    above    promise, 
violated  their  promi.se  made  to  organize! 
labor.     The   matter  being  brought   to    the 
attention  of  the   Trades  Assembly  and  a 
eanva.ss    of    the    \-ote    showing    Mr.    Grif- 
fin and  Mr.  Krumselg  were  the  onlv  mem- 
bers of   the  council    who   voted    iii    favor 
of  the  eight-hour  day.  Mr.  Krumselg  not 
being   elected    upon   the   eight-hour   plat- 
form   deserves   special    thanks    of    organ- 
izel    labor  of   Duluth   for  his   noble  stand 
in  favor  of  the  eight-hour  day.      To  both 
of  these  gentlemen  we  can  onlv  sav,  well 
done.     But  to  those  who  have  repaid  the 
support     of      union       men      with        such 
treachery    as    to    violate    every       pledge 
made   before   election   and    to   ignore   or- 
galnzed    laiwr  now  that  thiey  are  elected  to 
l)ower,  we  wish  to  say  do  not  forget  that 
your  tenure  in  office  is  not   for  life,  but 
for   a    limited    time    and    that    .soon    vou 
will    again    appeal     to    laborlngmen     for 
their   votes    to    place  you    in    office.

When  the  church  of  the  Redeemer  in 
Jeru.xalem  is  di^icated  there  will  be  such 
a  mi'oting  of  Phose  benign  public  persons 
that  are  called  •'crowned  heads"  as  there 
has  not  been  before  in  many  years,  says 
the  New  York  Press.  Kaiser  Wilhelm 
has  taken  personal  charge  of  affairs,  and 
he  iniends  to  invite  all  the  !?overeigns 
whom  he  likes  to  go  with  him  to  make 
the  consecration  really  noble.  Then  all 
the  oiher  crowned  heads  that  are  not  in- 
vited will  writhe.  It  is  understood  tli;ir 
Quetn  Victoria  will  go.  and  the  queen  of 
Holliiud  has  accented  the  invitation.  Tlie 
kaisir  intends  to  go  with  iiis  intimate 
friends  on  his  steam  y.icht  Hohenzollern. 
and  when  they  arri\e  at  the  nearest  port 
they  v.ill  proceed  to  Jerusalem  by  horse. 
The  railways  indigen'ous  to  that  part  of 
the  World  do  not  suit  the  emperor,  so  he 
will  ride  and  the  empress  and  the  guests 
will  drive. 

The  retinue  will  be  enormous.  Sailors 
and  Soldiers  will  accompany  the  party 
and  th<'  emperor' .^^  personal  suite  will  con- 
sist '.f  more  than  3C00  persons.  Marines 
and  sailors  from  tne  German  navv  will

Capt  Charles  A.  L.  Totten,  who  pre- 
dicts the  second  advent  of  Christ  in  the 
ytar  1899%.  is  called  by  the  world  a 
dreamer,  a  man  of  fine,  but  in  one  line 
of  misdirected,  intellect,  savs  the  Chi- 
ca.go  Chronicle.  Yet  as  matter  of  fact 
Capt.  Totten  is  one  of  the  few  m^n 
whose  prophecies,  yvild  as  thev  appear 
are  studied  carefully  and  approached 
with  respect  by  the  scientific  men  of  the 
age.  They  are  read  and  studied  per- 
haps not  with  any  shade  of  belief  in 
them,  but  because  of  the  depth  of  th" 
j-csearch  yvhich  they  display  and  of  the 
mathematical  minii,  analytical  almo'=;t 
beyond  precedent  of  which  they 
evidence.  Tot  ten's  name  is 
all  over  Europe. 

This  artillery  officer  liasc-s  his  predic- 
tions on   the  Bible     and     mathematics. 
Some  have  said  that  "Totten  makes  a 
Bible  of     his     calculus."     He     made     a. 
prophecy  seven  years  ago  and  said  that 
just   before   the  end    there   yvould    lie   a 
■military    era.      The    Spanish-American, 
war,  he  now  says,  is  the  fulfillment    of 
the      prediction.     Thert-      yvas  a  strong 
hint  m  the  fortelling  that      an      Anglo- 
Saxon  people  would  be  arrayed  against 
another  race     in     war.     Behold     fulfill- 
ment the  second:     Russia  and    England 
are  to  dispute  and     perhaps  go  to  yvar 
over  the  Eastern    question.     Lo!    fulfill- 
ment, in  part,    the    third!     Will    fulfill- 
ment the  fourth  come  yvith  the  second 
advent? 

Totten  says  of  himsdf.  his  prophecy 
and  his  work.  "I  am  a  Christian  and 
am  orthodox  on  the  apostolic  basis  I 
have  studied  the  Bible  with  searching 
scrutiny.  Before  the  liar  of  whatever 
Tiathematical  and  logical  ability  I  pos- 
sess, I  have  weighed,  measured  and 
numbered  much  of  its  historical 
prophetical  chronology,  and  find  it  to  be 
without  possible  flayv.  It  is  a  perfect 
and  stupendous  system;  a  consecutive 
one.  and  its  evolution  cannot  have  been 
other  than  supernatural.  The  year  1899''4 
—March,  1899— is  the  end  of  the  age  and 
the  beginning  of  the  millennium,  that  is 
of  the  seventh,  or  Sabbatic,  thousand 
years." 

HIS  AUTHORITY  FOR  IT. 
Then  Capt.  Totten  submits  an  "omin- 
ous exegesis  or  chronological  sermon 
upon  a  text  yvhich  deeply  concerned  all 
'ormer  generations  of  Christians."  He 
declares  that  Christ's  yvords  as  given  in 
Luke  xxi.  32.  "Verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
this  generation  shall  not  pass  ayvav  un- 
til all  be  fulfilled."  has  been  mistrans- 
lated. He  declares  "this"  should  be 
••that."  and  the  promise  of  the  Savior 
refers  to  the  far  future.  "That"  genera- 
tion is  the  one  now  on  earth  and  which 
will  vieyv  the-  end  next  spring.  The  cap- 
tain says  that  history  has  no  parallel  to 
the  generation  of  yvhich  the  present  is 
the  final  year,  "nor  have  the  centuries  a 
duplicate  to  the  one  now  so  near  its 
wane." 

All  of  this  modern   prophet'.s  mathe- 
matical calculations     are     not     exactly 
clear  to  a   layman's   mind,   thtmgh   the 
students  say  srudy  shoyvs  them  to     be 
absolutely,  and  in   this  instance,   start- 
lingly  accurate.  A  misprint  may  account 
for  a  seeming  inaccuracy.    Totten    says 
that  each  generation  is  three  score  and 
ten  years;  that  the  fifty-eighth  genera- 
tion began  a.  m.  .3991.    At  this  time    the 
Savior  was  a  lad  teaching  in  the  temple, 
and  the  generation  was  seventeen  years 
gone.    Then  he  declares  that  wh.  n  this 
generation,   the  eighty-fifth,  shall  have 
been  similarly  gone  seventeen  years  the 
tnd  will   have   been  recorded  as  a  fin- 
ished fact.     "The  figures,"  he  says,  "are 
ominously  dreadful      and      there  is  no 
escape  from  them  save  under  the  cloak 
of  reckless  ridicule." 

Around  the  number  1.53,  according    to 
Capt.  Totten,  clusters  all  the  chronology 
of  scripture.    He  goes  into  this  at  length 
to  clinch  the  statement.    He  bases  tne 
prophecy  of  the  ending  of  ail  things  next 
'March  largely  upon  the  parable  of    the 
hou.seholder,  yvho  sent  the  laborers  into 
his  vineyard     at     the    different    hours 
(Matthew  xx),  and  paid  each  a  penny 
irrespective  of  the  time  he  labored.  The 
hours  spoken  of  l)y  Jesus  are,  according 
to  Capt.   Totten,  each  153  years  ar>d    a 
fraction  long.    There  yvere  tyveive  hours 
altogether.    A  calculation  makes  tyveive 
by  fifty-three  and      the      fraction  1836'/. 
years  and  brings  us  to  the  year  of  the 
world   58271/2.     This  yvas  the  tnd  of  the 
twelfth  hour,  the  prophet  savs,  and     if 
one  generation— that  is.   the  generation 
"that  shall   not  pass   away"— l)e  added 
we  have  the  year  of  the  yvorld  5897Vi,  or 
March.  1899  A.  D.     "Who  so  is  yvise  yvill 
ponder  these  things,"  adds  this  mathe- 
matical   seer.    "When    human    calcula- 
tions fail  they  do  so  because  of  cur  in- 
Vbillty  to  catch  the  smaller  fish  which 
pass   through   the   meshes  of  the  mind 
If  we  are  able  to  catch  1.^3  great  fishes 
(John  xxi,   11)  the  draught  is  ominous 
fnough  to  make  us  feel  the  nearness    of 
one  whose  advent  yve  expect,  although 
like  the  apostles,  we  may  not  dare  ask 
Him  'Who  are  thou'/'    It  is  concerning 
rnese  things  yve      conjure      our  race  to 
think,  for  never  in.  the  history  of    man 
stood  Adam's  posterity  upon  so  dread- 
ful a  threshold." 

WHAT  THE  TEXT  SHOWS, 
A  reference  to  the  chapter  and  verse 
of  St.  John  named  will  shoyv  that  when 
Simon  Peter  dreyv  the  net  to  the  land  at 
the  Savior's  command   there   were     1.53 
great  fish   in  it.    After  saying  that   in 
the  householder  parable  each  hour  men- 
tioned is  153  years  and  a  fraction  long 
Capt.  Totten  says  that  one-ninth  of  the 
first  hour  was  up  at  the  presentation  of 
Christ   in    the   temple;    that    one-fourth 
had  passed  at  the  crucifixon,  and   thit 
during  the  remainder    the    New    Testa- 
ment was  written.  This  is  the  first  hour 
of    the    parable    in    which    "the    hou.se- 
holder yvent  out   to   hire  laborers     into 
his  vineyard."    The  Savior  passes  over 
ihe  second  hour  yvithout  mentioning    it, 
but  the  third  sees  the  householder  go- 
ing out  and  hiring  more  yvorkmen.  Capt 
Totten  fixes  each  hour  as  the     time  of 
some  historical  event  of  immense  Inter- 
est    to    Christianity.    He    say.s;     "The 
third   hour,  3x153.   equals  459.    the   year 
Rome  told  Britain  to  care  for  herself." 
The  Saxons  and  Goths  were -converted 
when;  the   fourth   hour  struck.    In   the 
parable  the  Savior  skips  two  hour.=;.  and 
Capt.  Totten  says  it  is  no  wonder  that 


^as  struck;  noyv  it 
is  eventide  and  a  far  more'  striking 
fparable  concerns  this  generation.  It 
means  the  second  advent.  The  years 
from  1892  to  1899  are  loaded  with  the 
brsorn  of  Jehovah's  judgment.

On    Mmday   morning   the   citizens  of 
orand  Forks  entertained  the  party  by  a 
drive  around  the  city,  which  presents'  a 
very   flourishing  and    busy   appearanc*-. 
Grand    Forks    has    mad:-    great    strides 
forward  within  the  past  few  years,  and 
with  handsome  brick  and  stone  blocks, 
paved  street-',   electric  lights,   etc.,   pre- 
sents a   metropolitan   appearance.     The 
I'opulation  is  abjut  15.000.  and  in  addi- 
tion  there  is  East  Grand  Forks  across 
the  Red  river,  which  practically  form^ 
part   of   the   larger  city.     After   dinn»-r 
at  the  Northern   hotel  there  was  some 
speech-m.aking.     The  first   speaker   wa' 
Mayor  Denny  of  Grand  Firks.  who  ex- 
tended a  hearty  welcome  to  the  visitors 
and   expressed    regret   that   he   had   not 
re'eived   early   notice   of   their  coming, 
when  bettrr  arrange.ments   would  have 
been  made  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
party.     The  people  of  Grand  F  .rk?  had 
long  looked  forward  to  this  event— the 
building  of  a  railroad  giving  direct  com- 
munication with  Duluth.    It  meant  much 
to  Grand   Forks  and   tt  the   wh -le   Red 
River  valley,  and  they  returned  thanks 
to  James  J.   Hill,   the  greatest  railroad 
man  in  the  country,  for  having  provided 
thit-  short  line  to  Duluth.    He  expressed 
the  hore  that  close  business  and  s  >cial 
relation^  would  h*^  established  between 
Grand  Forks  and  Duluth.  and  that  they 
would  Work  in  unison  for  the  benefit  of 
this   great    section    of     the    N:)rthwest. 
Mayor   Denny   wa?  heartily  applauded. 
He  concluded   by  calling     upon    Mayjr 
Truelsen,    who.    he   understood,    was    -i 
speaker  of  al>ility. 

Mayor  Trulsen  got   a  hearty   recfp- 
tion.     He  disclaimed  the  power  of  ora- 
tory ascribed  to  him  by  tlie  mayor    of 
Grand  Forks,  and  expressed  his  thanks 
at  tne  reception  giv^-n  to  the  par:y.  In 
view  of  th-  entertainment  provided  by 
the  citizens  of  Grand  Forks  he  did  not 
know  what  would  have  happened  to  the 
party  had  they  been  given  longer  no- 
tice.    "I   am   surprised,  '    i,  ntinued    the 
mayor,  ••:o  see  the  i>eautiful    and  pros- 
perous city  you   have  here.     1    di!    not 
expect  to  find  a  place  of  such  fine  busi- 
ness buildings,  homes  and  streets    and 
other  general  evidences  of  a  prosperous 
people.     I  hope  and  know  that  this  will 
not  be  the  last  visit  that  we  shall  make. 
Duluth    is    the   entrepot   uf   the    North- 
west. T'hough  man  liuilds  cities,   natuiv 
provides    the   sites   for   them,    and    Du- 
luth is  one  of  these  favored  spots.   One 
cannot   drive   trade   out   of   its   natural 
channels  forever,  and  so  the  tide  from 
the     Northwest  has    irresistibly  turned 
diifct  to  Duluth.    This  direct   line     b- 
twecn  this  city  and  ours  means  closer 
Ci'.r.mcrcial  relations     with    deep  water 
navigation  and     cheaper     freight   rates. 
I  was  surprised      to      learn  that  by  the 
building  of  th>        Fosston   branch     this 
county  al.-ne  will  save  $100,000  a  year  in 
wheat   freights  alone.     But  that   is  not 
all,    for  the  saving   will   extend    to    the 
m<  rchandise  you      l»uy,      the      coal  you 
burn  and  all  the  necessaries  of  life  that 
you  consume  it  means  probal>ly  $L'i)0,(Kvj 
a  year  .saving.     y.,ur  and  our   interest 
in  this  is  that  your  prosperity  is  coin- 
irident    with   the   prosperity   of    Duluth. 
I    came    to    Duluth    thirty    years     ago, 
and  though  I  exf)ected  it  would  l)ecome 
a   great   city    I    never   looked   for  .sucn 
fruition  as  has  comt.    At  that  time  we 
were  Ignorant  of  our  stores  of  iron  ore. 
Now  we  shall  soon  make  our  ore  info 
pig  iron  and  merchantable  iron  to  sup- 
ply you  and  other  markets.    We  have 
become  a  greater  lumber  market   than 
wr  ever  dreamed.     Duluth     now     ranks 
second  in  tonnage      among      the  great 
ports     of    our    continent.      Soon     New 
York  will  be  forced   to  exchange     first 
place    for    the    fruit.s    of    this    golden 
paradise      will      make  it  do  so.    As  we 
grow,  you  will  grow,   for  our  interests 
are  mutual  and  Idtntical.    We  are  glad 
to   meet   you.    but    we   frankly   confesi 
that  besides  the  spirit  of  amity  there  is 
knowledge  that  we  came  for  busines.s. 
not  as  philanthropist!?.    If  you  can  buy 
cheaper  from   us   than  you     can     from 
other  cities  you  will  do  it.  and  we  hope 
that   our  vi;:it   may   prov.-   to  you    that 
yi>u  ran  do  thi.s.    The      next      time  we 
come  it  will  be  in  larger  numlv^rs.     Our 
grain  mcr  are  now  busy  nighr  and  day 
handling  your  grain      and      cannot  R«'t 
away,  but  next  time  they  will  be  with 
us.    I  am  pleased  to  se^'  that  one  of  our 
citizens.   Mr.  McDonald,  is  already  en- 
termg  upon  a  large  contract  with  your 
city,  and  that  he  iu  going  to  pavt  some 


more  of  your  streets.  I  trust  that  you 
will  come  to  Duluth  again  in  the  near 
future,  and  can  assure  you  of  the  best 
■  ntertainment  we  know  how  to  give." 
In  closing  the  mayor  again  thanked  the 
ivople  of  Grand  Forks  for  their  hos- 
pitality. 

Secretary  Buchanan  of  the  jobbers' 
union  called  on  D.  H.  Beecher.  presi- 
dent of  the  Union  National  bank  of 
Grand  Forks,  who  briefly  endorsed  the 
words  of  welcome  uttered  by  Mayor 
Denny,  and  expressed  regret  that  there 
was  not  time  to  show  the  visitors  some 
of  the  fine  farms  in  the  vicinity.  How- 
ever, he  hoped  they  would  come  again 
and  stay  longer.  At  the  close  of  Mr. 
Beecher's  remarks  three  cheers  were 
given  for  the  proprietor  of  the  North- 
ern hotel,  and  the  Duluth  party  pro- 
ceeded to  their  special  train,  which  left 
at  2  p.  m.    for  Crookston. 

After  an  hour's  run  Crookston  was 
reached,  and  the  visitors  who  had  not 
been  there  before  were  given  another 
surprise,  as  they  had  no  idea  that 
Crookston  is  such  a  fine  city.  On  every 
hand  there  were  signs  of  improvements. 
Many  buildings  are  belng^  erected,  and 
the  signs  of  business  activity  were  evi- 
dent everywhere  Ir  this  thriving  city 
of  6000  people.  Crookston  has  grown 
grtatly  within  the  past  few  years,  and 
is  forging  ahead  rapidly.  Next  year  it 
is  proposed  to  pavt-  the  streets,'  which 
will  be  a  much  needed  imjirovement. 
Crookston  is  splendidly  located  on  the 
Red  Lake  river,  which  practically  en- 
circles the  city  and.  being  in  a  valley, 
is  well  protected  from  the  winter  blasts 
which  sweep  across  the  prairie  coun- 
try. 

There  was  a  large  crowd   of  citizens 
at    the    depot    tt»    welcome    the    Duluth 
men.  and  ajS  the  train      stopped       rlie 
Crookston  baml  began  to  play  and  the 
people   cheered    the    visitors.       J.       W. 
Wheeler,  cashier  of  the  First  National 
bank;   W.  E.  McKenzie,  editor  of      the 
Crookston    Daily   Times,   and       Samuel 
Rosenthal  were  foremost  in  welcoming 
the   visitors,   who   were   taken   to       the 
rooms  of  the  Columbia  club,  where  re- 
freshments  were  served   without  stint. 
Mayor  Brown  was  out  of  the  city  yes- 
terday, and  in  his  absence  Mr.  Wheeler 
called  upon  Hon.   R.  J.  Montague,  city 
attorney,    to    extend    the    formal    wel- 
come.      Judge    Montague   said:        "For 
years  we   have   been   waiting  for       the 
event  we  are  now  celebrating,  that  wt 
might  open  closer  trade  relations  with 
Duluth.  Great  benefits  will  grow  out  ot 
this  new  road  for  you  and  us,  ancj   wt- 
appreciate   your   efforts    to   make    these 
benefits  as  early  and  great  as  possible." 
Mr.  Montague  paid  a  tribute  to  the  ser- 
vice that,   he  said,  J.  J.   Hill   has  done 
the  Northwest  in  his  railroad  building. 
"I    can't    help    saying,"    he    continued, 
"that   Mr.   Hill   is  the  greatest  railroad 
man  the  world  affords.  There  may  have 
Nef'n  Sonne  feeling  because  Mr.  Hill  did 
things  for  the  interest  of  his  stockhold- 
ers which  the  people  of  Hhe  Red  River 
valley   thought    were   opposed    to   their 
interests.    l)ut  all   this  leeiing  is  wiped 
out  by  the  construction  of  this  road  giv- 
ing direct  communication   with  Duluth 
and  lower  freight  rates.   We  hope  that 
we  shall  have  closer  relations  with  you 
now.    that    we   may   derive   the   largest 
possible  benefit  from  the  new  route.  We 
hope  your  people   will   realize   as   fuliy 
as   we  do   the   l)enetit   of   mutual   effort 
in  order  that   these  opportunities  may 
be   Improved." 

Mr.  Wheeler  made  a  few  remarks. 
"When  I  came  to  Cro'ikston,"  h'  said, 
"the  bank  deposits  of  the  entire  valley 
wereonly  $200,000.  This  week's  bank 
sTaTement  shows  that  the  deposits  of 
this  city  are  $800,000.  and  those  of  the 
four  counties  in  the  valley  are  $2,500,000. 
It  seems  to  me  that  nothing  I  can  say 
will  show  to  you  the  development  and 
prosperity  of  the  valley  as  fully  as  this 
comparison.  " 

Mayor  Truelsen       was      called  on  to 
speak  for  Duluth.  and  made  a  splendid 
address  that      was      well  received.     He 
said:     I   thank  you   for  your  kind   offer 
to  take  anything  here  that  we  like  and 
assure  you    we   shall   gladly   take   any- 
thing you  give  us.    I   am  most  anxious 
to  take  with  us  some  of  your  briuriful 
larniing  land,  of  which   we  have  none, 
and  we  purpose  to  take  some  of  it.  We 
did    not    come    lo    make   you     i    formal 
visit.     When  you  canit  to  Duluth  a  few 
days  ago  we  hoped   to  pay  you  a  visit 
in  a  body,  but  circumstances  have  madr 
it    imjxissible   for  us   to   do   si   at    this 
ti.me.  so  we  are  now  merely  f>aying  you 
a  friendly  call,  to  be  followed  later  and 
often  hy  the  visit  we  had  plannd.    Wc 
have  wailed   for  seventeen  »ir   eighteen 
years  as  anxiously  as  you  have  for  this 
time  to  come.     We  thought  w-^  had  ac- 
complished  our   purpose   to    have   a   di- 
rect line  to  your  valley  when   the     old 
Duluth  &   Winnipeg  road     was     begun, 
but  financial  complications  defeated  our 
purpose;  we  had  to  wait  until  J.  J.  Hill 
gave  it  to  us.     That  Mr.  Hill  has  been 
criticised  is  quite   natural,   for  no   mar* 
gets  to  rank  high  In  any   walk  of    lifr- 
without   subjecting  himself  to  the  un- 
just criticism  of    other     men.

Troops  Will  Be  So  Quartered  During 
Winter  Months. 

Washington,  Oct.  4.— The  following 
statement  was  given  out  at  the  war  de- 
partmer.l: 

"The  secretary  of  war  being  ques- 
tioned as  to  quartering  of  troops  during 
the  winter,  has  "-ad  the  matter  under 
very  careful  consideration,  and  has  de- 
termined fur  the  good  of  the  service 
and  the  welfare  of  the  men  that 
they  should  be  in  open  camps,  in 
a  climate  \\here.  during  the 
winter,  they  can  drill  and  have  free 
open  air  exercise.  To  put  the  troops 
in  buildings  in  the  large  cities  in  the 
•North  would.  in  a  measure.  deprive 
them  of  the  necessary  drill,  discipline 
and  target  practice  essential  for  fitting 
soldiers  for  active  service  in  the  field. 
Moreover,  the  discipline  of  troops  near 
small  towns  can  be  maintained  very 
n;uch  better  and  more  effectively  than 
near  large  cities.  The  troops,  therefore, 
will  be  quart,  red  in  the  middle  Southern 
states,  where  they  can  live  in  tents,  as 
provided  by  plan  of  the  quartermaster 
general,  whith  gives  stoves  to  each 
three  ttnts  joined  together — two  sleep- 
ing rooms  and  one  sitting  room. 

"The  secretary  of  wai-  directed  a 
hoard  of  experienced  army  officers  ta 
visit  the  dlflFerent  sites  for  the  purpose 
of  selecting  these  camps,  and  has  left 
that  to  their  judgment,  which,  however, 
nietts    with  his  full  approval."

ings with  the  Spanish  commissioner.^, 
and  it  is  believed  that  within  three 
weeks  at  the  farthest  the  last  of  the 
Spanish  troops  will  have  sailed  for  home 
and  the  stars  and  stripes  will  be  un- 
furled over  San  Juan.  Their  mi-ssion 
has  been  accomplished  without  friction 
More  or  less  trouble  was  anticipated  at 
tne  outset,  but  our  commissioners  have 
been  agreeably  surprised  at  the  frank- 
ness and  candor  the  Spanish  commis- 
sioners have  displayed. 

While  Gen.  Macias-  and  Gen.  Ortega, 
the  second  in  command  of  the  island 
and  one  of  the  Spanish  commissioner^ 
in  their  conversations  with  our  com- 
missioners have  fully  acknowledged  Ihfe 
fact  that  the  Idss  (,f  Cervera'£>  fleet  cut 
off  all  hope  of  sue.  or  from  Spain,  they 
still  maintain  that  the  American  army 
Had  a  tremendou.-;  task  before  it  in 
crossing  the  mountains,  and  Macias 
contends  that  the  army  could  not  have 
reached  the  f>rts  „f  San  Juan  without 
the  los."  of  10,000  men. 

The  little  skirmishes  on  the  south 
coast  Gen.  Macias  refuses  to  call  re- 
verses, because  he  -laims  hL"  troops  re. 
tired  by  his  orders  to  the  stronger  posi- 
tions in  the  mountain  pa.«ses  \s  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  only  action  of  im- 
portance —  the  bombardment  of 
Morro  castle  by  Admiral  Sampson's 
(ieet  early  in  May- Macias  insists  was  a 
distinct  Spanish  victory.  Sampson'^ 
guns  pounded  away  for  three  hours. 
They  wrecked  several  buildings  In  the 
city  but  for  their  effort  on  the  ;}0-f5o^ 
walls  of  that  old  medieval  fortress,  the

American  warships  had  a"  well  been 
paper  wads.  Not  a  gun  was  dismount- 
ed: not  a  man  was  killed.  After  the 
fleet  had  retired  -"repulsed"  is  the 
word  the  Spaniards  use— a  "victory" 
was  celebrated  t.'iroughoui  the  city 
Military  bands  paraded  the  street?  nlay- 
ing  martial  music,  a  grand  concert  was 
given  in  the  plaza  and  the  cafes  that 
nignt  echoed  with  the  cries  of  "Viva 
Espana,  "   "Abajo  Los  Americanos." 

So  It  was  that  the  military  chieftains 
who  met  our  commissioners  met  them 
not  as  defeated  soldiers  to  deliver  up 
property  lost  in  battle,  but  rather  as 
soldiers  martyred  by  the  defeat  of 
others,  to  yield  that  which  they  still 
claimed  they  might  have  been  able  sue 
ce.«ifuliy  to  defend. 

Gen.  Brooke,  Commodore  Schley  and 
Gen.  Gordon  were  exceedingly  careful 
not  to  disturb  the  illusions  in  this  re- 
spect, and  to  their  extreme  tactfulness 
i.--  due  the  ease  and  facility  with  which 
the  negotiations  were  finally  concluded. 
The  Spanish  commissioners,  e.'^pecially 
Gen.  Ortega,  were  at  flrst  disinclined  to 
discuss  the  main  question.

HOW  THE  PORK  GOT  IN. 

German  Government   Finds  That  It 
Had  No  Certificate. 

Berlin.  Oct.  4.— A  most  important 
revelation  regarding  American  pork 
was  made  by  the  rjerman  government's 
announcement  in  the  semi-official  pivs.^ 
that  it  has  received  information  show- 
ing that  American  pork  has  entered 
without  a  certificate. 

Inquiry  made  at  the  United  States 
emliassy  confirms  the  rcjoort  that  the 
discovery  had  iieen  made.

No  American  firm  is  implicated  iir 
these  importatlon.s.  which  explain  the 
alleged  discoveries  of  tricninae  in 
Am.erican  pork.  German  dealers  in 
American  pork  offered  in  July  last  a 
reward  of  1000  maiks  for  a  case  of 
hum,in  trichina^sis  due 
pork,  and  three  months 
without  anybody  claiming

Japs  Think  Them  the  Three  Great 
Men  of  Naval  History. 

The  marvelous  victory  of  Commodore 
Dewey  at  Manilla  is  viewed  with  almosi 
the  same  admiration  among  Japanese  na- 
val officers  as  in  America  says  the 
Seattle  Post-Intelligencer.  Of  the  thir- 
teen officials  of  the  navy  of  Japan  who 
arrived  on  the  Klnshiu  Maru  last  week 
there  is  not  one  who  does  noi  speak  in 
the  highest  terms  of  the  gallant  Dewey, 
and  many  of  them  know  him  personally. 
One  of  them,  K.  Takebe,  was  torpedo 
lieutenant  on  the  Japanese  warship  Akit- 
susima  that  was  in  Manilla  harbor  when 
Dewey  entered  and  su:ik  thirteen  Spanish 
vessels.  Lieut.  Takebe  has  the  warmest 
admiration  for  the  gallant  American 
commander.  He  spoke  in  enthusiastic 
terms  of  Dewey's  victory  the  other 
night. 

"As  I  stood  on  the  deck  of  the  Akitsu- 
slma  and  saw  those  American  ships  come 
in  over  those  deadly  mines,"  he  said,  "it 
seemed  that  I  was  watching  the  feat  of 
another  Admiral  Nelson.  The  commander 
of  that  Heel  was  not  only  daring,  but  he 
knew  what  he  was  doing.  He  entered 
Manilla  to  take  le  Spanish  fleet,  and 
he  did  it.  My  soul  was  full  of  Dewey  as 
I  watched  the  great  victory." 

I..ieut.  Commander  <1.  Saeki.  who 
lias  come  to  the  Fnlted  States  to  take 
command  of  the  protected  cruiser  Ka.sagi, 
now  being  constructed  In  Philadelphia, 
also  knows  Admiral  Dewey.  "He  is  one 
of  the  brightest  admirals  of  the  world's 
history,"  he  said.  Commander  Saeki  met 
Dewey  at  Yokohama  when  the  latter  was 
captain,  several  years  ago.  Lieut.  Com- 
ma.nder  M.  Tsuchlya,  who  has  been  the 
inspector  of  construction  of  the  Kasagi 
at  Philadelphia,  and  came  to  Seattle  to 
meet  the  naval  expedition,  first  met 
Dewey  at  Hong  Kong  several  years  ago. 
"Dewey.  Nelson  and  our  Ho  are  the 
three  great  men  of  naval  history,"  was 
his  testimony.  (.'omm;tnder  Tsuchlya  has 
been  In  Philadelphia  three  months,  and 
is  much  impressed  with  the  marvels  of 
American  shipbuilding.  Although  he 
would  not  draw  any  compari.«on  unfav- 
orable to  his  own  country,  he  did  .not 
hesitate  to  say  that  naval  officers  all 
over  the  world  would  gain  much  bv  fo'- 
lowdng  the  advanced  methods  of  the 
Americans.  He  declined  to  discuss  what 
he  thought  of  thi^-  czar's  invitation  for 
the  great  powers  to  meet  In  conference 
and  take  measures  to  reduce  their  armies 


NEWSPAPERS    AS    FIGHTERS. 

Leslie's  Weekly:  The  newspapers  of 
thi.s  country  are  beginning  to  awaken 
to  a  sense  of  the  dangers  that  bestt 
them  through  unfair  competition  and 
from  other  sources.  Chicago  has  pre- 
sented a  remarkable  spectacle  recent- 
ly, one  unparalleled  In  our  history,  of 
a  great  city  deprived  of  its  English 
newspapers.  The  newspapers  of  Chi- 
cago cea.-ed  publication  temporarily 
rather  than  submit  to  w'nat  was  con- 
sidered an  unjust  demand  by  the  Ste- 
reotypers'  union.  As  a  re.=ult  of  this 
action  the  union  <iuickly  offered  to 
coinpromi.'-e,  but  the  battle  was  fought 
out  and  the  union  lost.  All  the  lead- 
ing newspapers  of  New  York  city  have 
united  In  an  agreement  not  to  sell 
their  publications  to  newsdealers  who 
Insert  advertising  circulars  in  papers 
.sold  and  served  by  them.  The  .Slate 
Editorial  association  of  New  York,  at 
a  recent  meeting,  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  appeal  to  the  governor  to 
protect  the  newspapers  of  the  stale 
against  unfair  competition  caused  by 
advertising  in  street  cars  and  the  ele- 
vated railroads.  It  ha.^-  been  found 
that  the  charters  of  the  street  car  and 
elevated  railroad  lines  do  not  glv* 
tnem  the  right  to  do  advertising,  or 
any  other  business  except  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers.  it  Is  esti- 
mated that  more  than  $2.0<»0.0iM)  are 
diverted  annually  from  daily  and 
weekly  lu  wspaper.s  and  magazine.^  by 
illegal  advertisements  in  surface  and 
elevated  carf,  and  the  ne-.-spapers  of 
this  state  are  determined  to  abate*  this 
nuisance  if  It  Is  in  their  power.  All 
this  indicates  that  the  newspapers  an- 
at  last  waking  up  to  the  necessity  of 
uniting  in  their  own  defense,  and  if 
united  they  will  win  every  time.

CLAIMS  EXEMPTION. 


Insurance  Company   Wants  To  Get 
Out  of  Personal  Taxes. 

Judge  IJotT  thif?  morning  luanl  tin-  p»^r- 
sonal  property  ta.x  eases  in  disiriei  couit, 
and  ord.red  judgment  entered  against 
121t  of  the  defendants  out  of  a  total  of  m. 
The  only  defendant  to  answer  was  fhe  St. 
Paul  Fire  and  Marine  Insuranee  company, 
which  claimed  e.xemption  from  a  person- 
al property  tax  under  the  laws  oi  im. 
inis  claim  of  exemption  brought  up  the 
puestioii  of  the  constitutionalitv  of  the 
law.  which  rpiestion  was  rai.sed  ijv  Coun- 
ty Attorney  Arbury.  and  after  a  short 
arnument  it  was  decided  to  submit  the 
TiAjttt'r  to  the  court  on  briefs. 

The  question  is  rather  an  ImportHnt  one 
and  It  is  now  pending  in  the  court  of 
Kamsey  county,  where  it  was  raised  on  a 
.similar  case.  Section  W  of  Chapter  175  of 
the  laws  of  1895  says: 

'•-All  insurance  companle.s  chartered  bv 
the  territor>-  or  state  of  Minnesota  shall 
pay  to  the  state  2  per  cent  on  their  pre- 
mium receipts  in  this  state,  and  shall  also 
pay  taxes  and  assessments  on  real  estate 
owned  by  them  within  the  state  in  like 
manner  as  real  estate  owned  bv  •iidivid- 
iiais  IS  taxed  and  asse.ssed.  and"  no  addi- 
tional taxes  shall  be  collected  of  such 
companies  other  than  the  fees  provided 
t).v  law. 

This  provision  clearly  exempts  insur- 
ance companies  of  the  state  from  a  per- 
sonal property  tax.  but  Countv  Attorntv 
Arburj  set  up  the  claim  that  "the  law  Is 
unconstitutional  for  the  same  reason  that 
the  tonnage  tax  on  iron  ore  .-ihipments 
was  decided  unconstitutional.  becai:3e  It 
does  not  provide  a  fair  and  equal  tax 
The  attorney  for  the  St.  Paul  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance  companv  will  submit  a 
brief  c»n  his  side  of  the  case  to  the  court

EXPLORATIONS    ON    VERMILION. 
There  will  be  more  exploration  work 
done  on  the  Vermilion  range  during  the 
coming  winter  than  ever  before  in   its 
history.      Several    camps    have    alreadv 
been    established    east    of    Ely    and    as 
many    more    between    Ely    and    Tower. 
The    Minnesota    Iron    company    will    do 
work  at  a  number  of  points,  and  it  is 
quite    certain    that    several    new    mines 
will    be    opened    up    within      the     next 
year.       It    must    find    more    Vermilion 
range  high-grade  ore  producers,  or  else 
the  Federal  Steel  company  will  be  com« 
pelled  to  rely  on  the  Carnegie  people  for 
its  ore  supply,   for  the  only  mine  pro- 
ducing    Bessemer     ore  owned     by    the 
Minnesota  Iron  company,  except  on  the 
Mesaba,  is  the  Chandler,  and  at  the  rate 
at    which    this    is   now    being   mined    it 
will   be  exhausted  in  five  years.     Those 
owning    iron    lands    on    the    Vermilion 
range    now    realize    that    the     moment 
they  can  make  a  showing  of  ore  they 
will   experience   no   difllculty   in   finding 
buyers  at  a  good   figure.     This  knowl- 


edge has  stimulated  exploration  work, 
and  the  resources  of  the  range  will  be 
thoroughly   investigated. 

STORY  NOT  BELIEVED. 
The  reported  discovery  of  a  vein  of 
copper  ore  under  the  townsite  of  Tower 
is  probably  without  foundation.  The 
Minnesota  Iron  company  has  been  do- 
ing some  diamond  drill  work  north  of 
the  townsite  and  probably  intends  to 
put  some  drill  holes  under  the  townsite 
itself,  but  it  has  not  yet  done  so.  There 
have  been  frequent  evidences  of  copper 
deposits  in  and  around  Tower,  but  no 
vein  has  ever  been  found.  Mass  copper 
has  been  found  by  people  in  digging  and 
some  explorers  have  sought  in  vain  for 
a  copper  ore  body.  The  Minnesota  Iron 
company  has  found  traces  of  copper  in 
the  Minnesota  mine  and  last  spring  sev- 
eral hundred  pounds  of  pure  copper  are 
said  to  have  been  found  in  the  iron  ore 
!^oo  feet  below  the  surface.  This  wa^  a 
very  unusual  occurrence.  Last  sum- 
mer some  Chicago  parties  did  some  ex- 
ploration work  for  copper  east  of 
Tower,  but  without  result.

At  Sterling  s:ation  Charles  Wright,  a 
merchant,  reports  the  disasters  trom 
ihe  flood.  iK>th  as  to  life  and  jroperty. 
in  the  rice  lields  of  fliynn  and  Mcin- 
tosh. There  are  a  nurnl)er  of  small 
i.>^iands  at  various  i)oints  around  Hruns- 
wiik.  Fernandina  and  Darien  on  whicj 
snuill  groups  of  familits  live.  It  will 
be  some  days  liefore  accurate  reports 
are  heard  from  these  points.  At 
Darien  the  water  is  leptirted  high  and 
the  town  l>adly  damaged.  There  are 
niany  rumors  of  lo.ss  of  life,  but  all  of 
the  reports  thus  far  received  are  l)e- 
Jiev<d  to  be  exaggerated,  ilany  of 
those  who  oring  nt-vvs  left  the  scene  of 
the  storm  during  its  heigh:,  and  consc- 
ijuently  cannot  lie  expected  to  give  ac- 
curate information.  The  damage  i)y 
wind  and  rain  istnoimous.  and  ext.-nds 
inland  100  miles  in  some  cases.

POST  CHEUrKS. 

It  i.s  stated  that  an  effort  will  be  made 
at    the  next  session  of  congress   to  se- 
cure  the   passage  of  a  bill   authorizing 
the  issue  of  post  cheques  to  the  amjunt 
of    $50,000,000.    and    the    suggestion    has 
Iieen  made  that  the  money  be  used  for 
building  more  warships.       C   \V.    Post, 
of  the  Postum  Cereal  company,  who  is 
the   originator  of  this   idea,    says   that 
po.st  cheques  will  be  issued  in  5,  10,  23 
and  50-cent  pieces,  also  in  $1,  »2  and  $5 
notes,  all  In  paper  currency,  hand.«ome- 
ly  engraved.       Kach  piece  will  contain 
on  its  face  a  large  numeral,  indicating 
its   respective   value,    and   on    the   right 
hand  side,  blank  spaces  for  insertion  of 
the  name  of  the  consignee  and  signature 
of  the  sender,   al.<o,  a   blank  space  for 
the  signature  of  the  recipient.      These 
notes  circulate  as   long  as  the  spaces 
are  left   blank  and  pass  from  hand   to 
hand  in  the  transaction  of  the  business 
of  the  day.  the  same  as  silver  currency, 
or,    more   properly   speaking,    the   same 
as    the  25-cent   and   50-cent   pieces       of 
thirty  years  ago,  one  of  the  most    con- 
venient   forms    of    fractional    currency 
ever  used. 

The  advantage  of  the  post  cheque,  it 
is  claimed,  lies  largely  in  the  fact  that 
the  individual  who  desires  to  send  a 
small  sum  of  money  by  mail,  is  not 
compelled  to  expend  the  time  and 
trouble  required  to  obtain  a  safe  means 
of  transmission  by  the  present  money 
order  system.  Under  the  new  arrange- 
ment if  a  man  reads  an  advertisement 
and  decides  to  purchase,  or  if  he  de- 
sires to  subscribe  for  a  magazine  or 
newspaper,  he  can  at  once,  and  without 
delay,  execute  his  desire  by  taking  from 
his  purse  the  required  sum  in  post 
cheques,  transforming  them  with  a  few 
strokes  of  the  pen  into  non-negotiable 
funds,  enclose  them  in  his  letter  and 
the  deed  is  done  while  the  customer  is 
in  the  mind. 

The  government    fee   on       the       post 
cheque  will  be  a  1-cent  postage  stamp 
affixed  to  the  face  of  the  note  for  each 
note  under  $1,  and  a  2-ccnt  stamp  for 
each  of  the  larger  bills.  These  stamps 
are  not  intended  to  pay  the  postage  on 
the    letter    which    contains    the       post 
cheques,   but  the  stamps  affixed  are  in 
lieu   of   government    fees.       It   is   esti- 
mated  that  a  considerable   increase   in 
receipts  will  result  to  the  postoffice  de- 
partment by  reason  of  the  very  large 
increase   in   the  number  of   notes   sent, 
owing  to  the  convenience  as  compared 
with  the  present  method.      At  the  same 
time   it   is   proposed    to   discontinue    the 
entire  money  order  system  which  cost 
the  government  $668,028  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  upon  an  issue  of  $174,482,676.

"I  have  said  that  I  am  a  protectionist.

are      called      high        protectionists.        I 
am  in  favor  of  protection  enough,  and 
I   am   against   protection   that   is       too 
much.      And  I  undertake  to  say  that  $2 
a  thousand  on  white  pine  lumber  is  too 
much   and   more   than    the   lumbermen 
ought  to  demand,  and  that  $1  a  thousand 
is  enough.       In  1S90  William  McKinley 
framed  the  tariff  bill.  Now  Mr.  McKin- 
ley was  and  is  the  ideal       Republican 
statesman  as  a  protectionist.  Is  he  not? 
When  you  think  of  protection  in      the 
United   States   of  what    man   do       you 
think?      William  McKinley.  He  framed 
the  tariff  bill  of  1890  and,  as  you  can 
see    by    con.«ulting    the    tariff    hearings 
held  by  his  committee,  this  subject  was 
exhaustively  considered  in  all  its  bear- 
ings by  him.   What  duty  did  Mr.   Mc- 
Kinley put  on  white  pine  lumber?  One 
dollar  a  thousand.   Then  on  that   sub- 
ject I  am  as  much  of  a  protectionist  as 
McKinley.       Am   I   not?   That  certinly 
ought  to  be  good  enough.      And.  mind 
you.  when  McKinley  put  $1  a  thousand 
on   white   pine   there   was  more       than 
twice  as  much  of  such   pine  standing 
in  the  United  States  as  there  is  today." 
And  yet,   in   the  face  of  the      above 
clear  statement,  the  News  Tribune  has 
the  audacity  to  credit  Mr.  Towne  with 
saying  that  he  believes  in  free  lumber. 
Again  Mr.  Towne  said  in  his  speech 
■which  the  News  Tribune  did  not  have 
the  fairness  to  publish: 

"I  think  the  lumbermen  had  protec- 
tion enough  when  Mr.  McKinley  gave 
them  $1.  No  complaint  was  made  of  it 
then.  The  $1  rate  went  into  effect  in 
the  fall  of  1890,  and  luml>er  prices  kept 
up.  nay  they  were  advanced,  in  1S91  and 
1892.  The  statistics  show  this.  The 
reason,  my  friends,  was  that  the  lum- 
bermen had  a  market.  They  sold  16,- 
000.000,000  feet  in  1.S92,  but  only  12.00o!- 
00«).000  feet  of  white  pine  in  1896.  When 
farmers  and  business  men  can  buy 
lumber  a  fair  duty  is  enough  and  when 
they   cannot   buy   a   prohibitive

The    commissioner    general    for      the 
United  States  to  the  Paris  exposition  is 
proposing  to  make  especially  conspicu- 
ous and  resplendent  the  celebration  cf 
United  States  day  at  the  exposition,  and 
the  great  feature  of  these  exercises  is 
to  be  the  unveiling  and  dedication  of  a 
monument  from  the  children  and  youth 
of  our  country  to  the  memory  of  our  na- 
tion's first  benefactor  and  defender,  La- 
fayette.      The  proposition   to  raise  the 
funds  necessary  for  the  erection  of  the 
monument   through   the  agency  of  the 
schools  has  for  one  of  its  chief  purposes 
the  direction  of  the  minds  of  our  young 
people  to  a  broader  study  of  the  historic 
events  of  the  early  days  of  the  republic. 
It    Is  expected  the  cost    of  the  undertak- 
ing will  be  about  $250,000,  but  this  large 
sum  can  readily  be  raised  by  small  con- 
tributions   through   the   agency   of    the 
schools. 

The  secretary  of  the  commission  ap- 
pointed to  take  charge  of  the  memorial 
arrangements  says,  it  requires  no  argu- 
ment to  convince  the  liberty-loving  peo- 
ple of  America  of  the  far-reaching  value 
of  this  most  fitting,  opportune  and  sig- 
nificant movement.  It  will  promote  pa- 
triotism and  implant  in  the  minds  of 
our  young  generation,  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific,  a  broader  knowledge  of 
their  country's  history.  It  is  asked  that 
Oct.  19.  1898,  be  observed  as  "Lafayette 
day"  in  every  school  district  through- 
out our  land,  when  the  children  will  be 
told  the  story  of  our  struggle  for  liberty 
and  they  may  then  contribute  their 
help  and  pennies  in  memory  of  their 
nation's  defender. 

Oct.  19  is  the  anniversary  of  the  sur- 
render of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown  and 
therefore  a  fitting  date  on  which      the 
concerted  effort  will   Ite   made   to  raise 
ample  funds  to  build  the  monument.  In 
the    universities    and    colleges    of    the 
land,   the  heads  of  the  institutions  are 
asked  to  appoint  committees  from  their 
students  to  arrange  and  carry  out  pub- 
lic  exercises  suited   to   the   idea;      em- 
bracing,   perhaps,    historic   drama,    pa- 
triotic orations,   etc.,   charging  an  ad- 
mission fee  or  collecting  voluntary  con- 
tributions as  local  conditions  may  sug- 
gest, and  turning  the  proceeds  over  to 
the  president  of  the  college,   who  shall 
forward  it  to  the  treasurer  of  the  mem- 
orial commission.      In  the  higher  grades

Paris  oflicials  seem  now  to  be  as  far 
as  tver  from  coming  to  a  satisfactory 
decision  in  the  case  of  Lieut.  Col.  Pic- 
quart, who  so  bravely  defended  Capt. 
Dreyfus,  and  who  has  been  as  vehe- 
ment a.s  Zola  in  his  asserting  of  the  in- 
nocence of  the  Devil's  Island  prisoner. 
After  the  startling  revelation  made  by 
Col.  Henry,  the  friends  of  Dreyfus  were 
positive  that  there  w-ould  be  a  revision 
of  the  trial,  but  instead  of  growing 
clearer  the  mystery  of  the  case  seems 
to  deepen. 

During  the  first  'days  of  his  trial 
Lieut.  Col.  Picquart  startled  the  court 
room  by  exclaiming  that  if  he  were 
found  a  "suicide"  in  his  cell,  it  would 
reaily  be  a  case  of  murder.  This,  by 
some,  was  taken  as  an  inference  that 
Col.  Henry  and  Lemercier  Picard,  who 
kncnv  a  great  deal  about  the  case,  were 
nurdtred  to  prevent  their  making 
further  revelations,   and   did    not   com- 


mit suicide  as  reported. 

In  the  latest  developments  !n  the  trial 
of  Picquart  he  is  charged  with  com- 
plicity with  Dreyfus,  and  that  he  was 
coHipelled  in  self-defense  to  work  in 
behalf  of  the  prisoner  after  :he  Drey- 
fus conviction.  If  this  is  true,  then 
Col.  Picquart  will  be  tried  for  both 
treason  and  forgery. 

Col.  Picquart  is  a  man  of  medium 
height,  well  proportioned,  with  a  grave 
face.  He  is  of  Jewish  descent.  During 
his  confinement  he  has  become  pale 
and  worn,  and  his  nerves  have  been 
racktd  by  anxiety  as  well  as  by  im- 
pri.sonment.  He  has  served  the  French 
government  with  distinction,  and  has 
been  awarded  several  medals  for  meri- 
torious work.  Col.  Picquart  is  also  an 
excellent  swordsman,  as  he  has  proved 
himself  in  many  affairs  of  honor.  His 
most  recent  combat  was  with  the  late 
Col.  Henry.

Ashland  Press:  The  exodus  of  half  a 
hundred  lake  vessels  for  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  is  doubtless  for  two  causes,  lirst, 
on  account  of  the  demand  for  more  ves- 
sels on  the  Atlantic  coast:  and  second, 
on  account  of  the  crowding  out  of  the 
carrying  traoe  of  the  great  lakes  of  the 
smaller  crans.  The  deepening  of  the 
great  lakes  canals  Is  closely  followed  by 
the  advent  of  larger  vessels.  Their  car- 
rying capacity  rises  in  exact  ratio  with 
the  deepening  of  canals.  It  is  a  common 
thing  now  for  ves.sels  to  take  out  of 
Lake  Superior  cargoes  of  five  and  six 
thousand  tons,  and  ii  must  be  remem- 
l)ered  that  one  cargo  of  6000  tons  means 
tiiree  ordinary  cargoes,  or  in  other  words, 
that  2000-ton  boats  must  find  another  line 
of  business.  The  time  is  close  at  hand 
when  the  size  of  the  great  lakes  ore  car- 
riers will  compare  favorably  in  size  with 
those  of  ocean-going  vessels.

Some  of  the  underground 
properties  have  bten  unalile  to  get  men 
to  mine  as  much  ore  as  they  have  In-en 
able  to  dispose  of,  and  to  prevent  a 
repetition  of  this  they  will  employ  as 
large  forces  as  can  b::'  worked  in  win- 
ter and  accumulate  big  stock  piles  in 
an:iiipation  of  next  season's  ship- 
ments. Mine  operators  say  that  the 
Mesaba  range  will  be  more  active  dur- 
ing the  winter  than  it  has  ever  been. 
and  that  more  men  will  In-  employed. 
All  of  the  big  open  pit  mines  will  do  a 
large  amount  of  stripping.  The  Moun- 
tain Iron  mine  has  been  iltsed  for  more 
than  a  week,  and  the  Mahoning  has 
nearly  finished  for  the  season. 

John  Pengilly,  superintendent  of  the 
Chandler  mine  at  Kly.  says  that  the  re- 
sumption of  operati<ms  at  thr  Pione-r 
and  Zenith  mints  has  made  things  live- 
lier at  that  end  of  the  Vermilion  range.

PREDICTS  BIG  YEAR. 


Lumbermen  Say  Next  Season 
Will  Be  Best  For  Lum- 
ber Since  1892. 

Lumbermen  are  pr(;dicting  that  next 
year  will  be  the  best  the  lumber  busi- 
ness nas  seen  since  1S92.  and  that  it 
will  e^iual  that  year  or  surpass  it.  A 
limiberman  who  closely  watches  condi- 
tions said  a  day  or  tv/o  ago  tliat  the 
Jnanufacturcrs  who  hold  their  lumber 
now  will  make  good  money  by  doing  so. 
He  predicts  that  next  spring  will  see 
a  big  shortage  in  lumber  stocks,  and 
consequently  a  good  rise  in  prices.  The 
lumber  cut  of  this  year  will  be  sold 
right  up  to  the  saw  when  the  season 
closes  this  fall,  and  this  wint -r  will  l>e- 
gin  with  the  lightest  stocks  in  several 
years.  The  demand  for  lumber  is  in- 
creasing wonderfully.  In  the  West 
especially  it  is  picking  up.  The  far.mers 
of  the  Western  states  have  not  been  in 
such  good  circumstances  in  years  as 
now,  thanks  to  .Joe  Leiter,  whom  James 
J.  Hili  referred  to  in  his  Lyceum  speech 
as  that  "good-natured  young  man  from 
Chicago."  good  crops,  etc.  During  the 
hard  times  all  building,  repairing,  etc., 
was  suspended  except  such  as  abs  i- 
lutely  had  to  be  done.  Now  the  farm- 
ers have  money,  and  are  lieginnlng  to 
make  their  delayed  improvement..-. 
When  this  year's  crop  is  marktted  a 
building  boom  will  be  on  in  i;ie  West, 
and  an  enormous  .juantity  of  lumber 
will  Ije  used.  I:  is  this  which  is  g  )ing 
to  make  next  y^  ar  such  a  good  one  for 
the  lumber  trade. 

The  large  operations  which  are  under 
way  in  this  section  of  Minnesota  show 
that  the  lumi>ermen  know  that  there 
are  good  times  ahead  for  lumlic-rmen. 
Several  logging  roads  are  going  in, 
large  transfers  of  pine  are  being  made, 
stumpage  is  advancing  in  price,  and 
there  is  every  evidence  that  the  lumber 
trade  can  need  f.^r  congratulation. 

In  talking  over  the  great  activity  in 
Northeastern  Minnesota  pine  with  a 
well  posted  lumberman,  a  ftw  days  ago. 
a  Herald  man  asked  how  long  it  would 
be  at  this  rate  before  the  supply  of 
{umber  in  Northeastern  Minnesota! 
would  give  out.  He  replied  that  at  the 
present  rate  of  consumption  he  looked 
for  the  pine  forests  to  be  pretty  well 
cltaned  out  at  the  end  of  ten  years 
from  now.  Practically  all  the  timber 
adjacent  to  strejims  has  been  cut.  and 
now  the  €ra  of  logging  roads  has  begun. 
The  same  experience  was  undergone  in 
Michigan,  this  gentleman  said,  and  he 
finds  this  to  be  practically  a  duplicate 
of  it. 


George  Spencer  is  the  plaintiff  in  a 
suit  begun  yesterday  against  the  board 
<jf  county  commi.ssionera  to  have  them 
enjoined  '  from  expending  any  more 
money  on  a  long  list  of  roads  including 
nearly  all  of  the  county  roads  on  which 
money  has  been  expended  for  a  number 
of  years.  It  is  claimed  in  the  complaint 
that  the  roads  are  not  county  roads, 
because  they  were  never  located  by  thft 
county.  It  is  claimed  that  in  a  number 
of  cases  no  committee  of  the  board 
ever  examined  the  roads  or  made  any 
report,  and  that  they  were  never  es- 
tablished by  county  or  state  authority. 
It  is  also  alleged  that  the  road  fu:;d  i? 
overdrawn,  and  that  th<-  only  means  of 
replenishing  it  is  by  the  levying  of  a 
1-mill  tax.  It  is  claimed  that  the  prop- 
erty appropriated  for  the  roads  belongs 
t^  private  individuals,  and  that  the 
county  is  liable  to  thtm  for  trespass.

M'MANIS  SPEAKS 


Addressed  a  Good  Meeting 

at  the  West  End  Last 

EYening. 


FISHING  IX  THE  PHILIPPINES. 
New  York  Mali  anJ  Expre.ss:  The  Ma- 
lay race  Is  probauly  tiic  most  skillful  in 
ii.shlnp  and  the  Philippine  Islanders  are 
not  behind  the  other  branches?.  An  illu.s- 
tration  ahowt;  one  of  their  favorite  ways 
of  catching  tishes  which  run  along  the 
bottom  of  rivers,  l>ays  and  arms  of  the 
.sea.  It  consists  of  a  long  raft  ranging 
from  twenty  to  sixty  feet  in  length  and 
from  eight  to  twent.v  fe«t  in  width.  At 
the  rear  part  or  stern  there  is  a  ''latiform 
and  on  It  a  little  house,  m  v>..ich  the 
lishermen  dose  during  the  heat  of  the 
day  and  sleep  at  night.  In  the  middle 
is  a  small  furnace  in  which  they  do  their 
cooking  and  a  jar  in  which  they  nut  tine 
lishcs  and  a  tank  through  which  the 
water  moves  where  they  store  their 
catches.  In  the  bow  is  a  cumbrous  but 
ingenious  drop  net  mechanism.  It  con- 
sists of  two  long  and  strong  poles  fas- 
tened to  the  raft  on  axles  and  by  a  rope 
at  the  upper  end  of  the  two,  which  here 
touch  each  other,  running  down  to  a 
windlass  in  the  stern  sheets.  To  the  top 
of  this  jurymast  are  fastened  two  enor- 
mous bamboos,  crossed  in  the  middle  and 
bent  so  as  to  form  seml-clrcles.  The  four 
ends  of  the  bamboos  are  connected  by  a 
great  bag  net  ranging  from  twelve  feet 
to  forty  feet  square.  When  used  the 
tl.shermen  throw  a  lot  of  bait  Into  the  big 
net  and  lower  the  arrangement  by  loosen- 
ing the  windla.'*s  aiKl  permitting  the  ropo 
to  unwind.  The  m.ists  rotate  forward 
u{>on  their  axles  and  the  net  sinks  until 
it  lies  upon  the  bottom  of  the  water.  The 
lish,  attracted  by  the  bait,  are  soon 
crowding  around  the  center  of  the  net. 
The  windlass  is  slowly  turned,  which 
raises  the  bamboos,  then  the  rope  con- 
necting the  ends  and  last  of  all  the 
center  of  the  net.  By  the  time  the  flsh 
are  alarmed  the  ropes  have  passed  the 
water's  edge  and  escape  is  Impossible. 
With  this  ingenious  mechanism  a  fish- 
ing smack  will  often  take  1000  pounds 
of  fish  in  a  single  cast. 


A  Lind  and  Towne  meeting  was  held 
last  night  in  it>.e  Nelson  store  at  EJight- 
eenth  avenue  west  and  Superior  street. 
In  spite  of  the  execrable  weather  then* 
was  a  good  attendance.  A.  E.  Mc- 
Manus  was  the  speaker,  and  he  made 
a  good  impression  and  was  accorded  a 
good  reception. 

Discussing  the  war.  Mr.  McManus 
said  that  he  gave  the  president  and  the 
administration  full  credit  for  vhat  they 
had  done,  but  he  said  that  it  was  un- 
fair for  the  Republicans  to  use  the  war 
as  a  political  argument  when  the  v.ar 
was  voted  in  l)y  the  Democratic  mem- 
bers of  congress  and  a  large  per  cent 
of  the  volunteers  were  silver  men.  In 
regard  to  Mr.  Towne,  he  said  that  he 
had  not  chan^ged  his  politics,  but  the 
party  itself  had  gone  away  from  its 
stand  on  the  silver  question.  Mr. 
Towne  is  still  living  up  to  principles 
endorsed  by  a  majority  of  Republican 
congressmen  before  the  St.  Louis  con- 
vention. While  Mr.  Towne  is  a  pro- 
tectionist, he  does  not  believe  in  a  pro- 
hibitive tariff  that  would  tend  to  bulid 
up  rtrusts  and  monopolies.  The  $2  dutj- 
on  lumber  was  a  prohibitive  tariff,  and 
would  have  the  effect  of  denuding  this 
state  of  its   timber  wealth  quickly. 

The  speaker  took  up  the  question  of 
Morris'  statement  as  to  the  chances  for 
opening  up  a  trade  with  Cnina.  and 
showed  that  it  wouH  be  impossible  for 
a  gold  standard  country  to  trade  ad- 
vantageously with  a  silver  country  sush 
as  China,  because  of  the  absence  of  a 
parity  of  exchange.  He  touched  upon 
the  record  of  W.  H.  Eustis,  and  said 
that  as  a  member  of  the  executive 
board  of  the  rotten  Guaranty  Loan; 
company  he  should  have  known  what 
was  going  on  in  the  Menage  robbery  if 
he  did  not.  He  will  not  carry  his  own 
county  or  his  own  precinct,  ward  or 
city.  The  speaker  said  that  no  one  had 
had  the  temerity  to  assail  John  Llnd's 
record,  rabid  as  some  of  his  opponents 
are.  He  spoke  of  the  way  Quarter- 
umaster  Lind  treated  his  men  at  Chicka- 
mauga,  and  showed  how  he  kept  them 
in  good  shape  where  others  did  not. 

Referring  to  Morris'  record,  Mr.  Mci- 
Manus  said  that  he  had  had  the  au- 
dacity to  state  at  the  Armory  the  other 
night  that  he  had  gone  to  congress  to 
keep  his  mouth  shut.  This  was  the  Tirst 
time  the  speaker  had  ever  heard  What 
he  went  to  congress  for,  but  if  that  ex- 
planation was^  true,  he  must  confess 
that  he  had  performed  his  duty  in  a 
most  exemplary  manner.  Taking  up 
the  charge  that  the  silver  question  is 
dead,  the  speaker  inquirad  why  it  ^vas 
that  at  the  Omaha  exposition  a  week 
was  given  up  to  its  discussion,  and  -why 
all  the  Republican  conventions  so  far 
hafr-e  declared  for  the  gold  standard  if 
the  silver  question  is  dead.

Wooster.  Ohio,  Oct,  5.— The  Repub- 
licans of  this  (Wayne)  county  opened 
the  fall  campaign  here  today,  Senator 
Joseph  Benson  Foraker  being  the  prin- 
cipal speaker.  His  address  was  fre- 
quently interrupted  by  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause from  the  large  audience  present. 

Senator  Foraker  opened  with  a  eulogy 
of  Governor  Bushnell  and  a  review  of 
his  administration  In  Ohio,  following  with 
a  like  tribute  to  President  AlcKinlev 
with  a  review  of  his  national  admlnls"- 
tration.  devt>tlng  most  of  his  speectj  to 
the  war  with  Spain,  and  the  problems 
which   followed   it. 

in  speaking  of  the  Monroe  doctrine  he 
rcNiewed  the  oppression  in  Cuba  during 
President  Grant  s  administration  and 
heui  that  the  cause  of  humanltv  then 
cabed  lor  a.sslstance.  He  pictured"  Span- 
ish tyranny  in  the  West  Indies  most 
graphically  until  he  reached  the  period 
of  W'eylerlsm,  when  he  was  fierce  in  his 
utterances  as  the  former  captain  general 
was  in  his  cruelties.  The  .senator  stated 
that  after  L110,iiki  lives  had  been  lost 
through  reconcentratlon  and  other  op- 
I>ressioi's  that  the  cause  of  humaidty 
called  loudly  for  Interference.  Congress 
waited  until  the  president  exhau.'^ted 
every  eftort  In  diplomacy.  This  country 
could  no  lonsjer  wait  without  ourselves 
becoming  morally  responsible  for  the 
li\es  of  thousands  and  the  suffering, 
while  the  destruction  of  the  Maine  forced 
the  l.ssue  The  country  had  lost  hundreds 
of  millions  annually  in  trade  with  Cuba 
and  thousands  of  Americans  on  the 
island  were  threatened  while  many  had 
lost  all  their  properly  and  even"  been 
imprisoned.  Cubans  could  not  beluuK  to 
a  literary  society  or  a  so«lal  club  with- 
out special  permit,  and  could  not  attend 
any  meetings  without  notice  to  the  au- 
thorities s(.  I  hat  an  official  might  al.so 
report  proeeedlngs  to  the  government; 
and  for  all  these  burdens  of  ta.\ation 
ind  deprivations  of  personal  libertv  there 
was  no  compen.satlon.  Thev  wer»" denied 
.schools,  public  highways,  all  the  facili- 
ties tor  enjoyment,  and  rebellion  was 
inevitable.  After  reviewing  the  struggles 
.)f  the  insurgents  the  .senacor  detailed  the 
incidents  that  led  to  the  American  con- 
gress declaring  war  against  Spain  and 
took  radical  issue  with  those  who  op- 
ijosed  thai  actiun,  including  ex-Secre- 
lary  Shei man,  who  recently  In  an  In- 
:erv'.ew  >ald:

I  sincerely  hope  it  will  give  to  the 
I  nite<»  States  not  simpiv  a  coaling  sta- 
tion or  a  single  Island,  hut  the  whole 
group  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  I  have 
no  fear  of  the  ability  of  our  people  suc- 
cessfully to  govern  them,  and  I  feel  that 
ft  would  be  a  crime  to  return  them  to 
the  government  of  Spain.  Under  our  pro- 
tection and  guidance  thev  can  have  in- 
telligence and  prosperity  and  we  can  have 
a  base  of  operations  In  the  far  East  high- 
ly essential  to  securing  our  fair  share  of 
the  trade  in  China  and  the  rest  of  the 
Kaati-rn  world.  Japan  has  stepped  to  the 
front  with  a  commerce  that  Is  greatlv  to 
the  advantage  of  all  who  trade  with  "her 
The  possibilities  which  China  has  are 
far  greater.  .Ml  the  greJit  nations  are 
struggling  for  their  share  of  the  trade 
to  be  developed  when  China  has  opened 
up  the  communication  and  commerce  with 
the  world.  The  Cnited  States  must  have 
her  full  share  In  that  trade. 

"One  of  the  questions  now  pressing 
upon  us  is  how  to  provide  governments 
for  these  l.slands  and  so  to  govern  and 
direct  affairs  as  to  acquire  the  commerce 
to  which  we  are  entitled  and  secure  the 
consequent  prosperity  to  all  our  people 
Only  that  party  should  l>e  entrusted  with 
it  that  has  shown  If.self  most  canable  of 
dealing  with  great  affairs,  both  in  peace 
and  war.

Two    of   her 
navies     had     been     completely    destrojed 
and   one  of   her  largest  armies   had   been 
defeated    and    compelled    to   surrender. 

•In  this  war  we  have  budded  wiser 
than  we  knew.  Our  fathers  of  the  revo- 
lution did  not  take  up  arms  for  Indepen- 
dence, bat  only  resistance  of  tyranny. 
fcl\ents  broadened  their  purj>ose.  Lin- 
coln tailed  for  troops  to  save  the  I'nion, 
but  events  broadened  his  purpose  and 
slavery  was  abolished.  Our  initUil  action 
had  reference  only  to  Cuba,  but  Spain 
reckoned  for  war  generally  and  thus  wid- 
ened the  Held  so  as  to  Include  Porto  Rico 
and  the  Philippines,  and  thus  we  have 
greater  prestige,  free  Cuba  and  terri- 
torial acciuisitions  of  incalculable  impor- 
tance. 

"VVe  have  also  learned  some  lessons. 
We  have  learned  that  It  was  not  wise  to 
be  wholly  or  partially  unprepared  for 
war.  It  is  a  wise  maxim  still  that  In 
time  of  peace  we  should  prepare  for  war, 
at  least  to  the  extent  of  maintaining  an 
army  and  navy  commensurate  with  our 
wealth  and  population  and  interests;  and 
in  this  connection  we  have  learned  that 
we  cann<it  depend  upon  great  wealth  or 
great  population  or  zealous  patriotism 
alone  for  national  defense.  It  was  our 
good  fortune  that  the  long  peace  since 
our  civil  war  was  lirst  interrupted  by 
trouble  with  Spain  rather  than  with  Eng- 
land or  with  some  other  great  power  able 
to  strike  at  once.  We  have  learned  the 
necessity  for  coast  defenses:  a  good  navy 
and  a  good  army,  both  adequate  In  num- 
bers as  well  as  in  <iuallty. 

"We  have  learned  another  thing,  and 
that  is  that  the  NIcaraguan  canal  is  es- 
.sontial  not  only  to  commerce,  but  also 
to  our  efficient  defense.  To  reach  the 
scene  of  action,  the  Oregon  was  required 
to  sail  lO.OiHj  miles  farther  than  would 
have  been  necessary  If  she  could  have 
crossed  the  Isthmus  and  now  with  the 
Iowa  as  a  con.sort  she  has  started  to  re- 
turn to  the  Pacific  and  It  Is  estimated 
that  It  will  reciulre  three  months  for  them 
to  pass  from  our  Eastern  to  our  Western 
coast  and  reach  their  destination.

Proceedings  of  the  Annual 
Convention  Begin  In  Wash- 
ington Today. 

Washington,  Oct.  5.— With  impre.s.=-iv€ 
ceremjhies  the  triennial  council  of  thi 
Protestant  r-:pIscopal  church  of  tht 
ITnited  State.s  opened  at  11  o'clock  thi; 
morning  at  the  old  landmark  of  Kpis 
copal  worship  at  the  national  capital 
Kpiphany  church.  The  sessions  begin- 
ning today  have  a  far-reaching  lntere>v 
and  importance  to  the  Episcopal  organi 
zation  of  the  country,  and,  indeed,  to 
th.-  church  world  at  large,  for  asid( 
from  the  distinguished  persjiinel  of  th. 
bi.shops,  clergymen  and  laymen,  th^ 
subjects  whieh  will  engage  the  attentioi 
of  the  two  governing  bodies  of  ihi 
church  have  a  present  and  vital  inter 
est  to  the  church  in  general  and  to  tnt 
Episcopal  church  in   particular. 

A  great  conc.iuri?e  of  people  gatheret" 
for  the  opening  services,  far  exceedinf 
the  capacity  of  the  church,  and  over 
flowing  into  the  adjacent  street.  Con 
.-^picuous  in  the  throng  were  the  silver 
haired,  bla(k-garbed  bishops  forming 
the  h juse  oi  liishops.  the  chief  govern 
ing  body  of  the  church.  The  actua 
participants  in  the  council,  includinj 
bishjps,  clergymen  and  laity,  was  sc 
great— some  5000  or  more— that  bu 
scant  space  remained  for  the  congre 
gation  not  oflicially  connected  with  tht 
proceeding?. 

Notable      among    the    lay    delegate; 
were  observed   Chief  Justice   Fuller  o 
the  Knited  States  supreme  court,  of  th 
lay    delegation    from    Chicago:    J.    Pier 
pDUt  Morgan,   William  Bayard  Cutting 
Francis  Linde  Stetson  and  Capt.   A.   T 
Mahan,  representing  New  York;  Georg. 
C.    Thomas   and     James    S.    Biddle.    o. 
Philadelphia,  while  the  clergy  were  rep- 
resented   by    many    prominent    in    th< 
church    work   of  the  country,   includin.i 
Rev.    Morgan    Dix,    of   New    York,    wh 
will  probably  officiate  as  presiding  ofll 
per  of  the  hou.se  of  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates. 

Promptly  at  11  o'clock  the  stiains  of 
the  great  church  organ  and  liie  mixed 
voices  of  the  choir  floated  through  the 
edifice,  iniiiating  t'ae  council  with  the 
imposing  entrance  of  the  bishops.  Fol- 
lowing the  choir  came  the  stately  body 
of  egcleslastics  occupying  the  highe.si 
offices  in  the  church.  They  entered  ac- 
cording to  their  length  of  service  as 
bishops,  walking  in  pairs  to  the 
chancel. 

The    Venerablt    Ri.    Rev.    Dr.    J.   Wil- 
liams, of  Connecticut,  the  patriarch  of 
the    body,    was   necessarily    absent      by 
reason    of    his    advanced    age    and    in- 
firmity,  and   so   too   was   Bishop  Clark, 
of  Rhode  Island.     First  in  point  of  ser- 
vice   came   that    white-haired    pillar   of 
the   Episcopacy,       Rt.       Rtv.       Bishop 
Whipple,       of      Minnesota,       somewha; 
bowed  with   his  years  of  eminent  ser- 
vice In  the  church,   but  still  vigorous  in 
action  and  strong  in  intellect.    To     the 
v\;h:te  ro^jes  and   wide  black  collar     of 
his  office  were  added  the  crimsjn  aca- 
demic hood,  hanging  like  a  cape  down 
his    back,    and    the    purple   cap    of   the 
senior      presiding      bishop.      Following 
him  came  Bishop  Wilmer,  of  Alabama; 
Bishop      Neely,      of      Maine:       Bishop 
Puttie,  of  Missouri;   Bishop  Whittle,  of 
Virginia,  and  the  other  heads     of     the 
church,  the  young  and  new  members  of 
this  high  office  closing  the  procession. 

Bishop  Whipple  conducted  the  service 
and  in  fervent  tones  led  the  opening 
prayers.  , 

Then  followed  the  service  of  the 
Episcopal  church.  Bishop  Neely  reading 
the  epistle.  Bishop  Wilmer  the  gospel, 
and  all  the  bishops  uniting  in  repeating 
the  creed.  Rev.  Dr.  McKin,  of  Epi- 
phaiy>',  made  the  announcement  of  Dr. 
Williams  absence,  and  that  Bishop 
Whipple  would  preside  over  the  as- 
semblage of  bishops  until  a  presiding 
officer  was  chosen.  The  liuainess  ses- 
sion of  both  houses  were  announced  to 
begin  at  3:30  p.  m. 

Bishop  Tuttie,  of  Missouri,  then  as- 
cended the  pulpit  and  delivered  the 
sermon.

"Shall  we  be  worthy  of  this  high  mis- 
.sion?  1  have  full  faith  In  my  countrymen. 
1  believe  In  the  spirit  and  capacity  of 
the  American  people.  This  war  and  its 
tremendous  questions  have  given  us  a 
new  elevation  and  dignity  and  purpose. 
How  it  has  dwarfed  and  diminished  our 
domestic  differences  and  our  petty  con- 
tentions. How  it  has  kindled  the  pa- 
triotic Hres  and  quickened  the  true  na- 
tional instinct.  How  it  has  lifted  us  to 
a  higher  plane  of  public  consciousness 
and  to  a  broader  view  of  national  great-

A  corporal's  squad  will  l)e 
stnt  from  Fort  Snelling  to  Bena.  across 
Leech  lake  from  Walker,  tj  protect  gov- 
ernment property  and  records  at  the  en- 
gineering station.  It  is  also  posfilile 
that  Soldiers  from  the  Fourteenth  Min- 
nesota volunteers  at  Duluth  will  l.e  ."ent 
to  protect  the  government  dam  at  Wln- 
nebigoshish.  There  are  some  a:>pre- 
henslons  here  of  a  general  Chippewa 
uprising. 

The  various  branches  of  the  Ohin- 
pewas  in  this  vicinity  have  about  GOO 
fighting  men  and  could  make  muc-h 
trouble  if  they  joined  the  Pillagers.

They  threatened 
Lucian  with  death  unless  he  revealed 
the  strength  pf  the  military  forces  and 
the  time  a  start  would  be  made  from 
Walker.  Lucian  could  not  give  the  in. 
formation  they  wanted,  and  was  held 
until  daylight  this  morning  and  then 
released.  He  says  the  bucks  were  in 
war  paint   a.nd   feathers. 

Gen.  Baion  has  landed  his  detachment 
on  the  mainland  opposite  Bear  island 
through  a  heavy  surf.  There  was  n-> 
hostile  demonstration  and  no  Indians  in 
sight.  The  bush  is  being  scoured  m  an 
attempt  to  find  them,  but  they  appear 
to  have  retreated  in  the  direction  .»: 
Ca.«s  lake.  The  authorities  think  the 
Indians  will  make  their  stand  at  Little 
Boy  lake,  thirty  miles  east  of  Leech 
lake,   where  conditions  favor  them. 

Several  armed  bajids  of  Indians  have 
been  seen,  apparently  making  for  a  ren. 
dezvous.  The  settlers  are  terror-strick- 
en, but  Gen.  Bacon  says  every  pre- 
caution  has  been  taken  for  their  safety. 
A  heavy  gale  is  blowing  and  the  air  is 
full  of  snow,  making  operations  on  the 
lake  difficult.  If  it  develops  that  the 
Indians  have  retreated  to  Little  Boy 
lake,  it  is  likely  the  forces  will  l)<» 
brought  back  here  and  taken  by  train 


Walker.  Minn..  Oct.  5.— War  is  in- 
evitable. The  Bear  island  Indians  re- 
fuse to  surrender.  They  will  not  givo 
up  the  men  wanted  by  the  officials. 

Today  the  marshal  will  take  them  in 
spite  of  their  refusal  to  come.  The 
troops  of  the  United  States  will  be 
called  into  service  to  as.oist  the  marshal. 
The  Indians  say  they  will  resist  as  long 
as  a  man  lives.  There  is  only  one  re. 
suit  possible — bloodshed,  and  plenty  of 
it.  War  must  follow,  for  the  marshal 
is  determined  to  take  the  men,  and 
they  are  no  l?ss  determined  to  resist. 
None  of  the  other  branches  of  the 
Chippewas  have  yet  Jonied  the  Pillagers, 
but  when  the  tir^t  shot  is  tired  it  is  ioy 
no  means  impossible  that  the  Whitf 
Earth  Indians,  those  of  Ked  Lake  and 
Cass  Lake  and  even  those  of  the  Leech 
Lake  agency  may  Join  with  their  tur- 
bulent brothers  and  face  death  at  the 
muzzles  of  the  rlUes  that  dealt  death  >ii 
the  hills  of  San  Juan  and  El  Caney.  It 
is  by  no  means  improbable  that  the  firdt 
shot  or  the  first  Indian  killed  may 
bring  to  Northern  Minnesota  a  general 
uprising. 

I  met  the  steamer  carrying  Marshal 
O'Connor  and  Inspector  Tinker  half 
way  between  Bear  island  and  Walker. 
They  were  returning  from  a  council 
with  the  Bear  island  Indians,  with  the 
information  that  the  Indians  refused  to 
surrender.  This  is  the  last  straw,  and 
as  soon  as  possible  the  troops  will 
move  to  Bear  island  to  support  the  mar- 
shal and  his  deputies. 

For  the  present  none  of  the  other  In- 
dians will  join  the  Bear  islanders,  but  if 
it  comes  to  fighting  and  any  of  the- 
Chippewas  are  killed,  it  is  possible  that 
the  White  Earth.  Cass  Lake.  Red  Lake 
and  Leech  Lake  Indians  will  join  their 
Pillager  brothers. 

Gen.  Bacon  and  Company  E,  Third  in- 
fantry, arrived  at  Walker  late  yester- 
day  afternoon.  The  troops,  eighty  in 
number,  are  in  command  of  Capt.  Wil- 
kinson, with  Lieut.  Ross  second  in 
command.  Ur.  Harries  is  also  with  the 
command. 

In  addition  to  the  troops,  a  Hotchkiss 
revolving  cannon  and  a  Gatling  gun 
arrived  on  the  train.  The  new  men, 
with  the  twenty  already  here  with 
Lieut.  Humphrey,  make  an  even  ICK) 
men,  a  force  large  enough  to  cross  Bear 
island  from  one  end  to  the  other  and 
scare  off  ail*  the  Indians  that  may  be 
there.  There  is  now  less  thought  of 
war,  for  it  is  the  opinion  of  nearly 
every  one  in  town  that  the  Indians, 
while  they  would  have  doubtless  resist- 
ed  Lieut.  Humphrey's  force,  will  not 
resist  the  large  force  now  ready  to 
march   against  them. 

Gen.  Bacon  is  awaiting  Marshal 
O'Connor's  return  from  Bear  island  be- 
fore    acting.

Congress  Asked  to  Give  Him 

Ten  Years  More  of 

Service. 


New  York,  Oct.  a.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  Washington  says: 

President  McKinley  and  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  Long  have  determined  to  rec- 
ommend to  congress  the  revival  of  the 
grade  of  vice  admiral,  to  be  filled  by 
the  promotion  of  Rear  Admiral  Dewey. 

President  McKinley  in  his  annual 
message  and  Secretary  Long  in  his  an- 
nual report  intend  to  devote  consider- 
able space  to  the  achievements  of  the 
Asiatic  squadron  under  the  comm.ani 
of  Rear  Admiral  Dowey,  and  the  splen- 
did judgment  and  diplomatic  tact  that 
officer  displayed  in  handling  the  many 
ditTicult  questions  which  arose  before 
the  arrival  of  the  American  troops  and 
the  capture  of  Manilla. 

As  under  existing  law  Rear  Admiral 
Dewey  will  reach  the  retiring  age  in 
December,  1899,  there  is  a  strong  prob- 
ability that  Secretary  Long  will  also 
urge  that  congress  pass  a  law  per- 
mitting the  retention  of  that  officer 
upon  the  active  list  for  an  additional  ten 
years.  A  law  permitting  such  action 
In  the  case  of  officers  receiving  the 
thanks  of  congress  for  gallant  conduct 
in  the  civil  war  is  now  on  the  statute 
books,  but  the  authorities  would  be 
glad  to  see  the  law  changed  so  that 
officers  of  the  recent  and  future  wa.-.«i 
be  .«?imilarly  rewarded.

FOREIGN  AFFAIRS. 


The  London  correspondent  of  the  Jour- 
nal, Des  Debats,  announces  that  Great 
Britain  and  Russia  are  about  to  sign  an 
agreement  giving  the  former  preponder- 
ance in  the  Yang  Tse  valley  and  the  lat- 
ter preponderance   In   Manchuria. 

The  Berlin  correspondent  of  the  Lon- 
don Dally  Mail  says  there  are  rumors 
there  of  the  forthcoming  formation  of  a 
combine  of  the  whole  German  iron  trade 
to  meet  the  severe  American  competition. 

According  to  a  dispatch  from  Shanghai, 
the  Pekin  correspondent  of  tho  Mercury 
of  that  city  asserts  that  the  emperor  of 
China  intended  to  remove  the  empress 
dowager  from  his  path  and  entrusted  his 
plans  to  an  adherent.  The  latter  proved 
a  traitor.  The  empress  dowager,  on  learn- 
ing of  the  plot,  sternly  upbraided  the  em- 
peror and  Invited  him  to  drink  the  con- 
tents of  a  cup  to  which  she  pointed.  He 
swallowed  the  fluid  at  a  gulp.  It  is  im- 
possible, however,  according  to  the  cor- 
respondent, to  ascertain  whether  the  em- 
peror is  actually  alive  or  dead.

The  Old  Settlers'  society  held  Its  first 
meeting  in  two  years  in  the  hall  over 
the  American  Exploration  company's 
office  in  Oneota  today.  It  was  a  social 
and  not  a  business  gathering.  In  fact 
it  was  an  indoor  picnic  for  a  regular 
picnic  dinner  was  served,  beginning  at 
12  o'clock  to  125  of  the  pioneers  of  the 
head  of  Lake  Superior. 

The  Old  Settlers'  society,  as  originally 
organized,  was  composed  of  people  who 
had  located  in  Duluth  or  Superior  as 
early  as  1857.  There  are  about  300  per- 
sons who  are  eligible  to  membership 
v.ith  this  qualification,  but  not  all  of 
them  live  here  now  and  Interest  in  the 
society  has  been  permitted  to  die  out. 
In  fact  no  meeting  has  been  held  for 
two  years  before  today  while  formerly 
it  v.as  the  custom  to  hold  two  annuallv 
one  a  picnic  in  the  early  fail,  and  then 
a  business  meetijig  in  December.  It  k 
now  proposed  to  reorganize  the  society 
and  admit  to  its  membership  all  per- 
sons who  can  claim  a  residence  of 
twenly-tive  years  at  the  head  of  the 
lake. 

When  Alfred  and  Leonidas  Merritt 
l^uilt  their  magnificent  office,  near  their 
•homes  in  Oneota,  they  made  provision 
in  the  upper  fioor  for  a  splendid  hall 
lor  the  special  use  of  the  old  settlers. 
It  was  handsomely  finished,  and  on  one 
side  of  it  a  large  brick  fire  plact  was 
'uuilt,  somewhat  more  elaborate  than 
the  fire  places  about  which  the  pio- 
neers used  to  gather  in  t'he  long,  cold, 
winter  evenings  over  forty  years  ago, 
when  the  first  primitive  foundations  for 
the  cities  cf  Duluth  and  Sunerior  were 
being  laid.  The  hall  was  today  taste- 
fully decorated  with  American  rtags, 
and  on  the  floor  seven  large  pine  tables 
were-  spread  with  appetizing  and  sub- 
Elaiuiai  food. 

The  old  .setrlers,  many  of  them  young 
men  and  women  who  were  born  here, 
sat  about  the  tables  and  listened  to  in- 
teresting stories  and  reminiscences  of 
the  early  days,  told  by  those  who  took 
part  in  them.  Among  those  present 
v.as  Mrs.  Merritt,  mother  of  Alfred 
^nd  Leonidas  Merritt,  and  the  spread 
was  given  largely  in  her  honor,  as  she 
is  about  to  leave  for  Mexico,  where 
she  v/ill  spend  the  winter. 

One  result  of  today's  purely  informal 
srathering  was  to  revive  interest  in  the 
.association,  and  the  regular  meetings 
wiil  be  resumed.

Withdrawal  of  Old  Boats  From  Lakes 
Will  Be  Beneficial. 

Vesselmen  are  looking  to  see  a  con- 
siderable improvement  in  certain  lines 
of  lake  traffic  as  the  result  of  the  with- 
drawal of  a  large  number  of  wooden 
schooners  and  steamers  from  the  lakes 
that  is  now  going  on.  These  boats  are 
bein.g  moved  to  the  Atlantic,  and  when 
they  are  gone  it  is  thought  that  a  no- 
ticeable improvement  will  result,  espe- 
cially in  the  lumber  trade  and  in  the 
Lake  Ontario  business.  Many  of  these 
ve.'^sels  have  been  in  the  habit  of  going 
into  the  lumber  traffic  whenever  rates 
went  up  to  a  fairly  large  rate.  This 
has  acted  as  a  sort  of  a  club  over  the 
heads  of  those  who  have  been  regularly 
in  the  lumber  business,  and  it  has  often 
kept  rates  down  when  they  might  have 
gone  up.  The  withdrawal  will  also 
have  an  effect  upon  the  Portage  lake 
coal  trade.  It  will  have  little  more 
than  the  most  general  effect  upon  the 
general  lake  trade,  as  the  big  freighters 
are  coming  to  have  their  own  way 
there.  Few  of  the  old  boats  that  are 
being  withdrawn  will  be  replaced,  and 
in  time  the  big  freighters  will  be  about 
all  there  is  on  the  lakes.
